London.  Sept.  16.— Fire  broke  out  on 
board  the  steamer  lona.  from  Edin- 
burgh to  London  today.  The  flames 
spread  with  so  much  rapidity  that  be- 
fore aid  reached  the  ve*el  six  of  the 
pafsengrers  and  the  stewardess  of  the 
lona  were  burned  to  death.  The  fire 
was  put  out  after  four  hours  struggle. 

The  fire  broke  out  when  the  lona  was 
off  Clacton  In  the  forepart  of  the  ves- 
sel.The  pasengers  were  aroused  and  it 
was  supposed  all  had  escaped  from  the 
burning  cabin.  While  the  crew  were 
busy  fighting  the  flames,  soldiers  on 
board  assisted  in  the  lowering  of  the 
boats  and  supplying  the  passengers  with 
life  belts.  There  was  no  wind.  There 
was.  however,  so  much  excitement  and 
I'onfuslon  among  the  passengers  that  the 
captain  was  unable  to  restore  order. 

Suddenly  It  was  discovered  that  some 
women  and  children  were  missing.  The 
stewardess  re-entered  the  burning  cabin, 
it  is  presumed,  to  tr>'  to  resuce  those 
who  were  missing,  and  she  also  perished. 
The  darkness  and  the  volumes  of  smoke 
issuing  from  the  burning  cabin,  com- 
bined to  make  a  terrible  scene.  Here 
there  was  a  passenger  rushing  to  escape, 
•"eeking  his  wife,  and  there  was  another 
searching  for  his  daughter. 

It  was  net  until  three  compartments 
had  been  burned  that  it  became  pos- 
■slble  to  enter  the  cabin,  where  were  dis- 
covered the  charred  remains  of  six 
women  and  one  child.  Then  the  engines 
of  the  steamer  were  started  up  again 
and  the  vessel  proceeded  on  its  way  to 
London. 

There  are  various  rumors  as  to  th^ 
origin  of  the  fire.  Some  of  the  passen- 
gers alleged  that  many  of  the  crew- 
acted  in  a  cowardly  manner  among  the 
pasengers.  seeking  first  their  own  safety, 
instead  of  helping  women  and  children 
into  the  boats. 


PRELIJMINARY  BUSTLE. 

Early  Morning  With  the  New 
York  Republicans. 

Saratoga,  X.  Y..  Sept.  16.— Republi- 
cans got  to  work  ver>-  early  this  morn- 
ing and  the  corridors  of  the  United 
States  hotel  w^ere  filled  before  break- 
fast with  men  discussing  the  situation. 
The  talk  this  morning  of  displacing  the 
present  state  officers  is  pronounced,  but 
it  is  believed  will  prove  only  an  Inci- 
dent, as  It  Is  believed  that  enough 
strength  can  be  developed  to  defeat  th^ 
nomination  of  any  candidate. 

The  fight  seems  to  be  directed  mainly 
against  Comptroller  Roberts  and  At- 
torney General  Hancock.  For  the 
f<irmer'9  place,  John  F.  Parkhurst,  of 
liiith,  is  a  candidate,  and  the  latter's. 
Judge  Cady.  of  Columbia  county,  has 
support.  Both  have  many  friends,  and 
the  turning  down  of  the  present  state 
officers  is  openly  advocated  by  Louis 
F.  Payne,  William  Barnes,  Jr.,  John 
Parkhurst  and  others.  Mr.  Piatt  has 
expressK?il  himself  In  favor  of  renomin- 
ating the  present  officers. 

On  the  excise  question,  the  rural  del- 
egates seem  to  be  In  favor  of  a  plank 
favoring  even  stricter  Sunday  observa- 
tion, while  the  delegates  from  Erie, 
New  York  and  Kinks  county  are  in 
favor  of  local  option.  Despite  the  fact 
that  the  leaders  have  given  out  their 
ultimatum  of  no  plank  on  excise,  they 
are  being  urged  by  both  sides  of  the 
controversy  to  reconsider  this  and  take 
some  action. 

Mr.  Lauterbach,  of  New  York  city, 
who  had  been  slated  for  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  committee©  on  resolutions 
declined  to  accept  the  place.  He  said 
that  his  reason  for  so  doing  was  that 
the  party  leaders  had  declined  to  favor 
an  expression  on  the  platform  declar- 
ing for  home  rule  on  excise  matters.

JORDAN  DENIES  IT. 

He  Has  Not  Discussed  a  New 
Bond  Issue. 

New  York.  Sept.  16.— Assistant  Treas- 
urer Conrad  N.  Jordan  says  In  rela- 
tion to  a  printed  story  about  a  prob- 
able Issue  of  government  bonds:  "I 
have  been  a  party  to  no  discussion  on 
the  subject  with  either  Mr.  Curtis  or 
any  one  else,  except  In  an  Informal 
gos;sipy  way  and  have  not  attended  any 
formal  conference.  Mr.  Curtis  was  in 
the  city  this  morning  and  will  con- 
firm this  statement. 

"A  great  many  of  our  leading  finan- 
ciers including.  I  believe.  J.  Plerpont 
Morgan,  do  not  consider  a  new  gold 
loan  advisable  at  the  present  time.  At 
all  events,  I  cannot  confirm  a  single 
line  of  any  of  the  statements  contained 
in  the  printed  story  referred  to." 


STEERAGE  RATES' 

Advanced  by  the  new  Tariff 
Issued  Saturday. 

New  York,  Sept.  IH.— <_»ne  of  the  re- 
sults of  the  new  combination  of  the  trans* 
Atlantic  steamship  companif-s  is  the  abol- 
ishment of  the  Scandia  Steamship  com- 
pany, which  is  controlled  by  the  Ham- 
tjurg-American  company  and  has  been  en- 
■.^aged  for  the  most  part  in  the  Danish  and 
Scandinavian  steerage  iraile.  The  Scan- 
dinavian line  was  put  on  at  the  time  the 
war  began  to  fight  the  British  lines,  and 
fhe  losses  sustained  by  the  low  rates  of- 
fere<i  were  shared  by  the  continental 
companies  which  were  in  the  agreement. 

It  is  said  the  Scandia  line  has  eaten 
sadly  into  the  business  of  the  British  lines. 
One  of  the  conditions  of  th-  new  combinaH 
tion  which  has  been  formed  is  that  the 
line  will  be  abandoned,  which  will  again 
allow  the  British  lines  to  <  ontrol  the  bulk 
of  the  Si-andinavian  and  Danish  business. 
The  local  steamship  agents  issued  their 
new  tariff  of  steerage  rat^-s  on  Saturday 
which  restores  west  bound  steerage  rates 
to  the  figures  jisked  for  before  the  rate 
war  began. 


CALUMET  FURNACE. 

Resumes  at  Chicago  After  a 
Shut  Down. 

Chicago,  Sept.  16.— The  Calumet  blast 
furnace  at  South  Chicago,  which  stopped 
business  years  ago,  has  resumed  opera- 
tions and  the  prospects  are  that  no  fur- 
ther interruptions  will  occur.  President 
Ridgely.  of  the  company,  says  that  the 
constantly  increasing  demand  for  Iron  in 
the  I'nited  States  Is  the  cause  for  resum- 
ing work. 

Branch  offices  of  the  Calumf  t  arc  to  be 
established  in  Cleveland,  St.  Louis,  Pitts- 
burg and  Philadelphia,  while  the  great 
Western  agents  will  be  at  Cincinnati, 
about  200  men  will  be  employed  at  the 
Chicoga  plant. 


Dallas.  Tex.,  Sept.  18.— At  10  a.  m.  the 
habeas  corpus  case  of  Jan^s  Clark,  the 
prize  fighter,  came  up  before  Chitf 
Justice  Hurt,  of  the  court  of  criminal 
appeals,  sitting  alone,  the  other  judges 
failing  to  appear.  The  court  room  was 
crowded,  and  the  people  overcrowded 
the  court  house  grounds.  Crawford  & 
Crawford,  Cowart  &  Ellison  and  Oeland 
&  Smith  appeared  for  Clark,  and  At- 
torney   General    Crane    represented     the 

state.  Both  sides  agreed  that  the  only 
point  to  be  argued  was  the  existence  or 
non-existence  of  a  prize  fight  law. 

Mr.  Ellison  opened  for  Clark.  He 
showed  that  a  law  levying  an  occupa- 
tion tax  of  $500  for  each  prlte  fight  was 
enacted  in  1S89.  that  In  1891  a  law  mak- 
ing prize  fighting  a  felony  was  enacted, 
and  in  the  celebrated  case  of  Sullivan 
against  the  state  was  held  to  have  re- 
pealed the  law  of  1S89.  He  contended 
that  the  legislature  of  1895  enacted  a 
civil  and  a  criminal  code  emlx>dylng  In 
the  former  the  occupation  statute,  and 
in  the  latter  the  felony  statute.  The 
penal  code  went  Into  effect  Aug.  2,  1895, 
and  the  civil  code  Sept.  1,  1895. 

He  argued  that  the  statute  In  the  civil 
must  be  held  to  be  the  expression  of  the 
legislature,  and  therefore  as  repealing 
the  conflicting  statute  in  the  penal  code. 
He  cited  Euloch  and  other  eminent 
authorities  on  the  interpretation  of  stat- 
utes to  this  effect.  At  the  conclusion  of 
Mr.  Ellison's  argument,  the  court  took 
a  recess  until  2  p.  m.  Attorney  General 
Crane  will  this  afternoon  speak  for  the 
state  In  opposition  to  the  position  taken 
by  Mr.  Ellison.  Mr.  Crawford  will  then 
close  for  the  defense.  Judge  Hurt's  de- 
cision Is  looked  for  tomorrow^. 


San  Francisco,  Sept.  16.— The  Dur- 
rant  trial  entered  upon  Its  ninth  week 
this  morning.  A  slight  change  In  the 
program  for  today  was  made  neces- 
sary by  a  death  In  the  family  of  Mrs. 
George  P.  Dorgan,  whose  examination 
was  not  finished  when  court  adjourned 
last  Thursday. 

Durrant's  defenders  will  be  unable 
to  persuade  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Crossett 
to  modify  her  testimony  regarding  her 
ride  in  a  Valencia  street  car  on  the 
afternoon  of  April  3.  The  old  lady  is 
as  sure  of  the  day  as  she  Is  of  the  fact 
that  she  rode  on  the  same  car  with  Dur- 
rant  and  tried  to  attract  "his  attention 
from  the  girl  who  was  with  him.  Mrs. 
Crossltt's  vjslt,  on  the  following  day, 
was  to  the  home  of  her  son-in-law  in 
Alameda.  The  aged  woman  remembers 
the  day  she  went,  and  her  friends  who 
went  with  her  to  the  ferry  will  be  able 
to  corroborate  her. 

The  testimony  of  Mrs.  Crossett  will 
be  the  key  to  the  prosecutions  arch. 
By  it  the  evidence  of  those  who  saw 
Durrant  before  he  entered  the  church 
and  of  who  soon  saw  him  after  an  ab- 
solutely unbroken  chain  has  been  made. 
The  prosecuting  attorneys  have  now  a 
case  they  did  not  dare  hope  for,  when 
the  district  attorney  made  his  open- 
ing statement.

DURRANT'S  FRIEND. 


Married  Woman  Who  Has  Left 
Her  Husband. 

San  Francisco,  Sept.  16.— The  Iden- 
tity of  the  "Sweetpea"  girl,  the  mys- 
terious young  woman  who  has  con- 
stantly attended  the  Durrant  trial,  and 
who  has  attracted  so  much  attention 
by  her  devotion  to  the  alleged  mur- 
der has  been  discovered.  She  Is  Mrs. 
Grace  Bowers,  the  wife  of  an  insurance 
clerk.  Last  Wednesday  she  left  her 
husband,  ivs  a  result  of  her  infatuation 
for  Durrant. 

Mr.  Bowers  says  that  his  wife  never 
knew  Durrant,  but  that  from  the  be- 
ginning  she  has  taken  a  great  Inter- 
est in  the  trial  and  believes  Durrant 
innocent.  It  Is  thought  that  her  mind 
has  become  affected  and  that  she  Is  not 
responsible  for  her  actions.

Calumet,  Mich..  Sept.  16 —This  mor- 
ning at  9  o'clock  the  bodies  of  Malstrom 
and  Walter  Dahl  were  discovered  in 
the  eighteenth  lead  of  the  Osceola 
mine.  No.  4.  and  brought  to  the  sur- 
face. This  ends  the  final  chapter  in  the 
( (areola  mine  horror,  as  the  two  bodies 
found  today  make  up  the  full  quota  of 
those  who  lost  their  lives  In  the  mine. 


COLU.MBIAN  FAIR  MEDALS, 
"^'ashlngton,  Sept.  16.— It  is  understood 
that  owing  to  unexpected  and  unavoid- 
able delays  the  Columbian  World's  fair 
diplomas  will  not  be  ready  for  delivery 
until  about  next  February.  The  medals, 
of  which  there  are  to  be  24,000,  will  be 
finished  sometime  In  November  next. 
Much  difficulty  has  been  experienced, 
it  is  said,  in  inserting  in  the  medals  the 
names  of  the  persons  entitled  to  them, 
many  of  them  being  longer  than  the 
sr»aces  left  for  that  purpose. 

YOUNG  BANKER  MISSING. 
Denver.  Sept.  16.— ^Jlenford  McKin- 
ney,  of  New  York,  a  son  of  John  L.  Mc- 
Kinney.  of  Titusville,  Pa.,  bank  presi- 
dent, has  been  lost  in  the  mountains 
in  Northwestern  Colorado  for  ten  days. 
He  became  separated  from  the  hunting 
party  of  which  he  was  a  member  and 
in  spite  of  diligent  search  no  trace  of 
him  has  been  found.  His  father,  who 
was  also  a  member  of  the  hunting  party 
has  offered  1500  reward  for  any  news  of 
him.  dead  or  alive.  Young  McKlnney 
is  about  25  years  old  and  of  good 
physique,  but  was  wholly  unaccus- 
tomed to  ■'roughing  it." 


CUBAN  ADVICES. 

Insurgents  Defeated  in  Several 
Brisk  Engagements. 

Havana,  Sept.  16.— Official  dispatches 
received  here  give  an  account  of  a 
sharp  engagement  at  Arlmao,  near  Cien- 
fuegos.  The  village  was  attacked  by  a 
band  of  insurgents,  but  they  met  with 
resistance  on  the  part  of  local  officials, 
whiph  was  so  stubborn  that  the  attack- 
ing party  were  obliged  to  retreat,  leav- 
ing three  of  their  number  dead.  Some 
insurgents  have  surrendered  to  the 
authorities  at  Remedicia,  near  Cien- 
fuegos. 

One  of  the  Insurgent  leaders  was 
wounded  In  a  skirmish  with  Spanish 
troops  in  the  province  of  Santa  Clara. 
An  engagement  with  InsurgL^nts  In 
f»uerce  Tuinilo,  In  which  the  loss  of  the 
Insurgents  was  five  killed  and  fifteen 
wounded.  Armed  bands  continue  to 
commit  depredations  in  this  .section. 
Gen.  Mel  las  reports  that  he  had  several 
brisk  skirmishes  with  the  Insurgents, 
but  that  he  could  not  force  them  Into  an 
engagement. 


BURYING  THEM  ALIVE. 

Honolulu  Natives  Try  to  Treat 
Cholera  Cases  Thusly. 

Tacoma.  Was..  Sept.  16.— Miss  Nettie 
Burhaus,  formerly  In  the  Tacoma  pub- 
lic schools  and  for  two  years  a  resident 
of  Honolulu,  In  a  letter  to  her  sister 
indicates  that  cholera  will  carry  off  a 
large  portion  of  the  natives,  but  they 
will  not  report  cholera  victims  to  the 
board  of  health.  The  natives  believe 
the  white  people  want  to  poison  them, 
and  they  therefore  refuse  to  take  medi- 
cine. 

In  one  Instance  a  physician  pre- 
vented the  burial  until  the  man  was 
dead.  Honolulu  is  reported  as  being- 
very  dirty,  and  Is  being  cleaned  as  a 
result  of  the  presence  of  cholera.

Washington,  Sept.  16.— Commwlore 
Sampson,  chief  of  the  ordinance  bureau 
has  made  a  report  on  the  recommenda- 
tion made  by  Chief  Constructor  Hitch- 
born,  that  hereafter  in  letting  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  vessels,  the  ar- 
mor be  Included  In  the  contract. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  report  is 
adverse  to  the  recommendation  and 
that  many  reasons  are  given  for  the 
belief  that  the  change  would  be  un- 
wise, the  principal  being  the  necessity 
for  constant  supervision  on  the  part 
of  the  government  to  prevent  the  use 
of  Inferior  armor.  It  Is  supposed  that 
Secretary  Herbert  will  take  up  this 
question  soon,  with  the  view  of  decid- 
ing it  before  the  work  on  the  new  bat- 
tleships and  gunboats  Is  begun.

Vancouver.  B.  C,  Sept.  Ifi.— Minnie 
Dean,  who  was  condemned  to  death 
fur  the  murder  uf  infants  intrusted  to 
her  care,  has  been  executed  in  Inver- 
carpill,  Aucklund.  New  Zealand.  She 
protested  her  innocence  up  to  the  last. 
Clemency  was  asked  on  account  of  the 
murderess  being  a  woman,  but  the 
proof  against  her  was  so  overwhelming 
that  no  mercy  was  shown.  On  the 
scaffold  she  was  hysterical  and  had  to 
be  almost  carried  to  the  drop. 

Just  before  the  black  cap  shut  out  i  ous  affection, 
the  world  from  view,  she  became  more*  sleeplessness 
resigned,  but  piteously  exclaimed,  •'Oh 
God.  let  me  not  suffer."  The  drop  fell 
and  death  was  instantaneous.  The  wo- 
man prayed  incessantly  toward  the 
last,  but  stoutly  maintained  that  she 
had  no  murder  on  her  soul,  and  had 
no  doubt  that  she  would  go  to  heaven. 

Minnie  Deans  crimes  were  the  sen- 
sation of  last  year  in  New  Zealand. 
She  was  patronized  by  well-to-do 
scoundrels,  who  paid  her  handsomely 
to  become  responsible  for  their  chil- 
dren. A  mothers  love,  however,  in- 
duced an  erring  woman  to  seek  her 
child  who  had  been  delivered  to  the 
woman's  care.  Minnie  Dean  had  re-

Sunk  in  the  Pacific  With  Filty- 
five  Lives. 

New  York,  Sept.  16.— A  special  to  the 
New  York  Herald,  dated  at  Vancouver, 
B.  C,  sajs  that  the  2000-ton  China 
steamer  Catterhun.  bound  from  Syd- 
ney to  Chinese  ports,  with  a  crew  and 
passenger  list  of  eighty-one  people,  is  at 
the  bottom  of  the  sea  off  the  Seal  rocks, 
near  Port  Stephens  light  house.  Only 
twenty-six  lives  were  saved.  The 
steamer  struck  a  rock  during  a  furi- 
ous storm.  All  the  chief  officers  of  the 
steamer  were  lost,  and  also  Mrs.  and 
Miss  Lorlng.  the  wife  and  daughter  of 
the  secretary  of  the  Imeprlal  Federa- 
tion league  of  Australia.  The  cargo 
was  very  valuable  and  included  among 
other  things  10.000  English  sovereigns. 
Dr.  Copeman.  an  English  survivor,  tells 
the  following  story  of  the  wreck: 

"I  was  returning  to  England  by  way 
of  China  via  Vancouver.  At  2  o'clf>ck 
in  the  morning.  I  was  shot  out  of  the 
bunks  by  a  terrible  shcjck  which  was 
followed  by  a  second  one.  I  rushed  on 
deck  and  found  the  steamer  listed  arnl 
rapidly  settling.  An  officer  told  me 
we  had  struck  a  rock.  There  was  no 
screaming.  The  skipper  was  as  c(k»1 
as  possible,  and  told  the  passengers  not 
to  get  excited.  In  the  meantime  the 
steamer  was  being  washed  to  pieces. 

"Capt.  Shannon  gave  orders  to  lower 
the  boats,  and  Immediately  afterwani 
he  was  washed  overboard  and  drowned. 
As  the  boats  were  lowered  they  were 
dashed  to  pieces  or  swept  away.  At 
last  only  the  starbf>ard  boat  was  left. 
There  were  thirteen  people  In  it.  It 
was  torn  from  the  davits  and  washed 
away.  I  sprang  into  the  sea  and  was 
picked  up  by  a  Chinaman.  We  res- 
cued twelve  more,  the  Chinaman  work- 
ing heroically. 

"The  last  one  we  pulled  In  was  a 
European.  He  dropped  limp  in  the 
stern.     I   asked:     'Who   are    you?' 


Washington,  and  crowned  by  the  dawn 
ing    recognition    of    Eastern    sentiment. 
As  a   means   of     inspiration   for   future 
effort   it   is   worth    while   to  rapidly   re- 
view what  has  already  been  achieved. 

First  and  foremost  in  the  record  of  the 
year  stand  the  events  which  mark  the 
revolution  of  public  sentiment  and  of 
methods  of  industry  on  the  great  plains. 
Since  we  last  assembled  the  Irrigation 
movement  of  Kansas,  of  Nebraska  and 
of  Texas  has  triumphed  in  effective  legis- 
lation. By  legal  enactment  the  men  of 
the  plains  have  recognized  that  irriga- 
tion west  of  the  100th  meridian  is  funda- 
mental to  agricultural  prosperity.  No 
man  can  overestimate  the  significance  of 
that  recognition.  It  means  a  new  Kan- 
sas, a  new  Nebraska,  a  ne^  Texas.  It 
means  such  crops  and  industrial  inde- 
pendence, small  farms  and  social  oppor- 
tunities of  the  remaining  states  of  the 
plains.  South  Dakota  had  preceded  her 
sisters  in  the  provision  of  Irrigation  laws, 
while  North  Dakota  and  Oklahoma  have 
each  a  well-organized  public  sentiment 
looking  to  similar  results. 

The  passage  by  congress  in  August, 
1894,  of  the  law  granting  1,000,000  acres 
of  arid  public  lands  to  each  of  the  desert 
states  called  for  the  enactment  of  sup- 
plementary legislation,  and  furnished  the 
occasion  for  a  vigorous  campaign  before 
the  legislatures  of  eight  states,  Wyom- 
ing. Colorado.  Idaho,  Montana.  Wash- 
ington and  Nevada  accepted  the  grant 
of  1.000,000  acres  each,  and  all  provided 
appropriations  "to  render  the  grant  im- 
mediately operative.  In  Oregon  a  vigor- 
ous effort  was  made  to  the  same  end. 
but  was  defeated  narrowly  in  the  closing 
hours  of  the  legislative  session. 

The  laws  enacted  in  accepting  the 
Carey  grant  mark  a  new  era  in  our 
Western  statesmanship.  Without  ex- 
ception they  recognize  the  rights,  the 
duty  of  the  state  to  supervise  and  control 
the  reclamation  of  public  land.s,  and  the 
u.'ie  of  public  waters,  without  exception, 
they  fixed  maximum  prices  at  which 
such  lands  and  attaching  water  rights 
shall  be  sold,  and  without  exception  they 
provide  for  the  ultimate  ownership  by 
the  people  of  Irrigation  works  built  in 
connection  with  these  lands.  The  enun- 
ciation of  these  vital  principles  in  the 
laws  of  five  different  states  is  another 
event  which  renders  the  past  year  re- 
markable in  the  history  of  the  irrigation 
movement. 

But  in  spite  of  all  that  has  been  ac- 
complished, difficulties  have  arisen  in  the 
practical  application  of  the  Carey  law. 
Grave  differences  of  opinion  as  to  its 
meaning  have  developed  between  state 
officials  of  the  interior  department  at 
Washington.  While  it  was  evidently  the 
desire  of  congress  to  have  these  lands 
reclaimed  under  state  auspices,  the  law- 
has  apparently  failed  to  confer  the  neces- 
sary power  upon  the  states.  One  of  the 
most  encouraging  developments  of  the 
past  year  was  the  action  of  Secretary 
Smith  and  Secretary  Morton  in  counten- 
ancing the  formation  on  the  part  of  a 
number  of  specialists  in  their  respective 
bureaus  of  the  body  known  as  "the 
board  of  irrigation,  executive  depart- 
ments." 

The  most  gratifying  feature  of  the 
matter  Is  the  evidence  it  affords  of  the 
growing  recognition  In  official  circles  of 
irrigation  as  a  national  question.  The 
most  conspicuous  Irrigation  statute  in 
the  United  States  is  in  the  district  nf 
California.  In  connection  with  this  law 
there  has  recently  occurred  an  event  of 
far-reaching  Importance  to  both  the 
economics  and  practise  of  irrigation.  1 
refer  to  the  decision  of  Judge  Ross  in 
the  United  States  district  court  at  Ix)8 
Angeles,  to  the  effect  that  the  Wright 
law  is  unconstitutional  and  that  the 
mllllonB  upon  millions  of  securities  which 
have  been  Issued  in  connection  with  its 
provisions  are  invalid. 

If  this  decision  be  accepted  in  its  full 
force  and  meaning,  it  is  a  calamity  of 
the  largest  proportions.  It  would  de- 
stroy in  a  breath  the  usefulness  of 
great  systems  of  canals  which  have 
been  wholly  or  partially  constructed;  it 
would  plunge  into  chaos  the  industrial 
machine  of  large  and  thickly-populated 
districts,  and  would  give  to  Irrigation  in 
general  a  bad  repute  in  financial  circles 
scarcely  to  be  outlived  In  a  generation. 
It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  United

Tenth — Because  the  whole  scheme  of 
purchase  Is  simply  an  effort  to  bull- 
doze the  city  and  citizens,  by  throats 
of  litigation  and  opposition,  into  pur- 
chase of  the  plant  for  double  its  value, 
with  a  view  of  making  the  bonds  of 
the  gas  and  water  company  which  are 
now  really  not  worth  50  cents  on  the 
dollar,  worth  par,  and  thus  enriching 
n  number  of  speculators.

REASONS  FOR  BUILDING. 

The  citizens'  committee  which  has 
charge  of  the  campaign  against  the 
purchase  of  the  company's  water  plant 
and  in  favor  of  the  city  building  an  in- 
dependent plant  has  issued  a  circular 
addressed  to  the  voters  giving  many 
strong  reasons  why  the  city  should 
build  its  own  water  plant.  Ten  reasons 
are  advanced,  as  follows: 

First — Because  the  estimate  of  a  com- 
petent and  impartial  person.  City  En- 
gineer Keating,  shows  that  the  plant  is 
worth  $780,342.  While  to  buy  it  will 
cost,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  building 
necessary  extensions  $1,856,000. 

Second — Because  it  is  notorious  that 
the  pipes  of  the  company  are  too  weak 
to  stand  the  pressure  ncessary  to  fur- 
nish the  city  with  adequate  fire  protec- 
tion, hence,  if  the  city  buys  the  plant 
it  will  have,  in  addition  to  paying  dou- 
ble the  price,  to  relay  these  pipes  at  a 
great  expense. 

Third— Because,  to  buy  and  to  make 
extensions  which  are  conceived  neces- 
sary, will  cost  $2,706,000,  while  to  build 
a  better  plant  than  the  water  com- 
pany's and  one  which  will  be  adequate 
for  the  city's  purpose,  which  the  water 
company's  is  not,  will  cost  including 
extensions  $1,630,342.  The  estimate  of 
$1,630,342  is  made  on  the  basis  of  City 
Engineer  Keating's  estimate  of  1891, 
at  that  time  labor  and  all  kinds  of 
prices  were  20  per  cent  higher  than  at 
present. 

Fourth — Because  if  we  vote  to  build, 
the  money  will  be  spent  in  our  own  city; 
if  we  vote  to  buy  the  bulk  of  it  will  be 
sent  away  from  our  city;  are  times  so 
booming;  are  general  values  so  high, 
and  is  our  municipal  and  individual 
Indebtedness  so  low  that  we  can  af- 
ford, in  exchange  for  an  $800,000  plant, 
to  send  $1,800,000  to  outside  capitalists? 
Fifth — Because,  if  we  vote  to  build. 
the  municipal  indebtedness,  on  account 
of  a  water  plant,  will  be  not  more  thart 
one-half  what  it  will  be  if  we  vote  to 
buy. 

Sixth— Because,  the  cost  of  water  to 
the  consumer,  after  the  city  gets  the 
plant,  will  be  based  on  the  cost  of  the 
plant;  if  the  city  buys,  the  present 
high  rates  for  water  will  be  kept  up, 
or  else  there  will  be  a  deficit  to  be 
covered  by  taxation.  It  is  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  consumer  to  get  the  best 
plant  for  the  least  money. 

Seventh — Because  the  supreme  court 
has  decided  that  the  city  may  build  a 
plant  of  its  ow^n  (Long  vs.  City  of  Du- 
lut,  49  Minn.,  Reports,  page  280),  and 
because  the  supreme  court  has  decided 
that  bonds  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
buying  the  plant  are  part  of  the  general 
indebtedness  of  the  city  and  are  valid 
(Woodbridge  vs.  City  of  Duluth,  59  N. 
W.  Reports,  page  296),  and  hence  can 
unquestionably  be  sold. 

Eighth — It  is  as  important  to  the 
growth  and  welfare  of  this  city,  to  get 
reduced  rates,  as  it  is  to  get  a  supply 
of  good  water.  It  will  be  impossible 
for  the  city  to  make  any  reduction  in 
rates  for  many  years  to  come  if  it  pay.l 
an  exorbitant  price  of  $2,706,000  for  a 
plant  while  it  could  get  a  better  one  for 
$1,636,000.  This  is  what  you  are  paying 
for  water  for  an  eight-room  house, 
having  kitchen  sink,  bathtub,  water 
closet,  and  one  stationary  bowl,  as 
compared  with  what  the  citizens  of 
the  following  cities  pay  viz:  Duluth, 
$26  per  annum;  Chicago,  $10  per  an- 
num; Bay  City,  $12  per  annum;  De- 
troit, $10  per  anum;  Cleveland,  $12  per 
annum;  Mllwaukpe,  $14  per  annum; 
Minneapolis.  $10.2.5  per  annum. 

Ninth — Because  if  the  city  buys  the 
water  plant  it  cannot  re-lay  a  foot  of 
water  pipe  without  the  consent  of  the 
gas   and    water   company,    which   will 


MONEY    RATES   INCREASING. 

The  statement  of  the  associated  banks 
of  New  York,  which  was  published  by 
The  Herald  on  Saturday,  showed  evi- 
dence of  the  Increasing  demand  for 
money,  and  the  consequent  continued 
revival  of  business.  The  New  York  Fin- 
ancier, commenting  on  the  statement, 
expresses  the  belief  that  the  day  of  1 
per  cent  money  in  New  York  has  passed 
away.  The  banks  now  hold  less  idlo 
cash  than  they  have  reported  since  April 
27  last,  when  the  reserve  was  affected  by 
the  bond  syndicate  operations,  and,  while 
the  heavy  cash  reductions  of  the  past 
week— amounting  to  $9,436,300 — were  due 
in  part  to  gold  exports,  the  fact  should 
not  be  overlooked  that  the  loan  items 
show  a  remarkable  tendency  to  advance 
without  symptoms  of  relapse,  the  in- 
crease for  the  week  ending  Sept.  14 
being  $4,333,100.  The  aggregate  loans 
are  now  $522,698,900,  or  nearly  $10,000,000 
in  excess  of  the  figure  that  stood  for 
years  as  a  high-water  mark. 

The  decrease  of  $5,099,100  In  deposits 
shows  that  money  is  being  employed  to 
advantage  by  Interior  banks  in  their 
own  localities.  The  decrease  of  $7,524.- 
700  in  legal  tenders  was  brought  about 
by  shipments  previously  referred  to,  and 
also  by  the  heavy  export  movement, 
which  necessitates  the  use  of  legal  ten- 
ders. The  decrease  of  $1,911,600  in  specie 
was  brought  about  by  the  deposits  of 
gold  in  the  sub-treasury  made  by  banks 
identified  with  the  bond  syndicate.  A 
new  bond  issue  in  the  face  of  such  a 
heavy  decrease  in  cash  would  put  money 
rates  far  higher  than  they  have  been 
since  the  panic. 


THE  CLEVELAND  CONVENTION. 

-A.  Cleveland  dispatch  says  that  the 
deep  waterways  convention  to  be  held 
there  next  week  promises  to  be  one  of 
thd  most  important  of  the  kind  ever  held. 
The  program  includes  half  a  hundred 
papers  on  all  the  various  questions  per- 
taining to  navigation,  shipbuilding  and 
commerce  on  the  great  lakes,  and  the 
proposed  improvement  of  the  harbors 
and  connecting  channels  and  the  con- 
templated deep  water  highway  to  the 
sea.  These  papers  will  be  presented  by 
some  of  the  most  eminent  engineers, 
shipbuilders,  representatives  of  com- 
mercial bodies  and  owners  of  lake  ves- 
sels. » 

Th«  great  question  to  come  before  the 
convention  is  the  creation  of  a  deep 
waterway  from  the  great  lakes  to  the 
Atlantic  ocean  by  the  most  direct  route. 
This  is  a  subject  in  which  Duluth  is 
vitally  interested.  There  is  nothing 
which  would  give  Duluth  such  a  boom, 
which  would  add  so  greatly  to  its  popu- 
lation, wealth  and  commercial  power  as 
the  establishment  of  deep  water  navi- 
gation from  this  city  to  the  Atlantic 
ocean.  It  would  work  a  mighty  revolu- 
tion in  trade  conditions.  It  would  hasten 
the  day  when  Duluth  will  be  the  greatest 
city  in  the  West  and  possibly  in  the 
entire  Union — the  metropolis  of  the  vast 
Northwestern  empire  that  stretches  from 
the  shores  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  Pa- 
cific slope. 

The  Herald  hopes  that  everj'  com- 
mercial organization  in  Duluth  and 
every  public  body  will  send  delegates  to 
this  convention,  which  will  have  a  power- 
ful effect  in  influencing  the  desired  legis- 
lation by  congress  and  securing  the 
necessary  appropriations  to  carry  the 
great  enterprise  to  completion.  There 
should  be  500  representative  business 
men  from  the  Northwest  at  this  conven- 
tion, and  a  large  proportion  of  that  num- 
ber should  go  from  Duluth. 


ANOTHER  "DRY"  SUNDAY. 

According   to   the     dispatches     from 
New  York,  it  was  very  "dry"  in  that 
city  yesterday  and  thirsty  people  were 
numerous.    Not  only  were  all  the  sal- 
oons closed,  but  the  dispensing  of  liquor 
at  the  clubs  was  stopped.    This  is  what 
we  are  told,  and  it  may  be  true.    There 
were  rumors,    however,    that  some     of 
the  clubs  did  not  pay  any  attention  to 
the  decision  of  the  police  commission- 
ers on  this  point  and  dispensed  liquors 
to  their  members  and  guests  as  form- 
erly.   It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  the 
question    whether    the   dispensation    of 
liquor  in  clubs  on  Sunday  is  a  viola- 
tion of  the  excise  law  will  be  taken  be- 
fore   the   courts.     Frederic    R.    Coudert 
does  "not  think  that  it  can   be  claimed 
without    doing   violence   to    the    intent 
and   language  of  the  law,   that   a  pri- 
vate club  may  be  in^«ded  by  the  police, 
and  that  those  who  deal  out  wine  or 
liquor  to   the  club   members  should   be 
treated  as  violators  of  the   law."     Mr. 
Coudert  is  an  able  lawyer,  and  his  de- 
cision    is       entitled       to      considerable 
weight.    All  must  agree  with  his  state- 
ment      that  if         it         is     criminal 
to        serve        liquors        in        clubs     on 
Sunday,      it      is        criminal        for        a 
host  to  serve  wine  to  his  guests  in  his 
own   house  on   that   day.    Will   an   at- 
tempt  be   made   to     enforce     the     law 
against  homes  as  well  as  clubs? 


An  invitation  has  been  extended  by 
the  executive  committee  of  the  cotton 
states  and  international  exposition,  in- 
viting all  veterans  of  both  the  Unlf)n 
and  Confederate  armies  to  visit  the  ex- 
position on  Blue  and  Gray  day — Sept.  21. 
Coming  as  it  does  just  after  the  re- 
union of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic at  Louisville  and  the  dedication  of 
the  Chickamauga  national  park,  an  im- 
mense number  of  veterans  from  both 
armies  will  visit  Atlanta,  and  It  is  ex- 
pected that  not  less  than  100.000  visitors 
will  be  at  the  exposition  on  that  day. 


There  are  some  100.000  'Brltish-Tndian 
subjects  in  South  Africa,  who  complain 
that  they  are  not  permitted  to  vote, 
that  they  are  placed  under  embarrass- 
ing restrictions  in  canrying  on  trade, 
and  that  they  are  compelled  to  reside 
within  certain  prescribed  limits.  As 
loyal  subjects  of  the  ema)ress  of  India, 
they  claim  equal  rights  with  her  other 
subjects  in  the  British  empire.  Mr. 
Chamberlain  promises  to  try  what  can 
be  done  by  "friendly  negotiation,"  but 
his  assurances  of  relief  are  decidedly 
vague  and  indefinite. 

The  report  that  an  earthquake  re- 
cently did  great  damajsre  in  Honduras 
is  again  demied.  This  gives  the  News 
Tribune  a  chance  to  say  that  the  story 
about  the  earthquake  appeared  origin- 
ally in  the  evening  pivpers,  the  object 
being  to  dlsredlt  the  latter's  reliability. 
The  fact  is,  however,  that  the  earth- 
quake story  ^•as  first  published  in  the 
News  Tribune  of  Friday  last  and  was 
denied  by  The  Herald  on  Pi'iday  even- 
ing. 

Capt.  "Bob"  Evans  is  In  his  usual 
luck.  He  is  going  to  be  tra.nsferred  from 
the  New  York  to  a  handsomer  and  a 
laregr  battle  ship,  the  leading  battle  ship 
now  in  this  country,  the  Indiana.  Sec- 
retary Herbert  is  not  particularly  in  love 
with  Capt.  Robert,  but  the  general  un- 
derstanding is  that  he  gets  his  instruc- 
tions straight  from  the  White  House  as 
to  what  to  do  with  this  young  man 
Evans. 


There  are  apparently  well-founded 
rumors  that  the  government  has  com- 
pleted arrangements  for  another  bond 
issue,  in  order  to  maintain  the  gold  re- 
serve. The  only  way  to  end  the  drain 
of  gold  is  to  broaden  the  basir.  on  which 
our  paper  rests  by  restoring  silver  to  its 
place  as  money  and  thus  raise  prices. 
The  only  practicable  way  to  maintain 
specie  payments  is  to  place  gold  side  by 
side  with  silver.

FROM  A  LEGAL  STANDPOINT. 

Reply  to  a  Startling  Statement 
by  Col.  Harris. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  morning  paper  quotes  Col.  A.  A. 
Harris  as  asserting  the  following  in  a 
speech  made  at  United  States  haJl  Satur- 
day night:  "I  asserc  and  will  prove  to  you 
a  startling  proposition,  that  the  city  has  to 
eventually  purchase  this  plant  whether  it 
wants  to  or  not.  There  is  no  escape  from 
it."  I  do  not  believe  that  Col.  Harris 
■made  such  a  ridiculous  assertion.  I  shall 
not  believe  it  until  I  sefe  It  over  his  own 
signature  or  hear  it  from  his  own  lips.  If 
ho  did  assert,  as  stated,  it  is  a  "startling 
proposition,"  indeed. 

Whatever  Col.  Harris  said  on  that  occa- 
sion regarding  the  liability  of  the  city  to 
the  gas  and  water  company,  it  seems, 
was  predicated  upon  the  authority  of  the 
much  quoted  Kan.sas  City  case.  There  is 
nothing  in  that  case  to  alarm  anybody 
who  believes  in  Duluth  building  its  own 
plant,  but  on  the  contrary  when  rightly 
understood  the  case  is  strong  autliority 
on  many  of  tlie  points  contended  for  by 
those  or.i)osed  to  buying  at  the  price 
asked.  The  situation  in  Kansas  City  was 
in  some  respects  parallel  with  our  own 
and  in  other  respects  entirely  different. 
There  was  no  question  of  authority  of 
the  Kansas  City  council  to  make  the  con- 
tract it  did  make  with  the  company  orig- 
inally. That  authority  had  been  conferred 
by  the  legislature  of  the  state  in  a  direct 
act  specifying  even  the  length  of  time 
that  the  contract  should  continue.  In  the 
ease  of  Duluth  the  ordinance  was  passed 
under  legislative  autliority  granting  in 
general  terms  the  right  to  construct 
waterworks  or  to  make  a  contract  with  a 
private  corporation  to  construct  them 
without  designating  the  time  the  grant 
should  continue.  The  contract  made  by 
the  council  was  for  thirty  years. 

In  the  case  of  Saj^inaw  Gas  Light  com- 
pany vs.  city  of  Saginaw,  28  Fed.  Rep. 
!>29,  the  Cnited  States  circuit  court  through 
Judge  Brown,  wiio  Is  now  a  member  of 
the  thiStcd  Slates  supreme  court,  held  that 
under  a  grant  of  peneral  power  from  the 
legislature  to  light  its  streets  and  make 
contracts  with  private  corporations  for 
that  puriKJSc  the  city  of  Saginaw  could  not 
prar.t  an  exclusive  right  to  light  its 
streets  for  a  period  of  thirty  years. 
Judge  Brcwn  says  in  the  opinion  on  page 
535:  "If  a  grant  of  this  kind  for  thirty 
years  may  be  supported,  why  may  It  not, 
by  parity  of  reasoning,  be  upheld  for  a 
hundred  years,  or  in  perpetuity'.'"  Ho 
further  say.s  on  the  same  page:  "The 
great  weight  of  authority  In  this  country 
IS  in  the  same  direction,"  Citing  Norwich 
Oas  company  vs.  Norwich  City  Gas  com- 
pany. To  Conn.  19;  Minturn  vs.  I^anic.  23 
>low.  435;  Wriiiht  vs.  Nagle.  101  U.  S.,  791; 
State  vs.  Cincinnati  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
compaiiv,  18  Ohio  St.  202;  Richmond  Co- 
unty Gas  Light  company  vs.  Middleton,  59 
N.  Y.,  228;  Jackson  Ciunty  Horne  Rail- 
road company  vs.  Rapid  Iranslt  com- 
pany, 24  Fed  Hep.,  3<K>.  The  decision  In  thc< 
last  case  citefl  was  by  Jud^^  Isrewer  who 
wrote  the  opinion  in  the  Kansas  City  case. 

These  cases  all  go  to  show  that  an  ex- 
clusive grant  cannot  be  made  by  a  city 
council  under  such  legislative  authority 
as  our  council  had  when  it  granted  tho 
right  to  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  com- 
pany to  put  in  its  plant.  They  are  in  suj)- 
port  of  the  decision  of  our  supreme  court 
in  tho  case  of  Long  vs.  City  of  Duluth,  49 
Minn..  2S0,  where  our  cdurt  expressly  held 
that  the  grantee  to  this  company  was  noC 
exclusive  and  that  the  city  could  build  its 
own  plant.  They  show  that  if  the  ques- 
tion ever  gets  into  'the  United  States  court, 
as  Col.  Harris  seems  to  intimate,  that 
court  will  hold  as  did  our  supreme  court. 
These  case.s  show  furthermore  that  a 
grant  for  so  long  a  period  as  thirty 
years  under  such  authority  as  our  council 
had  will  not  be  upheld.  There  Is  every 
reason,  therefore,  to  believe  that  tho  com- 
tract  is  not  good  and  cannot  be  enforced 
if  contested.  ,       .    ^  j 

Rut  suppose)  it  is  goo<l,  what  does  it  pro* 
vide?  Its  provisions  are  that  at  tho  expi- 
ration of  the  period  of  thirty  years  for 
which  the  grant  was  made,  if  the  city  re- 
fuses to  grant  an  extension  of  Its  fran- 
^chlt-e  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  longer, 
then  the  city  shall  purchase  its  proi>orty 
"at  a  fair  valuation."  If  the  city  puts  in

with  M"ater  would  anybody  object  to  ex- 
tending the  franchise  of  the  company  for 
a  period  of  twenty  years  longer?  They 
could  have  their  franchise  entended  for  a 
thousand  years  if  they  want  it  under 
such  circumstances.  No  one  would  kiclt 
on  that.  And  does  Col.  Harris  or  anyone 
else  pretend  to  say  that  if  the  city  did  exH 
tend  the  company's  franchise,  as  the  or- 
dinance provides,  it  would  have,  "then,  to 
purchase  the  plant?  The  prov'sioiio  of  thd 
Kansas  City  ordinance  and  tae  ordinance 
here  were  the  same  as  regards  extensions 
of  time  for  the  company  to  operate  its 
plant  and  the  agreement  of  the  city  to 
purchase  In  case  of  failure  to  e^ftend.  Was 
not  the  decision  of  Judge  Brewer  based 
upon  the  fact  that  Kansas  City  had  failed 
to  make  the  extension  of  time  which  the 
ordinance  provided  for? 

Now  regarding  the  equities  of  tho  Kan- 
sas City  case.  A  reading  of  the  facts  in 
that  case  will  show  that  the  city  in  its 
cross  bill  asked  the  court  to  do  exactly 
what  it  did  do,  viz:  Decree  that  the  city 
might  purchase  the  plant  at  a  price  to  be 
fixed  by  the  court.  The  court  did  not  de- 
termine the  price  to  be  paid  either,  by  as- 
certaining what  amount  of  capital  the 
earnings  of  the  company  would  pay  inter- 
est on.  It  expressiy  decreed  that  that  was 
not  the  basis  for  determining  the  value, 
although  tho  water  company  had  con- 
tended in  the  suit  that  it  was. 
'  After  a  careful  study  of  this  Kansas 
City  case  and  tho  facts  out  of  which  it 
grew,  as  an  opponent  of  purchase  of  the 
water  plant  here,  at  the  price  asked,  I 
would  be  willing  to  settle  the  whole  con- 
troversy by  submitting  it  to  the  United 
States  court  with  an  agreement  that  the 
court  shoidd  determine  the  value  of  the 
plant  by  the  same  rules  used  in  tho  Kan- 
sas City  case  and  that  tlte  city  should  pur- 
chase at  the  price  adjudged  by  the  court. 
If  the  proposition  to  build  carries  (and  it 
will)  the  company  can  bring  an  action  in 
the  United  States  court  and  tho  contro- 
versy be  settled  in  that  way.  I  will  agree 
to  support  such  an  arrangement.  I  am 
confident  that  under  such  a  settlement 
the  opponents  of  purchase  would  get  all 
they  are  contending  for,  viz:  That  wc  will 
buy  the  plant  if  wo  can  get  it  at  a  fair 
valuation.  I  am  confident,  furthermore, 
that  the  city  can  build  an  indefKindent 
plant  and  then  buy  the  old  plant  upon 
a  valuation  Iwst-d  upon  the  same  rules 
laid  down  by  Judge  Brewer  In  the  Kansas 
City  case  and  save  several  hundred  thous- 
and dollars  of  what  a  plant  would  cos 
and  dollars  of  what  a  plant  woulyd  cost 
to  purchase  at  tho  price  asked  and  then 
build  tho  necessary  extensions  and  make 
the  necessary  repairs.     Respectfully,

Arguments  for  Purchase. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

If  the  city  should  decide  to  build  its  owil 
water  plant  it  would  be  nothing  lers  than 
an  Impossibility  to  sell  bonds  for  the 
purposes  But  if,  on  the  contrary,  tho  plant 
of  tho  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  company 
should  be  purchased  by  the  city  at  the 
cornlnR  election,  bonds  for  such  a  purvwso 
and  for  necessary  extensions  could  ho 
readily  placed.  The  question  then  whether 
or  not  the  cltv  should  buy  the  property  o3 
tho  sas  and  water  company  narrows  itself 
down  to  a  still  finer  ixiint  than  has  yet 
been  considered. 

If  the  voloi-s  should  decide  not  to  pur- 
chase the  plant  but  that  the  city  should 
build  its  own.  we  should  be  left  ju.'^t  as 
we  aro  now.  If  bonds-'  for  the  building  of  .'^ 
now  plant  cannot  bo  placed,  it  would  not 
onlv  bo  rIdiciUous  to  vote  in  favor  of  such 
a  plant,  but  such  a  result  would  jdace  Iho 
city  in  tho  mo.-^t  unenviable,  not  to  say 
humiliating  position  of  begging  for  money 
which  nobody  would  lend.  Tho  gas  and 
water  company  would  th>  ii  not  only  con- 
tinue to  ofHM-ato  its  business  in  tho  "J*'''\- 
ner  that  ha-s  goadoil  tho  citizens  of  Duluttt 
to  the  point  of  exasperation,  but  nsling 
sjifer  than  ever  in  the  s<'ourity  of  its  po- 
sition, woidd  piv  its  methods  in  a  more 
autocratic  manrior  than  in  tho  past.  If. 
however,  the  property  bo  i>oughl,  the 
bonds  will  not  onlv  liml  a  ready  sale,  but 
the  entire  cltv  and  overv  citizen  within  its 
confines  will  have  made  one  giKantio  step 
toward   healthier  and   hai>pier  existence 

Tho  que.stion  as  it  stands  now.  it  would 
seem,  does  not  adndt  of  much  arRumont. 
Surely  we  do  not  wish  to  place  ourselves 
in  the  embarrassing  position  of  forcing 
bunds  in  vain  upon  the  cold  shoulder  of 
the  markets  of  the  country.  Surely  wo  do. 
want  water,  and  pure  water,  and  wish  to 
make  extensions  and  improvements  that 
tho  Duluth  (las  and  Water  company  is 
unwilling  to  make.    The  taxpayers  cannot 


object  to  the  purchase,  as  it  has  been  con* 
clusively  shown  that  the  plant  is  self- 
sustaining.  Those  who  pay  no  taxes  must 
earnestly  desire  that  the  city  own  the 
property,  and  the  laborlngmen  of  Duluth 
must  certainly  hail  with  delight  the  pos- 
sibility of  being  able  to  find  employment 
in  the  work  of  extension,  which  is  contem- 
plated by  the  city  if  it  be  voted  to  buy  th«l 
plant. 

The  sum  of  1850,0(0  to  be  voted  upon  ac- 
cording to  the  fourth  proposition  in  the 
ballot,  if  expended  at  once  for  extensions 
in  various  parts  of  the  city,  would  give 
work  to  a  multitude  of  mo:i  just  at  a  timo' 
when  the  wolf  is  likely  to  be  howlinjr 
at  their  doors.  Taking  it  all  in  all.  there  ia 
every  reason  why  every  citizen  of  every 
class,  who  is  interested  in  the  city  and  in 
his  own  personal  prosperity  .and  happi- 
ness, should  vote  in  favor  of  the  first, 
second  and  fourth  propositions  on  the 
ballot  which  will  be  placed  in  the  voters' 
hands  on  September  24.

GUTTED  THE  BUILDING. 

Hot  Fire  on  Fifth  Avenue  West 
Saturday   Nigiit. 

Tlie  2-story  frame  building  at  21  and 
23  Fiftli  avenue  west  was  completely 
gutted  by  fire  caused  V>y  lightning 
about  2  o-clocli  Sunday  morning.  The 
lower  half  of  the  building  was  occu- 
pied by  R.  K.  Patterson  &  Co.'s  undor- 
talting  establishment  and  McMartin  & 
Co..  boiler  makei-s.  Smoke  was  first 
noticed  issuing  from  the  window  of  the 
undertaking  shop  by  Officer  Kelso,  who 
turned  in  the  alarm  and  then  proceeded 
to  alarm  the  occupants  of  the  burning 
building.  The  second  story  was  oc- 
cupied by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patterson  and 
three  boarders,  all  of  whom  rushed 
out  only  partially  clad. 

The  department  was  quick  to  respond 
to  the  call,  but  the  wind  fanned  tho 
flames  and  the  fire  was  soon  beyond 
control.  The  building  was  owned  by 
Judge  Carey  and  is  only  partially  in- 
sured. All  of  the  stock  of  Patter.scm 
&  Co.  is  a  total  loss.  It  was  valued  at 
$40(M)  and  the  firm  carried  only  $1000 
ln»»urance.  McMartin  &  Co.'s  damage 
will  exceed  $500.  During  the  blaze 
tv.o  b.arrols  of  embalming  fluid  explod- 
ed and  considerably  aided  the  progress 
of  the  flames.

It  Saved  William  Noble  From  a 
Jail  Sentence. 

Potatoes  saved  William  Noble  today 
from  going  up  the  hill  to  serve  a  sentence 
for  drunkenness.  William  is  an  agri- 
culturist of  the  gray  haired  school  and 
this  morning  in  the  municipal  court  he 
made  an  earnest  effort  to  convince 
Judge  Edson  that  his  time  silvered 
locks  should  entitle  him  to  immunity 
from  the  county  jail.  Then  he  plead- 
ed that  his  potato  crop  would  suffer 
with  him  and  his  honor  succumbed. 
William  was  given  a  suspended  sen- 
tence. 

Christ  Dullam  Is  an  .old  man  who 
ought  to  know  better  and  his  grey 
moustache  quivered  with  shame  as  he 
pleaded  guilty  to  a  drunk  charge.  Christ 
is  a  painter  and  as  an  investigation 
proved  that  he  bore  a  good  character 
he  too  was  rewarded  with  a  suspended 
sentence. 

New  Duluth  had  its  representative 
in  court  in  the  person  of  S.  J.  Erick- 
son,  who  explained  how  he  secured  his 
load.

'Daniel  McDonald  was  the  first  witness. 
He   narrated    the  circumstances   of   the 
robberj',  telling  how  he  left  the   Lester 
Park  grocery  store  about  9  o'clock  and 
started    home,    and    when   about    half   a 
mile  from  Lester  river  was  stopped  by  a 
man  who  declared  he  would  shoot  him. 
A  fight  ensued  and  the  robber  shot  him 
in   the   body   under  the   left   arm.     Wit- 
ness still  fought  and  only  stopped  when 
he  felt  a  knife  being  used  upon  himself. 
His    courage    failed    him    then    and    he 
threw  the  robber  off  and  jumped  back- 
ward.       Witness    slipped    and    fell    but 
jumped  up  quickly.    As  he  did  so  another 
shot    was    fired    close    to    his    face.      A 
demand  for  his  money  was  then  made, 
and  he  gave  up  $22  and  a   watch  and 
chain.     He   was   ordered    to   climb    into 
the  wagon  and  the  robber  got  in  with 
him.  riding  half  a  mile,  and  then  giving 
the  command  to  halt.    Upon  leaving  the 
witness  he  told  him  to  drive  on.  and  if 
anyone   stopped   him    to   tell   them   that 
No.  22  h^d  "got  all  of  his  stuff." 
POSITIVELY   IDENTIFIED  O'NEILL 
McDonald  then  related  how  he  went 
on,  met  his  friends  and  was  taken  care 
of    by    them.      Subsequently    he    began 
some  investigations  for   the   purpose   of 
finding   out    who    the    robber    was.        He 
found  that  O'Niell  had  been  at  the  Les- 
ter Park  grocery  store  that  evening  in- 
quiring for  him.    He  positively  identified 
him   as  the   robber.     He   saw   him   next 
after  the   robbery   in   June    in    the   city 
hall.     He  recognized  his  voice  perfectly 
and  he  had  on  the  same  coat. 

On  cross-examination  his  testimony 
differed  in  a  few  particulars  from  that 
given  at   the  preliminary   hearing

Saratoga.  X.  Y..  Sept.  17.— At  half 
past  11  o'clock  not  a  delegate  had  put 
in  an  appearance  at  the  hall,  but  the 
majority  were  about  the  streets  watch- 
ing and  listening  to  the  two  bands  of 
music  that  had  come  along  with  the 
delegation  from  Glenn's  Falls.  The  Al- 
bany Capitol  City  club,  with  another 
band,  arived  about  11;40  and  for  the 
first  time  the  village  streets  took  on  a 
convention  aspect.

"I  will  be  glad  to  hear  Mr.  Conklln,  for 
I  am  sure  we  shall  not  agree  with 
him."  At  12:30  p.  m..  there  was  an  up- 
roar in  the  hall,  when  Mr.  Piatt  en-

At  precisely  12:31.  Charles  \V. 
Hackett.  of  the  state  committee,  rapped

tee last  night,  and  the  rules  of  the  as- 
sembly were  adopted  as  the  rules  of 
the  convention.  It  was  resolved  that 
all  resolutions  should  go  to  the  com- 
mittee on  resolutions  without  debate. 
The  usual  resolutions  on  the  appoint- 
ment of  committees  on  resolutions, 
credentials  and  permanent  officers  were 
adopted.

The  resolution  was  adopted 
by  acclamation  amid  great  applause,

GERMAN  CONVICTS. 

Their  Work  is  Detrimental  to 
Free  Labor  Interests. 

Washington,  Sept.  17.— The  state  de- 
partment has  collected  through  its  con- 
sular service,  reports  from  a  number  of 
chambers  of  commerce  in  (Jtrmany  whicli 
inilicatf  that  the  employment  of  convict 
labor  is  growing  in  that  couutr>-  and  also 
the  disposition  to  combat  it.  Free  labor 
cannot  successfully  comrete  with  work 
by  the  convicts.  In  the  prison  at  Erlan- 
Ken,  Germany,  for  instance,  14  cents  is 
the  prlc>e  for  making  a  pair  of  trousers 
and  $1.29  for  making  an  entire  suit  of 
clothes. 

Machines  are  used  in  many  prisons  and 
especially  in  the  manufacture  of  knitted 
ffo-jds.  Hosiery  of  all  kinds  i.s  ma<le  in 
nmny  of  the  prisons.  The  chief  markets 
for  the  prison  made  hosiery,  iiccording  to 
the  German  reports  are  Germany,  Ens- 
land.  Turkey,  Brazil  and  rhe  Argentine 
R.  pulillc.  The  United  Sta'es  is  not  men- 
tioned as  amons  the  markets  for  these 
Koods  which  one  of.  the  consuls  remarks 
upon  as  strange,  in  view  of  the  fact,  that 
this  countr>-  is  one  of  the  chief  markeit.'* 
for  Saxony  hosiery.  He  appears  to  think 
there  is  something:  concealed  in  this  con- 
nection, and  advises  co-operation  with 
dissatisfied  free  laborers  to  get  at  the 
fact. 

He  thinks  it  po.«sllde  to  obtain  Informa- 
tion that  we  are  getting  brushes,  dolls, 
buttons,  baskets,  hosiery,  ready  made 
clothing  and  other  articles  from  Germany, 
which  are  the  product  of  prison  lalx>r, 
but  says  to  do  this  will  be  necessary  to 
employ  other  means  than  the  consular 
service  for  the  work.

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HORSELESS  VEHICLES. 

Consul  at  Havre  Reports  on 
Their  Use. 

Washington,  Sept.  17.— Because  of  a 
large  number  of  inquiries  received.  Consul 
C'liancellor,  located  at  Havre,  has  sup- 
plied the  department  of  state  with  a  sup- 
plementary report  on  horseless  carriages. 
He  says  that  bicycles  and  tricycles,  with 
the  fiPtroleiim  motor  adled,  weigh  coii- 
sideraljly  les.s  thiin  Vf>  ptainda.  The  cost 
is  about  $260.  In  order  to  get  the  machine 
in  motion,  the  rider,  after  mounting, 
turns  a  tap  to  admit  the  petroleum  which 
at  the  same  time  turns  an  electric  curren?i 
which  ignites  the  vapor.  He  them  propels 
the  machine  with  his  foot  until  he  finds 
the  motor  Is  working.  There  is  also  in 
course  of  construction  a  somewhat  similar 
machine  to  carry  two  persons. 

For  the  propulsion  of  ordinary  car- 
riages a  kind  of  steam  horse  is  used.  The. 
front  wheels  are  removed  and  an  extra 
wheel  attached  to  a  projecting  platform 
of  the  steam  horse.  In  these  engines 
coke  is  used  for  fuel  axid  there  is  no  noise, 
.smoke  or  steam.  The  weight  is  not  great* 
Iv  increased.  Prices  range  from  $1S0:J  to 
ll'OOO.  Smooth  roads  are  essential  to  the 
use  of  the  carriages. 


Washington.  Sept.  17.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Although  Secretary- 
Smith  has  not  rendered  a  final  deci- 
sion as  to  the  opening  of  the  Red  Lake 
reservation,  it  is  learned  at  the  interi- 
or department  that  he  believes  he  has  , 
a  right  to  open  it  Immediately.

Every  Precaution  Taken  to 

Prevent  the  Introduction 

of  the  Disease. 


San  Francisco.  Sept.  17— Three  vessels 
are  at  the  quarantine  station.  They  are 
the  Pacific  mall  steamer  City  of  Rio  De 
Janeiro,  the  Honolulu  packet  S.  C.  Allen 
and  the  British  ship  Merioneth,  from 
Rio  De  Janeiro.  The  government  au- 
thorities at  quarantine  are  hard  at  work 
fumigating  passengers,  baggage,  freight, 
ballast  and  vessels.  The  utmost  pains 
are  being  taken  to  prevent  the  Introduc- 
tion  of   cholera   from   Honoluhi   or   the 

Orient. 

When  the  Rio  De  Janeiro  left  Na- 
gaskl  the  cholera  was  prevailing  and  In 
two  weeks  there  had  been  seventy-one 
cases  and  fifty-one  deaths.  The  steamer 
did  not  go  to  the  dock  at  Nagaskl.  but 
everything  that  she  took  on  board  was 
trasferred  to  her  by  boat.  In  a  similar 
manner  she  took  goods  that  had  come  by 
steamer  from  Shanghai.  At  Nagaskl  It 
was  stated  that  no  whites  had  taken  the 
cholera.  At  Yokohama  there  was  chol- 
era hut  according  to  the  captain  it  was 
not  in  the  city  but  inland.  In  two 
weeks  there  had  been  forty-seven  cases 
and  thlrty-flve  deaths. 

The  steamer  took  cargo  at  Yokohama, 
consisting  of  silks  and  curios.  No  whites 
had  suffered  with  the  cholera  at  Yoko- 
hama. On  arrival  at  Honolulu  every 
precaution  was  taken,  the  steamer 
anchored  in  the  outer  harbor  and  did  not 
have  any  communication  with  the  shore 
except  by  boat.  At  that  time  cholera 
was  increasing.  The  statement,  signed 
by  Ellis  Mills,  the  consul  general,  gives 
the  number  of  cases  as  fifty-eight,  and 
the  number  of  deaths  as  forty-four.  The 
steamer  did  not  use  water  from  Hono- 
lulu even  for  wa.shing  the  decks.  While 
in  the  outer  harbor  the  steerage  was 
fumigated  with  sulphur. 

According  to  the  statement  of  the  City 
of  Rio  De  Janeiro's  surgeon  there  was 
no  case  of  quarantinable  disease  on  the 
vessel  from  the  time  she  left  Hong  Kong. 
After  listening  to  this  statement.  Dr. 
Chambers  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that,  as 
more  than  seven  days  had  elapsed  since 
the  steamer  left  Honolulu,  there  was  no 
possibility  of  cholera  being  carried  after 
all  the  fumigation,  and  in  spite  of  all  the 
precautions  taken.  He  went  to  see  the 
board  of  health  and  was  overruled,  by 
that  body,  which  recommended  the  hold- 
ing of  the  steamer  and  her  fumigation 
at  the  island.  The  steamer  went  to 
Angel  Island  quarantine  station  without 
even  delivering  her  malls.

Des  Moines.  la.,  Sept.  17.— Iowa 
weather  crop  bulletin:  For  the  state  at 
large  the  dally  mean  temperature  of  the 
past  week  was  over  nine  degrees  above 
the  normal.  On  the  11th  and  12th  the 
wind  velocity  was  high,  with  maximum 
temperatures  above  ninety.  Light 
scattered  rains  on  the  13th,  and  heavy 
showers  on  the  15th,  gave  an  abundance 
of  moisture  to  the  larger  portion'  of  the 
central  and  southern  districts.  Rapid 
progress  has  been  made  In  corn  cutting, 
and  except  in  very  limited  areas  the 
crop  is  now  well  matured  and  safe  from 
damage  by  untimely  frost.  Better 
qualities  of  corn  may  be  cribbed,  how- 
ever, if  the  late  planted  fields  can  be 
exempt  from  killing  frost  until  the  close 
of  the  month. 

Fair  progress  has  been  made  in  fall 
plowing  and  in  the  larger  part  of  the 
state  the  soil  is  in  good  condition.  Fall 
pasturage  Is  generally  good  and  some 
districts  report  an  unusually  fine  stand 
of  grass.  Potatoes  are  well  matured, 
and  the  crop  promises  a  fair  har\'est. 
The  crop  of  the  state  being  practically 
secured,  this  Issue  will  close  the  regular 
series  of  weekly  crop  bulletins  for  the 
season. 

In  case  of  an  unexpected  change  in  the 
condition  of  the  unharvested  crops  a 
special  bulletin  will  be  Issued.  On  the 
whole  the  crop  season  of  1895  has  been 
very  propitious  to  the  farmers  of  Iowa, 
bringing  forth  the  most  abundant  har- 
vests that  have  been  garnered  within  the 
past  ten  years. 

SEEDING  IN  ILLINOIS. 
Chicago,  Sept.  17.— The  Illinois  weekly 
weather  crop  bulletin  says:  The  first 
half  of  the  past  week  was  very  hot 
throughout  the  entire  state,  and  the 
southern  countries  did  not  receive  the 
relief  which  came  to  the  central  and 
northern  on  the  13th,  and  which  gave 
the  cool  weather  the  last  half  of  the 
week.  The  showers  also  accompanied 
the  cool  weather  on  the  13th.  The  rain- 
fall for  the  week,  however,  was  much 
below  the  average,  while  the  tempera- 
ture was  much  above.  Corn  was  forced 
to  a  rapid  maturity  and  only  very  late 
fields  could  now  receive  Injury  from 
frost.  Much  of  the  crop  is  being  cut 
and  a  large  amount  of  It  Is  now  In  the 
shock  with  the  work  being  pushed. 
Some  little  rye  Is  still  being  sown,  but 
most  of  the  crop  is  in  and  much  of  It  Is 
up  with  a  good  stand  of  grain.  Little 
wheat  has  yet  been  sown,  but  seeding 
win  be  general  throughout  the  central 
counties  the  last  week,  and  the  south- 
ern counties  the  week  following.  Past- 
ures are  good.  Buckwheat  has  had  fav- 
orable weather  In  most  counties.

PRISON  CONGRESS. 

Minnesota's  Warden  Reads  an 
Interesting  Paper. 

Denver.  Sept.  16.— The  Denver  prison 
congress  opened  today  with  the  annual 
address  of  Capt.  Joseph  Nicholson,  of 
Detroit,  president  of  the  National  Prison 
association.  His  address  was  a  model 
of  brevity,  merely  urging  upon  the  dele- 
gates pertinence  and  terseness  in  their 
discussions.  There  were  fifty  delegates 
present,  eleven  of  whom  were  women. 
Col.  R.  S.  Allen,  warden  of  the  Jollet 
prison,  read  a  paper  on  "Convict 
Labor." 

The  contract  system,  he  said,  was  in- 
human and  must  eventually  be  abol- 
ished. Under  It  contractors  were  en- 
riched and  convicts  ruined.  Col.  Allen 
said  that  the  state  account  system  In 
vogue  at  Jollet  was  a  complete  .success. 
In  the  discussion  that  followed  Warden 
Chambers,  of  Michigan,  declared  the 
state  account  system  was  not  a  success 
in  that  state.  Henry  Wolfe,  warden  of 
the  Stillwater,  Minn.,  penitentiary,  read 
a  highly  instructive  paper  on  "The 
Parole  System  in  Penitentiaries."

In  a  number  of  southern  counties  there 
Is  complaint  that  apples  are  rotting 
badly,  and  In  a  few  localities  the  crop 
was  damaged  by  high  winds.  At  the 
close  of  the  week  pastures  were  badly  in 
need  of  rain.  The  conditions  were  fav- 
orable for  showers  on  the  16th,  however, 
and  late  reports  Indicate  that  good  rains 
fell  In  a  number  of  the  central  counties 
at  least. 

EZETA'S  HOPES. 

He  Leaves  for  San  Salvador 
Tomorrow. 

San  Francisco,  Sept.  17.— Gen.  Ezeta, 
ex-president  of  San  Salvador,  will  sail 
for  his  native  country  tomorrow.  In 
discussing  his  plans  for  overthrowing 
the  government  of  President  Guiterrez,  , 
he  said:  "I  will  first  go  to  Acapulco 
and  there  meet  my  main  supporters.

"I  will  land  at  La  Llbertad  so  as  to 
be  at  the   terminus  of  the  cable,   and 
Gen.  Casln  will  land  at  La  Union.     By  | 
this   plan   we   will   cover   the   northern  [ 
and  southern  extremities  of  the  repub-  I 
He  as  well  as  the  central  section.  | 

"I  have  had  everything  arranged  so 
that  we  will  take  absolute  possesislon 
of  these  three  ports,  and  sufficient  rifles 
are  already  there  to  meet  all  demands. 
I  have  been  Informed  that  50,000  na- 
tives will  be  on  hand,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  they  are  there  by  thLs  time.  The 
next  move  will  be  to  gather  ^11  the 
followers  we  can  mass  and  move  on  the 
city  of  San  Salvador." 


ARMY  OF  TENNESSEE. 

Twenty-seventh    Annual    Re- 
union in  Progress. 

Cincinnati,  Sept.  16.- The  twenty- 
seventh  annual  session  of  the  Society  of 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  began  her  at 
10  a.  m.  with  an  unusually  large  attend- 
ance, over  100  officers  of  high  rank  being 
registered.  The  morning  was  devoted  to 
reports  and  routine  business. 

In  the  afternoon  the  distinguished 
visitors  and  their  ladies  attended  a  re- 
ception at  Fort  Thomas,  in  Kentucky, 
tendered  by  Commandant  Cochrane  and 
other  army  officers.  The  batallion  drill 
was  followed  by  luncheon  at  which  many 
ladies  from  Cincinnati,  Newport  and 
Covington  assisted.  Gen.  D.  D.  Hen- 
derson reported  $94,000  secured  for  the 
Sherman  monument  at  Washington  and 
$200  promised  by  the  G.  A.  R.

The  Correspondence  Between 
Iselin  and  Ounraven. 

New  York,  Sept.  17 —Ex-Commodore 
James  D.  Smith,,  chairman  of  the  Am- 
erica s  cup  committee  gave  the  fol- 
lowing correspondence  to  the  press  this 
forenoon  and  in  handing  it  over  he  said . 

"The  letter  flrst  submitted  from  Mr. 
Iselin  explains  itself.  I  do  not  know 
where  to  apply  to  Lord  Dunraven  to 
get  a  copy  of  Mr.  Iselins  letter  offering 
to  resail  the  protested  race  of  Sept.  10. 
But  the  following  correspondence 
shows  the  facts,  as  Mr.  Iselln's  letter 
of  Sept.  10  al.ao  does.  The  fact  of  his 
desire  to  resail  the  last  two  races,  or 
Cailing  in  this,  to  sail  th«?  whole  match 
over,  was  most  magnanimous  and  lib- 
eral on  Mr.  I.selin's  part,  a  fact  which 
surely  none  can  deny 

Following  is  a  copy  of  the  letter 
sent  yesterday  by  Mr.  Iselin  to  Mr. 
Smith:  "Dear  Mr.  Smith — I  enclose 
copies  of  Dunraven'^  tw<3  letters  to  me. 
Unfortunately  I  did  not  keep  a  copy  of 
the  short  note  I  sent  him  about  re- 
sailing  the  Tuesday's  race,  but  as  he 
has  my  permission  to  publish  It.  you  can 
of  course  obtain  a  cooy  from  him  I 
consider  it  most  unfortunate  that  we 
could  not  have  devised  some  way 
whereby  the  last  two  races  could  have 
been   resailed. 

"I  still  hold  that  if  Dunraven  and 
myself  had  consented  to  have  the 
races  resailed  the  committee  could 
have  so  ordered  and  without  in  any 
way  affecting  their  position.  Now  of 
course  it  ia  too  late  to  do  anything  and 
all  that  I  ask  is  that  my  offers  be  fully 
set  forth  in  the  report  of  your  com- 
mittee, namely:  My  hailing  at  the 
time  of  start  and  finish  of  the  last  race; 
my  asking  for  a  meeting  "f  the  cup 
committee  the  next  day;  my  offer  to 
resail  both  races:  and  my  willingness 
to  begin  the  whole  match  over  under 
any  conditions  and  at  any  place  and 
time  agreeable  to  Dunraven.  Yours 
very    tnily.  C.    Oliver   Iselin." 

Copy  of  Lord  Dunraven's  flrst  letter 
to  Iselin:  "4^9  Fifth  avenue.  Sept.  11. 
—Dear  Mr.  Iselin;  I  have  received 
your  note  in  which  you  express  a  wish 
that  yesterday's  race  should  be  re- 
tailed. This  is  a  pnjposition  to  which. 
of  course,  I  cannot  agree.  You  would 
not  have  protesteil  had  you  not  believed 
that  the  Valkyrie  had  caused  a  foul. 
by  commiting  a  breach  of  the  rules.  If 
she  did.  she  must  take  the  conse- 
quences. The  regatta  committee  de- 
cided for  reasons  according  to  their 
best  jud.gment.  but  which  I  confess  are 
beyond  my  comprehension,  that  I  did 
break  the  rules.  I  made  ncj  protest.  be-« 
cause  I  thought  the  foul  was  probably 
aceidental.  but  I  considered  the  De- 
fender cause<l  it.  You  consider  that 
the  Valkyrie  was  to  blame.  The  com- 
mittee decides  that  you  are  right  and  I 
am  wrong,  and  there  the  matter  ends. 
Yours  very  truly.  Dunraven." 

Copy  of  Lord  Dunraven's  second  let- 
ter: 'Bay  Ridge.  Thursday:  "Dear 
Mr.  Iselin-  T  certainly  could  not  enter- 
tain your  suggestion.  Had  the  commit- 
tee ordered  the  race  to  be  resailed  that 
would  have  been  a  different  matter, 
but  how  could  I  possibly  agree  to  re- 
sail a  race  deci<ied  and  given  against 
me  by  the  decision  of  your  committee. 
I  wrote  you  last  night  to  this  effect 
and  am  sorry  you  did  not  receive  my 
letter.  I  had  no  opportunity  of  com- 
municating this  morning,  but  Mr.  Dur- 
yea,  I  dare-  sfay.  will  have  informed  you 
as  to  my  views.  Thanking  you  for 
your  suggestion.  I  remain,  yours  very 
truly,  Dunraven."

ConctHling  that  they  pay  $15,000  more 
this  year,  there  will  be  $150,000  which 
must  come  out  of  the  city's  gtjneral 
funil.  And  yet  Alderman  Ilarwixul. 
who  has  mayoralty  aspirations,  rose 
in  his  seat  last  night  and  urged  an- 
other increase  of  the  city's  taxatloni 

There  must  be  a  stop  put  to  this 
reckless  expenditure  of  the  city's 
money — to  these  continual  additions  to 
the  city's  debt.  Look  at  the  comptrol- 
ler's report  and  read  the  story  of  muni- 
cipal extravagance.  A  deficit  of  $70,- 
(•00  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  stareH 
the  city  In  the  face.  In  addition  to 
this,  there  are  $330,000  of  city  orders 
outstanding,  all  drawing  7  per  cent 
interest,  so  that  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  there  will  be  practically  a 
dcticit  of  $400,000.  with  the  probability 
that  It  will  be  higher  by  reason  of 
aldermanlc  extravagance.  Is  it  not 
time  to  call  a  halt  at  once'?  The  city's 
situation  is  becoming  serious.

A  SERIOUS  SITUATION. 
The  council  last  night  passed  over 
the  mayor's  veto  the  resolution  order- 
ing the  erection  of  a  market  house  and 
armory  at  West  Duluth  at  a  cost  of 
$3000.  But  three  aldermen,  Messrs. 
Krumseig.  Hale  and  Patterson, 
supported  the  mayor's  attempt 
to  check  the  extravagant 

spirit  which  has  control  of  the  council. 
Alderman  Hale  made  a  splendid  speech 
in  behalf  of  economy  and  showed  the 
ruinous  results  of  the  policy  of  adding 
to  the  debt  and  fixed  charges  of  the 
city  and  he  and  Aldermen 
Krumseig  and  Patterson  deserve 
the  thanks  of  the  city  for 
the  stand  they  took.  As  for  the  other 
aldermen,  there  can  be  nothing  but 
condemnation.  They  voted  with  an 
utter  disregard  of  the  city's  best  in- 
terests, and  their  action  was  as  un- 
wise as  it  was  defenseless. 

It  is  a^onishing  that  the  council 
should  take  such  action  in  view  of  the 
estimate  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal 
year  which  was  laid  before  them  by  the 
city  comptroller.  This  statement 
shows  that  there  will  be  a  shortage  of 
at  least  $70,000  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  If  the  aldermen  continue  to 
order  improvements  with  the  same 
recklessness  which  they  now  display, 
the  shortage  will  reach  $100,000  or  more. 
This  must  be  paid  by  the  taxpayers, 
and  it  will  be  added  to  the  tax  levy. 
Are  not  taxes  high  enough?  Are  not 
the  aldermen  satisfied  with  the  present 
burden  of  taxation  under  which  the 
people  are  groaning,  and  Is  it  their  de- 
sire to  make  that  burden  so  heavy 
that  the  people  will  be  compelled  to 
lose  what  property  they  possess?  It 
certainly  looks  that  way  to  those  who 
watch  the  course  that  the  aldermen 
pursue. 

There  is  absolutely  no  excuse  for  the 
erection   of   a   market   house   at    West 
Duluth,  any  more  than  there  is  need  of 
one  at  Lakeside  or  Woodland,  or  Du- 
luth   Heights.     One   central   market   is 
all   the   city   requires — and   it    is   a    de- 
batable question  whether  even  one  cen- 
tral   market    is   needed    at    present   or 
would  be  a  success.    But  if  a  market  la 
needed   at   West   Duluth,   it   would    be 
far  cheaper  to  rent  one  of  the  unoccu- 
pied stores  in  a  central  location  there 
than  to  erect  a  $3000  building  in  an  un- 
suitable location,  such  as  is  proposed. 
Interest   on    $.3000    will   amount    to    $210 
annually.     Insurance   on    the    building 
will  cost  $180.      Repairs  will  amount  to 
at  least  $100  a  year.     There  must  be  a 
Janitor  at  $.30  or  more  a  month;  place 
it  at  $30,  and  that  means  $360  a  year, 
or  a  total  expense  of  $850  a  year  for 
maintaining  a  market  at  West  Buluth. 
This    is   a   conservative   estimate,    and 
it  is  likely  the  expense  will  reach  $1000. 
How  much   more  economical   it   would 
be    to    rent    a   store    at    $1.5    or    $20     a 
month  during  the  winter  until  the  ne- 
cessity of  the  market  could  be  demon- 
strated.   And  yet  Alderman  Lerch,  who 
draws  from  $75  to  $100  a  month  out  of 
the  city  treasury  for  livery  hire,  etc., 
urged   that    "as     business     men"     the 
aldermen  should  pass  the  resolution  to 
erect  the  $3000  building. 

The  West  Duluth  aldermen  demanded 
the  market,  we  are  told,  because  there 
has  been  little  money  expended  In  West 
Duluth  by  the  present  administration. 
There  is  a  good  reason  for  this,  and 
the  aldermen  know  it.  There  was  due 
this  year  from  West  Duluth  on  street 
assessment  certificates  which  the  city 
is  obliged  to  pay.  about  $177,000.  Only 
$12,000   of   that   amount    has   been   paid 


THE  WATERWAYS  CONVENTION. 

There  should  bo  at  least  100  represen- 
tatives of  Duluth  at  the  waterways  con- 
vention at  Cleveland  next  week.  The 
convention  will  be  of  the  greatest  im- 
p«irtance,  so  far  as  the  interests  of  Du- 
luth are  concerned,  and  It  Is  highly  es- 
sential that  this  city  should  be  strongly 
represented.  It  will  be  the  greatest 
gathering  of  the  kind  ever  seen  In  this 
country,  if  one  can  judge  by  the  reports 
which  come  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try regarding  the  Interest  that  Is  being 
taken  in  it.

If  it  be  contended  that  said  chart- 
er has  been  forfeited,  permit  me  to  say 
that  it  might  require  a  long  period  of  ex- 
pensive litigation  to  decide  that  question: 
and  the  workingmen  of  Duluth,  and  the 
citizens  who  are  now  trying  to  live  above 
and  beyond  the  pres;  nt  limits  of  the 
water  system  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  af- 
ford to  wait  for  the  doubtful  advantage 
to  be  gained  in  that  manner.

THE  KANSAS  CITY  CASE. 

Claim  That  Mr.  Phelps  is  Mixed 
in  His  Law. 


The  London  Times  has  from  the  first 
sided  with  the  Madrid  ministry,  but  that 
organ  of  ultra-conservatism  is  now 
weakening  in  its  allegiance  to  the  Span- 
ish government.  Its  correspondent  at 
Havana  finally  admits  that  the  sym- 
pathy in  Cuba  is  with  the  so-called  reb- 
els, and  that  Spanish  officials  are  advis- 
ing a  complete  measure  of  self-govern- 
ment. It  is  not  probable,  however,  that 
the  leaders  of  the  opposing  forces  would 
be  satisfied  with  such  a  concession.  They 
have  the  Pear  of  the  Antilles  practically 
in  their  hands,  and  it  is  likely  that  the 
Madrid  office  will  have  nothing  to  grant 
in  a  few  months.  Besides,  the  promises 
of  the  home  government  can  not  be  re- 
lied upon. 


The  Minneapolis  Journal  thus  replies 
to  The  Herald's  demonstration  of  the  In- 
correctness of  Its  statement  that  gold 
has  not  appreciated  in  value:  "The 
Duluth  Herald  says  a  lot  of  things  that 
are  not  so  about  the  money  question, 
and  then  wonders  how  anybody  can  be 
so  stupid  as  to  differ  from  it."  When 
such  strong  arguments  are  advanced  by 
the  gold  standard  organs,  is  it  any  won- 
der that  the  people  turn  from  them  with 
disgust? 


BENEFIT  OF  HARD  TIMES. 
It  may  seem  absurd  to  some  people 
that  any  benefit  can  be  discerned  in 
hard  times,  but  in  the  September  num- 
ber of  the  Forum  there  is  an  article  by 
Edward  Atkinson  which  makes  some 
valuable  deductions  from  the  hard  times 
and  points  out  how  they  may  result  In 
much  benefit  to  the  country.  Mr.- Atkin- 
son shows  that  while  tliere  has  not  been 
in  the  past  decade  any  "inflation"  or 
undue  speculation  in  railroad  construc- 
tion, our  whole  railroad  system  is  based 
upon  the  endeavor  to  make  earnings  on 
very  largely  inflated  capitals.  Many 
companies  have  been  obliged  to  earn 
from  their  service  incomes  on  several 
classes  of  bonds  and  several  classes  of 
stock  with  properties  that  have  followed 
all  other  properties  in  the  depreciation 
of  their  values.  The  general  railroad 
liquidation  which  has  been  taking  place 
through  the  courts  and  other  processes, 
while  it  will  surely  entail  hardship  upon 
the  few  owners  of  their  first  securities, 
will  inure  to  the  general  benefit  when 
all  the  roads  stand  upon  the  one  bed- 
rock financial  foundation. 

It  is  also  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Atkinson 
that  the  panic  has  served  to  open  the 
eyes  of  the  agriculturists,  with  regard 
to  cotton  and  wheat.  The  day  does  not 
seem  to  be  far  distant  when  the  South- 
ern cotton  raiser  will  look  back  to  the 
wasteful  methods  of  former  times  with 
perfect  astonishment.  This  is  true, 
though  in  a  different  way,  with  regard 
to  wheat.  Mr.  Atkinson  shows  how 
in  cotton  producing,  from  the  sowing  of 
the  seed,  the  mechanical  process  of  de- 
struction by  the  cotton  gin  and  even  in 
the  methods  of  baling,  there  are  waste 
and  extravagance  in  every  step.  The 
same  may  be  said  with  reference  to 
wheat  and  other  crops. 

It   has  also     been     demonstrated     re- 
peatedly that   times  of  financial  panics 
and  distress  are  times  of  the  greatest  re- 
vival of  invention  and  the  more  serious 
study  of     industrial     methods.     Already 
the  effect  of  the  hard  times  has  shown 
Itself  in  vastly  Improved  methods  of  cot- 
ton production  and  in  the  general  West- 
ern   movement     towards     rotation    and 
variety    of    crops.      Both    the    Southern 
and  Western  farmers  have  already  gone 
some  way  in  the  direction  of  solving  the 
problem  of  agricultural  poverty     which 
they  have  heretofore  assumed  to  belong 
rather  to  politics  and   legislation.     The 
same  increase  of  self-reliance  and  econo-

Tne  robbery  case  against  William  A. 
D'Nell  was  given  to  the  jury  this  morn- 
ing and  in  half  an  hour  a  verdict  of  not 
guilty  was  returned.  The  charge  of  as- 
sault in  the  first  degree  was  dismissed 
on  motion  of  the  county  attorney,  and 
O'Neil  was  released.  The  case  was  a

The  ne.xt  case  taken  up  was  that 
against  Charles  Carlson,  who  is  ac- 
cuseil  of  an  unsjjeakable  crime  against 
nature.     This  ca.se  was  on  at  noon. 

W.  S.  King,  accused  of  grand  larceny 
in  the  second  degree,  withdrew  his  plea 
of  not  guilty  and  pleaded  guilty  to  petit 
larceny.  William  Rodda,  who  hit  his 
wife  with  an  ugly  club,  about  four 
feet  long,  four  inches  thick  and  studded 
with  short  branches,  pleaded  guilty  to 
assault  in  the  second  degree.

The  opponents  of  the  water  plant 
purchase  proposition  held  a  meet- 
ing last  evening  at  New  Du- 
luth, in  the  Brigham  building,  at 
which  about  seventy-five  voters  were 
present.  Speeches  were  made  by  H.  H. 
Phelps  and  T.  T.  Hudson. 

Mr.  Phelps  took  up  the  legal  proposi- 
tion of  the  matter  and  maintained  that 
the  city  has  the  right  to  build,  the  courts 
having  decided  it.  The  bonds,  he 
claimed,  will  be  even  better  than  the 
ordinary  general  city  bonds,  for  they 
will  be  a  part  of  the  general  indebtedness 
and  also  an  exclusive  lien  on  the  plant. 
To  further  show  that  the  bonds  will  sell 
all  right,  he  referred  to  the  sale  of  the 
?SOO,000  lot  some  time  ago.  In  answer  to 
the  News  Tribune's  claim  that  people 
would  have  to  tear  up  their  lawns  and 
houses  to  get  city  water,  he  explained 
that  the  property  owners  own  all  their 
connections  but  to  the  curb  line.  He 
also  went  into  the  question  of  the  cost 
of  a  new  plant  at  some  length. 

T.  T.  Hudson  took  up  the  question  of 
water  rates.  He  showed  that  the  city 
must  base  the  rates  on  the  cost  of  the 
plant.  If  $2,700,000  the  rates  will  have 
to  be  as  high  as  they  are  now  in  order 
to  pay  the  interest.  The  rates  charged 
at  present  are  about  double  what  they 
are  in  other  cities,  and  if  the  city  buys 
they  will  have  to  be  maintained.  Mr. 
Hudson  claimed  further  that  if  the  city 
buys  it  will  have  trouble  and  litigation 
with  the  company  arising  from  the  fact 
that  the  gas  and  water  pipes  are  in  the 
same  trench.  The  result  will  be  that 
the  city  will  have  to  buy  the  gas  plant. 

The  meeting  was  a  very  satisfactory 
one,  and  New  Duluth  sentiment  seems 
to  be  strongly  in  favor  of  building. 

A  precinct  meeting  was  held  at  P. 
Sjoselius'  store  and  S.  D,  Allen  addressed 
a  number  of  voters. 

No  meetings  will  be  held  this  evening. 
This  is  in  order  that  undivided  attention 
may  be  given  to  getting  the  voters  regis- 
tered. This  is  the  last  day  and  every- 
one who  wants  to  vote  must  get  his 
name  on  the  list.  The  polls  are  open 
until  9  o'clock. 

Tomorrow  evening  those  who  favor 
building  will  hold  a  meeting  at  United 
States  hall,  at  the  West  End.  John 
Jenswold,  Henry  Truelsen,  Dr.  Tufte 
and  others  will  speak.

The  freight  outlook  is  so  rosy  at  pres 
ent  that  vesselowners  are  inclined  to 
fight  shy  of  pressing  offers  from  brokers 
at  Lake  Erie  points,  particularly  from 
those  at  Cleveland.  An  offer  to  a  local 
company  yesterday  of  60  cents  on  soft 
coal  from  Ohio  ports  to  Milwaukee  was 
promptly  met  by  a  demand  for  75  cents 
per  ton,  with  every  prospect  that  it  will 
be  conceded,  particularly  as  the  Buffalo 
rate  on  hard  coal  to  Milwaukee  is  now  65 
cents.  At  Cleveland  the  other  day 
according  to  the  Marine  Review,  M.  A. 
Bradley  offered  to  wager  a  suit  of  clothes 
on  $1.25  being  paid  for  carrying  soft 
coal  to  Milwaukee  before  sonw  flies  this 
fall.  The  Review  adds:  "He  found  no 
takers,  and  it  is  quite  safe  to  assume 
that  his  judgment  is  good,  as  the  coal 
men  have  been  fully  sixty  days  late  in 
awakening  to  present  conditions."  While 
at  Cleveland  the  other  day  Capt.  Alex. 
McDougall  discussed  the  freight  situa- 
tion and  incidentally  remarked:  "I  am 
firmly  of  the  opinion  that  if  all  the  ves- 
selowners could  be  induced  to  take  part 
in  an  excursion  to  Florida  or  some  other 
distant  port  as  soon  as  the  season  of 
navigation  is  at  an  end,  the  result  would 
be  highly  advantageous."  James  Corri- 
gan  is  said  to  be  making  more  money, 
in  proportion  to  his  interests,  than  any- 
body else  in  and  around  Cleveland  in 
the  pig  iron   business. 


Being  Removed  to  the  County 
Fair  Building  Today. 

The  work  of  moving  the  St.  Louis 
county  exhibit  made  at  the  state  fair 
to  the  county  fair  building  at  Glen  Avon 
is  in  progress  today.  This  exhibit  was 
a  marvel  to  everyone  who  visited  the 
fair  and  presented  the  resources  of  the 
county  in  a  very  prominent  manner. 
It  made  the  eyes  of  some  of  the  South- 
ern Minnesota  farmers  bulge  almost 
out  of  their  heads  when  they  saw  the 
grains  and  grasses  which  came  from 
this  county. 

The  success  of  this  exhibit  is  due  to 
J.  E.  Cooley  and  N.  F.  Hugo.  Mr. 
Cooley  first  suggested  the  idea  of  mak- 
ing a  state  exhibit  to  the  chamber  of 
commerce.  N.  F.  Hugo  superintended 
the  work  of  collecting  it.  The  Duluth 
&  Iron  Range  road,  through  President 
Greatsinger  furnished  a  magnificent 
ore  display.  A  cross  section  of  the 
Chandler  mine  was  shown  and  this 
alone  weighed  two  and  a  half  tons. 
Thirty-five  tons  of  ore  was  used  in 
making  the  display. 

Among  the  principal  things  in  the 
exhibit  which  will  be  shown  at  the 
county  fair  are  two  models  of  ships, 
one  of  the  Christopher  Columbus,  pic- 
tures, specimens  of  slate  and  granite, 
steel  beam  from  the  York  plant,  stained 
glass  from  Germain  &  Robinson,  brass  • 
exhibit  from  the  Duluth  Brass  works, ' 
and  the  finest  assortment  of  grairis 
and  grasses  ever  collected  in  St.  Louis 
county. 

The  work  of  arranging  the  exhibits 
is  actively  in  progress  and  a  showing 
will  be  made  which  will  totally  eclipse 
that  of  last  year.

Ga.,  Sept.  18.— The  morning 
of  the  opening'  day  of  the  South's  trreat 
show,  the  cotton  states  and  interna- 
tional exposition,  dawned  auspiciously, 
beinp  cool  and  clear,  affording  to  the 
thousands  of  Northern  visitors  in  the 
city  a  sample  of  typical  Southern  Sep- 
tember weather.

During  the  night  the  finishing-  touches 
had  been  put  on  a  number  of  thf  l)uild- 
ings.  and  every  effort  had  been  made 
to  get  the  gmunds  in  good  shape  for 
the  opening,  and  those  who  left  the 
park  yesterday  afternfmn  found  this 
morning  that  a  general  transformatitm 
had  been  wnmght.  From  the  tops  of 
the  347  flag  staffs  of  the  buildings, 
around  the  grounds,  there  floated  the 
pt^nnants  and  Hags  of  the  nations  of 
the  earth  and  the  doors  of  the  build- 
ings which  have  been  closed  for  several 
days  were  all  thrown  open. 

In  the  interior  of  tht  buildings  a 
great  deal  of  work  has  b'^M>n  accom- 
plishetl.

AT  GRAY  GABLES. 

President  Cleveland  Starts  the 
Atlanta  Fair  Machinery. 

Buzzards  Bay,  Mass.,  Sept.  18.— In 
quiet  Gray  Gables,  President  Cleveland's 
summer  home,  on  the  shores  of  Buzzards 
bay,  the  chief  executive  of  the  nation 
this  afternoon  pressed  an  electric  button 
and  started  the  ponderous  machinery  of 
the  great  cotton  .«;tates  and  international 
exposition  at  Atlanta.  Th<  sun  did  not 
see  tit  to  smile  upon  the  opening  cer- 
mony  of  the  exposition  at  this  end  of  the 
long  wire,  which  transmitted  the  elec- 
tric spark  to  Atlanta,  and  it  was  ratlier 
gloomy  and  depressing  at  tiie  seaside. 

Rain  fell  persistently  during  the  most 
of  the  forenoon  and  a  chilling  Septem- 
ber wind  ruffled  the  waters  of  the  bay. 
Within  the  president's  cottage,  however, 
all  was  bright  and  cheery,  and  when  the 
small  group  of  spectators  who  were  prl- 
\-ile.ged  to  witness  the  pressing  of  the 
button  gathered  about  the  Gray  Gables 
L'nd  of  the  wire,  the  dismal  weather 
without  was  forgotten  in  the  Interest  of 
the  occasion.  The  linemen  yesterday 
completed  their  work  on  the  special  wire 
into  the  president's  hou.se,  and  early  this 
m(jrning  it  was  tested  and  found  ready 
for  use.  It  was  carried  into  the  house 
over  the  poles  which  auii[)ort  the  presi- 
dents  telephone  wires  and  ended  1»  the 
reception  room  of  the  residence.  Here 
a  set  of  telegraph  instruments  were 
placed  In  position  and  the  hands  of  an 
electrical  button  made  esi>ecially  for  the 
occasion  was  connected.  It  was  origin- 
ally intended  that  the  president's  third 
daughter  should  have  the  honor  of 
starting  the  exposition  machinery  and 
the  gold  ornamentation  of  the  button 
was  inscribed,  "Marion  Cleveland,  Sept. 
18.  1895." 

The  button,  which  was  made  .by  a 
Baltimore  firm,  was  two  inches  In  dia- 
meter, of  hard  black  rublter.

Chattanooga,  Sept.  18.— At  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Second  Minnesota  Infantry's 
monument  at  Snodgrass  Ridge  this 
afternoon,  on  Chickamauga's  battle- 
field, Gen.  J.  W.  Bishop,  president  of  the 
Minnesota  monument  committee,  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  concourse  of  people, 
many  of  them  from  the  North  Star  state, 
spoke  as  follows: 

Comrades:  A  few  of  the  survivors  of 
the  384  men  who,  under  the  colors  of 
the  Second  Minnesota  regiment,  took 
part  In  the  battles  which  made  this  field 
forever  memorable,  arc  again  assembled 
here  today. 

As  I  look  Into  your  faces  and  remem- 
ber that  in  that  contest  forty-five  men 
of  the  regiment  laid  down  their  lives, 
that  more  than  100  others  received 
wounds  which  more  or  less  disabled 
them,  and  that  in  the  thirty-two  years 
intervening  the  infirmities  of  age  have 
overtaken  the  best  of  us,  I  am  gratified 
that  so  many  have  been  able  to  come 
from  far  distant  homes  to  revisit  this 
field,  to  renew  the  bonds  of  comrade- 
ship as  to  the  living  and  to  do  honor  to 
the  dead. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  all  ages  of 
which  we  have  any  historical  knowledge 
to  commemorate  herojc  deeds  by  the 
erection  of  monumental  structures  that 
should  stand  as  perpetual  object  lessons 
to  posterity. 

The  congres.s  of  the  United  States  has

citizen  soldiers  were  here  engaged  to 
make  It  such  an  object  lesson  of  the 
smost  Impressive  and  comprehensive 
character. 

The  state  of  Minnesota,  represented  In 
the  battles  by  the  Second  regiment  of 
Infantry  and  the  Second  battery  of  light 
artillery.  resi)onded  by  Its  legi.slature  of 
IS'C!  by  the  appi'opriatlon  of  money  and 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  to 
locate  and  erect  the  monuments  which 
now  stand  completed  on  the  .several 
places  where  these  troops  were  en- 
gaged. 

You  have  seen  the  one  to  the  Second 
battery,  near  the  Widow  Glenn  house. 
We  also  visited  this  morning  the  one  to 
the  Second  regiment,  on  the  Reed's 
bridge  road,  near  Jay's  mill,  where  In, 
the  opening  hours  of  the  first  day's 
battle  the  regiment  lost  eight  men  killed 
and  forty-one  wounded,  repulsing  four 
separate  attacks  and  holding  Its  position 
until  moved  away  by  orders  In  the  after- 
noon. 

Another  .stands  In  Kelly's  field,  where 
at  noon  of  Sunday,  the  20th,  we  met  and 
drove  hack  the  men  or  Hrecklnridges 
Confederate  division,  who  had  passed 
around  the  left  of  our  line  of  battle  and 
were  coming  down  in  its  rear.  In  this 
action,  one  of  the  most  important,  ctm- 
sidering  Its  results,  of  the  two  days' 
battles,  the  replment  changed  front.  In 
the  open  field  and  under  fire,  to  face  the 
enemy,  and  then  charged  and  routerl  the 
oiii>osing  force,  losing  nearly  100  men  by 
casualties  in  the  brief  but  desperate  en- 
gagement. 

Another  marks  the  place  of  our  as- 
sault and  capture  of  Mission  ridge  on 
Nov.  25,  where  one-fifth  of  our  men  and 
offKers  present  were  killed  or  disabled, 
six  men  being  shot  of  the  .seven  compos- 
ing the  colorguard. 

And  this  <»ne  stands  on  Snodgrass 
rhige.  where  we  planted  and  for  five 
desperate  hours  maintained  the  regl- 
nnntal  colors  in  the  afternoon  of  Sun- 
day.  Sept.   20. 

How  It  all  comes  back  to  us  now.  The 
arrival  here  at  2:^0  o'clock  of  Vander- 
veer's  brigade,  marching  from  Kelly's 
field  to  the  rear  of  Smith's  guns,  already 
f>o8ted  here,  with  cartridge  bf)xes  nearly 
exhausted  In  the  engagement  there,  the 
hasty  formation  of  our  line  under  the 
eyes  of  George  H.  Thomas,  who  recog- 
nize<l  In  us  one  of  his  Mill  Springs  regi- 
ments and  In  the  Ninth  Ohio  another, 
our  reidacement  of  the  Twenty-first 
Ohio,  whose  ammunition  had  been  en- 
tirely expended,  the  lmme<llate  attack 
by  the  enemy's  fresh  troops,  the  des- 
I)erate  contest  and  repidse  of  the  a«.sault, 
oidy  to  be  renewed  and  repulsed  again 
and  again,  Uie  eager  bunt  for  cartridges 


in  the  boxes  of  the  dead  and  wounded  [ 
during  the  intervals,  the  fortunate  cap- 
ture of  a  half  empty  ammunition  wagon 
In  our  rear  about  4  o'clock  and  the  hur- 
ried distribution  of  the  few  boxes  of 
cartridges,  a  part  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
Ohio  on  our  right  and  some  to  the 
Kighty-seventh  Indiana  on  our  left,  the 
almost  successful  attempt  by  the  enemy 
to  break  the  line  of  the  Ninth  Ohio,  de- 
feated by  a  counter  rush,  led  and  in- 
spired by  Thomas  him.s^lf,  the  capture 
of  three  regiments  on  Vanderveer's  right 
by  the  enemy  about  sunset,  the  unsuc- 
cessful attempt  by  the  enemy  to  envelope 
our  brigade  a  little  later,  defeated  by 
the  prompt  action  of  the  Thirty-fifth 
Ohio,  and  the  final  subsidence  of  the  con- 
flict and  the  retirement  of  the  enemy. 

Then  our  night  march  to  Rossville.  a 
few  hours'  rest  on  the  bare  open  ground, 
and  the  daybreak  Inspection  which  ac- 
counted for  every  man  who  had  entered 
the  engagement  two  days  before,  and  on 
which  our  brigade  commander  bas.-d 
the  statement  in  his  ofliclal  report,  which 
you  may  now  read  in  letters  of  imperish- 
able bronze  on  this  monument: 

"It  is  a  notable  i:ici  that  the  Second 
Minnesota  regiment  had  not  a  single 
man  among  the  mi.ssing,  or  a  straggler 
during  the  two  days"  engagement." 

A  proud  record,  indeed,  for  any  regi- 
ment, and  one  that  was  well  earn<  d  by 
ours  through  many  months  of  soldierly 
training  and  discipline. 

Prf>bably  nowhere  In  all  the  battles 
of  the  war  were  the  steadfastness  and 
coherence  of  th^e  regiments  more  se- 
verely tested  than  in  this  wilderness 
field  of  Chickamauga. 

On  this  other  tablet  we  read  the 
names  of  the  forty-five"  comrades  of  our 
regiment  who  were  kille<l  on  this  field, 
and  whi>  now  sleej)  in  the  "unknown" 
graves  In  the  soldiers"  cemetery  at 
Chattan(K)ga.  Faithful  even  unto  death. 
It  was  theirs  to  perish  in  the  line  of 
duty,  while  we  survive  to  return  after 
these  many  years  to  recall  their  brave 
deeds  and  to  honor  their  patriotic  ser- 
vices. Let  us  adm<mlsh  our  children 
and  their  children  as  they  shall  visit 
this  i)lac<'  in  the  coming  years,  that 
from  the  contemplation  of  these  monu- 
mental structures  and  hi.s4onc  inscrip- 
tions they  may  learn  and  apiireciate 
through  what  suffering  anl  sacrifice 
the  union  was  incserved  in  its  time  of 
))eril,  and  has  Ix-eu  penietuated  for- 
ever. May  they  also  find  here  inspira- 
tion to  noble  :>iid  patriotic  service  an<l 
be  ready  to  render  it  wlienever  re- 
(|ulred.  as  it  may  l)e  from  tlii-in  as  it 
was  of  us  in  our  day. 

MoBt  <jf  us  wi  re  vigorous  young  fil- 
lows  in  the  days  of  ISt!,"?.  All  of  us  are 
<dd  men  now  in  the  days  of  1S95,  and 
there  remain  but  a  few  years  of  active 
life  now  to  any  of  u.s.  I  am  reminded 
that  Thomas,  Hrann«n,  V;mderveer, 
Van<:Mevc,  George,  Davis  and  many 
others,  all  participants  and  survivors 
of  the  cimfllct  here,  have  already  been 
mustered  out  of  life.  I  believe  that 
we  have  be<>n  generally  better  citizens 
for  having  been  soldiers,  .ind  T  know 
nothing  but  good  of  any  of  you;  but 
whfitever  our  lives  may  have  been  for 
the  irast  thirty  years,  and  whatever 
they  may  be  hereafteir,  one  thing  stands 
a.ssured— your  children  or  mine  may 
say  with  pride  of  his  father:  "'He  was 
at  Chickamauga  under  the  colors  of 
the  Second  Minnewita  regiment." 

The  state  of  Minni^wota  had  by  the 
census  ot  1860  less  than  175,000  souls 
within  its  limits,  of  whom  less  than 
25,000  were  males  of  military  age.  She 
placed  In  the  Pnlon  army  during  the 
war    more    than    25.000     soldiers,    sup- 


pressing at  the  same  time  an  Indian 
outbreak  at  home,  whicli  commenced 
In  August,  1S62,  and  lasted  for  three 
years,  and  which  in  the  magnitude  of 
its  proportions  and  in  the  savage  cruel- 
t\  of  Its  marauders  has  no  parallel  In 
American  hkstory.  The  state  has  hon- 
ored Itself  In  commemorating  as  It  has 
by  these  handsome  structures  the  ser- 
vices of  the  only  regiment  and  the  only 
i)attery  that  bore  its  name  on  thl» 
field,  as  It  had  previously  done  at  Get- 
tysburg as  to  her  First  regiment. 

It  only  remains  for  me.  as  president 
of  the  Minnesota  monument  commis- 
sioners, and  speaking  for  the  people 
of  that  noble  state,  to  place  thest  com- 
pleted ni'muments  In  the  peri)etual 
care  of  the  h<inorable  secretary  of  war 
and  of  the  National  Military  park  com- 
mi.ssioners.  In  dit>lng  this  I  must  grate- 
fully acknowle<lge  the  scrupulous  care 
Uiey  have  taken  to  verify  the  several 
sites  occupied  bv  them  and  the  histori- 
cal accuraey  (.f  all  the  inscriptions 
borne  by  them. 

And  as  1  view  to<lay  the  progr.^a 
made  in  the  past  tliree  years  in  trans- 
forming IhiKc  square  miles  of  wllder- 
nes.'i  into  a  n>:i«niti(ently  Illu.stnUivQ 
l>age  of  American  history,  ojxn  and  in- 
telligible to  all  the  woild.  1  am  gr«tlfle<l 
a.s  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  that 
the  work  has  been  by  congress  com- 
mitted to  competent  and  appreciative 
men,  representing  as  they  do  both  the 
great  armies  who  here  contendi*'!.  and 
that  they  have  been  so  generously  sup- 
ported In  it.

Says  no  Leniency    Will    be 
Shown  to  Any  Who  Dis- 
obey Him. 


Foreigners  Generally  Attach 

But  Little  Weight  to 

the  Edict. 


San  Francisco,  Sept.  IS.— The  atlltuJe 
of  the  emperor  of  China  In  relation  to 
the  recent  outbreaks  against  mission- 
aries is  shown  in  an  edict  recently  issued 
by  the  emperor,  which  is  published  in  a 
local  paper.    The  emperor  says: 

"Since  the  opening  of  international 
commerce  with  Western  countries  for- 
eigners have  always  resided  in  the  in- 
land districts  at  peace  and  harmony 
isrith  their  native  neighbors,  and  we.  in 
our  imperial  love  for  both  natives  and 
foreigners  alike,  have  time  and  again 
commanded  our  high  provincial  author- 
ities to  pay  extra  heed  constantly  to 
protect  the  latter  from  harm.  Judge  o* 
our  extreme  indignation,  then,  upon 
hearing  recently  first  of  the  riots  in 
Szechuen.  where  chapels  have  been  de- 
stroyed and  burned  down  by  the  rioters, 
thereby  fanning  the  flames  of  destruc- 
tion far  and  wide,  ir.somuth  that  a  num- 
ber of  sub-prefectures  and  sub-districts 
simultaneously  followed  in  tlie  footsteps 
of  Cheng  Tu.  and  now  to  receive  news 
from  Fu  Kien  reporting  that  evil  char- 
acters have  murdered  and  wounded  a 
verj-  large  number  of  foieigners  at  Ku 
Tien,  going  so  far  in  their  ruthless  fer- 
ocity as  to  murder  even  women  and  in- 
fants. 

'"With  reference  to  the  Szechuen  riots. 
a  number  of  rioters  have  already  been 
arrested  and  will  undergo  trial,  but  the 
chiefs  and  heads  of  the  Fu  Kien  murder- 
ers are  still  at  large,  and  we  command 
Pien  Pu  Chuan  and  Chin  Yu  (tartar 
generals  of  Foo  Chow)  to  set  to  work 
without  delay  at  the  head  of  the  mili- 
tary and  district  officials,  and  speedily 
arrest  these  wicked  characters,  nor 
shall  any  be  allowed  to  escape  the 
meshes  of  the  law.  Indeed,  it  is  the 
manifest  duty  of  the  local  mandarins 
throughout  the  empire  to  be  always  on 
the  alert  and  prevent  such  worthless 
characters  from  manufacturing  scurri- 
lous tales  and  exciting  the  popula  e, 
they  should  crush  all  incipient  risings  a: 
the  slightest  sign.  What  sort  of  :rivolity 
and  indifference  to  duty  is  this,  then, 
that  has  brought  about  all  these  recent 
serious  outrages? 

"We  would  also,  therefore,  command 
the  various  tartar  generals,  viceroys  and 
governors  of  the  empire  to  impress  upon 
all  their  subordinates  the  necessity  of 
KranXing  thorough  protection  to  all  the 
chapels,  etc.,  in  their  districts.  They  are 
also  to  issue  proclamations  exhorting  th^- 
people  to  abstain  from  listening  to  scur- 
rilous tales  which  excite  unfounded  sus- 
picion in  the  breasts  of  all.  If  there  be 
any  who  shall  dare  to  raise  disturbances 
in  the  future  they  shall  be  at  once  pun- 
ished with  the  utmost  severity  of  the 
law,  and  such  of  the  local  oRicers  as  may 
use  subterfuge  and  craft  to  avoid  their 
duties  are  to  be  most  severely  punished 
and  no  leniency  shall  be  made  in  the 
cases." 

Little  value  is  attached  by  foreigners 
to  this  edict.  It  is  now  well  understood 
that  the  orders  of  the  emperor  of  China 
have  virtually  no  force  outside  of  the 
walls  of  Pekin.  On  several  previous 
f>ccasinns  edicts  even  more  forcibly 
wordtd  have  erranated  from  the  throne. 
but  foreign  property  and  foreign  lives 
remain  as  intecure  as  ever  in  the  interior 
of  China. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  the  action 
of  the  British  government  has  fallen  far 
short  of  the  requirements  of  the  occa- 
sion. Instead  of  dispatching  a  consul  to 
InvesMgate  the  circumstances  connected 
with  thr.  Ku  Chf  ng  atrocities,  the  ta?k 
should  have  been  entrusted  to  a  secre- 
tary' of  the  legation,  and  instead  of  a 
Chinese  escort,  the  commissioner  should 
be  accompanied  by  500  red  coats  and  blue 
Jackets.-

In 
consequence  of  this  change  in  the  fash- 
ions P,rrdford  is  enjoying  a  prosperity 
that  it  has  not  known  for  years. 

Mr.  Meektr  says  it  is  believed  the  de- 
mand will  continue  for  anothtr  season 
or  two.  He  also  states  he  has  received 
letters  from  the  United  States,  especially 
from  the  Southwestern  states,  where  the 
cHmatc  is  adapted  to  raising  Angora 
goats,  indicating  an  inclination  on  the 
part  of  the  people  of  this  country  to 
embark  in  the  production  of  the  wool  of 
these  goats.  He  is  inclined  to  en'^ourag* 
tre  efi"ort  and  instances  the  success  ol' 
.-^outh  .Africa  In  this  industry.  The 
Turkish  government  prohibits  the  ex- 
portation of  the  Angora  goat,  but  Mr. 
Meeker  says  he  is  informed  that  the  pro- 
hibition is  not  strictly  enforced.

Chattanooga.  Tenn..  Sept  18.— At 
early  dawn  the  tons  of  thousands  of  peo- 
ple in  this  ngion,  natives  and  visitors, 
began  to  stir  themselves.  By  sun-np 
hundreds  were  on  the  streets  and  before 
S  o'clock  every  thoroughfare  in  the  city 
was  thronged.  Not  since  the  bloody 
!iattle  that  occurred  here  thirty-three 
years  ago  has  there  been  so  many  people 
in  this  region.  Some  of  the  old  veterans 
s.iy  there  are  more  people  here  today 
than  upon  that  awful  event.  Estimates 
as  to  the  size  of  the  multitude  vary. 
Some  of  the  more  conservative  say  there 
are  not  over  50.000  and  others  place  the 
number  at  100,000  or  more. 

At  dayllglit  the  p<  ople  beg.in  to  move 
towards  Clii.kamauga,  and  from  that 
lime  on  until  the  afternoon  the  trains 
and  electric  cars  remindtd  one  of  those 
going  to  the  World's  fair  at  Chicago. 
They  w<  re  jammed.  Tiie  crowd  was  well 
handled,  however.  A  l.irge  number  of 
speeial  polleemtn  were  on  duty  and  tlifre 
was  no  congestion  or  blockades  to  speak 
of.  At  the  battle  held  were  hundreds  of 
vehicles  of  every  sort  and  description 
prepared  to  carry  passengcre  to  any  part 
of  the  historic  field. 

It  Is  now  definitely  settled  that  Chat- 
tanooga will  have  tonight  as  her  guests 
four  of  the  presidents  official  family. 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Hoke  Smith, 
Secntary  of  the  Navy  Herb.>rt.  Attorney 
Gonerd  Harmon  and  Po.stmaster  Gen- 
t-ral  Wilson,  left  Washin.gton  last  even- 
ing and  will  arrive  tonight  at  9  o'clock. 

The  first  event  of  today  was  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  Michigan  state  monuments 
at  Snodgrass  Ridge,  a  point  at  which 
there  was  probably  more  hard  fighting 
during  the  battle  than  on  any  part  of 
the  field.  Governor  John  T.  Rich,  with 
his  staff  and  the  members  of  the  park 
tommission.  arrived  at  the  hill  a  few 
minutes  after  9  o'clock.  C.  E.  Belknap, 
president  of  the  Michigan  commission, 
in  a  brief  .speech,  in  which  he  told  of 
t'rie  work  done  by  the  commission,  called 
t  e  assemblage  to  order,  and  then  intro- 
.u  ed  Governor  John  T.  Rich,  who 
spose  brlefiy.  Col.  Henry  M.  Duffleld, 
Ol  Detroit,  responded.  When  he  had 
finished  tliere  was  music  by  a  military 
band,  after  which  the  benediction  was 
said. 

In  the  northeast  corner  of  that  part  of 
the  Kelly  field,  the  monuments  of  Wis- 
eonsln  were  turned  over  to  the  govern- 
ment at  11  o'clock.  The  exercises  were 
1  rrsidfd  over  by  Col.  W.  W.  Watkins, 
president  of  the  state  comml.ssion.  After 
the  audience  had  been  called  to  order. 
the  Ktv.  E.  V.  Webster  offered  prayer. 
Col.  Watkins  formally  turned  the  monu- 
ments over  to  Governor  W.  H.  Upham. 
who  received  them  and  transferred  them 
to  the  government.  In  so  doing  he  spoke 
in  an  earnest  and  impressive  manner. 
•^Jcn.  Henry  Hardin  made  a  speech  In  re- 
si.onse.  after  which  speeches  were  made 
by  Col.  B.  F.  Bryrint.  ex-Governor  W. 
D.  Hoard,  and  E.  G.  Timme. 

The  vetr-ran.s  of  Ohio  took  possession 
of  Snodgrass  Hill  as  soon  as  tho.se  from 
i' hlgan  had  finished.  Gen.  John 
r'ertty,  pr-:>3ldent  of  the  Ohio  commis- 
sion, presid-d.  When  he  called  the  audi- 
•  n  •  to  order.  Bishop  Joyce  invoked  the 
Ijlessing  of  the  Deity.  Following  the 
iirayer.  Gen.  Charles  Grosvenor  ad- 
(lres.«ed  the  gathering  as  follows: 

"We  meet  today  upon  this  sacred  spot 
to  celebrate  the  heroism  of  the  American 
soldier,  the  great  results  of  battles  and 
the   greater   victories  of   peace.     W^e   do 
not  come  with  words  of  crimination  or 
'.vith   memories   charged   with   liitternesr 
or  envy.    W<  join  here,  as  Ameri 'an  citi- 
zens, upon  one  of  the  great  battle  fields 
of  a  great  war.  to  dedicate  f<ir  all  time 
to  t:  e  American  peoplethese  monuments 
and  this  battle  field.     We  do  this  to  re- 
mind those  of  coming  generations  of  the 
heroic  races  from  which  they  descended: 
to  exhibit  to  them  the  enormous  cost  of 
the  Institutions  bequeathed  to  them  and 
rjlaced   In   their  keeping;  and  to  forever 
appeal   to  those  who  are  to  come  after 
us  that  they  guard,  protect  and  forever 
';•  rish.   Imperlsbably     and     immutably. 
•  results  of  the  great  war. 
"Wc  da  not  come  with  words  of  crltl- 
(>ism    or    bitterness — we    of    the    North. 
The    achievement      of    which      we    are 
proudest   Is   not   that    we   conquered    In 
war  and   by  ^physical    force  overthrew 
the  armies  of  the  Confederacy,  but  that 
we   restored    the   union   of   the   states, 
r  in  more  fitting  terms,  that  wh  pre- 
■nted   the  overthrow  of  the   union   of 
;.<•  states;  that  we  stood  in  the  d<  ndly

Aqull- 
lii  Will  y  then  made  ii  short  address 
forniuUy  turning  tke  monuments  to 
(btvernor  ^U-Kinley.  who  in  turn  rc- 
eclved  them  and  then  transferred  them 
to  the  national  government. 

Illinois'  monument  was  dedicated  on 
the  site  wliere  Widow  Glenn's  bouse 
stood  during  the-  battle.  It  Is  a  few 
hundred  y.uxis  south  of  the  famous 
Bloody  pond.  The  pond  is  still  there. 
It  was  so  named  because  Its  waters 
Wire  red  m  iih  human  blood  after  the 
battle  and  ilie  people  living  in  the  vi- 
cinity say  that  since  that  terrible  day 
animals  have  refu.sed  to  drink  of  its 
water.  It  was  2  o'clock  when  Governor 
Altgeld  and  his  party  arrived.  Col.  H. 
S.  Reeves,  of  the  Illinois  commission, 
called  the  meeting  to  order.  Prayer 
was  offere.i,  after  which  Governor  Alt- 
gidd  was  iiiiroduced  and  made  his  ad- 
dress turning  the  monuments  over  to 
the  government.  Responses  were  made 
by  Co\.  Smith  D.  Atkins  and  C\>1.  J.  G. 
Everest.  The  benediction  was  then 
pronounced. 

The  exercises  attendant  upon  the  trans- 
fer of  the  Indiana  monuments  to  the 
government  took  place  at  Lytle  hill,  as 
the  ridge  south  of  the  Dyer  bouse  is 
called.  In  memory  of  Gen.  Lytle,  who 
was  killed  there.  It  is  a  short  distance 
north  of  the  Widow  Glenn's  house.  Gen. 
M.  C  Hunter  was  master  of  ceremonies. 
The  exercises  were  opened  by  prayer  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Lucas  at  2  o'clock.  Hon. 
D.  R.  McConneU  made  the  address,  turn- 
ing the  monuments  over  to  Governor 
.Matthews,  who  responded.  Gen.  Lew 
Wallace  aiui  Col.  I.  N.  Walker,  com- 
mander-in-ehief  of  the  G.  A.  R..  spoke. 
Tile  exercises  were  concluded  with  a 
salute  fired  by  the  regiments  of  the  In- 
diana militia  that  were  presnt.

Out-Losses  Not  Fully

Indianapolis.  Stjpt.  IS.— At  6  o'clock  this 
morning  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  third 
floor  of  the  5-story  stone  and  brick  build- 
ing on  the  south  side  of  Washington 
street,  between  Meridian  and  Pennsyl- 
vania streets.  It  was  at  once  realized 
that  the  fire  would  be  a  disastrous  one. 
and  the  entire  fire  department  was 
summoned.  Notwithstanding  the  hard 
fighting  on  the  part  of  the  department 
jfo  cheek  the  fire,  it  soon  spread  to  the  4- 
story  stone  building  of  the  Indiana  Na- 
tional bank,  Immediately  east.  This 
building  was  soon  at  the  mercy  of  the 
flames,  which  continued  to  spread,  and 
soon  the  entire  northwest  corner  of  the 
square  was  within  the  fire  limit. 

The  Western  Union  building  in  the 
rear  and  fronting  on  South  Meridian 
street,  with  pole^s  strung  along  the 
south  side,  soon*  caught.  This  latter  | 
building  is  of  brick  and  is  five  stories 
high.  "The  upper  floor,  used  as  a  batter;.' 
rexini.  and  the  next  floor  below,  used  as 
the  operating  room,  were  soon  flooded 
with  water,  and  all  wires  were  burned 
off,  cutting  off  all  communication  with 
other  points. 

The  furniture  and  china  store  of  East- 
mari,  Schllghter  &  Co.  was  one  of  the 
largest  In  the  country,  and  an  immens  ■ 
stock  was  carried.  The  entire  buildin;.,' 
and  stock  were  totally  destroyed.  Th- 
Ineliana  bank  building  is  completely 
wrecked.  The  banking  room  had  re- 
cently been  remodeled  at  a  cost  of  abou": 
$60,000.  Next  to  the  bank  building  i;-. 
the  4-story  brick  building  occupied  by  thc" 
Pacific  Express  and  United  States  Ex- 
press company,  with  office  rooms  above. 
Next  came  the  3-story  brick  of  the  Mans- 
fleld  Clothing  company  and  George 
Wingterter.  a  tobacco  dealer.  These 
buildings  and  stocks  were  badly  dam- 
aged. 

Oil  the  corner  of  Meridian  street, Black- 
ford building,  a  4-story  brick,  stands.  It 
is  occupied  by  the  American  Express 
and  Big  Four  ticket  office.  Any  damage 
sustained  in  the  block  v.ill  come  largely 
from  smoke  and  water.  At  9  o'clock  the 
fire  on  Washington  street  was  under  con- 
trol, but  the  W^estern  Union  building 
was  still  blazing  up.  The  3-story  brick 
on  Meridian  street  north  of  the  W^estern 
I^nion  building-,  occupied  by  the  Mayor 
Stencil  company,  and  the  saleion  of 
George  Weiss  were  flooded  with  water. 

The  great  vault  in  the  bank,  which  is 
situated  in  the  rear  of  the  building  and 
fronting  on  Pe-arl  street,  contains  nearly 
$2,000,000  in  cash.  The  flames  licked 
everything  around  it  clean,  but  the 
money  is  belleveel  to  be  safe. 

Acros^T  the  alley  from  the  burned  quar- 
ter em  Washlngtem  stands  the  6-story 
Pettis  dry  gexids  building  of  stone  and 
brick.  The  smoke  penetrated  this  build- 
ing and  the  window  sills  caught  fire. 
The  water  was  turned  on  and  the  upper 
floor  soon  flooded.  The  water  soaked 
clear  through  to  the  b?.sement  and  the 
loss  will  be  tremendous.  A.  Pettis  ov»ned 
the  building  and  is  now  in  Switzerland. 
The  Western  Union  company  occupied 
the  Condit  block,  which  was  owned  by 
E.  F.  Clay  pool. 

'The  losses  and  insurance  cannot  be  ob- 
tained acurately  at  the  time,  but  East- 
man. Schlighter  &  Co.'s  loss  alone  will 
be  at  least  $175,000. 
I  The  fire  in  the  Western  Union  build- 
Irg  was  placed  under  control  about 
I  9::?0  a.  m.  The  instruments  in  the  oper- 
ating room  were  destroyed  and  the  bat 
tery  floor,  just  above,  was  burned  away. 
The  entire  building  was  water  soakeMi 
and  the  many  offices  were  damaged  in 
various  sums.  The  two  buildings  that 
are  totallv  wivcked  are  the  Eastman 
Schlighter" &  Co.'s  block  and  the  Indian.^ 
National  Bank  buildirg  owned  by  Ved- 
nev  building.  The  first  named  buildln?: 
stiiod  a  shell  after  the  fire  had  been  ex- 
tin.guishenl  and  that  and  the  bank  build- 
ing were  pulled  down.  The  law  ofllce 
of  A.  C.  Harris  over  the  banking  room> 
contained  a  library  of  law  books  valued 
at  $15.0C0,  whie'.i  was  totally  destroyed 
as  was  everything  else  in  the  building. 
The  Postal  Telegraph  building  in  the 
rear  of  the-  Blackford  block  was  slight 
ly  damaged,  by  fire  and  water 
company  have  lost  no  wires.

A  storm  has  advanced  from  the  Dako- 
tas  to  the  Lake  Huron  region  attended  by 
gales  over  the  lake  region.

THE  FINANCIAL  BURDEN. 
Several  communications  on  the  water 
question  are  published  by  The  Herald 
today.  Both  sides  of  the  question  are 
well  represented.  A  careful  ready-ig  of 
these  letters  will  demonstrate.  The  Her- 
rald  believes,  to  every  thinking  persim 
that  all  the  strong  and  convincing  ar- 
guments are  in  favor  of  the  buildins 
of  an  independent  water  plant  by  the 
city  and  the  rejection  of  the  company's 
offer  to  sell  its  plant  at  a  price  which 
is  about  twice  its  actual  value. 

One  of  the  most  frequently  employed 
arguments  of  the  advocates  of  pur- 
chase is  that  the  purchase  of  the  com- 
pany's plant  would  not  impose  any 
financial  burden  upon  the  city  because 
the  plant  now  provides  a  net  income  of 
about  $100,000  a  year.  This  is  probably 
the  strongest  argument  which  can  be 
advocated  by  those  on  that  side  of  the 
campaign.  But  it  is  a  deceptive  state- 
ment to  say  that  no  financial  burden 
would  be  imposed  upon  the  city.  By 
the  terms  of  Mr.  Belknap's  proposition 
the  city  would  assume  the  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  the  company  amounting 
to  about  $1,800,000  and  bearing  5  and  6 
per  cent  interest.  The  city  could  issue 
its  own  bonds  at  4  per  cent  to  build  a 
new  plant,  and  even  assuming  that  the 
cost  of  the  new  plant  w^ould  be  as  great 
as  the  price  for  the  company's  plant, 
the  saving  in  interest  would  be  about 
$25,000  a  year.  So  that  purchase  would 
impose  a  financial  burden  of  that 
amount.  But  it  is  a  fact  that  the  new 
plant  w<puld  not  cost  more  than  one- 
half  the  price  asked  by  the  company 
for  tlie  present  plant,  so  that  by  build- 
ing We  would  save  $4.),0<X)  more  per  year 
and  the  principal  of  $900,000.  Theref'>re 
the  purchase  of  the  plant  would  im- 
pose a  financial  burden  to  that  extent. 
What  does  the  company's  net  income 
amount  to  in  comparison  with  this  bur- 
den? 

There  is  another  financial  burden  that 
it  would  impose  upon  the  citizens — the 
retention  of  the  present  high  charges 
for  water.  The  present  net  income  of 
the  company  is  secur«d  only  by  charg- 
ing high  rates  to  consumers — double 
what  are  charged  in  some  other  cities. 
If  the  rates  were  reduced  to  a  reas- 
onable point,  there  would  not  be  any 
net  Income.  The  city  could  not  reduce 
the  water  rates,  if  it  purchased  the 
company's  plant,  except  by  making  up 
the  deficit  thus  created  out  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  and  consequently  increasing 
the  taxation.  This  is  a  serious  financial 
burden  that  would  be  imposed  by  the 
purchase  of  the  plant.  Eivery  con- 
sumer of  water  should  remember  that 
the  only  chance  of  securing  a  reduction 
in  the  water  rates  lies  in  the  construc- 
tion of  an  Independent  water  plant  by 
the  city.

Governor 
Morton  is  still  in  the  ojH'n,  determined 
to  make  himself  heard  and  felt  by  the 
in;jn  who  betrayed  him  and  intended 
ti>  humiliate  him. 

It  is  generally  conceeled  that  Quay  is 
for  lieed,  and  that  Phitt  is  for  Reed, 
atid  that  bitth  of  those  successful  Re- 
publican leaders  will  work  together, 
primarily  for  the  nomination  of  Reed, 
and  secondarily,  with  great  earnestness 
for  the  defeat  of  Harrison.  It  is  not  a 
matter  of  guess  work,  but  a  matter  of 
fact  that  after  Harrison  got  into  the 
White  House  he  straightway  forgot  all 
that  had  been  done  for  him  during  the 
campaign  of  18S8,  and  turned  his  back 
upon  the  men  who  had  done  most  to 
achieve  his  political  advancement.  In 
other  words,  he  cummittenl  the  folly  of 
kicking  down  the  ladder  whereon  he 
had  climbeel. 

William  W.  Dudley,  says  a  New  York 
correspondent,  had  servetl  Harrisons 
interests  for  many  years,  in  fact  had 
been  the  most  poti^ntial  factor  in  keep- 
ing up  a  cold-blcH)ded  HarrisoJi  senti- 
ment in  Indiana,  where  all  of  the  warm- 
blooded Rei'Ublie'ans  believed  in  Oresh- 
am  and  loved  him.  It  was  Col.  Dudley 
who  ke»pt  alive,  fostered  and  brought 
to  fruition  the  Harrison  sentiment 
which  finally  se^cured  substantial  re- 
cognition in  the  Republican  national 
convention  of  1S88.  It  was  Col.  Dudlej- 
who  went  so  far  in  furthering  the  in- 
terests of  his  friend  during  the  cam- 
paign, that  criminal  suits  were  threat- 
ened and  were  actually  begun,  with 
the  avowed. intent  of  making  a  felon  of 
Dudley  as  a  result  of  his  zeal  for  Har- 
rison. 

After  Benjamin  Harrison  got  Into  the 
White  House  he  abse>lutely  ignored  Col. 
Dudley  and  closed  the  portals  of  the 
executive  mansion  on  him,  with  a  sneer 
of  the  I-am-holler-th.'<n-thou  calibre. 
That  was  the  most  extreme  case  of  in- 
gratitude. He  doled  out  to  Qtiay,  Piatt. 
Clarkson  and  others  similar  doses  f)f 
ingratitude.  The  men  who  bear  the 
brunt  of  the  heat  and  burden  of  the 
day  in  our  quadrennial  campaigns  will 
not  brook  the  nomination  of  Harrise>n 
in  1896.  and  should  the  ex-offlceholders 
again  secure  his  nomination,  there  is 
eve>ry  probability  that  he  will  be  as 
badly  beaten  in  1S&€  as  he  was  in  1892.

The  business  revival  cannot  be 
turned  back  even  by  the  blunderln.g 
financial  policy  of  the  government  which 
places  the  treasiny  at  the  mercy  of  the 
Shy  locks  who  have  it  within  their  power 
to  corner  the  gold  supply.  Iron  and  not 
gold  is  the  true  test  of  prosperity  to- 
day. 


Congressman  Towne  received  an  en- 
thusiastic reception  at  Virginia  last 
night  when  he  endorsed  the  Gold  and 
Silver  club  which  has  been  organized 
there  with  over  100  members.

The  Venezuelan  legation  at  Washing- 
ton has  ofilclally  announced  that  Senor 
Don  Alberto  Fombona  Palacio,  an  at- 
tache, who  was  arrested  in  New  York 
Saturday  night  for  insulting  women  on 
ihe  street,  should  not  have  been  locked 
up.  as  his  oOicial  position  assures  him 
immunity  from  such  arrest  and  imprison- 
ment. If  this  he  so,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  some  of  the  insulted  women  have 
brothers,  sweethearts  or  husbands,  so 
careless  of  the  requirements  of  diplo- 
macy that  they  will  deal  >\ith  the  don  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  other  foreign 
embassies  will  take  warning. 


A  NATIONAL  EVENT. 

The  Herald  devotes  considerable  space 
today  to  the  proceedings  in  connection 
with  the  dedication  of  the  Chattanooga 
and  Chickamauga  national  park.  It  is 
an  event  of  national  interest,  and  the  re- 
port of  the  exercises  of  the  day  will  be 
widely  read.  The  ground  where  this 
interesting  event  is  proceeding  today  was 
the  scene  of  the  greatest  conflict  in  the 
history  of  warfare.  Never  before  or 
since  were  so  many  lives  sacrificed  in  a 
single  battle.  It  was  a  stubborn  struggle, , 
in  which  neither  side  could  tell  how  the 
tide  of  battle  was  going.  The  men  fought 
desperately  and  the  ground  was  fairly 
soaked  with  the  life  blood  of  thousands 
of  brave  men.  It  is  fitting  that  this 
ground  should  be  reserved  for  a  national 
park  and  consecrated  by  the  nation. 

The  program  today  was  strong  in  its 
oratorical  features  as  well  as  in  the 
military  display.  From  a  substantial 
standpoint  the  oratorical  features  were 
the  strongest,  but  from  a  spectacular 
point  of  view  the  military  display  was 
far  and  away  ahead  of  anything  else 
offered  in  the  form  of  entertainment. 
One  was  instructive  and  pleasing  to  the 
ear;  the  other  was  entertaining  and  en- 
gaging to  the  eye,  and  no  doubt  the 
majority  of  the  people  present  at  the 
exercises  cared  more  for  the  spectacular 
than  the  literary  features.  It  is  always 
the  case.  The  concerted  movement  of 
bodies  of  men  in  perfect  accord  to  the 
.thrilling  music  of  some  regimental  band; 
the  prancing  of  excited  chargers  under 
the  tight-drawn  reins  of  son»e  dignified 
major  general;  the  waving  of  plumes, 
the  clatter  of  sabers  and  the  glitter  of 
the  gold  braid  anel  brass  buttons  so  en- 
vied of  men  and  admired  by  women — 
these  are  the  things  that  catch  the  crowd 
and  please  the  masses.  All  of  this — the 
plumes,  the  buttons,  the  gold  braid,  the 
sabers,  the  prancing  chargers,  the  music 
and  the  soldiers — are  there  In  abundance. 
No  one  who  cares  for  oratory,  and  cer- 
tainly no  one  who  cares  for  military  dis- 
play, can  be  dLsappointed. 


The  Minneapolis  Times  revives  the 
old  report  that  Senator  D.  F.  Morgan, 
Congressman  Towne,  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Day  and  others  are  proposing  to  call 
a  state  convention  in  behalf  of  genuine 
bimetallism.  There  is  no  truth  in  the 
report.  None  of  tlie  prominent  bimetal- 
lists  mentioned  favor  such  a  meeting 
and  they  have  not  thought  of  calling  one. 
The  story  is  just  as  unreliable  as  the 
rumor  concocted  by  the  News  Tribune 
that  Mr.  Towne  was  to  be  a  candidate  to 
sue-ceed  Senator  Davis.

IRON  THE  TRUE  TEST. 
While  general  trade  throughout  the 
country  continues  as  broad  and  even 
buoyant  as  at  any  time  since  the  great 
revival  began.  Wall  street  is  almost  at 
the  opposite  extreme  on  account  of  the 
depletion  of  the  gold  reserve  and  the 
failure  of  the  bond  syndicate  to  st«nd 
by  the  federal  treasury.

The 
weeks  mercantile  reports  tell  of  a  pro- 
nounced Improvement  In  busine.ss  in  the 
South  and  Southwest,  fall  trade  opening 
more  freely  than  expected,  fifteen  to 
twenty  per  cent  increa.se  over  last  year. 
The  Iron  position  certainly  is  the  most 
striking  seen  in  many  years.  Indeed  the 
current  rate  of  output  of  pig  iron  is  the

Will  you  kimlly  allow  me  sufficient  space 
In  youi-  paper  in  which  to  express  my  sur- 
prise at  th<.>>  strange  position  still  occupied 
by  The  Heiald  tluring  tids  campaign  for 
l»ui-e  water  aii<l  municipal  ownernhlp  of 
the  present  system?  ("annot  you  see  that 
it  has  been  demonstrated  that  tlie  pur- 
chase of  the  company's  plant  would  not 
imj)cxse  any  llnaneial  btu-clen  upon  flu- 
city?  As  a  matter  of  fact,  It  would  not  a(l<* 
one  cent  to  the  taxation.  The  plant  now 
prcKhiees  a  net  income  and  with  the  ex- 
tensions which  the  eity  could  make  with 
the  money  that  It  is  now  proi>ose<i  to  vot(* 
for  the  purpose  of  making  extensions  that 
income,  after  making  provision  for  i)ay- 
ing  interest  on  the  l>onds  could  bo  in- 
en-ttsed.

Have  those  who  are  howling  that 
the  imrcliase  of  the  company's  iilant  would 
add  to  the  city's  debt  calculated  what  pro- 
portions that  debt  would  reacli  after 
building  an  independent  plant  and  run- 
ning it  for  several  years  at  a  heavy  an- 
nual loss? 

To  the  laboringmen  of  Duluth,  who  are 
anxiously  looking  forward  to  the  coming 
winter  and  are  woiidering  where  they  are 
to  obtain  work,  in  oriler  to  supiK)rt  them- 
selves and  their  families,  the  importance 
of  voting  for  the  purchase  of  the  com- 
pany's plant  must  appeal  most  strongl.v. 
Purchase  is  the  only  way  that  work  dur- 
ing the  winter  can  l>e  assured.  If  the 
people  vote  to  purchase  the  company's 
plant  and  Issue  bonds  for  exten.sions,  hun- 
dreds of  men  can  be  put  to  work  on  the 
extensions  witliin  a  few  weeks  and  steady 
work  will  be  assured  to  them  during  the 
winter.

There  Is  one  important  point  in  regard 
to  the  water  question  that  I  have  not 
heard  mentioned  durii'g  the  recent  dis- 
cussion and  wfiioli  seems  to  Save  escaped 
the  attention  of  all  parties.  As  I  under- 
siand  it,  under  the  proposition  submitted 
by  the  gas  and  water  company,  the  city 
Is  to  .assume  the  bonded  Indebtetlness  of 
t'lte  company,  amounting  In  round  num- 
bers to  $l,"tH).(iOO.  These  bonds  draw  int;-r- 
est  at  the  rate  of  '"i  per  cent  per  annimi. 
It  is  concede<l  tliat,  if  the  city  should 
binld  lt.«»  own  plant  and  issue  its  Iwnds 
liirect.  they  would  draw  interest  at  not  to 
exceed  4  per  cent  per  annum  and  this 
differe^nco  in  the  Interest  rate  would 
amount  to  a  saving  of  $3i;,(>00  a  year  to 
Ihe  eitv,  even  if  it  should  cost  the  city  as 
much  to  iluplicate  the  plant  as  the  com- 
pany asks  for  it. 

When  this  question  was  up  last  year 
"undfir  the  fire"  of  this  ot)jection  from  thi* 
opponents  of  purcha-^^e,  Mr.  Belknap  came 
forward  with  a  pretended  guarantee  to 
secure  and  surrender  to  the  city  a  cer- 
tain number  of  the.se  bonds  drawing  fi 
per  cent  and  to  take  in  lieu  of  them  city 
iMjnds  flrawing  4  per  cent;  but  this  time 
it  seems  the  company  has  convenient- 
ly forgotten  to  give  any  r'.ch  pledge  to 
the  city  In  case  the  plant  should  be  pur- 
cha-sed.  It  is  idle  to  say  that  any  of  the 
holders  of  these  bonds  will  come  in  and 
surrender  them  for  city  4  per  cents,  vol- 
untarily, after  the  city  has  voted  to  as- 
sume tlieni,  for  these  l)ondR  would  then  bd 
just  as  much  of  a  liability  against  the 
city  of  a.s  though  the  city  had  originally 
Issued  them  at  K  v^r  cent. 

Can  it  be  possiide  that  the  citizens  and 
taxpayers  of  Dulutli  arc  so  enamored  of 
the  gas  and  water  company's  preipositlon 
that  thev  are  willing  to  pay  not  only 
double  what  the  plant  is  worth  but  in  ad- 
dition to  tills  pav  a  rate  of  interest  on 
the  fiitire  amount  which  is  2  per  cent  per 
annum  higher  than  the  city  can  float  its 
own   bonds  for?

Misstatements   on  the  Water 
Question  Corrected. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

In  a  letter  to  the  papers  a  short  time 
ago.  R.  C.  Mitchell  said  that  we  might 
as  well  buy  the  water  plant  at  the  price 
now  asked  for  it,  as  the  city  would  have 
to  pay  the  bonds  of  the  gas  and  water 
company  dire^ctly  or  indirectly,  at  some 
tim.e.  Mr.  Mitchell  must  surely  know  that 
that  is  not  the  fact.  If  the  property  is 
appraised,  the  city  will  have  to  pay  the 
appraised  value,  and  no  more,  irrespective 
of  the  amount  of  bonds  the  company  may 
have  floated.  In  the  Kansas  City  case,  to 
which  so  much  reference  has  been  made, 
the  appraised  price  was  not  enough  to  pa.\" 
all  the  lien  holders  in  full.  There  were 
two  mortgages,  each  for  $1,500, (KM)  on  that 
part  of  the  plant  in  the  state  of  Missouri; 
and  two  mortgages,  one  for  $000,000  and 
one  for  $2,000.(K)()  on  that  part  of  the  plant 
in  the  state  of  Kanvas.  The  company  wa^ 
rtKjuired  by  the  decree  to  lilo  releases  of 
each  and  ever.v  one  of  those  mortgages 
aggregating  $.').9()0,000,  See  page  063  of  vol. 
05  Federal  Reporter.  The  court  appointed 
a  commissioruT  to  represent  the  city  in 
the  distribution  of  the  $3,000,000,  the  ap- 
praised value  of  the  plant,  among  the  lien 
holders,  after  the  first  mortgage  of  $1,- 
5(H),titiO  was  paid,  that  being  a  first  lien, 
because,  as  the  court  says  on  page  701  of 
the  same  volume,  "The  balance  of  the 
money  payable  by  th'  city  is  i.ot  suf- 
ficient to  i)ay  off  the  otiif:-  Hens  in  full; 
there  has  to  be  some  scaling  of  claims." 

The  gas  and  water  ordinance  of  this 
city,  page  323  of  the  charter  and  ordi- 
nances, provides  that  after  an  appraisal 
the  village  "shall  assume  and  pay  all 
debts  and  obligations  of  said  company, 
not  exceeding  in  amount  the  said  pur- 
chase money  to  be  paid  by  said  village." 
Does  that  loolc  as  though  the  city  would 
have  eventually  to  pay  all  of  the  bonds, 
if  they  are  more  than  the  value  of  the 
plant?    Most  assuredly  not. 

Mr.  Harris,  in  his  speech  Saturday  night, 
according  to  the  report  in  the  Sunday 
News  Tribune,  said  that  the  city  stood  by 
and  allowed  the  company  to  sell  that 
amount  of  bonds,  and  should  not  object 
now.  He  also  said  the  city  guaranteed 
the  bonds.  The  section  of  the  ordinance 
just  quoted  shows  that  they  agreed  to 
pay  them  only  to  the  amount  of  the  ap- 
praised value  of  the  plant,  and  that  only 
in  the  event  of  purchase.  And  by  what 
right  could  the  city  prevent  the  gas  and 
water  comjiany,  a  private  corporation, 
over  which  it  had  no  control,  from  sell- 
ing $10,IKM»,000  worth  of  bonds,  if  it  could 
find  purchasers  for  them?  The  city,  even 
now,  has  only  the  word  of  the  gas  and 
water  company  as  to  the  amount  of  bond:4 
issued.  How  often,  in  what  amounts,  to 
whom,  and  for  what  price,  they  were  sold, 
and  who  now  hold  them— of  all  this  we 
know  absolutely  nothing. 

Mr.  Harris  isalso  reported  to  have  said 
that  we  must  liuy  the  plant  some  time 
or  other.  Such  is  not  the  fact.  He  cites 
the  Kansas  City  case  in  supi>ort  of  his  a.<?4 
Fcrtion.  In  that  case  the  eity  contracted 
to  buy  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  years, 
or  to  renew  the  franchise  for  another 
twent.v  years.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
twenty  years  they  refused  to  either  buy  o.* 
renew.  Tlie  court  said  that  as  they  had 
f.alled  to  renew  within  the  time,  tho.^- 
must  buy.  That  is  common  sense  as  well 
as  law.  We  have  the  same  provision  for 
inirchase  or  renewal  at  the  end  ol"  thirty 
yi'iirs.  IJut  if  we  iiave  .-  plant  of  our  own, 
no  one  would  oliject  to  renewing  their 
franchise  for  twenty  years,  or  for  a 
thousand  and  one  years. 

Mr.  Cobb  claims  that  he  case  could  be 
hung  lip  in  the  courts  for  five  years, 
citing  the  Ivansas  City  case.  In  that  case 
the  company  was  a  non-resident  cori>o- 
r.'ition,  and  as  such  entitled  to  bring  its 
suit  in  t.he  federal  court.'-.  The  Duluth  (ia* 
and  Water  company  is  a  Minnesota  cor- 
poration, and  will  have  to  bring  its  case, 
as  it  has  heretofore  done,  in  the  state 
courts,   where  it  will  be  soon  settled. 

The  question  has  simmered  down  to  this. 
T'ne  company,  by  its  newspapers  and 
fpeakers  says:  "I'idess  you  will  buy 
m.v  plant  at  my  own  price  (which  all  ^d- 
mit  to  be  exorbitant),  I  will  continue  to 
deal  out  typhoid  germs  and  various  forms 
of  disease  to  yom-  sons  and  daughters.  1 
will  axhaust  all  the  delays  of  the  law 
that  can  be  invoked  by  a  desperate  and 
un.scrupuIous  coriioration,  in  order  to 
block  the  will  of  the  people,  and  prevent 
them  from  getting  pure  water  through 
their  own  system,"  whicli  tiie  supreme 
court  has  already  decided  they  have  a 
perfect  right  to  do. 

Col.  Harris,  the  champion  of  the  water 
tK)mpany,  has  a  great  deal  to  say  about 
fair  play,  and  the  rights  nnd  equities  on 
the  side  of  the  company.  The  Duluth  Gas 
and  Water  c-omiumv  has  invariabl.y  stood 
upon  its  strict,  legal  rights,  and  insisted 
upon  the  utterniDSl  penny  the  law  al- 
loweii;  it  has  evaded  every  requirenunt  of 
its  contract  with  the  city  that  It  possibly 
could;  not  even  its  chami)ions  can  assert 
that  it  furnishes  pure  water,  as  it  eon- 
tractetl  to  do;  now.  like  Shylock.  let  it 
have  what  the  law  allows  it,  no  more;  it 
will  itself  take  care  that  it  gels  no  les.s. 

It  ill  becomes  tiiose  of  our  citizens  who, 
in  their  party  platforms,  contimially  de- 
nounce grasping  corporations,  to  lie 
right  down  and  counsel  submission  as 
soon  as  one  of  the  most  grasping  of  tlieia 
all  tries  to  foist  its  inoperly  upon  the  cilv/ 
at  two  or  three  times  its  actual  value.  It 
still  less  becomes  tho.se  who  pretend  to 
represent  the  organized  labor  of  this  eity. 
which  has  ever  dainuMl  to  be  oppos<'d  to 
the  greed  of  cor|>oratlons  .ntid  the  tyranny 
of  capital,  to  work  hanil  and  glove  with 
such  a  corporation  as  the  Duluth  Gis  am. 
Water  comi>anv  in  its  unprincipled  at- 
tempt to  hold  "up  the  city  for  Its  own 
t>rlvate  gain:  and  to  allege  as  one  re>ason 
for  this  unholv  co-partnership,  that  if 
we  don't  submit  to  it,  they  will  prevent 
us  from  doing  anything  else  If  it  tak.-s 
live  venrs  of  litigation  to  do  so. 

If  the  s(df  respect  of  the  American  citi- 
zen does  not  rise  up  In  arms  at  suc!i  an 
unblushing  attempt  to  bulldoze  and  ble(Ml 
the  city  which  he  has  chosen  for  his 
home.  th(>n  jiurity  and  honesty  and  civic 
virtue  In  the  i>olitles  of  American  cities 
arc  indeed  an  "irridesceiit  dream."

Her  Fanchon  is 
a  delightful  creation;  she  is  a  verital>le 
iricket  in  personality.  She  is  a  petite 
little  creature,  as  graceful  as  a  fawn, 
with  black  hair  and  a  bright  face  over 
which  expressions  play  in  a  wonderful 
manner.  Her  eyes  one  moment  will  dance 
with  mischief  "and  the  next  will  fairly 
snap  tire.  Her  changes  from  moo«l  to 
mood  are  wonderful.  She  is  exquisitely 
tender  and  loving:  mischievous  and 
bantering  and  such  bantering,  too.  enough 
to  irritate  a  saint,  sulimissive  and  docile 
one  moment  and  in  a  perfect  fury  of 
anger  the  next.  She  dances  like  a  fairy, 
her  shadow  dance  in  the  lirst  act  Ijeing 
charming.  Altogether  her  Fanchon  is 
a  delightful  imiHTSonation  and  she  was 
given  two  or  three  curtain  calls. 

The  supporting  company  is  deserving 
of  high  praise.

Miss  Lillian  Andrews  as  Mother  I4ar- 
l>eaud  was  goo<.l.  Miss  Alma  Aiken 
Mathews  played  the  difficult  part  of  old 
l-'adeb  very  well.  Mi.'^s  Florence  Wickes, 
as  Madelon  was  good.  Miss  Wickes,  by 
the  way,  is  the  daughter  of  Vice  Presi- 
xlent  Thomas  Wickes,  of  the  i'ullmau 
company. 

A  word  to  the  audience  may  not  be  out 
of  place  hore.

The  nfth  annual  fair  of  the  Carlton 
County  Agricultural  and  Industrial  as- 
sociation opened  at  Barnum  yesterday 
in  a  manner  that  promised  success  for 
ithe  two  succeeding  days  In  a  remarkable 
degree.  The  weather  was  not  all  that 
could  be  asked.  A  heavy  rain  in  the 
morning  soaked  the  race  course  and 
slightly  dampened  the  spirits  of  those  In 
attendance,  but  the  rain  soom  wore  olT 
and  with  it  the  dampened  enthusiasm, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  day  was  a 
glorious  success.  The  exhibit  at  the 
state  fair,  which  was  to  form  the  nucleus 
for  the  county  show,  did  not  arrive  until 
Sunday,  and  it  was  late  in  the  day  before 
everything  was  In  place,  and  exhibits 
were  still  ccmilng  in  at  that  hour. 

The  air  was  .somewhat  chilly,  but  the 
happy  crowd  minded  it  but  little,  as 
they  surged  to  and  fro  from  the  fair 
building  to  the  stock  exhibits,  and  from 
there  to  the  race  track  and  incidentally 
to  the  candy  and  peanut  stand,  where 
the  city  and  country  beaux  regaled  their 
fair  companions  with  red  lemonade,  pea- 
nuts and  sweets.  The  latter  item  was 
severely  superlluous,  for  the  bevy  of 
beauty  in  attendance  at  the  fair  nt>eded 
no  sweets  in  addition  to  those  given  them 
by  nature. 

A  feature  of  the  general  entertain- 
ment was  the  music  by  the  Moose  Lake 
band,  which  was  excellent,  sprightly  and 
harmonious. 

Following  the  crowds  which  flowed  in 
the  direction  of  the  fair  grounds,  the 
,flist  thing  that  met  the  eye  upon  enter- 
ing the  gate  was  the  fair  building,  which 
stands  in  the  center  of  the  grounds  a 
little  to  one  side  of  the  city  proper. 
There  are  four  entrances,  but  the  one 
nearest  the  gate  seems  the  most  handy, 
so  without  further  examination  saving 
the  outside  exhibits  for  later  in  the  day, 
the  crowd  enters  there.  Here  is  dis- 
played the  wealth  of  Carlton  county 
and  the  secret  of  her  growth  and  pros- 
perity. Talk  about  vegetables!  Why, 
there  are  things  grown  in  and  on  top  of 
the  ground  in  Carlton  county  that  you 
would  not  believe  possible.  Some  of  the 
monstrous  vegetables  on  exhibition  there 
a,re*s(i  enormous  that  they  lcx)k  more  like 
'the  nightmare  of  one  who  had  been 
attending  county  fairs  for  some  time 
and  had  gone  to  sleep  to  dream  about 
it. 

The  vegetables  that  the  vegetable 
men  bring  around  to  sell  and  those  that 
the  landlady  puts  on  the  boarding  house 
table  Would  blush  with  shame  if  they 
could  get  beside  tho.se  on  exhibition  at 
the  Carlton  county  fair,  for  they  are 
the' giants  among  vegetables,  largest  and 
most  succulent  of  their  tribe.  And  Carl- 
ton county  is  a  new  country  and  agri- 
culture there  is  but  in  its  infancy. 
THE  LMMENSE  POTATOES. 

One  of  the  most  prominent  features  of 
the  agricultural  exhibit  is  the  potatoes. 
Such  potatoes!  There  is  one  bushel  on 
exhibtiion,  raised  by  A.  Anderson,  of 
Barnum.  The  measure  is  heaping  full, 
yet  the  whole  bushel  contains  but 
twenty-eight  potatoes.  Some  of  them 
weigh  three  and  a  half  pounds,  but  the 
average  will  be  about  two  pounds.  They 
are  good  potatoes,  too,  and  not  merely 
remarkable  for  their  size.  That  is  the 
case  with  all  the  exhibits.  While  large, 
extremely  large,  the  flavor  is  excellent 
and  the  vegetables  are  sweet  and  nutri- 
tious. Another  evidence  of  the  fertility 
of  the  soil  of  this  northern  country.  The 
bushel  above  mentioned  nearly  all  came 
from  one  vine,  which  is  also  on  exhibi- 
tion, and  which  measures  four  feet  in 
length. 

There  are  several  collections  of  pota- 
toes near  i>y,  of  all  kinds  and  classes, 
but  all  of  the  same  brand  of  excellence, 
combining  great  size  with  great  succu- 
lence and  nutritious  properties.  The.se 
are  exhibited  by  C.  L.  Goodell,  Mr. 
Waldreif  and.  others.  J.  S.  doodell  has 
near  Ijy  magniflcent  collections  of  vege- 
tahles.  By  way  of  variety,  here  i.s 
cauliflower  and  celery,  the  ft)rmer  large 
and  apparently  tine,  the  latter  large  and 
crisp,  as  celery  should  be. 

Cabbages?  Well,  rather.  They  are 
next  In  the  round.  To  say  they  are 
"whoppers"  expresses  the  ide;i  jiretty 
clearly  and  briefly.  There  Is  nearly  a 
bushel  t()  each  of  them.  C.  L.  (Joodell 
is  rf  sponsible  for  some  of  them.  Then 
there  comes  three  turnips  of  most  awful 
proportions.  One  of  them  is  a  foot  long 
and  eight  inches  through,  while  the 
others  are  of  the  round  variety,  about 
eight  inches  in  diameter  each  way. 

.More  potatoes  come  next.  There  is  a 
bushel,  a  basket  of  flfty-four  raised 
from  tv/o  seeds  about  the  size  of  a 
marble,  samples  of  which  are  shown. 
The  potatoes  are  known  as  Early  For- 
tune, and  from  the  percentage  of  in- 
crease they  appear  nf)t  to  be  badly 
named.  Then  comes  another  immense 
cabbage,  raised  by  P.  L.  Ronayne.  and 
some  flne  tobacco  plants  raised  by  the 
same  man. 

There  is  a  "curly"  cabbage,  with  very- 
crinkly  and  crisp  leaves.  In  its  natural 
state  It  is  Immense,  but  with  the  kinks 
straightened  out  it  would  make  a  mon- 
strosity. Next  is  a  sunflower  plant  with 
thirty  blossoms,  and  near  by  .some 
blossoms  fifteen  inches  in  diameter.  One 
of  the  notable  features  is  a  cornstalk 
twelve  feet  high  with  a  well-formed  ear 
six  feet  from  the  grf>und. 

THE  PUMPKIN  SHOW. 
A  county  fair  would  not  i)e  complete 
without  pumpkins,  or  "punkins,"  the 
fruit  from  which  they  make  the  most 
delicious  [lies  down  on  the  farm.  Tho.se 
on  exhil)ition  are  big  ones,  enough  to 
provide  pies  for  a  .small  family  all  win- 
ter. Scattered  between  an?  myriads  of 
small  vegetaiMes  which  are  not  at  all 
small— carrots,  parsnips,  tomatoes, 
onions,  cucumbers,  etc.  As  a  sample, 
for  space  will  not  permit  a  complete  en- 
umeration, carrots  four  inches  in  diame- 
ter are  not  bad.  An  exhibit  which  wa.s 
a  prominent  one  at  the  state  fair  is  a 
column  of  grasses,  all  grown  from  this 
year's  seed,  in  which  are  stalks  from 
one  to  three  feet  In  length,  of  clover, 
timothy,  etc. 

In  the  center  of  the  building  is  an  at- 
tiactive  feature  In  the  shape  of  a  stand 
of  potted  plants  of  great  beauty.  On  a 
•shelf  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  room 
is  a  collection  of  the  grains  and  shell 
vegetables  of  the  region  in  jars,  all  of 


which  are  excellent.  Among  those  ex- 
hibited are  flax  and  rye.  by  John  Hecker, 
of  Barnum;  oats  and  wheat,  by  A.  K. 
Jones,  of  Barnum;  cranberries,  by  H.  H. 
Waldreif,  of  Mahtowa;  corn,  peas  and 
black  beans,  by  C.  L.  fJoodell,  of  Bar- 
num; wheat,  by  J.  Murphy,  of  Barnum; 
liog  millet  and  beans,  by  James  Parkes, 
of  Barnum;  buckwheat,  by  Ed  Lee,  of 
Barnum;  cranberries,  scarlet  runner 
beans,  common  beans,  mammoth  lima 
beans,  by  O.  H.  Saunders,  of  Moose 
Lake;  (Jerman  wax  beans,  by  O.  A. 
Weber,  of  M(M>se  l.«ike;  l)t>ans,  by  A,  M. 
Townsend,  of  Barnum;  white-eyed  mar- 
i\>wfat  l)eaii.s,  by  Augusta  Goodell,  of 
Barnum;  brown  beans,  by  Joe  Anderson, 
of  Barnum. 

Next  is  a  nice  collection  of  preserves 
by  Mrs.  H.  Baldwin,  of  Atkinson,  and 
Mrs.  Sweet  and  Mrs.  E.  Lee,  of  Barnum. 

Then  there  Is  a  magniflcent  collection 
of  grains  on  the  stalk,  from  four  to  six 
feet  in  height,  with  sound  and  well-fllled 
heads.  These  exhibits  are  by  John 
Hecker,  of  Barnum;  Helzor,  of  Mahtowa; 
A.  M.  Townsend.  of  Barnum;  William 
Zimmerman,  of  Barnum;  J.  M.  IT. 
Thomson,  of 'Mahtowa;  J.  T.  Anderson, 
of  Midway,  St.  Louis  county,  and  others. 
An  oddity  in  thia  coUecticm  Is  a  bunch  of 
oats,  consisting  of  2r>  large  stalks, 
with  well-fllled  heads  a  foot  long,  all 
grown  from  one  seed. 

John  Hecker  has  a  separate  collection 
of  threshed  grain  and  bundles  of  un- 
threshed  stalks,  all  of  which  are  remark- 
able. 

THE  FRUIT  EXHIBIT, 

Fruits  are  prosperous  in  Carlton  county 
also,  as  is  shown  by  beautiful  .samples 
of  apples,  crabapples  and  plums  ex- 
hibited by  Mrs.  Brockinan,  and  crab- 
api'Ies  exhibited  by  Mary  Miller.  The 
collection  of  butter  reminds  one  of  the 
beautiful  yellow  layers  one  used  to  get 
on  his  bread  before  ho  left  the  farm, 
when  dairy  inspectors,  oleomargarine 
and  butterine  were  unheard  of  and  un- 
necessary. 

An  interesting  exhibit  is  the  samples 
of  the  woods  of  the  county. 

One  .section  is  given  up  to  the  ladies, 
and  here  there  are  crazy  <iuilts,  fancy 
work  and!  such  feminine  fancies  in  profu- 
sion. 

The  stock  exhibits  were  not  all  In  yes- 
.terday,  but  thf)se  on  the  ground  were 
excellent.  Today  is  the  great  day  of 
the  fair.  The  rain  yesterday  rather  in- 
terferfKi  with  the  races,  but  they  were 
very  Interesting  as  it  was,  and  today's 
were  to  be  better  still. 

The  credit  of  the  fair's  success,  and 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  credit  in  it,  too, 
is  to  be  given  to  the  oflieers  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  their  help(  rs.  The  officers 
are  as  follows:  C.  L.  (Jofniell,  president; 
John  Devlin,  vice  president;  W.  T. 
Barker,  secretao';  James  Parkes,  treas- 
urer.

MR.  KEATING'S  FIGURES. 


They  Were  Too  High  Rather 
Than  Too  Low. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  understand  the  ligures  of  Mr.  Keating  j 
on  the  cost  of  duplicating  the  water  iilant  1 
are  now  being  disputetl.  The  fact  is  Mr. 
Keating's  ligures  are  too  liigh.  They 
were  made,  to  be  sure,  from  data  fur- 
nished by  actual  experience  of  our  en- 
gineering department,  but  at  a  time 
when  the  cost  of  material  and  lal)or 
were  from  a  quarter  to  a  third  higher  tiian 
now,  and  I  understand  there  was  added 
l)y  him  over  and  above  actual  (igurlng  10 
per  cent  for  engineering  exi)enses. 

l^et  us  make  some  comparisons  of  fig- 
ures. This  plant  has  almut  thirty-three 
miles  of  mains.  The  price  asked  is  $1,- 
S.56,0(H).  That  is  over  $,'>(;,(I00  per  mile.  It  is 
more  tlian  twice  the  cost  of  liuilding  Die 
MissaV)e  railroad  from  the  docks  to  the 
top  of  the  hill,  probal)ly  the  most  ex- 
pensive piece  of  railroad  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota.  Madison,  Wis.,  has  twenty- 
seven  and  a  half  miles  of  mains;  total 
cost,  $241,118;  cost  per  mile.  $87t)4.  Mil- 
waukee has  22.")  miles  of  mains;  total 
cost,  $8,41.'),0(K):  cost  per  mile,  $33,000.  De- 
troit, Mich.,  has  45.'  miles;  total  cost,  $S,- 
V.m.m);  cost  per  mile.  $1.S,(K)0.  Sandusky. 
Ohio,  has  .aliout  the  same  population  as 
Dulutli  and  ai)OUi  the  .same  lengtli  of 
water  system,  viz:  Thirty-two  miles  of 
mains;  total  cost,  $7G-).0OO;  cost  per  mile, 
$27,<KX).  Mankato,  Minn.,  has  nine  and  one- 
sixth  .miles  of  mains;  cost.  $S4,S00;  cost 
per  mile,  $!tl.''(0.  It  will  he  seen  that  the 
Duluth  plant  will  cost  almost  lwic(>  as 
much  as  the  most  expensive  plant  in  the 
cities  named  if  we  purchase  at  tlie  price 
offered. 

The  West  Duluth  Light  and  Water  com- 
pany has  thirteen  and  one-quarter  miles 
of  mains,  more  than  one-lliird  the  lenKlh 
of  this  system.  In  1S93  the  village  pro- 
cured an  expert.  Mr.  Smedley,  of  Du- 
buque, Iowa,  who  iias  for  years  been  in 
the  busin(>ss  of  manufacturing  water  pipes 
and  fixtures  and  putting  In  water  plants 
throughout  this  country,  and  who  has 
l)een  an '  arbitrator  in  several  instances 
where  cities  have  purchased  their  water 
plants  by  arbitration.  He  stated  that  the 
cost  of  putting  in  such  a  plant  as  that  aC 
West  Duluth  (which  by  the  way  is  ad- 
mitted to  Ije  a  lirst-class  plant)  in  ordin- 
ary soil  was  about  $ii(KM)  per  mile.  He 
estimated  the  cost  of  duplicating  that 
plant  at  less  than  $100,000,  and  offere<l  to 
etake  a  contract  to  duplicate  It  at  that 
I)rice. 

But  it  will  ho  .said  that  the  rock  cut  in 
Duluth  is  so  great  an  item.  There  are 
less  than  four  miles  of  rock  cut  in  this 
system.  The  West  Duluth  plant  was  cut 
through  al>out  a  l)lock  of  solid  rock  at 
one  point  of  the  same  ch.aracter  as  the 
rock  liere.  A  year  ago  1  procured  from 
tlie  othcials  of  the  West  Duluth  company 
the  cost  of  cutting  the  trench  through 
that  rock.  It  was  about  $1  iver  lineal  footi 
of  trench  for  all  the  work  and  the  cost  oV 
flynamite.  At  this  rate  tlie  entire  foui' 
miles  of  rock  cut  in  the  Duluth  system 
would  cost  less  than  $]0(i,()f»0. 

If  any  taxpayer  has  any  doubt  aliout 
the  enormity  of  the  steal  that  is  being 
attempted  in  this  city  let  him  go  to  Mr. 
Reed,  who  has  lieen  our  city  engineer  so 
long,  or  any  other  good  engineer  who 
has  had  experience  here,  and  find  out 
what  such  work  tosts.  If  he  will  do  that^' 
he  can  never  vote  to  purchase  this  plant 
at  the  price  asked  unless  he  is  scared 
out  of  his  manhood  liy  the  iiluffs  of  the 
gas  and  water  company  and  Its  hirelings, 
or  is  willing  to  bankrupt  the  town  to  en- 
rich a  few.  This  question  of  expending 
money  in  this  city,  as  The  Herald  said 
in  last  night's  issue,  is  liecoming  a  seri- 
ous matter.  If  we  are  to  go  right  on  anfl 
pay  three  or  four  prices  for  everything  we 
tiuy  where  are  we  to  land?  The  difference 
in  cost  between  a  new  plant  and  the  liuy- 
ing  of  the  oM  one  at  the  price  asked  is 
more  than  $1,000,000.  (^an  we  afford  such 
•t  sacrifice?  The  outside  world  will  know 
what  has  been  done  here.  You  cannot 
throw  away  $l,00,0(»0  of  the  peolile's  money 
without  investors  knowing  it.  Respect- 
fully, H.    H.   Phelps.

The  teacher  is  helpless:  she  must  ac- 
cept conditions  as  she  finds  llieni.  She 
is  an  employe,  jiure  and  simple.  But 
seek  her  out  and  win  her  acquaintance 
and  confidence.  Show  her  that  you  mean 
to  co-operate  with  her.  She  knows  that 
the  best  results  can  only  be  obtained 
when  teacher  and  parent  co-operate.  In- 
vite her  to  your  home— not  in  a  general 
way,  but  at  a  definite  time.  Make  her 
feel  that  you  want  her  to  be  something 
more  than  the  teacher  of  your  child. 
Make  a  friend  of  her  If  you  can:  at  least 
give  her  the  opportunity  to  show  tli.'il 
.she  has  another  side  to  her  nature  than 
th.'it  which  she  shows  in  the  classroom. 
The  teacher's  liurden  is  a  heavy  one  ra- 
ther than  a  light  one.

It 
is  designated  primarily  as  the  day  of  the 
trumpet  sotmds.  Vom  toruah;  as  a  feast 
ilay  f<)r  celebrating  the  fall  season  or 
gatiuring  <»f  cro|)s;  the  ascending  note, 
ttkuphas  ha.shana,  and  as  preceding;  the 
third  series  of  pilgrimages,  also  the  day 
of  Atonement,  which  is  held  on  the  10th 
day  of  Tishii;  Yoin  hasikoian.  or  day 
of  the  commemoration,  are  all  appella- 
tions which  imply  the  deep  and  moral 
sentiments  relating  to  this  feast.  The 
feast  is.  therefore,  designed  as  one  of 
great  joy.  not  only  from  a  national  but 
economical   standpidnt. 

The  feast  is  observed  b.v  the  orthodox 
Jewish  church  for  two  days,  but  the  Re- 
formed Jewish  church  only  id)serves  one 
d'ly.  One  week  from  Saturday  will  be 
Yum  Kipi)er.  or  the  day  t»f  Atonement. 
Til  is  is  a  day  of  fasting  and  ptayer  for 
tlie  dead.  One  of  the  ceremonies  is  the 
burning  of  home  made  wax  candles  for 
;i  period  of  twent.v-four  hours. 

Tomorrow's  feast  will  be  generally  ob- 
sirved  by  the  Hebrews  of  Duluth. 
Nearly  all  the  stores  and  places  of  busi- 
ness conducted  by  people  of  the  Jewish 
faith  will  be  closed. 

The  feast  is  observed  by  the  Hebrews 
all  over  the  world.  In  Duluth  services 
will  be  held  at  three  or  fi^ur  different 
places.  At  (Md  Fellows  hall  the  Moses 
Montetiore  congregation  will  meet.  The 
services  will  begin  at  7  o'clock  this  even- 
ing continuing  about  two  hours  and  be- 
ing resumed  again  tomorrow  morning. 
Rabbi  J.  Helperan  will  conduct  the  ser- 
vices and  will  be  assisted  by  a  rabbi 
from  West  Superior.  This  congregation 
number  about  HKi. 

At  West  Duluth  the  congregation  will 
h(dd  similar  service.s,  coViducted  Ijy 
Rabbi  H.  Appelman.  About  fifty  are 
enrolled  In  this  congregation.  The  Rus- 
sian and  Polish  congregations,  number- 
ing about  100.  will  hold  services  at  Eighth 
street  and  Fourth  avenue  east.

short  spa<-e  of  lime,  turidiig  to  a  red,  and 
then  to  a  while  heat,  ready  for  the  work  of 
the  smith.

riers  at  Duluth  has  been  very  fair  offer- 
ings of  ore  tonnage  at  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior  during  the  week  suc- 
ceeded in  advancing  the  rate  15  cents. 
The  rate  is  strong   at   $1.25,   and   while 

grain  is  not  as  attractive  as  it  was  a 
week  ago,  it  will  cut  a  figure  in  the 
freight  market  during  the  remainder  of 
the  season.  Owing  to  the  rush  of  boats 
at  the  Duhith  elevators  the  last  few  days 
of  the  week,  some  owners  rather  than 
wait  cancelled  their  grain  charters,  and 
took  ore,  as  there  is  only  a  slight  dif- 
ference in  the  two  rates  now  and  some 
owners  jirefer  lunning  to  Ohio  ports 
than  going  to  Buffalo. 

-Vlthough  there  has  been  some  tallc  of 
3%  cents  on  wheat  out  of  Duluth,  that 
rate  has  not  been  paid  yet,  but  it  will 
have  to  be  or  ore  shippers  will  have  the 
call  on  tonnage,  as  in  ore  there  is  no 
shortage  or  a  chance  of  damaging  car- 
goes. The  indicaticjns  are  that  the 
troulde  on  the  Martiuette  range  will  be 
.settled  in  a  few  days,  and  that  Mar- 
(luette  shippers  will  be  in  the  market  for 
wild  tonnage  and  that  will,  of  course, 
stren.gthen  the  rate  from  the  head  of 
the  lake.  Some  shippers  claim  that 
$1.2;")  is  their  limit  and  that  they  will  pay 
no  more,  but  that  same  claim  was  made 
when  the  dollar  mark  was  reached. 
Owners  having  contract  ore  to  move  are 
unloading  as  fast  as  jjossible,  and  while 
it  is  costing  some  of  them  a  pretty 
penny  it  will  strengthen  the  situation,  a? 
they  keep  bidding  against  shippers  for 
tonnage. 

The  Escanaba  rate,  which  was  ad- 
vanced 5  cents  since  last  Monday,  is 
strong  at  80  cents,  and  there  is  a  good 
IvmaiKl  for  tonnage  at  that  figure.  With 
the  high  coal  rates  to  Lake  ^lichigan 
many  Lake  Superior  traders  are  being 
sent  that  way  on  account  of  the  differ- 
ence in  the  carrying  cayiacity. 

While  Lake  Michigan  coal  rates  have 
been  marked  up  several  times,  no  ma- 
terial change  has  been  made  in  the 
Lake  Superior  trade.  Boats  that  have 
contract  ore  to  move  from  Duluth  and 
.Ashtabula  are  being  sent  to  Lake  Michi- 
gan ports  with  coal,  and  then  light  to 
Lake  Superior.  Tonnage  is  wanted  for 
all  i);irts,  and  consorts  are  being  taken 
by  shippers  almost  as  freely  as  steamers, 
which  is  quite  a  change  from  the  viast 
few  seasons.  All  the  large  lone  steamers 
that  trade  to  Lake  Sujierior  that  were 
unloaded  last  Friday  and  Saturday,  were 
sent  up  light  and  offerings  of  tonnage  for 
the  next  few  days  will  be  light  and  the 
advance  in  the  Lake  Superior  rate, 
which  owners  have  been  working  for  for 
some  time,  is  likely  to  come  this  week. 
The  feeling  is  strong  all  around  and 
wliile  the  improvement  may  not  be  as 
marked  from  nciw  on  as  it  has  been  dur- 
ing tile  past  few  weeks,  there  is  nothing 
in  llie  outlook  that  indicates  a  reaction.

THIO  NYANZA'S  COLLISION  DAMAGE. 
The  description  of  the  repair  of  the 
damas^e  recently  done  to  the  steamer 
Nyanza  by  the  Northtrn  King  is  interest- 
ing. The  Northern  King  struck  the  Ny- 
anza on  the  starboard  skTr,  making  a 
large  hole  and  bulging  her  out  liadl.v  on 
tlie  port  side.  The  blow  bent  all  the  decW 
planlis  on  the  lower  and  upper  decks,  su 
that  they  had  to  be  taken  out  and  re- 
placed for  a  distance  of  H<(  feet.  The 
Nyanza  is  diagonally  strapped  all  over, 
aiid  I  he  deck  idates  and  arch  straps  were 
ail  buckled,  greatly  i.":cir'j?iing  the  ex- 
pense of  the  repair  work.  There  was 
used  in  these  repairs  >iO,("Oi1  feet  of  tim- 
ber ami  over  thirty  tons  oi  rron  and  steel, 
not  including  the  new  propeller.  One  hun- 
dred bales  of  oakum  were  used  in  recalk- 
ing  her  inside  and  out.  There  was  a  pre^l 
sure  of  5tiO  tons  put  against  her  port  side 
to  straighten  her  otit.

TOMB  OF  MARY  AND  LAZARIS. 

In  a  recent  isstie  of  the  Journal  of  the 
(Jerman  Palestine  society,  Picjfes.sor 
(Jelzer.  of  Jena,  discussed  an  inten-sting 
tombstone  discoveii-d  at  Cesarea,  in 
Palestine,  ami  which  first  appeand  in 
the  Revile  Biblii|lle.  published  at  Jeru- 
.salein.     The  inscription  reads: 

".Monument  belonging  to  (or  dedic-iied 
tot  Mary  and  Lazarus."  The  language 
is  (Sreek  and  the  inscription  flates  from 
the  fourth  or  tiflh  centuiy.  The  original 
editors,  the  Dominicans  <if  .leriisaleiii, 
thought  that  it  was  merely  a  monument 
of  twj>  persons  I».v  the  names  of  Mary 
and  Lazarus.  Gelzer,  however,  is  of 
opinion  that  the  Biblical  jiersons  of  these 
names  were  Intended,  especially  also  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  Mary's  name  pre- 
cedes that  of  Lazarus. 

He  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  tin-  second  half  of  the  fourth  and  in 
the  lirsl  half  of  the  lifih  century  the 
diseover.v  of  itpostles'  anil  luuphets" 
tombs  was  "a  flourishing  and  manifestly 
also  ;i  lucrative  braiu-h  of  industry."

Gen.  Poe  3nys  that  there  is  not  more 
than  fifteen  feet  of  water  over  Sailor's 
Encampment  in  the  Soo  river. 

The  steamer  Maritana,  which  recent- 
ly struck  in  the  Soo  passage,  is  dam- 
aged *70()0  worth.  Twelve  of  her  plat,  s 
were  broken. 

It  is  stated  by  some  vesselmcn  that 
one  cause  of  the  slow  movement,  of 
soft  coal  to  the  Northwest  is  that  bro- 
kers in  Cleveland  have  big  contracts  on 
hand  at  32J-J  cents.  They  are  now  using 
the  boats  placed  in  their  hands  for 
chartering,  to  save  themselves  from 
further  loss. 

Tonawanda  is  in  the  midst  of  a  strike 
of  the  coal  boatmen  for  a  $2  rate  on 
lumber  to  New  York.  It  is  thought 
that  the  rate  will  be  paid  in  a  few  days, 
if  not  at  once.  The  port  h.is  received 
about  20,000,000  feet  more  lumber  this 
season  than  last  season  to  date. 

At  every  port  on  Lake  Superior  where 
there  are  sawmills  there  is  lumb.  r  to 
go  to  Chica.go.  The  purchasers  of  the 
lumber  have  been  a  little  slow  in  con- 
tracting for  boats  and  they  are  now 
badlv  pinched.  The  rate  has  advanced 
from  .?2  to  $2.62*2  without  much  lumber 
being  moved,  and  vesselmen  are  con- 
fident that  $3  will  be  paid  on  the  larger 
portion  of  the  shijiments. 

Some  of  the  Buffalo  hard  coal  ship- 
pers who  are  thinking  of  remodeling 
their  trestles  befoie  next  season,  are 
asking  whv  the  new  method  of  loading 
snft  coal  into  vessels,  already  so  pojv 
iilar  at  Ohio  jiorts,  is  not  good  enough 
for  hard  coal,  and  if  ?■<>  why  would 
it  not  i>bviMte  the  ncetl  of  a  trestle  en- 
tirely.    The  matter  will   be  looked   into.

Boat  (onipany  is  slow  in  returning  fii>in 
New  York  on  account  of  some  rather 
radical  repairs  that  had  to  be  ma<le  to 
the  steamer.  Her  furnace  was  not 
suitald.>  for  tin-  coal  carried  for  fuel, 
and  her  wheel  was  so  close  to  the  hull 
that  it  ^\\d  iK't  catch  the  water  as  it

tli.'-tance.

of  the  ground  during  the  winter  sea- 
son, no  matter  how  much  pains  has 
been  taken  with  them,  arc  sure  to  Ih- 
weakly.  They  may  ret-over  to  a  certain 
extent,  hut  s<l<lom  make  satisfactory 
plants  until  new  bulbs  have  been  formed 
about  the  old  ones,  and  even  these,  be- 
cause of  lack  of  vitality  in  their  parent, 
are  not  likely  to  give  complete  satis- 
faction. To  have  g.KKl  .specdmens  it  is 
imperatively  necessary  that  you  pkiiit 
strong  and  vigontus  bulbs,  an<i  tliest 
you  will  not  fiml  among  those  that  hav. 
b«en  long  out  of  the  grountl.  I  would 
advl.se  ordering  bulbs  very  early  in  tin 
fall. 

An  early  oVder  is  sure  of  early  atten- 
ti<  n,  and  you  will  be  surf  to  get  your 
bulbs  !is  soon  a.s  possible  after  they 
reach  the  dealer.  If  you  take  my  ad- 
vice aixjut  getting  your  bed  ready  as

It  is  now  more  than  Ji  quarter  of  a 
century  since  Capt.  (now  M.ij.  Oen.; 
Sir  Charles  Warren  carried  on  his  ex- 
ploratlt)ns  at  Jerusalem  for  the  Pal- 
estine exploration  futni,  and  which  re- 
sulted in  such  brilliant  discoveiies,  re- 
vealing to  us  what  was  then  known  as 
"Underground  Jerusalem,"  says  the 
London  Daily  News.  That  was  the 
remains  of  the  ancient  tity,  now  c(»v- 
ered  up  with  accumuliiteil  dtdn-is  of 
ages,  an  accumulation  tliat  reached 
in  some  places  to  a  depth  of  more  than 
seventy  feet.  Since  that  time  no  sys- 
tematic explorations  have  been  carritvl 
on  in  the  H(dy  City,  Herr  Baurath 
v(m  S<'hick  stnd  other  agents  of  the 
I'alestine  exploration  fund  have 
watched  wherever  digging  took  place 
— for  the  foundations  td'  new  buildings 
or  any  other  pufr>oses— and  if  anything 
of  iniportanr-e  turned  uji  it  has  been 
faithfully  reitorted  in  the  "Quarteily 
Statement."  published  by  tiie  fund,  and 
which  is  now  the  re<-ognized  journal  of 
archaeclogy    in    Palestine. 

For  some  years  back  the  valui>  of 
ground  at  Jerusalem  has  been  increas- 
ing, and  building,  more  paiticularly  on 
the  north  and  west,  has  l>eeii  gidng  on 
outside  the  walls,  and  it  became  afl- 
visable  to  have  some  exploi-ations  made 
l)efore  houses  were  erected,  whit-li 
would  make  excavations  imi)ossilde. 
The  necessary  firman  from  the  sultan 
was  procured,  and  Dr.  F.  J.  Bliss  be- 
gan or)eratlons  last  year.  The  first 
task  he  undertttok  was  to  trace  the 
line  of  the  ancient  wall  on  the  southern 
side  of  Jerusalem.  It  was  known  that 
the  old  wall  was  about  SaO  feet  to  the 
south  of  the  jneseiit  oie  ,  and  that  it 
skirted  the  brow  of  the  slope  wlii(-h 
forms  one  side  of  the  A'ale  of  Hinnoin. 
Why  the  builders  of  the  new  wtill  It  it 
this  c-ommanding  height  iindefi-mb-tl  is 
a  (luestitm  Lhtit  is  not  easily  ex)>iaineil. 
It  is  cettJiin  that  the  (dtler  engineers 
did  not  leave  this  Jidvantageous  posi- 
tion for  an  enemy  to  occupy.  Traces 
of  the  (d<l  wall  weft'  tit-st  come  upon 
when  levelling  the  grountl  for  the  Eng- 
lish  (cmetery. 

In  1S74  Maj.  Conder.  writing  from 
Jeru.salem,  recommemied  that  exitlor.-t- 
tions  should  be  made  at  this  point;  and 
Henry  .Maudslay  at  that  lime  <ild  suf- 
ficient digging  to  show  the  existence  of 
the  wall  all  the  way  from  the  Protest- 
ant school  to  the  east  f-nd  of  the  cem- 
etery. Among  other  things  he  found 
that  the  dining  room  of  the  school  had 
its  walls  staniJing  on  the  square  pose 
of  one  of  the  ancient  lowers;  and  that 
in  places  the  roek  on  which  the  wall 
stood  was  sctaped  below  to  a  dt-pth  of 
thirty  feet.  Mr.  Bliss  took  up  tJie  work 
at  a  point  where  Mr.  Maudslay  had  left 
off,  and  followed  the  line  of  wall  from 
the  cemetery,  where  it  runs  in  a  south- 
easterly direction  for  about  250  feei^ 
He  ;ilso  found  diM-p  scarps  in  the  rock, 
which  must  have  given  great  strength 
to  the  defense,  and  m:nle  the  bjittle- 
meitts  to  tower  v.ith  an  imposing  ap- 
pearance over  the  Hiiinom  \'.-illey.  Tin- 
stones are  of  no  great  size,  that  is,  in 
coniparison  with  some  of  the  masonr.\- 
at  other  parts  of  tliei  walls,  suc-Ji  as  that 
of  the  Jews'  Wailing-place,  and  jior- 
tions  of  the  Haram  Wall.  They  h.i\e 
the  usual  draught  round  thtdr  borders, 
and  the  lower  courae  Is  bedded  on  th<- 
s(diil  roek. 

Water  'Supiily  had  n(>t  been  forgotten 
as  numerous  cisterns  have  been  conic 
upon.  The  existence  <d'  a  gtiteway  was 
discovered  at  this  point,  ami  it  is  here 
that  one  intt-resting  point  In  the  pre- 
sent exploration  presents  itstdf.  The 
main  street  of  Jerusalem  runs  from 
north  to  .south  in  almost  a  straight 
line — It  begins  at  the  Damascus  gate 
on  the  north,  and  ends  at  the  south  at 
the  Sitm  gate,  also  knt)wn  as  the  Bab 
an  Nabl  Daud.  or  (Jate  of  the  Prophet 
David.  This  is  no  doubt  the  original 
line  of  a  thoroughfare  that  has  existed 
from  the  earliest  times,  ami  il  is  .-us- 
sumed  that  there  must  have  been  a 
similar  gate  at  the  enil  of  the  m.iiii 
street  in  the  tddt  r  wall.  This  was  one 
of  the  pidnts  Dr.  Bliss  was  diret-teil  to 
dis<;o\er.  The  gate  which  has  been 
found  is  not  exactly  in  the  jvisition 
where  the  expeet(-d  gate  was  supposed 
to  exist;  il  is  a  litth-  too  far  to  the 
west  to  be  in  a  line  with  the  main 
.stieet.  .Still,  il  ought  to  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  pres<-ni  Sion  gate  is  not 
(juite  at  the  end  of  that  street,  but  is 
a  little  to  the  west  of  it;  this  may  indi- 
cate that  some  reason  existe<l  in  Ixdh 
cases.  Here,  for  the  present  judgment 
must  be  suspended,  as  the  "spade"  will 
in  lime  settle  the  matter. 

The  point  would  have  been  cleared 
up  by  this  time,  but  in  trat-ing  the  wall 
ea.stward.  difiiculties  arose  with  some 
of  the  propriettirs  of  fiebls  <in  the  sub- 
ject of  remun<'rati<m,  and  Dr.  Bliss, 
merely  as  a  strategical  move  in  lh<' 
neg'diation.  started  his  opt  rations  still 
further  to  the  cast,  where  he  pii-kt  d  up 
the  line  of  the  Wall  again  near  t!ie  Pool 
of  Siloam.  There  he  found  the  wall 
runs  south  of  the  old  pool,  and  turns 
up  in  a  nf>rtherly  dirft  tion.  and  as  the 
Hinnom  Valley  here  meets  the  Ketlrom 
Valley  it  is  .-isun^'d  thiit  tin  wall  will 
continue  northward  till  il  joins  the  poi-- 
tion  of  the  Ophel  wall  whitth  Warren 
came  upon  during  his  operations:  this 
will  then  connect  it  with  the  obi  wall 
of  the  Temple  inclosurr'  at  the  south- 
west corner.  The  f»i>hel  wall  is  men- 
tioi-,ed  in  II  <Mironle1e.<<.  xxvii..  :!.  where 
It  Is  said  Jotham  "built  the  higii  gate 
of  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  the  wall 
of  Ophel  he  built  mtieh."  It  Is  also 
referreil  to  in  Nehemiah.  ill..  2»;-7: 
"Moreover,  the  Ni-thinlms  dwtit  In 
ophel,  unto  the  place  over  against  the 
water  gate  towards  the  etist,  and  the 
tower  that  lieth  out.  After  them  the 
Tekoites  i-epaired  anotlnr  |>iece.  over 
against  the  great  tower  that  lleth  out, 
even  unto  the  wall  of  ophel." 

Close  to  thf  corner  where  the  newly 
dlscovere<l  wall  turns  northward,  an- 
other gate  has  been  found.  As  four  or 
five  courses  of  the  draui^'it. -I  ina.ioiiry 
fctill  fxbst.  th.  detaih.  ot  thi:  gate  can 
well  be  made  out.  Itt.  date  may  be  also 
determined  to  within  a  few  years,  for 
Jos'.phus  says  that  at  his  time  Siloam 
was  outside  the  walls ;  but  Antonlus,  a 
martyr,   who  wrote  about  §70  A.   P..

Fire   in   the    Tremont    Hotel 
Annex  Last  Evening. 

Fire  broke  out  In  the  Saratoga  restau- 
rant at  9  East  Superior  street  about  10:3U 
last  night  and  caused  about  $250  damage  to 
the  building  belore  hHng  extinguished. 
When  the  department  arrived  the  smoke 
was  rolling  out  in  great  volumes  and 
permeated  the  entire  block,  the  upper  part 
of  which  is  used  for  hotel  purposes  and 
connected  by  a  passage  with  the  Tre- 
mont hotel  which  is  just  behind  on  Lake 
avenue.

As  soon  as  the  alarm  was  turned  in 
Manager  Lawler,  accompanied  by  an  ofti- 
cer.  groped  their  way  through  the  dense 
atmosphere  and  awakened  the  sleeping 
guests  by  pounding  on  the  doors  of  the 
rooms.  The  occupants  lost  no  time  m 
securing  their  valuables  and  getting  into 
the  open  air.  The  Tremont  tire  escapes 
were  crowded  with  guests  and  attaches 
of  the  house  attired  in  all  sorts  of  hasty 
costumes.  It  was  some  time  before 
they  could  be  assured  there  was  no

The  restaurant  fixtures  owned  by 
James  Haley  were  damaged  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $300  fully  insured.

In  ev\  v>  Ine  the  displays  excel  those  of 
last  y» "  and  the  fair  will  be  an  even 
more  conspicuous  success. 

The  real  opening  of  the  affair  was  this 
afternoon,  when  the  games  began.  At 
2:30  o'clock  there  was  a  Shetland  pony 
race.  At  3  o'clock  the  New  Duluth  nine 
and  Duluth  Picketts  played  ball. 

From   2   to   4   o'clock    the    baby   show 

was  In  progress,  with  R.  S.  Munger  and 
liishop  McGolrlck  as  judges. 

The  exhibits  do  great  credit  to  the 
county.  In  the  club  room  of  the  rink 
is  the  art  gallery.  The  walls  are  hung 
with  dark  cloth  and  the  room  Is  artifici- 
ally lighted.  A  large  and  excellent  col- 
lection has  been  gathered.  There  ai-e  oil 
paintings,  water  colors,  pastels,  china 
painting  and  many  choice  and  varied 
works  of  art. 

In  a  room  adjoining  Is  the  display  of 
articles  entered  In  the  department  of 
competitive  fine  arts.  In  charge  of  Mrs. 
Hoot.  Many  beautiful  articles  are 
shown.  The  ladies'  fancy  work  Is  in 
charge  of  Mrs.  Hunter. 

The  juvenile  exhibit  Is  one  of  the  mo.st 
Interesting.  It  is  In  charge  of  Mrs.  T. 
VV.  Hoopes,  and  all  the  articles  exhibited 
are  made  by  children  under  16  years  of 
age.  There  Is  bread,  cake  and  biscuits 
ma^e  by  children  of  10  and  12  years  of 
age,  a  bottle  of  raspberry  jam  made  by  a 
little  tot  of  5  years,  beautiful  embroid- 
ery, fancy  lunch  cloths  and  center  pieces, 
the  work  of,  12- year-old  young  ladies, 
china  painting,  a  boat  built  by  a  boy. 
Several  fine  paintings  in  oil  and  water 
color  are  also  shown. 

In  the  gallery  at  the  entrajice  end  of 
the  rink  is  the  school  exhibit.  This 
is  especially  good.  In  the  penmanship 
department  the  most  Interesting  feature 
is  the  specimens  of  the  vertical  system 
of  penmanship  which  was  adopted  last 
year  in  the  public  school.^.  Some  re- 
markable specimens  of  drawing  are 
shown.  They  Include  original,  historical 
and  other  designs.  The  kindergarten 
exhibit  Is  very  creditable. 

FINE  WOOD  CARVING. 
The  wod  carving  Is  especially  notice- 
able. The  Jefferson  school  makes  a 
fine  exhibit  In  that  line.  Seven  relief 
maps  of  different  countries  are  shown, 
and  along  the  edges  of  each  are  carved 
figures  of  the  different  animals  which 
inhabit  the  country  represented.  There 
are  a  number  of  fine  pieces  of  carving, 
such  as  tables,  screens,  brackets,  etc. 
The  Endlon  school  also  presents  a  fine 
t  xhlbit  of  carving  and  other  work.  From 
the  museum. of  the  high  school  specimens 
of  Iron  ore  and  Seine  river  rock  are 
shown;  also  a  collection  of  preserved 
water  moccasin  snakes,  donated  by  F.  S. 
Daggett,  rattle  snakes,  black  snakes, 
etc.  The  manual  training  department 
makes  a  fine  display.  The  engine  and 
dynamo  made  by  the  high  school  boys  ig 
on  exhibition  in  the  marine  exhibit.  A 
largo  number  of  articles,  such  as  dumb 
bells.  Indian  clubs,  etc.,  all  ma/le  in  the 
manual  training  schoal,  are  also  dis- 
played. In  a  room  adjoining  Professor 
vvooiman  will  make  electrical  experi- 
ments. He  will  melt  and  weld  Iron  on  a 
small  scale  and  do  many  other  Interest- 
ing things. 

THE  VBGETAULE  DISPLAY. 
The  vegetable  and  garden  truck  and 
flowers  are  #xhlblted  along  the  sides  of 
the  main  room.  They  are  neatly  ar- 
ranged and  labeled  and  presented  a  fine 
appearance.  At  the  right  side  as  one 
enters  is  the  flower  department,  in 
charge  of  Mrs.  Holston.  There  are  all 
kinds  of  flowers  and  plants,  sweet  peas, 
geraniums,  astors,  verbemas,  etc.  A 
little  farther  along  Is  the  Fond  du  I..ac 
vegetable  display  and  beyond  that  the 
Canosla,  Hermantown,  Pike  Lake, 
Womlland,  Lakeside  and  others.  A 
grander  collection  of  products  of  the 
earth  was  never  exrwsed  to  the  gaze  of 
man.  There  are  turnips,  cabbages, 
cauliflower,  radishes,  carrots,  pumpkins, 
corn,  etc.,  all  of  wonderful  size.  A  cab- 
bage weighing  thirty  pounds  Is  one  of  the 
startling  curiosities,  and  think  of  a  rad- 
ish weighing  seven  or  eight  pounds. 
Fond  du  Lac  sends  a  60-pound  pump- 
kin, seven  feet  In  circumference.  From 
Lakeside  there  Is  a  turnip  weighing  ten 
pounds,  and  from  Woodland  a  .3-pound 
potato.  The  vegetable  display  Is  un- 
usually large  and  will  open  the  eyes  of 
the  oldest  residents. 

THE  MARINE  DISPLAY. 
At  the  end  of  the  building  opposite 
entrance  is  the  marine  display.  Capt. 
J.  W.  Miller  arrang«l  it  and  views  the 
result  of  his  work  with  great  pride. 
The  dynamo  and  engine  made  by  the 
high  school  boys  Is  shown  and  many 
modes  of  vessels  and  tugs.  One  of 
the  most  Interesting  objects  Is  a  minia- 
ture marine  engine  made  by  ("apt.  John 
riynn.  It  is  not  over  six  inches  high 
hut  is  perfect  in  every  detaal  and  has 
bf  en  operated  at  a  speed,  of  .=>540  revolu- 
tions to  the  minute.  A  model  of  the 
North  America  l»  exhibited  by  A.  R. 
Macfarlane.  Senator  Daugherty  loans 
a  model  of  the  clipper  ship  Board  of 
Trade;  H.  CJ.  Inman,  a  steam.shlp  motlel; 
Charles  G.  Miller,  a  clipper  ship  model; 
A  small  tug  model  made  by  a  young 
boy  is  also  shown. 

The  most  interesting  model  Is  that 
of  the  Christopher  Columbu*  which  Is 
exhiblte<l  through  the'  kindness  of  Capt. 
MoD<»ugall.  A  model  f;f  the  full  rigged 
clipper  ship  Knight  Templar,  belong- 
ing to  Capt.  McDougall  l.s  shown  as  Is 
also  a  model  of  the  tug  Record.  Every- 
one of  these  models  was  built  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes. 

The  displays  by  merchants  and  buKl- 
nes-s  houses  occupy  the  center  of  the 
main  room.  Against  the  wall  at  the 
entrance  end  is  arranged  the  exhibit 
of  T.  H.  Storey,   the  taxidermist.      It 


is  arranged  In  cases  and  in  such  a 
manner  that  every  bird  and  animal  1« 
prominently  shown.  There  are  500 
E^uffed  birdB  &nd  animals,  all  natives 
of  Minnesota.  A  moose  head  which 
Mr.  Storey  claims  Is  the  finest  mounted 
h^-ad  In  the  country  hangs  on  the  wall. 
Then  there  are  heads  of  Rcx-ky  moun- 
tain sheep,  caribou,  antelope,  a  fine  buf- 
falo head  and  many  others.  The  ex- 
hibit Is  a  very  attractive  one. 

THE  MERCANTILE  DISPLAY. 
The  Panton  &  Watson  exhibit  occu- 
pies the  most  coneplcuous  position  In 
the  mercantile  display.  It  (x:cupie8  a 
space  50  by  JO  feet  and  is  handsomely 
arranged  In  the  form  of  four  booths. 
In  one  Is  exhibited  beautiful  draper- 
ies, carpets,  curtains  and  ru^s;  in  an- 
other cloaks,  furs,  millinery  and  ar- 
ticles. A  third  presents  drees  gcxxls 
and  costly  fabrics  of  beautiful  pattern 
are  shown.  In  the  fourth  there  Is  ex- 
hlbKed  .some  beaurtiful  dhlna,  /which 
brings  exclamations  of  dellg^ht  from 
every  woman  that  stops  in  front  of  it. 
Beautiful  lami)S,  statuettes  and  other 
choice  articles  are  tastfuelly  arranged. 
Palms,  ferns  and  other  plants  add  to 
the  beauty  of  the  exhibit. 

Passing  along  one  finds  the  Howard  & 
Haynie  display.  It  will  especially  at- 
tract the  eye  of  every  mother  that  visits 
the  fair,  for  the  entire  display  consists 
of  wearing  apparel  for  babies.  And  such 
dainty  things!  There  are  tiny  little 
hoods,  shoes,  cloaks,  stockings,  mittens, 
bibs  and  every  article  connected  with  a 
baby's  attire.  But  it  Is  not  the  mother's 
silone  that  will  be  attracted  to  this  ex- 
hibit. The  beauty  and  charm  of  It  will 
catch  every  eye.  It  represents 
"Autumn"  and  autumn  leaves  of  red 
and  yellow  hue  decorate  the  booth  in 
which  the  exhibit  Is  arranged. 

Adjoining  this  exhibit  Is  that  of  the 
Duluth  Paper  company.  Fine  writing 
paper,  fancy  boolts,  picture  and  other 
articles  are  arranged  in  a  clever  and 
pleasing  manner. 

Kllgore  &  Slewert  have  a  very  elabo- 
rate exhibit.  A  fine  ca.se  of  beautiful 
Imported  English  silks  Is  displayed.  The 
value  of  these  alone  Is  about  $1000.  Silk 
underwear  of  an  equal  value  Is  also  to  be 
seen.  Hats,  neckties,  gloves  and  every- 
thing connected  with  the  gents'  furnish- 
ing business  Is  profusely  displayed.

Motorman  Witnessed  the  Af- 
fair, But  Was  Covered 
by  a  Revolver. 


CANNOT  CUT  IT. 

St.  Paul's  Council  Cannot  Re- 
duce Salaries. 

St.  Paul,  Sept,  19.— The  city  council 
had  no  power  to  cut  down  the  salary  of 
l/conard  W.  Rundlet,  the  city  engineer, 
and  that  gentleman  will  draw  his  former 
wages.  That  Is  the  plain  English  of  the 
decision  filed  this  morning  by  Judge 
Brill  In  the  case  of  the  city  engineer 
agaln.st  the  city  of  St.  Paul.  That  much, 
Indeed,  Is  all  that  there  Is  in  the  case. 

Judge  Brill  discusses  It  lucidly,  plainly, 
concisely  and  finds  no  escape  from  any 
different  determlnathm.  The  question 
came  before  the  court  on  a  demurrer  to 
the  answer  which  pleaded  the  resolution 
of  the  city  council.  All  other  city  sal- 
aries are  affected  by  this  decision. 


WISCONSIN  CYCLONE. 


St.  Paul,  Sept.  19.— A  daring  hold-up 
was  successfully  carried  into  execution 
last  night,  the  victim  being  Julius  So- 
ren-son,  a  conductor  on  the  Hamline 
street  car  line.  Sorenson  was  In  charge 
of  the  last  car  going  east  and  hod 
reached  a  point  on  Snelllng  avenue, 
just  this  side  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
tracks,  when  he  got  off  for  the,  pur- 
pose of  fiagging.  He  ran  forward  as 
far  as  the  track  where  he  was  sudden- 
ly confronted  by  a  masked  man  who 
ordered  him  to  hrfld  up  his  hands  at 
the  same  time  pushing  a  revolver  Into 
his  face.  Another  man  similarly  masked 
covered   the  motor  man,   John   Wolf. 

Sorenson  seeing 'that  resistence  would 
be  futile  gave  up  what  valuables  he 
had,  some  $10  In  money  and  a  gold 
watch.  After  securing  the  bcoty  the 
hlghwajinan  told  the  conductor  tr>  get 
to  his  car  and  get  there  hurriedly.  As 
Sorenson  turned  to  go  the  two  men 
disappeared   in  the  brush   near  by. 

The  robbery  occurred  at  12:15  and  it 
was  Impossible  for  either  the  conductor 
or  the  motorman  to  give  anything  but 
a  most  imperfect  description  of  the 
men.  Both  wore  masks  which  entirely 
covered  their  faces  and  the  coolness 
displayed  showed  them  to  be  profes- 
sionals. There  were  only  a  few  pas- 
sengers in  the  car  and  so  quickly  was 
the  hold-up  effected  that  none  knew 
what  had  transpired  until  it  was  all 
over.  Sorenson  is  a  new  man,  having 
been  in  the  employ  of  the  street  car 
company  only  a  few  days.

Mr.  Smith's  offer  Is  under  con- 
sideration.

<lreen  Bay,  Wis.,  Sept.  19.— News 
reached  here  today  that  a  terrific  cyclone 
swept  over  Door  county  peninsula  yes- 
terday, demolishing  fully  thirty  build- 
ings.

BANK  EMPLOYE  SKIPS 


A  MISSING  TELLER. 

About  $33,000  is  Also  Out  of 
Place. 

Chicago,  Sept.  19.— Ross  C.  Van  Book- 
len,  receiving  teller  of  the  Merchants 
Loan  and  Trust  company,  is  missing. 
So  is  $33,000  of  the  m(mey  belonging  to 
the  Institution,  which  is  the  second 
largest  banking  conceni  In  the  West. 
It  Is  thought  that  he  has  gone  to  Mex- 
ico. The  discovery  of  the  shortage 
came  about  when  a  representative  of 
the  McCormlck  Harvester  company 
called  at  the  bank  in  regard  to  a  deposit 
of  $3000  made  last  Friday. 

An  examination  of  the  books  showed 
that  it  had  not  been  entered,  and 
further  that  the  teller  had  suddenly 
left  on  Saturday  on  his  vacation.  The 
bank  officials  made  a  hasty  examina- 
tion of  the  missing  teller's  books  and 
it  showed  that  In  the  last  year  and  a 
half  the  amount  appropriated  was  al- 
most $r)0,ooo. 


Sept.  19.— During  the  absence 
of  Mrs.  Langtry  on  the  continent  a 
forged  order  was  presented  at  her  bank 
for  her  jewel  box,  which  contained  $200,- 
000  worth  of  jewels.  The  box  was  de- 
livered to  the  bearer  of  the  order. 

IMrs,  Langtry  returned  home  a  few 
days  ago,  and  today  she  sent  to  the 
bank  for  her  jewels,  when  she  learned 
that  the  box  had  been  delivered  under 
the  circumstances  Indicated  on  Aug.  24. 

Mrs.  Langtry  immediately  drove  to  the 
office  of  Sir  George  Lewis,  Q.  C,  her 
legal  adviser,  and  informed  him  of  what 
had  taken  place. 

Scotland  Yard  was  at  once  notified  of 
the  robbery.  Up  to  the  present  time  no 
trace  has  been  found  of  the  missing 
jewels. 

There  Is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
value  placed  upon  the  jewels  which  have 
so  mysteriously  disappeared  is  not  exag- 
gerated, as  they  have  long  been  famous, 
and  included  three  tiaras,  one  being  of 
diamonds  and  pearls,  another  of  dia- 
monds and  rubles,  and  a  third  of  dia- 
monds and  turquoises,  besides  several 
necklaces  and  rlvleras.  The  box,  in  fact, 
contained  nearly  all  the  gems  and  pre- 
cious stones  that  Mrs  Langtry  pos- 
sessed. 

The  order  upon  which  It  was  delivered 
was  written  In  paper  marked  with  Mrs. 
Langtry's  town  address,  21  Pont  street, 
S  .W. 


And  $19,500  of  Funds  Went 
With  Him. 

Chicago,  Sept.  19.— An  employe  of  the 
National  bank  of  Illinois  is  missing  and 
with  him  has  disappeared  $19,000  of  the 
bank's  funds.  He  was  one  of  the  trusted 
officials  of  the  bank,  and  had  been  with 
the  institution  a  long  time.  About  two 
weeks  ago  he  sent  word  to  the  bank  that 
he  was  sick.  A  week  rolled  by  and  he 
did  not  appear. 

The  officials  of  the  bank  became  sus- 
picious, and  began  an  investigation,  re-j 
suiting  in  the  discovery  of  the  shortage. 
The  bank  officials  this  afternoon  refused 
to  make  public  the  name  of  the  defaulter. 
They  declare,  however,  that  two  men 
were  implicated. 

Later  it  was  learned  that  the  culprits 
are  Paying  Teller  B.  B.  Jones  and  Re- 
ceiving Teller  J.  H.  Wilson.

FRENCH  ARMY  REVIEW.

Mlreeourt,  France,  Sept.  19. — ^Enor- 
mous crowds  witnessed  the  great  re- 
view today  of  the  French  army  which 
has  been  manevering  during  the  week 
In  the  department  of  the  Vosges.  The 
Russian  general,  Dragomlmff,  has  been 
with  the  troops  through(»ut  the  mane- 
vers.  To<lay  PrlSice  Lobanoff.  the  Rus- 
sian minister  of  foreign  affairs.  Joined 
the  general.  The  presenc*^  of  these  two 
representatives  of  Russia  with  the 
French  army  Is  regarded  a«  having 
exceptional  significance,  and  Is  taken 
as  evidence  of  the  czar's  desire  to  em- 
phasize the  existence  of  an  alliance 
between  Itussla  and  France  on  military 
ground.  Prince  Lobanoff  is  the  closest 
confidant  of  Czar  Nicholas. 

At  a  banquet  which  was  given 
Wednesday  nigtit  Gen.  Dragomlroff 
gave  the  following  toast:  "To  frater- 
nity on  the  field  of  battle,  to  union  in 
combat  and  to  the  little  French  troops 
who  sometimes  move  me  to  tears." 


CHARGED  WITH  MURDER. 

Examination  of  Pete  MoKenna 
at  Grand  Rapids. 

Grand  Rapids,  Minn.,  Sept.  19.— 
(Special  to  The  Herald.)— The  prelimi- 
nary examination  of  Peter  McKenna. 
on  a  charge  of  murder  in  the  first  de- 
gree, was  begun  yesterday  afternoon. 
His  attorney,  C.  C.  McCarthy,  entered  a 
plea  of  not  guilty.  McKenna  is  chargt^d 
with  having  murdered  John  Bacon,  In 
Napoleon  Russt'll's  house,  on  Aug.  27,  and 
then  setting  fire  to  the  house  to  destroy 
the  evidence  of  his  crime. 

The  only  evidence  against  McKenna, 
who  is  known  as  "One-Eyed  Pete,"  was 
the  finding  at  his  house  of  a  pocketbook 
containing  a  small  ball  of  yarn  and  other 
goods,  which  the  Russells  left  at  their 
house  when  they  started  for  Gran<l 
Rapids,  leaving  Bacon  at  their  place.

Formal    Dedication     of  the 

Battlefield  as  a  National 

Park. 


Thousands  of  People  Were 

Present  and  Many  of 

Them  Notables. 


Chattanoogra,  Tenn.,  Sept.  19.— One  of 
the  bloodiest  battlefields  the  world  ever 
saw  was  formally  dedicated  here  today 
as  a  pleasxire  park  for  the  enjoyment  of 
the  American  people  for  all  time.  The 
dedication  today  was  conducted  by  men 
who.  thirty-two  years  ago.  fought  that 
awful  strife;  men  who  at  that  time 
sought  each  others  lives;  sought  to  In- 
crease the  bloodshed  if  necessary  to  win 
the  fight. 

Two  generals,  with  silver  gray  hair, 
who  headed  thousands  of  men  in  the 
affray,  on  opposite  sides,  made  the 
principal  speeches  at  the  dedication. 
Thev  were  Gens.  John  M.  Palmer  and 
John  B.  Gordon.  The  feud  which  stirred 
ihem  to  strife  then  has  been  blotted  out 
and  today  they  and  their  followers  are 
as  brothers  of  ono  nation  and  of  one 
family.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  world  ever 
before  saw  another  such  scene  as  that  at 
Chickamauga  today.  Certainly  there 
never  was  one  more  impressive  and  at 
the  same  time  joyfully  .««o. 

It  was  witnessed  by  no  less  than  50.000 
people  of  the  North  and  South,  and  at 
least  half  of  them  took  part  in  that 
bloody  civil  war  of  which  Chickamauga 
battle  was  a  part.  The  ceremonies  took 
place  at  Snodgrass  hill.  Hours  before 
the  exercises  began  the  battlefield  was 
alive  with  those  who  had  come  to  at- 
tend the  dedication.  The  first  event  of 
the  day  was  a  display  of  arms  by  Bat- 
terj-  F.  Fourth  U.  S.  artillery.  Then 
there  was  a  battalion  regiment  drill, 
showing  the  new  tactics  and  field  move- 
ments, under  command  of  Col.  Holland. 
VJce  President  Stevenson  presided 
over  the  dedicatory  exercises.  He  was 
introduced  by  Gen.  John  S.  FuUerton. 
chairman  of  the  Chickamauga  and 
Chattanooga  National  park  commis- 
sion. When  the  vice  president  came 
forward  he  was  greeted  with  loud  ap- 
plause.    He'  spoke  as  follows: 

"I  am  honored  by  being  called  to  pre- 
side over  the  ceremonies  of  this  day.  By 
solemn  decree  of  the  representatives  of 
the  American  people,  this  magnificent 
park,  with  its  wondrous  associations  and 
memories,  is  now  to  be  dedicated  for  all 
time  to  -national  and  patriotic  purposes. 
This  is  the  fitting  hour  for  the  august 
ceremonies  we  now  Inaugurate.  Today 
by  act  of  the  congress  of  the  United 
States,  the  Chickamauga  and  Chattan- 
ooga national  military  park  is  forever 
set  apart  from  all  common  u.ses;  solemn- 
ly dedicated  for  all  the  ages — to  all  the 
American  people. 

'•The  day  is  auspicious.     It  notes  the 
anniversary  of  one  of  the  greatest  battles 
known   to  histor>-.     Here,   in  the  dread 
tribunal  of  last  resort,  valor  contended 
against  valor.  Here  brave  men  struggled 
and  died  for  the  right,  'as  God  gave  them 
to  see  the  right.'    Thirty-two  years  have 
passed,    and   the   few    sursMvors   of   that 
masterful   day — victors   and    vanquished 
alike — again  meet  upon   this  memorable 
field.     Alas,   the   splendid  armies  which 
rendezvoused   here   are  now   little  more 
than  a  procession  of  shadows. 
'On  fame's  eternal  camping  ground 
While  glory  guards  with  solemn  round. 
Their  silent  tents  are  spread. 
The  bivouac  of  the  dead." 
"Our  eyes  now  behold  the  sublime  spec- 
^tacle   of    the    honored   survivors   of   *he 
great  battle  coming  together  upon  these 
heights  once  more.     They  meet,  not  in 
deadly   confiict.    but   as   brothers,    under 
one    fiag — fellow-citizens   of   a    common 
country.    All  grateful  to  God  that  in  the 
supreme  struggle  the  government  of  our 
fathers — our       common       heritage — was 
triumphant,  and  that  to  all  of  the  coming 
generations  of  our  countrymen  it  will  re- 
main   an     indivisible    union     of     indes- 
tructible states." 

"Our  diction  today  is  but  a  ceremony. 
But  in  a  larger  sense  we  cannot  dedi- 
cate. We  cannot  consecrate.  We  can- 
not hallow  this  ground.  The  brave  men 
living  and  dead  who  struggled  here  have

consecrated  it,  far  above  our  power  to 
add  or  detract.  I  will  detain  you  no 
longer  from  listening  to  the  eloquent 
words  of  those  who  were  participants  in 
the  bloody  struggle — the  sharers  alike 
in  its  danger  and  in  its  glory." 

When  he  had  finished,  prayer  was  of- 
fered by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Gallor, 
of  Tennessee.  '"America,"  the  beauti- 
ful national  anthem,  was  then  sung  by 
the  audienct-,  accompanied  by  the 
band. 

Gen.  John  M.  Palmer,  the  venerable 
senator  from  Illinois,  who  thirty-two 
years  ago  today  risked  his  life  on  the 
battlefield,  made  the  following  ad- 
dress: 

"The  civil  war  was  caused  by  the  sec- 
tional challenge  to  American  manhood, 
and  that  challenge  was  accepted  and  fol- 
lowed by  years  of  bloody  and  desolate 
war.  In  that  war  the  American  people 
learned  to  properly  estimate  each  other, 
which  is  the  only  foundation  for  har- 
monious national  unity.  By  that  war 
the  theory  of  the  right  of  the  states  to 
secede  from  the  Union  was  forever  eradi- 
cated from  our  system  of  national  con- 
stitutional government.  By  that  war 
African  slaver>%  which  was  the  root  of 
sectional  bitterness,  and  was  one  of  the 
causes  or  pretexts  for  national  contro- 
versy, was  forever  overthrown,  and  the 
flag  of  our  country  became  at  once  the 
emblem  of  freedom  and  the  symbol  of 
national  power.  As  the  result  of  that 
war  the  constitution  was  maintained 
and  not  subverted,  and  the  union  of  the 
American  people  made  perpetual. 

"My  comrades,  we  who  survive  to  this 
day  may  well  be  grateful  to  that  Divine 
Being  who  guides  the  destiny  of  nations 
that  we  are  permitted  to  see  an  estab- 
lished union:  a  republic  extending  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  from  the 
lakes  to  the  gulf,  and  liberty  and  law  the 
all-pervading  rule  of  our  national  life. 

"We  are  here  today  "with  malice 
toward  none  and  charity  for  all;'  we 
meet  as  citizens  of  a  common  country, 
devoted  to  its  interests,  and  alike  ready 
to  maintain  its  honor  wherever  or  how- 
ever assailed. 

"To  my  comrades,  you  who  were  Con- 
federate soldiers  during  all  the  weary 
struggle  of  the  civil  war.  I  beg  to  say  I 
was  proud  of  your  gallantry  and  courage. 
I  never  allowed  myself  to  forget  that 
you  were  Americans,  freely  offering  your 
lives  in  defense  of  what  you  believed  to 
be  your  rights  and  In  the  vindication  of 
your  manhood. 

"Yau  are  now  satisfied  that  the  result 
of  the  civil  war  established  the  unity  of 
the  powerfu  1  American  republic,  sub- 
mitted your  controversies  with  your  fel- 
low-citizens to  the  arbitrament  of  the 
battle  field,  and  you  accepted  the  result 
with  a  sublime  fortitude  worthy  of  all 
praise,  and  your  reward  Is  that  peace 
and  order  are  restored  and  the  "South," 
which  you  loved  so  well  and  for  which 
you  fought  so  bravely,  now  blossoms 
with  abundant  blessings." 

After  Gen.  Palmer  had  finished  Gen. 
John  B.  Gordon,  of  Georgia,  was  In- 
tro<luced  and  spoke  as  follows: 

"Ladles,  Comrades  and  Fellow-Coun- 
trymen:     The  Illustrious  Charles  Sum- 
ner, of  MasFachusetts,  proposed  in  the 
federal  senate  to  strike  from  the  battle 
flags  of  the  Union  all  mementoes  of  our 
civil   war.     It    Is   due   to   his   memory, 
however,   as   well   as  to   truth,   to   say 
that.  In  making  it.  his  spirit  was  cath- 
olic and  his  patriotism   broad;   for  his 
purpose  was  to  lessen  passion,   restore 
harmony    to    the    embittered    sections, 
and  unity   to  his  divided   country.    His 
aspirations  were  worthy  of  all   praise, 
but      his     apprehensions ,    that    harm 
would  come  to  the  republic  from  cher- 
ishing  mementoes  of  our  great   strug- 
gle were  misapprehensions.     These  ap- 
prehensions were  due,  doubtless,  to  two 
causes.     He  spoke  as  a  civilian  and  not 
as  a  foldier.     He  reasonetl  as  a  classi- 
cal student  rather  than  as  a  practical 
statesman.     Had    he   fought    as    a   sol- 
dier   he   would    perhaps    have    thought 
differently  as  a   senator;   for  he  would 
have  learned  from  his  own  experiences 
and  the  promptirgs  of  his  great  heart 
that  the  best  soldiers  were  destined  to 
become  the  broadest  cillzens;   that  the 
men  who  had  fought  would  surely  im- 
press   their  spirit   of    liberality    on    the 
policy  of  this  government,  and  that  po- 
litical  Intolerance  and   Ignoble   passion 
could    not    co-exist    with    the    highest 
order    of    courage.      Or    had    he,    as    a 
student,     drawn     his     inspiration,     not 
from  Roman  policy,  however  broad  and 
commendable*,   but  from  American  his- 
tory   and    characteristics,    and    especi- 
ally   from    the    lofty     impulse?,   which 
nvovetl    the   soldiers   on    both    sides,    he 
might   have  known   that   sectfonal   bit- 
terness   couW     not     long    survive    the 
cessation     of     active     hostilities.       He 
might    have    then     seen    even    amidst 
the  darkness  around  him  the  dawning 
of  the  coming  day. 

'But  Mr.  Sumner  was  not  the  only 
statesman  who  then  believed  that  the 
preservation  of  war  memories  was  the 
pt^rpetuatlon  of  war  passions.  He  was 
not  the  only  one  who  fall«Ml  to  appre- 
ciate the  mighty  changes  which  were 
to  be  wrought  by  time;  or  the  hallow- 
ing effects  of  great  trials  and  sorrows 
upon  the  tempers  of  a  people;  or  the 
elevating,  ennobling  and  unifying  pow- 
er of  our  Christian  civilization  and  fi-ee 
Institutions. 

"Few,  If  any,  there  were  who  then 
saw,  as  we  see  now,  that  the  American 
civil  war,  when  fully  and  rightfully 
understood,  was  to  become  the  most 
unique  chapter  in  the  world's  history; 
that  is  was  inevitabl**;  that  It  came 
as  the  inevitable  always  comes,  with 
no  human  agency  competent  to  avert 
It;  that  it  was  inevitable  because  11 
was  an  irrepreipslble  conflict  between 
irreconcilable  constitutional  conatruc- 
tlons,    maintained   on    both    sides   with 


bv  the  shedding  of  blood. 

"Few.  did  I  say  there  wore?  May  I 
not  rather  say  there  were  none!  When- 
aie  the  men  who  then  foresaw,  for  ex- 
ample, the  South's  speedy  recupera- 
tion, or  t-ven  her  possible  i«surre<tlon'.* 
I  do  not  recall  onO"  who.  In  that  wi>eful 
pt-rlod  which  followed  the  dlslmndlng 
of  armies,  saw  through  the  widespread 
desolation  of  this  section  her  present 
triumphal  march  1<^  enduring  prosperity 
and  social  order^  I  do  not  recall  one 
whose  vision  was  clear  enough  or  far 
reaching  enough  to  catch  even  a  faint 
glimpse  of  these  Inspiring  scehes  around 
us  tiMlay;  not  one  In  any  station  or 
section  optimistic  enough  or  audacious 
enough  to  promise  his  countrymen  the 
light  and  life  and  fraternity  of  this 
glorious  hour.  And  what  an  hour  it 
Is  my  countrymen  I  An  hour  wherein 
the  heroic  remnants  oT  the  once  hostile 
and  now  historic  armies  of  the  sixties 
meet  a.n  brothers — meet  on  the  same 
field  where  In  furious  onset  through 
deadly  fire  they  rushed  upon  each 
other: 
"When  shoolc  these  hills  with  thunder 

riven 
And  louder  than  the  bolts  of  heaven 
Far  flashed  the  red  artillery. 

"When  i-ank  was  piled  on  rank,  l>orne 
down  by  storms  of  lead  until  Chlcka- 
mauga's  watei-s  ran  red  with  blood. 
What  an  hour.  I  repeat.  Is  this,  wherein 
these  once  warring  heroes  meet  to  lay 
In  mutual  confidence  and  respect  their 
joint  trophies  on  the  common  altar- 
meet  at  the  bidding  of  the  common 
government  to  dedicate  by  Joint  action 
Chlckamauga's  field  to  common  mem- 
ories and  the  Immortal  honor  of  all. 

"It  was  Lamartlne,  I  believe,  who  said 
of  the  French  revolution,  that  It  was 
an  about-face  of  the  universe.'  Our 
.\merlcan  civil  war  was  not  an  'about 
face'  nor  change  of  front  by  the  friends 
of  freedom.  It  was  an  advance  in  the 
cause  of  liberty;  because  among  the 
whole  American  people  it  augmented 
and  ennobled  the  manhood  and  woman- 
hood essential  to  the  future  life  of  the 
republic.  It  was  a  forward  movement; 
because  it  developed  the  spirit  of  self- 
sacrifice  and  of  consecration  as  these 
virtues  had  never  before  been  developed 
since  the  days  of  Washington.  It  was 
an  onward  march;  because  while  in  no 
sense  lessening  the  self-respect  of  either, 
it  vastly  enhanced  the  respect  of  each 
for  the  opposite  section;  and  it  taught 
the  world  that  liberty  and  law  can  live 
in  this  country  even  through  internecine 
war,  and  that  this  republic,  though  rent 
In  twain  today.  Is  reunited  tomorrow  in 
stronger  and  more  enduring  bonds.  The 
truly  great  Gambetta,  of  France,  did  not 
agree  with  Lamartine  that  either  the 
old  or  new  revolution  meant  any  radical 
change  In  the  political  sentiment  of  the 
French  people. 

"In  a  conference  which  It  was  my  pri- 
vilege to  hold  with  that  great  leader  of 
the  republican  forces  In  France,  the  de- 
tails of  which  can  never  pass  from  my 
memory,  Gambetta  declared  that  a  con- 
stitutional republic  could  only  live  In 
France  until  Its  divided  foes  could  unite 
In  a  common  effort  for  Its  overthrow. 
■What  a  contrast,'  he  exclaimed,  'is  pre- 
sented by  free  America,  in  the  aspira- 
tions and  efforts  of  her  people.  The 
form  of  government  is  never  an  issue 
with  you  In  America  in  any  political 
battle.  You  enlist  In  the  United  States 
in  opposing  political  lines  under  different 
banners;  but  on  the  banners  of  all 
parties,  above  all  political  tenets  and 
policies  Is  inscribed  Safety  of  the  re- 
public and  enforcement  of  its  laws.'  He 
saw  as  we  all  now  realize  that  our  civil 
war  was  fought  not  between  the  friends 
of  freedom  on  one  side  and  its  foes  on  the 
other,  but  between  its  friends  on  both 
sides;  that  they  fought  not  for  conquest 
or  change  In  the  form  of  government,  but 
for  inherited  constructions  of  the  gov- 
ernments   fundamental   law. 

"No  wonder  that  Christendom  was 
amazed  that  at  the  end  of  the  struggle 
the  soldiers  of  both  armies  and  the  peo- 
ple of  both  sections  wer  found  standing 
faithfully  for  the  decrees  of  the  battle 
and  all  for  the  cherished  constitution  of 
the  fathers.  No  wonder  that  the  civil- 
ized world  regards  our  civil  war,  as  his- 
tory will  yet  proclaim  It,  the  most  re- 
markable conflict  in  human  annals. 

"Verily,  my  countrymen.  It  was  a  re- 
markable war  In  all  Its  aspects;  remark- 
able for  the  similarity  and  elevation  of 
sentiment  which  Inspired  and  the  Impulse 
which  guided  it;  remarkable  for  the 
character  of  the  combatants  which  it 
enlisted  and  the  death  roll  which  it  re- 
corded: but  more  remarkable  for  the 
patriotic  fervor  which  It  evoked  and  In- 
tensified among  all  people  and  all  sec- 
tions; still  more  remarkable  that  each 
side  fought  beneath  the  Aegis  of  a  writ- 
ten constitution  with  like  limitations, 
powers  and  guarantees,  and  that  the 
rallying  cry  which  rang  through  the 
ranks  of  the  blue  and  gray  was  'Liberty 
as  bequeathed  by  the  fathers;'  but  far 
more  remarkable — most  remarkable  of  all 
— for  the  legacy  of  a  broader  fraternity 
and  more  complete  unity  which  it  left  to 
America. 

"Is  this  fraternity  to  last?  Is  this 
unity  to  endure?  If  'yes,'  then  liberty 
shall  live.  If  'no,'  then  the  republic  is 
doomed;  for  in  the  womb  of  our  coun- 
try's future  are  mighty  problems.  In- 
stinct with  life  and  power  and  danger, 
to  solve  which  will  call  into  requisition 
all  the  statesmanship,  all  the  patriotism, 
all  the  manhood  and  loyalty  to  law  of 
all  the  sections.  The  patriotic  American 
who  loves  his  country  and  Its  freedom 
and  who  falls  to  discern  these  coming 
dangers,  and  the  urgency  for  united 
effort  to  meet  them  Is  not  a  statesman; 
and  the  statesman.  If  I  may  so  charac- 
terize him.  who  realizing  these  dangers, 
would  still  for  personal  or  party  ends, 
alienate  the  sections  or  cla.sses.  Is  but 
half  patriot.  Perish,  then,  forever 
perish  from  American  minds  and  hearts 
all  distrust,  all  class  and  party  and  sec- 
tional bigotry  and  alienation;  but  live, 
long  live,  forever  live,  as  the  last  hope 
of  the  republic,  mutual  trust,  confidence, 
brotherhood  and  unity  between  their 
"hildren  who  are  the  heirs  of  their  im- 
mortal honors.  Forever  live  the  sj)lrlt 
which  animated  the  American  congress 
and  government  in  making  possible  this 
inspiring  hour;  and  may  the  spirit  of 
this  hour  abide  In  the  hearts  of  our  de- 
scendants through  all  generations. 

"And  why  not?  Why  not  mutual,  ab- 
solute confidence,  trust  and  unity? 
What  Is  the  basis  of  this  trust  and 
brotherhood?  Shall  1  answer?  I  do 
answer,  because  the  answer  is  a  great 
truth,  which  history  will  record  and 
heaven  reveal  at  last.  That  basis  for 
brotherhood,  vouched  by  the  dead  heroes 
who  fell,  and  the  living  around  me  to- 
day. Is  the  monumental  fact  that  every 
drop  of  blood  which  was  shed  in  that 
struggle  was  the  priceless  tribute  paid  by 
liberty-loving  men  to  inherited  and  pro- 
foundly cherished  convictions.  Every 
imiform  worn  by  the  brave,  whether  Its 
color  was  blue  or  gray;  every  sheet  of 
flame  from  the  ranks  and  rifles  of  both; 
every  cannon  that  shook  <"'hickam.iugu's 
hills  or  thundered  around  the  heights  of 
<;ettysburg;  every  whizzing  shell  that 
tore  through  the  wilderness  at  Chan- 
cellorville  or  Shlloh;  every  bullet-rent 
flag  that  floated  in  victory,  or  went 
down  in  defeat  on  any  field;  every  patri- 
otic sigh  or  prayer  wafted  heavenward 
from  the  North  or  the  South;  every  lov- 
ing and  tender  ministration  at  the  dying 
soldier's  side;  every  agonizing  throb  In 
woman's  heart  or  burning  tMr  on  de- 
voted woman's  cheek — all.  all  were  con- 
tributions to  the  upbuilding  of  a  loftier 
American  manhood  for  the  future  de- 
fense of  American  frcfdom. 

"And  now  by  the  authority  of  the 
American  congress,  and  the  «»xecutive 
department  of  the  government;  in  the 
presence  of  these  survivors  of  the  great 
struggle;  In  the  midst  of  this  historic 
woodland,   whose   leaves  were  reddened

TACOMA^S  PROJECT. 

Will  Hold  an  Occidental  and 
Oriental  Fair. 

Tacoma,  Wash.,  Sept  19.— A  project  to 
hold  an  Occilen/tal  and  Oriental  fair  in 
Tacoma  In  tJht-  summer  of  1900  was  consld- 
erfd  by  a  larpe  meeting  of  citizens  held  at 
the  chamber  of  commence  and  unanimous- 
ly approved.  A  prellminarj-  organization 
was  formed  and  committees  appointed 
to  perfect  plans  and  get  tiie  work  started 
Ijoth  in  this  country  and  in  the  countries 
of  the  East  where  it  is  hoped  to  arouse 
interest.  Its  object  will  be  to  foster  trade 
relations  with  Oriental  nations. 

The  project  has  been  decided  upon  as  a 
result  of  th.  jjreat  growth  of  Oriental 
traffic  which  has  so  increased  In  three 
yeras  that  12i'.000  tons  or  400  train  loads 
from  and  to  the  Orient  will  be  handled 
bv  the  Tacoma-China  line  this  year.  Con- 
press  will  be  asked  early  in  the  next  ses- 
sion to  appropriate  $.500,000  for  the  fair 
on  the  ground  that  the  Pacific  coast  is 
entitled  to  an  appropriation  for  a  fair 
never  having  had  one. 


Plymouth,  Eng.,  Sept.  19.— The 
steamer  Beresford  has  arrived  here,  hav- 
ing in  tow  the  trawler  Vulture,  of  Brlx- 
ham,  and  four  ship's  boats,  containing 
the  captain,  crew  and  passengers  of  the 
Netherland  -American,  Steamship  com- 
pany's steamship  Edam,  of  Rotterdam, 
from  New  York,  bound  for  Amsterdam. 
At  1  o'clock  this  morning  the  Edam  col- 
lided with  the  Turklstan,  when  fifty 
miles  southeast  of  Start  Point.  The 
collision  occurred  in  a  dense  fog. 

The  Edam  foundered  and  the  Turkis- 
tan  was  lost  to  view  in  the  fog.  The 
captain,  crew  and  i)assengers  of  the 
Edam,  who  had  taken  to  the  boats  im- 
mediately after  the  collision,  were  picked 
up  by  the  trawler. 

The  trawler  Vulture  was  on  the  fishing 
grounds,  fifteen  miles  from  the  Eddy- 
stone  lighthouse,  last  night.  The  night 
had  been  clear.  Just  befort^  1  o'clock  a 
thick  fog  came  up.  Those  on  board  the 
Vulture  heard  a  great  blowing  of 
whistles  and  then  a  terrific  crash.  The 
Vulture  proceeded  immediately  to  the 
spot  from  which  the  sounds  l.ssued  and 
went  alongside  the  steamship  Edam, 
which  was  rapidly  filling.  Capt.  Bruns- 
ma,  of  the  Edam,  requested  that  the 
Vulture  stand  by. 

The  ship's  boats  were  then  quickly 
lowered  and  the  passengers  were  helped 
Into  them  without  accident.  The  pas- 
sengers were  greatly  alarmed,  but  there 
was  no  panic  among  them.  The  ma- 
jority went  on  deck  without  having 
taken  time  to  dress.  The  women  and 
children  were  first  embarked  in  the  ship's 
boats.  The  sea  at  the  time  was  per- 
fectly smooth.  The  steamer  Turklstan. 
which  did  not  appear  to  have  sustained 
serious  injury  by  the  collision  stood  by 
until  danger  was  passed,  and  then  pro- 
ceeded in  the  direction  of  Cardiff.  The 
Edam  foundered  at  3  o'clock,  two  hours 
after  the  collision. 

The  Edam  and  Turklstan  came  to- 
gether with  great  force,  although  they 
were  proceeding  cautiously.  Tlii  Tur- 
kistan's  prow  made  a  great  hole  in  the 
Edam's  side.  Both  vessels  lowered  boats 
and  many  passengers  were  transferred 
from  the  Edam  by  the  Turkistan's  boats 
to  those  of  the  other  ship. 

Another  account  says  that  the  Edam 
foundered  within  half  an  hour  after  the 
collision.  Everything  is  being  done  at 
Plymouth  to  make  the  shipwrecked  peo- 
ple comfortable  and  to  supply  them  with 
clothing,  as  all  their  baggage  was  lost. 
The  Edam  had  on  board  ninety-two 
steerage  passengers.  The  Turkistan's 
hows  were  badly  damaged  by  the  col- 
lision.

Washington.  Sept.  19.— The  Mora  claim 
threatens  to  become  a  second  Jarndice 
case.  Every  mail  brinps  to  the  state  de- 
partment fresh  assignments  and  sub-as- 
sienments  and  until  there  is  a  reasonable 
certainty  that  all  outstanding  assign- 
ments, have  be^n  heard  from,  the  depart- 
ment cannot  proceed  with  the  division  of 
the  indemnity.  In  addition  to  the  asslgn- 
me-nts  there  are  broad  claims  that  threat- 
en to  give  mucli  trouble.

The  tlpst  snow  of  the  esason  ftll  last 
night  in  the  region  north  of  Montana,  a 
depth  of  2  inches  of  snow  being  reported 
at  Calgary,  N.  W.  T.  Light  rain  has  failed 
in  the  eastern  lake  rt-glon  and  thence 
over  parts  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  states 
A  storm  of  considerable  strength  occu- 
pies the  I'pper  Missouri  valley.  This 
storm  will  probably  move  eastward  over 
the  upper  lakes  Friday,  attende<l  by  high 
southerly  wind.  During  Friday  the  tem- 
perature will  fall  throughout  the  North- 
west and  cooler  weather  may  be  expected 
In  the  upper  lake  region,  the  ITpper  Mis- 
sissippi and  lower  Ohio  valleys  Saturday. 

FACTS  FOB  WORKINGMEN. 
The  meeting  at  United  States  hall  last 
evening  to  listen  to  the  speakers  in  favor 
of  the  city  building  an  independent  plant 
demonstrated    conclusively    that    public 
sentiment   very   largely   favors  building 
and  is  opposed  to  the   idea  of  purchas- 
ing the  existing  plant  at  the  extortion- 
ate price  demanded     by    the    company. 
The  speeches  in    advocacy    of     Building 
were  strong,  able  and  convincing,     and 
the  audience,    which    was   largely   com- 
posed   of    workingmen.    was    in    hearty 
sympathy  with  the  speakers.    It  is  not 
astonishing   that   the    workingmen   very 
generally  are  in  favor  of  building  in  pre- 
ference to  buying  the  company's  plant. 
It   is  to  the   particular   Interest    of   the 
workingmen   of   Duluth   to  support   the 
proposition  to  build.    If  the  city  decides 
to  build,  there  will  be  $1,856,000  to  ex- 
pend here,  and  the  workingmen  as  well 
as  other  citizens  will  get  the  benefit    of 
this  immense  sum.    There  will  be  plenty 
of  work  at  good  wages  for  everj-  one  for 
a   long  period.    On    the   other   hand,    if 
the  city   decides  to   purchase   the  com- 
pany's plant,  we  will  have  to  send  $1,- 
856,000   to   the   foreign   bondholders   and 
have  only  $850,000  to  expend  in  making 
extensions.    In  fact,   there  will  be  only 
$600,000  for  that  purpose,  because  the  ad- 
vocates of  purchase  are  telling  the  peo- 
ple of  West  Duluth  that  they  will  use 
$250,000  of  this  amount  to  purchase  the 
West  Duluth   plant  under  the   pretence 
of    "extending"'    the   company's   system. 
In  view  of     these    facts,     self     interest 
should   induce    the   workingmen    to    op- 
pose purchase  and  to  vote   for  the  pro- 
position to  build  an  independent   plant. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  a  very  large  ma- 
jority of  the  workingmen  will  take  this 
view  of  the  question. 

There  is  another  reason  why  the 
workingmen  should  vote  to  build  a  new^ 
plant.  It  is  the  only  way  in  which  they 
can  secure  a  reduction  of  their  water 
rates.  If  the  present  plant  be  purchased 
at  the  price  asked,  the  water  rates  can- 
not be  reduced,  because  the  fixed  charges 
will  be  so  heavy  that  a  reduction  in  rates 
would  reduce  the  income  below  the  ex- 
penditures and  there  wo'ald  be  a  deficit. 
Consequently  the  rates  could  not  be  re- 
duced without  an  increase  of  taxation, 
because  the  general  fund  would  be  drawn 
upon  to  make  up  the  deficit  on  the  water 
fund.  The  only  way  to  secure  lower 
water  rates  is  by  building  a  new  plant 
at  nearly  one-half  the  cost  of  the  com- 
pany's plant. 


against  the  project.  The  Milwaukee 
Sentinel  effectively  replies  to  some 
points  upon  which  The  Herald  did  not 
touch.  The  Itailway  Age  contemdeid 
that  canals  are  difficult  and  expensive 
to  build,  that  their  construction  by 
state  or  national  government  Involves 
taxing  the  many  for  the  l>eneflt  of  the 
few,  and  ith«|^  railroa*!  sitockholders 
liave  already  enough  to  l)ear,  without 
.seeing  their  dividends  dwindle  and  dis- 
api>ear  under  the  competition  of  car- 
riers by  canal.  Of  these  argument* 
nobody  disputes  the  first.  The  st^'ond 
will  not  be  disputed  by  persons  who  are 
already  convinced  that  the  strictest 
possible  construction  should  be  placed 
upon  governmental  power  of  taxation,, 
and  that  public  money  should  never 
be  spent  in  deepening  rivers  and  har- 
bors, in  buying  valuable  historical  doc- 
uments  or  In  establishing  or  support- 
ing a  state  home  for  the  feeble  minded. 
But  these  strict  constructionists  are  a 
minority  of  our  population,  and  the 
practice  of  both  federal  and  state  gov- 
ernments has  been  to  disregard  their 
ar.ijumersts.  The  federal  government 
has  long  been  spending  money  for  in- 
ternal improvements,  of  which  not  a 
single  one  benefits  every  taxpayer  in 
the  counto'.  and  the  state  governments 
have  long  been  making  appropriations 
from  which  only  a  small  proportion  of 
the  taxpayers  get  a  direct  return. 

"As  for  railroad  stockholders,"  con- 
tinues the  Sentinel,  "we  are  willing  to 
admit  that  their  lot  is  not  a  happy  one, 
and  we  think  the  agitators  who  seek 
to  make  it  worse  by  aggravating  the 
prejudice  against  railn:>ad8  are  con- 
temptible persons.  But  if  a  ship  canal 
is  in  itself  a  desirable  improvement  it 
does  not  become  undesirable  because 
its  completion  and  use  would  lower 
railroad  dividends.  Nearly  every  im- 
provement is  Injurious  to  somebody. 
Labor-saving  devices  are  never  popu- 
lar among  the  persons'  whose  labor  Is 
saved." 

One  reason  given,  by  the  Railway 
Age  for  opposing  the  ship  canal  is 
tTiaT  "the  whole  tendency  of  the  age 
is  toward  swifter  transportation  and 
more  direct  routes."  and  that  "the 
proposed  return  to  the  canal  and  lock 
system  Is  a  movement  backward  in- 
stead of  forward."  The  Sentinel  points 
out  that  If  this  be  true— and  there  Is 
nothing  to  prove  its  truth— the  alarm 
of  the  Railway  Age  and  of  other  rail- 
road journals  is  needless.  If  the  ten- 
dency of  the  age  is  against  ship  canals 
no  ship  canal  will  be  dug.  The  ten- 
dency of  the  age  is.  however,  in  the 
opposite  direction,  as  the  Railway  Age 
knows,  and  shows  that  it  knows  by  its 
vehement  opposition  to  a  canal  from 
the  great  lakes  to  the  Hudson.

THE  WATERWAY    TO  THE  SEA. 

The    recent    attack    of    the    Railway 
Age  up.>n  the  waterways  convention  to 
be  held  at  Cleveland  and  particularly 
the    movement    for    a    deep    waterway 
from    the   great    lakes   to   the    Atlantic 
ocean,  has  resulted  In  a  series  of  re- 
plies   from    leading   papers    throughout 
the    N'>rthwest    and    other   sections    of 
the  country   that   will   probably   make 
the   railroad   organ    sorry   that   it   ever 
referred    to    the    subject.      The    attack 
made  by  the  Railway  Age  upon  this^ 
movement  has  been  the  means  of  arous- 
ing much  interest  in  quarters  where  the 
feeling  heretofore  has-been  rather  luke- 
warm   and    of    drawing    forth    replies 
from  newspapers  which  hitherto  have 
rarely    alluded    to   the     subject.      The 
friends  of  the  deep   waterway   to  the 
sea   have  therefore  no  reason   to  com- 
plain as  to  the  effect  produced  by  the 
Railway  Age's  article.

THE  CONSOLIDATION  OPPOSED. 

Attorney  General  Childs,  not  satisfied 
with  Judge  Sanborn's  decision  in  the 
Pearsall  case,  has  brought  suit  In  the 
name  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  to  pre- 
vent the  proposed  consolidation  of  the 
Great  Northern  and  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific as  opposed  to  the  Interests  of  the 
people,  because  it  would  result  in  the 
elimination  of  the  competition  which  has 
produced  reasonable  freight  charges. 
The  attorney  general  alleges  that  the 
Great  Northern  and  the  Northern  Pacific 
are  common  carriers  and  that  as  such 
they  are  largely  Vivals  and  competitors 
in  business,  both  within  the  state  of 
Minnesota  and  In  each  of  the  other 
states  through  which  they  pass;  that  the 
lines  operated  and  controlled  by  them, 
respectively,  are  largely  parallel  to  each 
other  and  Intersect  and  connect  with  each 
other  in  these  states.  The  points  of  In- 
tersection are  named  by  the  attorney 
general,  who  continues: 

"All  of  the  points  of  Intersection  are 
points  of  competition  on  the  respective 
lines  of  the  railroads  operated  and  con- 
trolled by  the  defendant  and  the  North- 
em  Pacific  respectively,  and  by  reason  of 
there  being  such  competitive  points  the 
rates  charged  by  them  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  and  freight  are 
lower  and  more  reasonable  than  they 
would  otherwise  be,  which  Is  of  great 
benefit  to  the  public." 

The  complaint  shows  t'nat  the  two 
roads  are  parallel  in  this  state,  and,  it  is 
alleged,  that  great  quantities  of  wheat 
and  other  productions  are  annually 
shipped  from  East  Grand  Forks,  Crook- 
ston.  Fargo,  Fergus  Falls,  and  other 
points  within  the  state  to  St.  Paul.  Min- 
neapolis and  Duluth,  all  of  which  are 
terminal  points  of  these  two  roads;  that 
the  competition  at  the  places  of  shipment 
between  the  companies  has  resulted  in 
the  establishment  and  maintenance 
throughout  of  tariffs  of  rates  and 
charges  that  are  lower  and  more  reason- 
able than  at  the  non-intersecting  and 
non-competltlve    points. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  attorney 
general,  like  the  majority  of  the  people, 
considers  that  railroad  competition  is  a 
good  thing  and  that  its  abolition  would 
be  injurious  to  the  public.  This  is  in  di- 
rect contradiction  of  the  position  taken 
by  the  News  Tribune  recently,  when  try- 
ing unsuccessfully  to  persuade  Duluth 
people  that  the  proposed  consolidation 
would  be  beneficial  to  this  city,  and  At- 
torney General  Childs  will  probably  In- 
cur the  displeasure  of  that  paper  for  be- 
ing so  presumptuous  as  to  dispute  Its 
statements  and  arguments.  But  as 
public  sentiment  will  uphold  his  course 
he  need  not  worr>-  very  much.

It  is  their 
only  hope  of  excelling  Duluth  in  popu- 
lation at  the  close  of  the  next  decade.

IN  LUMBER_CIRCLES. 

More  Life  to  the  Market  the 
Past  Week. 

The  lumber  market  is  still  very  in- 
active here,  but  there  has  been  more 
life  to  it  during  the  past  week  than 
during  the  week  or  two  previou.'».  Sev- 
eral sales  have  been  made,  the  aggre- 
gate being  in  the  neighborhood  of  8,000.- 
000  feet,  say.s  the  Northern  Lumber- 
man. Only  about  half  of  this  amount, 
however,  Is  for  lake  shipment,  the  rest 
going  by  rail,  mostly  to  the  West  and 
Southwe.sit.  Ea.stern  buyers  have  been 
scarce.  They  are  making  some  in- 
quiries here  by  letter,  and  a  few  have 
been  represented  in  the  market.  They 
are  willing  to  take  our  lumber,  but  in 
the  main,  .since  the  advance  in  freight 
rates,  want  prices  shaded  more  or  less, 
und  as  manufacturers  here  are  firm  in 
their  demands,  the  lumber  is  not  sold. 

The  Howe  Lumber  company,  of  Tow- 
er, will  thts"  year  cut  about  16,000,000 
feet,  about  4,000.000  fttH  of  its  logs  be- 
ing hun^  up.  of  its  cut  this  year  near- 
ly one-half  has  been  disposed  of  up 
to  date,  quite  an  amount  t)eing  sold 
lately  to  the  Western  yards  and  deal- 
ers. 

F.  A.  Brown,  of  this  city,  has  pur- 
chased from  J.  H.  Murphy,  of  Chip- 
pewa Falls,  about  7.000.000  feet  of  pine, 
adjacent  to  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
road,  in  53-54  and  55-11  and  12.  and 
also  about  2.500.000  feet  in  45-15.  Doug- 
las county,  W'ls..  tributary  to  the  St.

WANTS  OF  THE  LAKE  CARRIERS. 

The  Lake  Carriers'  association  has  pre- 
pared the  list  of  improvements  to  lake 
navigation  that  it  is  to  ask  of  congress 
this  winter.  It  includes  the  improvement 
to  the  channel  at  Ballard's  reef  and 
Stag  island  In  the  rivers;  the  passage  oi 
a  proper  raft-towing  bill;  new  lights  at 
Middle  island  and  St.  Martin's  reef.  Lake 
Huron,  and  Crisp's  Point  and  Rock  Oi 
Ages,  Lake  Superior:  a  gas  buoy  on 
Graham's  reef,  and  three  gas  buoys  in 
St.  Mary's  river,  above  the  canal;  two 
two  gas  buoys  where  the  lightship  is 
located  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Huron,  and 
the  removal  of  the  lightship  to  the  head 
of  Mud  lake,  in  St.  Mary's  river;  a  gas 
buoy  at  Grosse  Point  between  the  tripod 
and  the  lightship,  and  a  gas  buoy  on  Fisl| 
Island.  ^     ,  _    ' 

The  association  is  anxious  to  have  the 
work  of  deepening  the  rivers  to  twenty 
feet  and  the  improvements  in  St.  Mary's 
river,  now  in  charge  of  Gen.  Poe.  car- 
ried out  by  him,  so,  as  he  is  of  the  age 
to  be.  retired  next  year,  an  application 
will  be  made  for  a  joint  resolution  of 
congress  to  retain  him  as  a  private  en- 
gineer after  his  retirement  until  the 
work  is  done.  ,        .      !

The  Zenith  Citv  loaded  yesterday  at 
Elevator  D  and  she  got  out  last  night  with 
138,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  100  tons  of 
fuel.  Her  draft  was  fourteen  feet,  two 
inches  forward,  and  fourteen  feet,  six 
inches  aft  The  record  has  been  held  by 
the   Selwyn   Eddy  with  121.000  bushels. 

To  sav  that  the  boat  carried  138.(H)0  bush- 
els sounds  large,  but  it  does  not  sound 
so  large  as  It  is.  The  average  car  of 
wheat  holds  GOO  bushels.  The  cargo 
would  make  230  cars  of  wheat.  The  ave- 
lage  train  will  contain  about  forty  cars 
and  will  be  about  1600  feet  long.

Washington.  Sept.  20.— Minister  Den- 
by  has  completed  at  last  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  Investigation  of  the  mis- 
sionary rtots  at  Cheng  Tu,  In  the  pro- 
vince of  Sze  Chuen.  Western  China. 
He  cabled  Secretary  Olney  today  of 
the  Chinese  government's  withdrawal 
of  opposition  to  the  commission  and 
that  the  latter  would  start  for  the 
scene  nt  the  riots.  The  riots  at  Cheng 
Tu  occurred  last  spring,  but  «>wing  to 
the  distance  of  Cheng  Tu  from  the 
coast,  weeks  elapsed  before  even  the 
first  reports  reached  the  cable  termin- 
us. 

While  no  American  missionaries  wer-; 
killed,  much  valuable  mission  pr«)perty 
was  destroyed  an<l  th»'  purpo.si-  .>f  the 
commission  is  to  fix  the  responsibility 
for  the  outrages,  secure  the  puniah- 
ment  of  the  guilty  parties,  and  prob- 
ably financial  reparation  for  the  losses 
sustained  by  the  missionaries.  As  the 
British  mi.sslons  suffered  much  more 
than  the  American  missions  and  in 
their  case  there  was  actual  loss  of  llf*-. 
our  state  department  sought  to  secure 
the  co-openiti(in  of  the  British  govern- 
ment In  making  the  Investigatiim  an<l 
in  a  joint  demand  upon  the  Chinese  gov- 
ernment for  full  reparation,  just  lu? 
was  done  in  the  case  of  the  Ku  Cheng 
Investigation. 

Th<5  British  government  consented 
at  first  and  charged  one  of  their  con- 
suls to  represent  it,  but  delayed  send- 
ing the  latter  so  long,  that  our  govern- 
ment, finding  that  he  would  not  be 
ready  until  fall,  determined  upon  Inde- 
pendent action.  The  Chinese  govern- 
ment did  not  relish  this  plan,  but  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Denby  s  dispatch  it  has* 
finally  given  its  consent  to  the  inquiry 
and  will  send  a  Chinese  offi'-lal  as  a 
member  of  the  commission.  The  repre^- 
sentatlves  of  our  sovt-rnment  will  be 
Sheridan  P.  lieed.  Ignited  States  con- 
sul at  Tien  Tsln.  Commander  Francis 
M.  Barber.  United  States  naval  at- 
tache at  Pekln.  Mr.  Cheshir*  will  go 
aa  the  secretary  or  recorder  of  the  com- 
mission. 

.\lthough  nothing  I.';  .said  on  the  sub- 
ject at  the  department  It  is  probable 
that  Mr.  Denby  has  been  obliged.  In 
order  to  secure  the  consent  of  the  Chi- 
nese government  to  the  Inqut^T.  to 
abandon  his  plan  of  appointing  l.i  Am- 
erican missionary  as  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  c«jmml.sslon.  Mr.  Cheshire 
probably  fills  the  place  Intended  for 
the  missionary.  The  commis.'^ion  will 
start  at  once  fn>m  Tien  Tsin,  but  owing 
to  the  great  distance  to  Cheng  Tu.  the 
journey  which  must  be  made  overland 
and  without  the  aid  of  railroads,  will 
f^onsume  at  least  a  month.  It  will  pnjb- 
ably  i)e  well  along  In  November,  there- 
fore, before  th*-  real  work  of  investi- 
gation l)eglns. 
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CROKER'S  RETURN. 

Reiterates  That  He  Is  Out  of 
Politics. 

New  York,  Sept.  20.— Richard  Croker 
arrived  today  from  Elngland  by  the 
steamer  Columbia.  At  first  Mr.  Croker 
refu.^ed  to  say  a  word  about  politic-*--, 
fie  excused  himself  by  saying  that  he 
had  been  away  .so  long  that  he  was  not 
in  a  position  to  talk.  '1  have  simply 
come  back,"  said  Mr.  Croker,  "to  be  In 
plenty  of  time  to  vote  the  Tammany 
ticket,  otherwise  1  am  entirely  out  of 
politics." 

"Do  you  regard  the  p.-ospects  of  the 
Democratic  party  as  favorable'.'" 

".Vs  I  have  been  away  for  six  months 
It  ml;?ht  be  well  to  wait  till  I  studied  the 
conditions  here  before  answering  your 
question.  However,  everything  Indicates 
that  we  are  going  to  h:ive  good  times 
asaln.  If  good  times  .-eturn  and  the 
country  Is  In  a  prosperous  condition 
next  year  the  Democratic  party  will  win. 
.\s  the  party  was  held  responsible  for 
hard  times  It  naturally  should  ret>elve 
the  credit  of  having  restored  prosperity. 
On  this  basis  I  expect  the  next  presi- 
dent to  be  a  Democrat." 

Further  than  this  Mr.  Croker  refused 
to  talk  upon  political  subjects,  excei)t 
to  .say  in  answer  to  a  question  that  he 
did  not  expect  to  attend  the  convention 
of  the  state.  Mr.  Croker  spoke  enthu.si- 
astically  of  his  racing  in  England  and 
said  he  hoped  to  do  considerable  racing 
there  next  year.

Sept.  20.-Th^  project 
originating  in  London  of  raising  $1,000.- 
OOO.t.KW  to  be  placeil  .it  the  disposal  of  tho 
pope  as  a  fund  with  which  he  could 
negotiate  with  Italy  for  a  restoration 
of  temporal  power  is  regarded  by  lead- 
ing Catholics  here  as  visionary  and  ab- 
surd. The  reported  circular  issued  in 
London  has  not  been  seen  in  this  city 
nor  has  the  subject  come  to  the  authori- 
ties in  any  form.  It  is  regarded  as  the 
emanation  either  of  some  well  inten- 
tloned  or  misguided  individual,  or  else 
of  «ome  one  desirous  of  arousing  preju- 
dice against  the  church.  It  is  stated 
that  no  such  plan  is  within  the  bounds 
of  possibility. 

Even  if  the  vast  amount  named  were 
available  as  a  means  of  assisting  a  fin- 
an.ial  embarrassment,  it  is  said  that 
the  restoration  of  temporal  power  in- 
volves sentimental  considerations  which 
neither  Italy  nor  the  pone  would  reduce 
to  a  question  of  barter.  At  present  so 
far  as  known,  the  Vatican  has  no  plan 
under  consideration  for  the  restoration 
of  tempt^ral  power,  or  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  temporal  authority  elsewhere 
than  at  Rome.  About  eight  years  ago 
the  differences  between  the  Italian  au- 
thorities and  the  pope  became  so  pro- 
nounced that  the  Vatican  began  to  con- 
sidf-r  the  feasibility  of  establishing  the 
papal  see  at  some  other  place  in  Europe. 
Cut  the  government  made  some  con- 
cvs.«ion3  which  were  satisfactory  to  the 
Vatican  in  allaying  the  most  friction  and 
there  was  no  further  consideration  given 
to  the  question  of  the  pope's  removal. 
It  Is  said  that  while  Italian  goverpment 
had  been  In  conflict  with  the  Vatican  It 
never  has  desired  the  withdrawal  of  the 
pope  from  Rome,  as  the  central  estab- 
lishment of  Catholic  authority  at  Rome 
is  of  great  benefit  and  value  to  the  city 
and  to  all  Italy. 

The  pope  protests  from  time  to  time 
against  the  deprivation  of  his  temporal 
power,  but  this  it  Is  said  In  Catholic 
circles  here.  Is  largely  formal  as  a  means 
of  keeping  alive  the  lack  of  agreement  in 
what  Italy  has  enforced.  No  foreign 
power  has  ever  taken  up  the  pope's  cause, 
as  all  powers  gave  their  jjssent  to  the 
action  of  Italy  twenty-five  years  ago 
today  in  assuming  temporal  authority 
over  all   Rome,   including  the  Vatican. 

There  is  much  interest  here  as  to  the 
part  which  foreign  ministers  at  Rome 
will  take  In  the  Italian  celebration  to- 
day. Some  time'  ago  a  European  paper 
published  the  statement  that  all  Euro- 
pean governments  had  requested  their 
reoresentatives  at  Rome  to  take  no  part 
,  In  the  celebration.  Further  than  ihls 
unoiTicial  statement,  nothing  Is  known 
as  to  the  extent  to  which  foreign  gov- 
ernments will  extend  or  withhold  their 
recognition  to  the  Italian  demonstratlfn. 
It  is  a  delicate  situation  and  the  United 
States  ambassador  at  Rome.  Mr.  Mc- 
Veagh,  Is  in  a  position  recjuiring  the  ex- 
ercise of  discretion  and  tact. 

The  quadrennl^  celebration  of  Italy 
appears  to  stimulate  cranks  in  this  coun- 
try who  are  directing  a  volley  of  threat- 
ening letters  to  the  authorities  here. 
A  short  time  ago  a  letter  received  at 
the  papal  legation  declared  that  the 
members  of  the  papal  delegation  at 
Washington  would  be  poisoned  by  cor- 
rosive sublimate  unless  they  removed 
from  the  country  by  Aug.  27.  Another 
letter  fixed  June  10  as  the  time  of  de- 
struction. 

A  letter,  later,  accompanied  by  a  skull 
and  cross  bones,  and  couched  in  filthy 
language,  stated  that  it  was  fortunate 
for  the  delegate  that  he  left  Chicago  as 
early  as  he  did,  as  he  would  have  been 
dynamited  had  he  remained.  These  let- 
ters give  no  concern  as  they  are  re- 
garded as  a  crank's  effusions,  similar  to 
those  more  or  less  frequently  sent  to 
public  o'Tlclals  in  Wa^Mngton. 


ROOSEVELT'S  BELIEF. 

Said  to  Favor  Dry  Sundays 
Personally. 

Denver,  Sept.  20.— Rev.  T.  H.  Ma- 
lone,  editor  of  the  Ool«>rado  Catholic, 
will  publish  the  following  edlDrlal  In 
this  week's  paper:  "A  subscriber 
write.s  to  the  Colorado  Catholic  from 
New  York  and  uftirms  si  story  that  \Vf 
have  heard  elsewhere,  viz:  That  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt,  president  of  the  New- 
York  police  board,  is  personally,  not  a 
believer  In  the  observance  of  the  Sab- 
bath as  now  enforced  by  law  In  N«'W 
York.  Our  correspondent  has  been 
mlslnfi«rmevl   as   we  shall  demonstrate. 

"When  it  was  proposed  to  Invite  Mr. 
Roosevelt  to  address  the  meeting  at 
Carnegie  hall  during  the  convention 
of  the  Catholic  Total  Abstinence  un- 
ion, the  proposition  met  with  strenuous 
opposition  on  the  part  of  all  with  but 
two  exceptions.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed under  the  presidency  of  Vicar 
General  Mooney.  While  no  opposition 
w£>s  manifested  by  this  committee  to 
the  selection  of  State  Senator  O'SuUl- 
van  to  address  the  meeting,  the  entire 
committee  of  clergymen,  with  the  ex- 
ception noted  above  absolutely  refused 
to  consent  to  the  selection  t^f  Mr.  Roose- 
velt as  one  of  the  speakers, 

"The  opposition  to  him  was  founded 
ostensibly  on  the  allegation  that  that 
gentleman  personally  did  not  believe 
in  what  has  come  to  be  called  dry  Sun- 
day. To  these  allegations  he  replied 
In  a  letter  to  Father  Doyle,  In  which  he 
set  forth  his  personal  views  clearly 
and  in  a  convincing  manner,  the  letter 
left  was  concise  and  showed  that  he 
was  a  firm  believer  in  the  dry  Sunday. 
The  opposition  subsided,  but  only  tem- 
porarily. When  the  objections  to  his 
speaking  were  renewed  afterward  he 
had  aready  arisen  to  address  the  meet- 
ing. These  are  the  facts  in  the  case 
and  the  truth  can  do  no  harm."

NO  SIGNS  OF  LIFE. 


Because  all  Hands  Were  Mak- 
ing New  Sails. 

San  Francisco.  Sept.  20.— The  mys- 
terious British  ship  sighted  off  the 
Horn  by  the  American  ship  Benjamin 
Sewall,  Is  believed  to  have  been  the 
Lord  Templemore  which  is  now  In 
port.  Capt.  Sewall  reported  having  pas- 
sed a  vessel  near  Cape  Horn  in  the  Pa- 
cific on  May  20,  which  had  all  her  spar» 
standing,  but  no  sails  set.  Neither 
could  any  sign  of  life  be  discovered. 
Capt.  McWilliams.  of  the  Lord  Temple- 
more  is  positive  that  his  ship  is  the 
one  which  was  sighted  by  the  Sewall. 
The  Lord  Templemore  had  a  terrible 
experience  rounding  the  Horn  and  had 
all  her  sails  blown  away. 

"The  reason  that  Capt,  Sewall  did  not 
see  anv  signs  of  life  on  board,"  said 
Capt.  "McWilliams.  "was  because  all 
hands  were  busy  making  new  sails. 
It  is  strange  though  that  he  did  not 
try  to  make  us  out.  That  was  away 
back  In  May.  and  after  being  delayed 
by  having  to  make  new  sails,  we  beat 
the  Sewall  up  nearly  a  month."  The 
Lord  Templemore  had  a  very  close  call 
from  running  into  an  iceberg  which 
was  ahead  of  her  200  feet  high. 

WILL  ASK  DAMAGES 

Some  Persons   Who  Were  Im- 
prisoned in  Hawaii. 

San  Francisco,  Sept.  20.— A  number  of 
men  who  were  imprisoned  by  the  Dole 
government  during  the  rebellion  In 
Hawaii  have  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  gaining  the  assistance  of  their  respec- 
tive governments  in  an  effort  to  obtain 
damages  from  the  Hawaii  government. 
George  Lycergus,  who  was  imprisoned 
several  months  on  a  charge  of  treason 
and  afterwards  set  at  liberty  without  a 
trial,  passed  through  this  city  on  his 
way  to  Washington,  where  he  will  lay 
the  matter  before  the  state  department. 

From  Washington  he  will  go  to  Lon- 
don, then  to  Paris  and  thence  to  Athens. 
At  these  points  he  will  act  as  the  agent 
of  members  of  each  nationality  now  re- 
siding in  Hawaii  who  have  claims 
against   the  Hawaiian  government.

Havana,  Sept,  20.— The  funeral  of 
Admiral  Delgado  Parejo  today  was  the 
occasion  of  an  imposing  demonstra- 
tion of  public  sorrow  and  appreciation 
of  a  brave  ntBcer.  The  procession  from 
the  chapel  of  the  Marine  hospital  In 
which  the  body  of  the  admiral  lay  in 
state  yesterday  and  last  night  was  a 
notable  one. 

At  the  head  of  the  funeral  procession 
rode  Gen,  Ardelouz,  acting  captain 
general.  In  the  absence  of  Marshal  Mar- 
tinez De  Campos.  The  escort  of  the  re- 
mains of  Admiral  Parejo  consisted  of  a 
battalion  of  marines,  the  survivors  of 
the  wrecked  cruiser.  One  battalion  of 
military  volunteei-s  and  the  firemen 
and  crews  of  all  the  trans-Atlantic 
steamers  In  port.  Military  bands  were 
interposed  at  intervals  in  the  proces- 
sion. The  corpse  was  carried  on  a  gun- 
carriage.  Upon  the  iirrival  of  the  cort- 
ege at  the  cemetery  full  military  honors 
were  rendered.  The  body  of  Admiral 
Parejo  was  placed  in  a  vault  in  the  cem- 
etery in  which  lie  the  bodies  of  the  lata 
Gens.  Salamanca  and  Arias  and  Ad- 
miral Lono. 

While  the  procession  was  moving  and 
during  the  time  the  funeral  ceremonies 
were  In  progress,  salutes  were  fired 
from  the  forts  In  the  vicinity  of  Ha- 
vana. The  streets  through  which  the 
funeral  procession  passed  on  Its  way 
to  the  cemetery  were  densely  packed 
with  citizens,  who  manifested  their 
svmpathy  in  every  possible  manner. 
Gen,  De  Campos,  who  Is  at  present  In 
the  province  of  Santiago  De  Cuba,  on 
official  business,  telegraphed  an  ex- 
pression of  his  sorrow  at  the  death  of 
Admiral  Parejo  and  ordered  that  a 
wreath  of  flowers  be  placed  upon  the 
catafalaue  for  him. 

No  more  b<KHes  of  those  who  were 
lost  by  the  sinking  of  the  Barcastegui 
have  been  recovered  and  It  Is  supposed 
that  the  corpses  have  befen  devoured 
by  sharks  which  are  very  numerous  at 
the  entrance  of  the  harbor. 

Admiral  Delgado  Parejo  was  born  m 
Cadiz  in  1828.  At  the  age  of  16  he  en- 
tered the  naval  school  and  six  years 
later.  In  1850,  was  made  a  subaltern 
in  the  Spanish  navy.  In  1857  he  was 
promoted  to  a  lieutenancy  and  In  1868 
was  given  command  of  a  frigate.  In 
1872  he  was  given  the  full  rank  of  cap- 
tain and  in  1891  was  promoted  to  be  a 
rear  admiral.  He  was  decorated  with 
the  medal  of  the  cross  of  Africa  and  the 
grand  cross  of  San  Hermanlglldo  of 
the  first-class,  for  military  merit  In  the 
last  campaign  in  Cuba.

The  Meeting  Was   Enthusi- 
astic and  the  Speakers 
Held  the  Crowd. 


Henry  Truelsen,  S.  D.  Allen 

and  H.  F.Greene  Made 

the  Addresses. 


Chairman  Huds.->n.  of  the  citizens'  com- 
mittee must  have  been  delighted  with 
the  auiiience  that  greeted  his  speakers 
a:  Great  Elastem  hall  last  evening.  The 
hall  was  not  only  filled,  but  those  pres- 
ent were  wlMly  enthusiastic  in  favor  of 
building  an  independent  plant  in  prefer- 
ence to  the  purchase  of  the  old,  as 
evidenced  by  the  general  applause  which 
greeted  evtry  point  made  by  the  various 
speakers. 

T  T.  Hudson  called  the  meeting  to 
order  and  made  a  few  remarks.  The 
meeting  wa*  afterwards  regularly  or- 
ganize<l  by  the  selection  of  Van  R. 
Brown  as  chairman. 

H.  F.  Greene  was  first  called  upon, 
and  among  othjfr  things  said;  "The  flrst 
■?are  in  the  purchase  of  the  plant  is  to 
mquire  into  its  value.  Competent  en- 
gintrtiTS  have  carefully  t-xamined  the 
property  of  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water 
company  and  found  it  to  be  worth  but 
$80»>,0i».  If  certain  speculators  have 
bonde-i  the  plant  for  twice  its  value,  that 
is  no  affair  of  the  people  of  Duluth. 
The  loss,  if  there  is  any.  should  fall  upon 
them  and  not  upon  other  people." 
THE  INJrXCnOX  BUGABrKX 
As  to  .''erv  ing  injunctions,  he  said  some 
persons  talked  of  injunctions  as  though 
Ihey  were  a  line  of  loaded  guns  that  any 
one  c&uld  go  up  to  and  pull  off  at  pleas- 
ure. The  truth  is  that  if  the  water  com- 
pany enjoined  the  city  from  building  a 
water  plant  it  would  have  to  have  a 
cause  for  such  acti^^n.  and  he  defied  any 
attorney  to  present  a  single  reason 
through  which  they  could  get  out  a  tem- 
porary injunction.  "There  is  no  need  to 
fear  the  courts  in  this  matter."  said  he, 
"for  wherever  the  issues  between  the 
gma  and  water  company  and  the  city 
have  been  carried  into  the  courts  the 
city  had  invariably  come  off  victorious. 
The  Kansas  City  case  cannot  be  com- 
pared to  the  controversy  here,  as  the 
company  there  held  an  exclusive  fran- 
chise by  a  legislative  enactment,  while 
the  courts  have  decreed  that  the  fran- 
chise granted  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water 
company  by  the  council  is  not  an  ex- 
clusive one." 

In  reference  to  the  necessity  for  the 
renewal  of  the  franchise  or  the  purchase 
of  the  plant  at  the  expiration  of  the  life 
of  the  grant.  Mr.  Greene  stated  that  he 
was  perfectly  willing  to  renew  i;.  as 
it  Is  not  ezclusiva,  but  he  did  not  think 
the  company  would  ask  for  a  renewal 
if  the  city  had  an  independent  plant. 
In  that  case  the  franchise  would  not  be 
worth  renewing. 

•MR.  ALLEN'S  HOT  3HOT. 
S.  D.  .Allen  was  the  next  speaker.  He 
said  that  the  stat^^ment  madi^  in  the  hall 
a  few  nights  ago  that  he  had  asserted 
that  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  com- 
pany had  fulfilled  its  contract  with  the 
citj  was  a  pure  and  unadultt- rated  false- 
hoofl.  In  r-^gard  to  the  value  <if  the  old 
plant,  but  two  estimates  had  ever  been 
made,  and  they  were  on  file,  and  the 
water  company  had  never  dared  to  ques- 
tion their  fXtrrectness  or  pick  a  flaw  in 
tbem.  The  highest  was  only  for  $1,- 
088,000.  He  drew  a  comparis<:>n  be- 
tween the  water  rates  of  Duluth  and 
other  cities,  not  one  in  the  state  paying 
over  $11  for  the  same  accommodations 
for  which  Duluth  is  paying  $26.  If  the 
city  purchased  the  plant  at  the  proposed 
figure  these  extortionate  rates  would 
have  to  be  kept  up  in  order  to  place  the 
plant  ijR  a  revenue  paying  basis.  Each 
person  in  the  city  of  Duluth  using  the 
water  would  have  to  pay  a  tax  of  at  least 
$13  extra  per  year  in  order  to  keep  the 
city  from  going  into  the  hole  with  its 
water  plant. 

HEINRY  TRUELSENS  TALK. 
Henry  Truelsen  was  the  last  speaker, 
and  brought  out  s»j  many  telling  points 
in  his  plain,  blunt  way  that  at  times  the 
applause  rose  to  shout.«.  He  spent  his 
time  knocking  out  the  arguments  of  the 
opp«3sition  and  fell  upon  his  enemies  with 
aledge-hamm^r  blows.  He  gave  facts 
and  figures  to  show  that  there  was 
plenty  of  room  on  Superior  street  or  any 
other  street  for  independent  water  plp*-s. 
and  said  that  when  he  was  on  the  board 
of  public  works  the  city  crossed  and  re- 
crossed  the  pipes  of  the  wat-r  company 
without  any  material  damage. 

In  regard  to  the  payment  of  hydrant 
rentals,  there  were  two  reasons  why  the 
city  woul i  not  hav-:-  to  pay  them.  In  the 
first  place  the  company  has  violated  its 
corrraf't  ^\yth  the  city  by  not  furnishing 
th  -  water  pressure;  and  secondly, 

a  -■  t.j  the  N^ws  Tribune,  the  spec- 

ial m"uthpiece  of  the  gas  and  water  com- 
pany, the  company  has  given  us  water 
Impregnate*!  with  typhoid  fever  germs. 
which  is  also  a  violation  of  the  contract 
with  reference  to  the  purity  of  the  wat-r-r. 
Again,  the  courts  have  decided  that  a 
contract  between  a  city  through  its 
council  and  a  corporation  cannot  be 
made  binding  for  a  term  of  ten  years, 
and  there  were  instances  where  it  was 
the  d*K?ree  of  the  courts  that  a  contract 
of  the  kind  could  not  be  held  binding  for 
a  longer  term  than  five  years.

WTieat,  after  a  firm  start  today,  weak- 
ened and  sold  under  last  night's  close. 
Cables  responded  to  yesterday's  decline 
on  this  side.  Northwestern  receipt*  were 
hea\'>-  and  the  impression  was  general  at 
Chicago  that  Pardridge  had  covered  his 
short  'ilne.  The  receipts  at  Minneapolis 
numbered  789  cars  and  at  Duluth  366 
cars,  making  1315  In  all.  compared  with 
801  cars  on  the  same  day  last  year.

MARQUIS  DE  MORES. 

Western  Incident  Which  Illus- 
trates His  Nerve. 

Some  old  plainsmen  were  silting  In  the 
smoking  compartment  of  a  car  on  the 
Northern  Pacific  when,  just  after  sunset, 
it  came  in  sight  of  the  dark  red  house 
trimme-l  with  black,  with  its  broad  piazza 
ovt^rlooking  a  tiny  stream,  which  the 
Marquis  de  Mores  built  on  his  headquar- 
t^-rs  ranch  at  Medora,  says  the  New  j'orK 
Sun.  The  view  of  that  house  started 
some  of  the  old  plainsmen  to  telling 
stories  of  the  range. 

"I  was  on  a  train  coming  out  here  one 
day."  said  one.  "when  the  marquis  had 
his  private  car  hitched  to  the  end  of  the 
train.

ARISE  IN  VALUES. 
That  the  conditions  are  gradually 
ri!)ening  for  a  general  advance  in 
values  all  over  the  world  is  the  conten- 
tion of  a  writer  iri*the  London  Statist. 
In  a  lengthy  and  able  discussion  of  the 
question  of  prices,  he  says:  "Events 
are  shaping  themselves  now  for  the 
rise.  Indeed,  if  congress  could  be  In- 
duced to  adopt  a  wise  currency  policy 
in  the  United  States  there  would  be  a 
rise  in  prices  almost  Immediately.  We 
need  but  a  settlement  in  the  United 
States  to  see  such  an  outburst  of  ac- 
tivity as  has  not  been  witnessed  for  a 
long  time.  A  real  settlement  in  the 
United  States  would  mean  an  Immense 
investment  of  British  capital  in  that 
coinitry  and  a  general  rise  In  prices. 
Australia  is  not  as  important  as  the 
United  States  economically,  because  it 
has  only  about  4,000.000  people,  and 
therefore  cannot  give  employment  to 
anything  like  the  same  amount  of  capi- 
tal. But  a  settlement  in  Australia 
would  also  mean  an  immense  improve- 
ment in  trade.  If.  for  instance,  four 
or  five  of  the  reconstinicted  banks  and

THE  TORRENS  SYSTEM. 
Illinois,  as  The  Herald  has  previously 
stated,  will  be  the  first  state  in  the  Union 
to  avail  it.self  of  the  many  advantages 
of  the  Torrens  system  of  transferring 
land  titles.  An  act  providing  for  the  in- 
troduction of  this  system,  upon  the  vote 
of  the  people  of  the  different  counties, 
passed  both  branches  of  the  legislature 
and  received  the  signature  of  the  gover- 
nor. The  Illinois  bill  introduces  the 
Torrens  system  in  its  simplest  and  best 
form,  but  it  does  not  become  operative 
until  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
people  in  any  county  of  the  first  and  sec- 
ond class  at  the  general  elections  to  be 
held  this  fall.  The  passage  of  the  bill  is 
due  almost  solely  to  the  untiring  efforts 
of  the  Chicago  real  estate  board,  which 
stnt  a  committee  of  representative  busi- 
ness men  to  Springfield  especially  to 
guide  this  great  reform  measure  through 
the  legislative  body. 

The  American  Land  and  Title  Register 
says  that  the  board  now  proposes  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  the  act  are  adopted 
by  the  people  of  Cook  county  at  the 
November  election.  A  campaign  com- 
mittee has  been  appointed  to  present 
the  merits  of  the  Torrens  system  to  the 
voters,  and  with  their  work  well  done, 
as  it  will  be.  there  seems  little  doubt  that 
the  proposition  will  carry  by  a  large  ma- 
jority. The  Torrens  system  is  no  ex- 
periment. It  has  been  tried  in  England, 
Australia  and  Canada  with  the  most  sat- 
isfactory results.  It  guarantees  perfect 
titles,  does  away  with  costly  abstracts 
and  facilitates  the  transfer  of  real  estate. 
These  three  points  of  merit  should  be 
sufficient  to  insure  its  adoption  in  every 
county  in  Illinois,  and  to  also  secure  its 
enactment  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Minnesota  legislature.

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

It  certainly  must  be  the  fact  that  the

They  hope  to 
intimidate  the  voters  of  this  city  by  cir- 
culating an  interview  with  a  foreigner 
who  says  that  we  cannot  sell  our  bonds 
if  we  vote  to  build.  It  strikes  me  that 
for  sensible  men  the  advocates  of  pur- 
chase have  dene  the  most  supremely 
foolish  thing  in  publishing  two  columns 
of  interview  with  the  distinguished  C. 
F.  Lamb,  of  London,  England.  I  am 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  we  know 
how  to  manage  our  affairs  in  the  city  of 
Duiuth  without  any  advice  from  this 
Ensliph  gentleman. 

I  suspect  that  every  intelligent  voter 
of  Duiuth  will  bo  a'ole  to  read  between 
the  lines  of  this  interview  with  iMr. 
Lamb.  He  has  come  here  from  London 
to  do  what  he  can  to  foist  this  water 
plant  upon  the  taxpayers  of  this  city 
in  order  that  the  English  bondholders 
m.ay  get  a  premium  for  their  bonds.  Do 
not  be  fooled,  voters.  Mr.  Lamb  is  one 
of  the  English  bondholders.  It  seems 
remarkable  that  he  should  happen  here 
just  a  few  days  before  our  election  to 
tell  us  that  we  cannot  sell  our  bonds  if 
we  vote  to  build.  Didn't  the  city  of  Du- 
iuth at  the  very  height  of  the  panic  of 
1893  sell  $S00.000  of  bonds  to  build? 

I  stated  that  this  gentleman  repre- 
sents the  parties  in  England  who  hold 
the  bonds  of  the  Duiuth  Gas  and  Water 
company.  I  will  now  proceed  to  prove 
it.  Mr.  Lamb  says  he  is  the  manager  of 
the  Municipal  Investment  company,  of 
London,  England,  and  I  have  in  my  pos- 
session a  circular  issued  in  1S93,  by  the 
Municipal  Investment  company,  of  Lon- 
don.

Taking  effect  Sunday.  Sept.  22,  trains 
of  the  Northern  I'acitlc-Wisconsin  Cen- 
tral route  will  leave  Duluth  at  4:20  p.  m., 
arriving  at  Milwaukee'  7:10  a.  m.  and 
Chicago  9:4.'.  a,  m.

By 
this  change  in  sche<lule  passengers  ar- 
rive from  Chicago  fifteen  minutes  earlier 
than  heretofore  and  leave  Duluth  for 
Chicago  and  intermediate  points  half  an 
hour  later. 


WHV  I'.OSTON  IS  HIGHER. 
The  most  expenslv(>  department  it 
will  be  observed  is  that  of  Boston  where 
the  cost  Is  $2.16  per  capita,  but  here  the 
great  difference  is  explained  by  the 
high  salaries  paid.  In  Boston  firemen 
receive  from  $1<M»0  to  $12(K)  per  year. 
In  addithm  a  number  of  new  engine 
houses  were  erected  and  included  In  the 
Boston  comptroll<-r's  report  while  the 
Duluth  new  buildings  are  omitted  in 
figuring  the  per  capita.  In  Duluth  the 
firemen  receive  'mly  $780  per  year  and 
are  the  most  poorly  paid  of  any  of  the 
cities  Included  in  the*  list.  But  the  chief 
labors  under  no  such  disadvantage  in 
the  way  of  remuneration.  Chief  Black 
receives  a  salary  of  $2400  while  his  less 
fortunate  contemporaries  in  VVashlng- 
trm,  Allegheny,  Providence.  (^)luml>us 
and  Syracuse  are  compelled  to  worry 
along  on  $2000  a  year  despite  the  fact 
that  the  departments  under  their 
charge  are  decidedly  larger  than  that 
of  Duluth. 

The  treasurer  estimates  that  the  run- 
ning   expenses    for    the    current    year 
will  be  $110,(M)0  without  Including  $5000 
recently    expended    by    the    council    for 
new  hose  and  after  deducting  hydrant 
rental,  outstanding  orders  and  a  $20:i,- 
774  overdraft  which   must  come  out  of 
the  general  fund.

FREQUENT   DEMANDS   FOR   HOSE. 
The  local  board  of  fire  commissioners 
has  been  singularly  unfortunate  In  pur- 
chasing   new    hose    and    the    selections 
made   have  the  undesirable  quality   of 
wearing    out    quicker    than      in      other 
t-lties- also    according    to    reports.      In 
consequence  there  have  been   frequent 
demands  on  the  council   for  new   hose 
a    majority  of  which  it  has  seen   fit   to 
Krant  without  hesitation.

'This  week  has  been  marked  by  three 
great  events.  The  opening  of  the  At- 
lanta exposition,  the  commemoration  of 
the  anniversary  of  Chickamauga  and  the 
opening  of  the  St.  Louis  county  fair. 
And  the  greatest  of  these  I  mentioned 
last.  Chickamauga  was  but  a  brutal 
struggle  between  men.  The  Atlanta  ex- 
position is  only  a  cotton  show,  but  our 
county  fair  celebrates  the  victory  of 
peace  and  from  our  standpoint  is  the 
greatest  event  en  earth.

The  committee  of  the  Taxpayers' 
league  which  has  been  making  an.  In- 
vestigation into  the  water  (luestk)n  com- 
pleted its  rei>ort  yestcnlay.

.square  inch  on  that  street.  As  the  hill  is 
ascended  the  hyilrant  pressure  decreases 
and   the  mains  diminish   in  size. 

But  we  have  neglectful  to  Investlg.ate

•  water  supply  al»ove  Su-ierior  stri-et  in 
case  of  tire.  The  present  plant  is  now 
working  to  abfuit  one-half  of  its  capacity 
so  far  as  ordinary  domestic  consumption 
is  concerne<l  and  alwut  one-half  of  the 
propi  rty  fronting  on  its  mains  is  now  pat. 
roniziiiK  it.  so  that,  so  for  as  supplying 
the  demand  for  domestic  use  goes,  it  can 
increase  Its  output  two  fold  without  any 
increase  of  plant,  and  the  eliief  increase 
in  operating  expanses  would  be  in  fuel, 
lireman  an<l  clerk  hire  in  office.  In  case  oT 
large  lire,s  it  Is  thought  that  the  pre.s«-nt 
I)lani  will  supply  a  rioi)ulation  of  about 
v."!  (lOi»  with  good   tire  protection.

The  material  for  such  a  plant  Is  cheap- 
er at  the  presejit  tlnic  than  It  was  at  the 
time  of  the  KealiiiK  and  Davis  rejiorLs. 
lUit  your  commit  tei-  lielieves  that  the 
saving  here  effiH-ted  would  be  offset  by 
the  Increased  cost  of  laying  mains  on 
stret>ls  where  there  now  are  (dher  mjiins 
and  t>onnectioiis  and  sewers,  and  the 
crossing  of  the  same,  and  the  cost  of  till- 
ing trenches  as  they  settle,  and  repair  of 
streets,  h'urther  the  price  of  all  material 
is  rapidly  advancing.  Therefore  your  com- 
mittee has  made  no  allowance  in  the  es- 
timate for  the  difference  of  the  cost  of 
material  In  l.Vtl.  and  the  present.  Sub- 
stantially all  of  the  llist  plant  put  in  by 
the  water  company,  has  been  thrown 
awav.  involving  a  loss  lo  It.  upon  a  con- 
servative estimate  of  $2.'.0,lHHl.  The  ex- 
l)endltures  made  upon  the  water  plant 
since  tho  Davis  and  Keating  reports  In 
\yfM  in  extension  and  Improvements 
amount  to  $l'.»o..-.!Hi. 

The  value  of  the  franchise  is  a  matter 
of  opinion.  The  county  commissioners 
have  assesstHl  it  at  $l2r),iHKi.  The  franchise 
has  eigtittM>n  yi>ars  more  to  run  and  at 
the  expiration  of  that  inie  the  city  Is 
under  legal  obligations  to  either  extend 
the  franchise  twenty  years  or  buy  tho 
property  at  an  appraised  value.  Whether 
the  loss  on  the  first  plant  should  be  con- 
sidered Is  a  matter  of  question.  Wlnit 
weight  would  be  given  to  that  loss  In  liti- 
Ka'ioii  between  the  I'it.v  and  the  water 
woiks  coTupany  it  is  difficult  to  say,  but 
it    mijjlit    have   some    weight. 

We  have  made  no  estimate  upon  the  gas 
plant,  as  that  is  not  included  In  the  offer 
to  sell  to  the  city.  I'lider  the  proposition 
made  the  comi»any  secures  the  gas  (ilant 
and  the  right  to  lay  its  gas  pijies  In  all 
trenches  dug  by  the  city  upon  the  i>ay- 
ment  to  the  city  of  one-third  the  cost  of 
the  trench  If  used  by  the  Kas  company 
when  llrst  opened  and  iine-llflh  ot  ini>  cost, 
If  used  by  them  later.  In  the  present 
trenches  the  gas  main.s  are  sometimes  laid 
:iloiigsiile  of  the  wap'r  mains,  and  at 
other  times  ovt<r  and  to  one  side  and  at 
others  directly  over. 
OWNERSHIP  OF  WATER  BONDS. 
So  far  as  your  committee  can  learn 
the  water  company  owns  none  of  its 
bonds  at  the  present  time.  The  last 
block  having  been  srdd  after  the  last 
election,  anil  from  the  proceeds  the 
floating  debt  was  i)aid.  We  jire  Infortttnd 
tliJit  the  only  stockholder  who  owns 
any  bonds  is  Mr.  Dtiryea  who  owns 
six  to  ten:  $1,100,000  of  the  bonds  are 
owned  in  London;  about  J.IOO.OOO  by  a 
New  Englan<l  savings  bank,  and  the 
remainder  are  scattered  around  in 
small  lots.  Substantially  all  the  bonds 
are  held  by  Investors  having  passed 
through  one  or  more  hands  before  they 
came  to  the  present  owners. 

In  the  proposition  now  before  the  peo- 
j)le  there  Is  no  agreement  on  the  part 
of  any  one  holding  bonds  of  the  coin- 
pany  to  refund  them  and  take  city 
bonds  instead.  These  bonds  draw  !■> 
and  t>  per  cent  Interest.  The  city  could 
probably  float  its  bonds  to  refund  the 
present  water  bonds  at  4  per  cent  or 
less. 

LEGAL   FACTS. 
In  stating  these  facts  your  committee 
confines  itself  to  what  has  been  decided 
j  by    the  supreme   court   of    Minnesota  or 
j  the  United  States  circuit  court  of  appeal 
for  the  Eighth  circuit.    This  latter  couit 
I  is    the    court    of    last    resort    from    the 
1  United   States  circuit  court  of  this  dl.s- 
trict. 
(1>    The  water  company  has  not  an  ex- 
!  elusive  privilege  to  maintain  ami  opei- 
ato<  a  water  phant  in  Duluth,  and  the  city 
can    grant    a    similar    franchise    to    any 
other  coii>oratlon  or  Itself  build  a  plant. 
I       (2)     Any    bonds    that    the   city    might 
i  issue   to   build   a   plant  would   be   a    lien 
,  on  such  plant  and  al.su  be  a  general  In- 
'  debtedness  of  the  city  on  which  the  city 
'  would  be  generally  liable. 
I      (."?)     The  city  can  Issue  bonds  for  such 
purpo.ses  in  excess  of  Its  charter  limit  of 
indebtedness. 
;      (4>    The  city  is  under  contract  to  pur- 
cha.se  the  present   water  and  gas  plant 
at    the   expiration   of   the   present    fran- 
chise, eighteen  years  from  now.  If  It  re- 
fuses to  extend  the  franchise  for  twenty 
years  longer.    The  price  to  be  paid  to  be 
determined  by  appraisers  as  therein  pro- 
vided. 
'      (5)     In  fixing  the  price  to  be  paid  tb< 
water  company,  for  its  plant,  after  th<- 
expiration  of    its  franchise,  or,  in  other

NEW     PLANT       IN       COMPETITION 

WITH  presf:nt. 

It  is  impossilde  to  say  what  the  earn- 
ings of  a  new  plant  owne<l  by  the  city 
would  be  in  competition  with  the  present 
plant.  There  Is  no  doubt  that  it  would 
result  in  a  reduction  of  rates,  and  that 
for  a  period  the  earnings  of  the  new 
jdant  would  not  be  sufTlclent  to  pay  oper- 
ating expen.ses  and  interest  on  the  liond- 
ed  Indebtedness.  This  deficit  would  have 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund. 

The  foregoing  are  the  facts  pertinent 
to  the  water  question  .so  far  as  your  com- 
mittee can  learn  them.  In  stating  them 
your  committee  has  endeavored  to  re- 
ffaln  from  expr-^sslng  opinion  of  Its 
own.  It  does  not  vouch  for  the  truth  of 
the  facts,  but  ean  only  say  that  upon 
the  evidence  which  we  can  secure  the 
facts  are  as  staled  above.  Respectfully 
submitted.

Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  Sept.  20.— This, 
the  third  day  of  the  exercises  attendant 
upon  the  dedication  of  the  battlefield  to 
the  nation  as  a  park,  opened  with  a 
grand  civic  and  military  parade.  The 
visiting  cabinet  oHiceis.  governors  and 
their  staffs  and  the  various  military  or- 
ganizations took  part,  it  brought  more 
peojile  to  the  city  than  have  been  here 
at  any  one  time  since  the  dedicatory  ex- 
ercises began.  The  thousands  who  have 
been  stoi)ping  In  the  taverns  along  Mis- 
sionary ridge.  Lookout  mountain,  and 
other  places  in  the  suburbs,  were  all 
here  today.  Then  thousands  c.ime  in 
from  the  surrounding  country,  sti  that 
the  streets  antl  thoroughfares  were 
thronged  to  that  de.gree  that  it  was  next 
to  impossible  to  get  abotit. 

The  local  police,  however,  handli»<l 
the  crowd  well  and  te.uns  and  vehicles 
were  kept  off  the  streets  over  which  the 
parade  passed  and  were  kept  moving  on 
the  aide  streets  so  that  there  were  no 
blockades.  It  was  a  few  minutes  past 
10  o'clock  when  the  parade  started.  A 
platoon  of  police  led,  fcdlowed  by  a 
military  band,  then  came  Vice  Presi- 
dent Stevenson  and  party  in  carriages; 
in  the  succeeding  carriages  were  Gen. 
Schofield,  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
Smith,  Postmaster  General  Wilson,  Sec- 
retary Herbert  and  Attorney  General 
Harmon,  with  senators,  .congressmen, 
governors  and  staffs,  park  commission- 
ers, Tennessee  legislators.  Mayor  Ochs, 
citizens'    committee   and    invited    guests. 

Another  platoon  of  police  came  next 
and  then  the  United  States  troops,  the 
Ohio  National  Guard,  Tennessee  Na- 
tional fJuard,  t^apltal  City  guartS  of 
Georgia,  and  the  Chattanooga  school 
battalion.  The  formal  exercises  of  the 
day  were  held  In  the  big  15arniim  tent 
near  the  government  building,  and  were 
presided  over  by  Vice  President  Steven- 
son. 

After  music  by  the  hand  Rev.  Dr. 
St.  Nlccolls,  of  St.  Louis,  offered  prayer. 
The  first  address  was  by  George  Ochs, 
mayor  of  this  city.  Wh(>n  tlie  applause 
following  Mayor  Ochs'  speech  Innl  suli- 
sided.  Senator  Bate,  of  Ti'nnessee,  de 
llvered  an  eloquent  oration.  He  was 
heartily  ai)))lauded.  Next  there  was 
music  by  the  band  siinl  then  Gen.  Charles 
Grosvenor,  of  Ohio,  sjioke.  He  was 
frequently  interrupted  by  applause.  The 
meeting  then  adjoiu'ned.

MR.  KEATING^S  ESTIMATES. 

There  Were  Two  and  the  Second 
is  Explained. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

During  the  progress  of  the  discussion 
over  the  pending  proposition  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  water  plant  of  the  gas  and 
water  company  1  have  been  Interested 
and  at  times  almost  amused  at  the  de- 
votion which  Mr.  Allen  an<l  his  friends 
have  shown  for  Mr.  Keating  and  his 
estimate.  (They  apparently  desire  to 
stake  their  side  of  the  case  on  the  sayso 
of  Mr.  Keating.  No  matter  what  argu- 
ments are  advanced,  no  matter  what 
showing  is  made,  why  as  sensible  busi- 
ness mfn  we  should  forget  our  preju- 
dices and  our  favorite  hf»bbies  and  do  the 
best  thing  concerned.  Mr.  Allen  and 
his  associates  shut  their  ears  to  reascm. 
When  nothing  can  be  said  to  sustain 
their  side  of  the  case,  they  only  shrug 
their  .shoulders  and  murmur  "Keating, 
Keating."  It  satisfies  their  longings  as 
nothing  else  can  do. 

It  Is  to  be  noticed  also  that  in  their 
monotonous  u.s*-'  of  the  phrase  they  speak 
always  of  "the"  Keating  estimate.  Now 
as  a  matter  of  fact  there  are  two  Keat- 
ing estimates  prepared  under  very  dif- 
ferent tdrcumstances  and  at  widely  dif- 
ferent times.  When  they  speak  of  the 
"Keating"  estimate,  which  <me  do  they 
mean".'  It  would  Ix*  charity  to  believe 
that  they  know  of  only  one  estimate, 
hut  It  is  l-mposslble  to  do  them  this 
.credit.  As  a  matter  of  fact  no  on/*  knows 
of  the  existence  of  the  two  better  than 
•Mr.  Allen.  It  Is  Impossible  to  believe 
that  he  could  have  overlooked  so  Im- 
portant a  fact  at  a  time  when  he  was 
the  attorney  for  the  city  and  when  It 
was  Important  that  he  should  have 
known  all  about  the  water  question.  To 
dwell  at  length  on  one  of  the  Keating 
prorxjsltions  and  ignore  the  other  In 
dealing  with  a  public  question  and  In 
the  public  pre.ss  comes  so  near  decep- 
tion that  Mr.  Allen  must  not  feel  of- 
fended if  he  finds  he  has  been  sowing  a 
bountiful  crf)p  of  suspicions  that  Is  now 
about    ready   to   be   harvested. 

What  Is  the  truth  about  Mr.  Keating 
and  his  propositions  which  the  obstruc- 
tlf>nlsts  are  .«o  fond  of  quoting'.'  We  ;ill 
remember.  In  IWl  Mr.  Keating  for  a 
short  time  had  been  the  city  engineer 
of  Duluth.  At  that  time  theie  was  al- 
ready a  water  question  and  what  was 
known  as  the  Sargent  i»roposltion  was 
pending.  It  was  decided  to  defeat  the 
jiroposltlon  and  Mr.  Keating  as  city  en- 
gineer was  Instructed  to  ]ire|)are  a  re- 
port that  would  kill  the  election.  With 
no  adequate  ))reparallon  and  without 
devoting  a  fraction  of  the  time  nei-essary 
to  go  thoroughly  into  the  question,  Mr. 
Keating  according  to  his  Instructions 
prepared  what  by  courtesy  was  known 
as  a  report.  It  was  not  even  a  good  guess 
as  to  the  cost  of  the  system  then  In 
operation.  It  was  simply  a  collection 
of  figures  that  would  be  certain  to  kill 
the  Sargent  proposition.  It  had  no  other 
purpose.  It  answered  the  purpose  for 
which  It  was  intended. 


also  that  while  figures  do  not  lie 
men  who  make  them  sometimes  do. 
that  was  only  incidental,  that  was 
intended. 

It  is  this  incomplete  set  of  figures, 
made  to  <trder  and  .submitted  to  llie 
council  with  .(11  aiiology,  th.it  Mr.  Aie-n 
;ind  the  others  refer  to  so  often  and  .so 
lovingly  as  the  Keating  estim.ite.  Tliis 
report  was  imblished  In  the  olllcial  pro- 
ceedings of  the  council  In  the  News  on 
Nov.  17,  1N91.  In  subniitting  it  .Mr. 
Keating  wrote:  "Owing  to  constant 
Interiuiitioiis  <icc;isioned  by  the  routin.> 
duties  of  my  otiice  and  the  limited  lime 
.'illowed  me.  niy  t:isk  has  been  fotuid  one 
of  no  small  m.tgnitude.  Tin-  above  I 
trust  will  be  found  sulliclent  apology  for 
tlie  incomplete  natui-e  of  tin-  report." 
"lncom])lete'  w.is  a  veiy  gentle  wmd  In 
this  connection.  If  .Mr.  Keatiin;-  h.ol  le- 
feiied  to  his  set  (»f  figures  as  a  ni:»llie- 
matical  fairy  tale,  he  would  have  cone- 
so  clo.se  to  the  truth  that  in  all  jnoba- 
billty  the  difference  would  never  have 
been    detected. 

Mr.  .Mien  .and  his  friends  have  made 
this  so-called  repoit  familiar  to  the  pub- 
lic and  they  have  stated  its  contents  in 
n  fairly  correct  way.  .Mr.  Keating  le- 
pitrted  that  m:iking  lilK-ral  esiimales  le- 
thought  that  the  plant  of  the  ^,'as  and 
water  comjiany  could    be  dtipllcaled   for 

.1  little  over  $!,(HMI,()0(».  The  value  of  tlX' 
water  plant  was  put    .it   $724.4^2.

the  council  by  .Mr.  Keating  when  he  w.i.s 
ordered  to  put  as  low  an  estimate  on 
the  jilant  ;is  was  possible  without  mak- 
ing th<-  whole  thing  ,1  farce.  A  little 
later  along  in  Wxi  the  council  was  ready 
to  look  at  the  thing  from  a  |)iiiely  busi- 
ness standpcdiit  and  .Mr.  Keating  was  in-i 
structed  to  forgit  his  former  fairy  tale> 
and  tell  the  council  sotnelhliig  about 
what  ;i  water  plant  would  really  cost. 
In  the  first  case  Mr.  Keating  gave  the 
•  lUestion  Jibout  two  days  of  .ittention.. 
At  the  second  ri'quest  he  recognized 
tliat  it  was  a  liuslness  proposition  which 
was  submitted  to  him,  that  his  ieput;i,- 
tion  ;is  an  engineer  was  iiiv<dved  .-md  !h- 
gave  the  (lueslion  tin-  attention  that  It 
deserved.  The  result  was  tliat  he  sub- 
mitted a  second  water  report  to  t:)ie 
council  which  was  published  in  the  olll- 
cial proceeding.-;  in  the  .N'ews  of  .\i»ril 
<;.  l.S!)2.  In  the  first  cise  .Mr.  Keatinu 
had  leported  that  a  system  id'  six  ni'.les 
with  everything  Ithat  was  necess.lry 
could  be  constructed  for  ;i  little  over 
.1:700,000.  When  he  c.ime  re.illy  (o  itm- 
siiler  the  question  he  found  that  llie 
sii|iplemiiitary  systeiu.  :i  punipln^^  f;l.i- 
tii'ii  and  fourteen  miles  of  m:iiti  cuiild 
not  t)e  biilli  and  j.ut  Into  opeiatlon  101 
less  than  $.SK|.:!20.  In  other  words,  if 
Mr.  Keating's  estimate  w.is  cmiei  1  in 
IS'.d.  he  knew  of  sonie  ope  willing  to  p.-iy 
him  $l(;o,0(»()  for  tlK-  privilege  of  con- 
st meting  the  extra  twenty-two  miles 
of  main. 

It  Is  this  second  ie))orf  of  Mr.  Ke.ii- 
iiigs  that  .Mr.  Allu  and  his  backers  do 
not  find  interesting.  It  is  so  dry  read- 
ing to  them  in  fact  lh:it  they  have  never 
even  mentioncfl  it,  in  spite  of  the  fact

.judgment  and  after  he  had  had  oppor- 
tunit.v  to  base  his  esiim.ites  on  some 
practical  work  in  Otiluth. 

It  must  be  remembered  too  that  in 
his  seconti  estitnate  Mr.  Keating  con- 
templated a  union  between  the  pro|ioseij 
work  and  the  system  alreaii.v  in  oi)era- 
tlon.  He  .said  in  his  rei)ort:  "The  c.t- 
|)aclty  of  the  new  low  sei-vlce  reser\<ur 
is  much  less  than  I  would  like  to  h.ne 
It.  btit  there  appeared  so  man.v  advan- 
tages In  jilacing  it  alongside  the  w.iter 
company's  present  resi'ivoir  that  they 
seemed  to  outweigh  other  considera- 
tions and  when  the  works  are  combined, 
as  they  should  be  and  i>robably  will  be 
at  .some  time,  tin-  united  cajiaeiiy  of 
the.se  reservoirs  will  n'»  doubt  be  sufll- 
cient  for  some  time."

I>ert  to  se<>  him  fall  back  on  the  old  cry 
that  the  Keating  estimate  in  the  second

It  will  save  him.  Ag.'dnst  it  Is  the  fact 
that  .Mr.  Keating  had  to  provide  for  very 
little  lock  work  and  that  Is  an  Im- 
portant item.  If  .Mr.  Keating  is  to  pl.iy 
:)  star  part  in  this  illscussion.  by  all 
means  let  us  have  the  full  truth  about 
him.  If  Mr.  Allen  will  ind  give  It  he 
must  not  be  surprl.sed  or  |>ained  If  we 
look  for  It  on  our  own  account.  The 
two  estini.ates  are  on  file  in  the  city  en- 
gineer's office  and  can  be  examined  by 
any  one  who  will  take  the  trouble  to 
look  them  up.

Tower,  Minn.,  Sept.  20.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— William  Allen,  of  Ash- 
land, and  John  OCallahan,  of  Sagola, 
Mich.,  who  have  been  figuring  for  some 
time  on  a  logging  road  for  the  Howe 
Lumber  company,  have  just  closed  the 
deal.  They  already  have  a  complete 
outfit  In  Michigan,  and  it  will  be  ship- 
ped here  at  once.  The  road  will  begin 
at  the  main  line  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  a  short  distance  this  side  of 
Eagle  Nest  lake,  between  here  and 
KJy,  and  from  thence  run  south  into 
61-14,  where  the  timber  lies. 

The  amount  of  timber  con- 
tracted for  is  50,000,000  feet, 
20,000.000  of  which  will  be  cut 
this  winter 

The  road  is  to  be  standard  gauge, 
and  the  cars  will  run  from  where  the 
pine  13  cut  to  Vermilion  lake.  The  con- 
tract covers  the  logs  from  the  stump 
to  the  mill.  The  main  line  to  be  built 
this  fall  will  be  about  five  miles  in 
length,  exclusive  of  sidetracks,  but  as 
cutting  proceeds  and  the  company 
acquires  more  timber,  it  will  be  extend- 
ed indefinitely  west  and  south.  The  re- 
gion to  be  travei-sed  by  the  road  in- 
cludes one  of  the  largest  and  best  bodies 
of  standing  pine  in  Minnesota,  esti- 
mated at  1.000,00(1,000  feet,  of  which  the 
single  township  of  61-14  contains  over 
100,000,000  feet.  The  logging  road  will 
prove  a  great  benefit  to  Tower,  as  the 
mill  can  be  supplied  with  logs  winter 
and  summer,  and  so  run  during  the 
entire  year. 

The  Vermilion  Gun  club  held  its 
last  medal  shout  last  Sunday,  and  it 
proved  the  most  interesting  of  the  sea- 
son. ■  Tha  two  shoots  for  the  gold 
medal  in  Class  A  were  won  by  Ryan, 
and  the  two  for  the  silver  medal  in 
Class  B  by  Congdon,  making  his  third 
victory,  and  the  medal  became  his 
property.  In  Class  A  Richardson  and 
Leighton  had  each  held  the  medal 
three  times,  but  in  the  shoot  off  for 
the  tie  Richardson  won.  The  entire 
club  of  sixteen  members  averaged 
twenty  outside  ot  a  possible  twenty-five 
for  the  season,  and  for  a  club  but  two 
years  old,  nearly  all  having  done  no 
trap  shooting  before  that  time,  is  one 
of  the  best  in  the  state. 

The  hunting  season  has  opened  aus- 
piciously, and  hunters  report  partridge 
((uite  plentiful.  On.  Pelican  lake,  forty 
miles  from  here,  a  great  many  rail 
are  being  killed  and  in  a  few  weeks  the 
same  region  will  be  literally  alive  with 
ducks.  Local  huntei-s  are  anxious  to 
keep  a  good  thing  for  themselves,  con- 
sequently Tower  is  not  renowned  for 
the  abundanceof  game  as  it  should 
be. 

The  mill  of  the  Howe  Lumber  com- 
pany closed  down  Saturday  for  the  sea- 
son. The  total  cut  for  this  year  was 
13,000,000  feet,  and  several  million  feet 
of  logs  are  left  over.  A  cargo  of  a 
million  and  a  half  of  mixed  grades  has 
just  been  shipped  to  Chicago  parties  via 
Duluth. 

J.  C.  Foley  returned  to  Seine  river 
Thursday. 

Thomas  Chalmers,  of  West  Superior, 
is  enjoying  a  few  weeks  outing  here. 

Ralph  Lawrence  has  taken  the  posi- 
tion of  yardmaster  at  Biwabik,  and 
Clark  Winchell  has  been  promoted  to 
his  position  as  yardmaster  at  Tower 
Junction. 

The  stockholders  of  the  First  Nation- 
al bank  at  a  special  meeting  held  on 
Thursday,  voted  to  go  into  voluntary 
liquidation.  The  bank  will  be  reorgan- 
ized as  a  state  bank,  with  a  capital 
stock  of  S25,000.  More  capital  on  hand 
than  business  required  is  the  cause  of 
this  step.

THE  EQUALIZATION. 

J.  E.  Cooley  Did  Good  Work  for 
St.  Louis  County. 

J.  E.  Cooley  returned  this  morning 
from  St.  Paul  where  he  attended  the 
meeting  of  the  state  board  of  equali- 
zation which  completed  its  labors  yes- 
terday, Mr.  Cooley  accomplished  much 
for  this  county.  The  session  was  a 
stormy  one  from  start  to  finish,  there 
being  certain  members  on  the  board 
who  wanted  to  equalize  personal  prop- 
erty taking  the  last  census  as  a  basis, 
which  would  have  left  St.  Louis  county 
rather  low  as  compared  with  others 
showing  less  increase  in  population. 

In  the  merchandise  line,  one  of  the 
most  important,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
and  Duluth  were  Increased  10  per  cent, 
but  on  the  last  day  Mr.  Cooley  by  hard 
work  had  Duluth's  increase  reduced 
to  5  per  cent,  which  saves  a  tax  on 
about  $50,000.  Other  changes  are:  Sew- 
ing machines,  decreased  40  per  cent; 
organs,  decrease,  20  per  cent;  pianos, 
decrease,  5  per  cent;  household  and 
ofllce  furniture,  increase,  10  per  cent, 
in  city  of  Duluth  only;  gold  and  silver 
plated  ware.  Increase,  10  per  cent;  sa- 
loons, 5  per  cent;  elevators  and  ware- 
houses, 10  per  cent;  dogs,  Increase,  10 
per  cent.  On  the  latter  an  arbitrary 
valuation  of  $5  all  over  the  state  is 
made.  Some  counties  returned  dogs 
at  $20  and  sheep  at  $1.

Admits   That   the   Commis- 
sioners Know  Nothing 
About  Hose. 


Not  an  Unusual  Practice  to 

Doctor  the  Samples 

With  Oil. 


In  an  lntor\-iew  this  morning  on  the 
article  showing  that  the  Uuluth  tire  de- 
rartment  is  the  second  moat  expensive 
j>er  capita  which  appeared  in  The  Her- 
ald of  yesterday  Chief  Black  said: 

"You  shi.uld  take  into  consideration 
the  work  that  has  l>een  accomplished 
in  the  past  year.  Take  No.  1  tire  hall 
for  instance.  When  I  came  here  many 
of  the  men  were  ill  with  typhoid  fever 
and  the  veterinary  surgeon  was  con- 
stantly busy  with  the  horses.  On  inves- 
tigation I  fot^nd  that  the  floors,  joists 
and  wood  work  were  rotten.  It  was  due 
to  the  muck  underneath  the  building. 
1  had  the  matter  remedietl  and  we  have 
not  had  a  case  of  illness  in  the  depart- 
ment since.  That  was  one  expense  that 
saved  money.  Then  again  the  veterinary 
surgeon  was  working  on  a  monthly  sal- 
ar>-  before  I  came  here  and  the  board  of 
commissioners  was  about  to  close  a  con- 
tract with  him  at  180  a  month.  On  my 
advice  they  made  arrangements  with  him 
at  $1.50  per  visit  and  since  then  his  bill 
has  never  exceeded  $15  per  month.  The 
department  needed  building  up. 

•Is  it  not  a  fact  that  there  is  not  a 
man  on  the  board  of  fire  commissioners 
who  can  tell  one  hose  from  another  and 
is  not  that  the  reason  why  the  hose 
wears  out  so  quickly?"  inciuired  The 
Herald    representative. 

NOT  HOSE   EXPERTS. 

•'Yes.  of  course.  No  man  not  in  the 
business  is  a  hose  expert,"  was  the  re- 
ply. "I  have  been  handling  hose  for 
five  years  and  know  something  about  it 
as  a  matter  of  course.  Hose  sampk-s 
are  manufactured  for  samples  and  it  is 
not  an  unusuiil  practice  to  dip  the  hose 
in  oil  to  make  it  more  flexible.  It  takes 
an  expert  to  tell.  Before  I  came  the 
principal  aim  of  the  commissioners  was 
for  cheapness  and  less  for  utility.  That 
is  mistaken  economy  and  largely  ac- 
counts for  the  rapidity  with  which  the 
hose  has  worn  out.  Now  rubber  hose 
costs  only  20  cents  more  per  foot  than 
the  best  cotton  hose  and  it  Is  better  in 
every  w^ay.  It  will  throw  water  further 
and  wear  nearly  twice  as  long.  Ever 
since  I  have  been  here  I  have  endeavored 
to  practice  economy  but  I  have  urged 
the  purchase  of  rubber  hose." 

Here  the  reporter  broke  in  with  "is  It 
true  as  claimed  that  when  the  samples 
were  submitted  for  the  purchase  of  the 
last  50»X)  feet  the  Crane-Ordway  com- 
pany introducetl  samples  of  hose  practi- 
cally as  good  as  'Eureka'  at  75  cents 
and  the  board  recommended  the  pur- 
chase of  Eureka  at  80  cents  a  foot." 

"The  man  who  says  that  does  not 
know  what  he  is  talking  about.  They 
have  no  hose  that  will  compare  with 
Eureka  at  anywhere  near  the  same  price. 
It  is  not  true.  When  that  purchase 
went  before  the  council  the  board  ad- 
vised buying  3000  feet  of  rubber  hose  and 
2000  feet  of  cotton  hose.  The  council 
recommended  that  it  be  purchased  from 
home  firms.  The  Eureka  is  made  at 
Brooklyn  and  pays  the  smallest  commis- 
sion of  any  hose  manufactured.  The 
St.  Paul  agent  could  not  afford  to  di- 
vide with  a  local  firm. 

UNNECESSARY    EXPENSES. 

"Now  as  regards  unnecessary  ex- 
penses," continued  the  chief.  "As  you 
say  the  fire  hall  on  Minnesota  Point 
should  be  abolished  for  general  inutility 
and  the  same  action  taken  with  the 
lakeside  fire  hall  which  is  useless  be- 
cause there  is  not  sufficient  water  to 
make  the  engine  available.  Besides,  this 
proposition  to  put  an  engine  on  Duluth 
Heights  is  foolishness  in  my  estimation. 
In  case  of  fire  there  is  little  that  can  be 
done  up  there  away  from  water. 

"Our  insurance  rates  are  exceedingly 
exorbitant  and  I  am  told  they  are  so 
high  that  people  are  going  outside  the 
city  for  insurance.

ProsecuMon's     Main      Case 


Aftainst  the  San  Francis- 
co Accused  Is  In. 


Defense  Will  Commence  Its 

Side  or  the  Case  Next 

Week. 


Are    Confident    They    Can 
Prove  the  Entire  Inno- 
cence of  Durrant. 


San  Francisco,  Sept.  21.— The  main 
case  against  Durrant  is  in.  There  are 
some  odds  and  ends  of  evidence  to  prop 
the  carefully  built  structure  of  circum- 
stance:*,  but  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
the  prosecution  has  had  its  day. 

After  oppenlielm,  the  pawn  broker, 
had  told  how  Dinrant  came  to  him  to 
pawn  one  of  Blanche  Lamont's  rings, 
after  Sademan.  the  janitor,  had  said 
that  the  gas  fixtures  which  Durrant  as- 
Fcrted  he  had  been  fixing  on  that  fate- 
ful day  needed  no  flxin.ir  whatever;  after 
the  long  line  of  witnesses  had  taken  the 
prisoner  right  up  to  the  church  door; 
after  the  prosecution  had  done  its  best 
to  hang  the  man  they  consider  the  crim- 
inal of  a  century,  that  mans  attorneys 
were  as  merry  as  larks  and  as  confident 
as  men  can  be.  They  were  also  silent  as 
to  what  evidence  they  proposed  to  off  in- 
to break  down  an  apparently  invulner- 
able case. 

"Next  week  you  will  be  just  as  much 
with  us  as  you  are  now  against  us." 
said  Attorney  Duprey.  "Next  week  you 
win  be  with  us,  but  we  are  forced  to 
silence  now."     • 

Gen.  Dickin.'^on  and  Detective  Morse 
are  equally  confident.  It  was  their  man- 
ner, more  than  what  they  said,  that  gave 
listeners  the  impression  that  they  ex- 
pected to  tear  away  all  the  .structure  of 
the  prosecution  as  if  it  were  a  house  of 
cards  or  a  castle  of  the  air.  If  they 
were  acting  their  counterfeit  of  joyous 
certainty,  it  was  not  to  be  distinguished 
from  the  genuine  article.  This  confidence 
Is  what  keeps  my.stifying  those  who  fol- 
low the  case.  People  look  forward  to 
the  defenses  oi>ening  statement,  when 
it  will  be  told  exactly  how  Mr.  Duprey 
expects  to  clear  Durrant. 

If  the  defense  can  make  its  confidence 
good  there  will  be  nothing  more  dra- 
matic in  the  annals  of  the  law.  Con- 
viction on  circumstantial  evidence  would 
be  an  Impossibility  in  the  California 
courts  after  such  a  denouement.  For 
this  young  man.  Durrant,  has  been  con- 
sidered guilty  by  ninety-nine  men  and 
women  out  of  every  hundred  for  months 
past.  To  have  his  Innocence  proven  bt- 
y(md  a  doubt  in  a  few  days  would  make 
him  the  hero  of  the  hour.  And  this  is 
just  the  position  in  which  these  two 
skilled  attorneys  of  his,  and  his  famous 
detective,   insist  they  will  place  him. 


FISH    COMMISSION. 


It's  Probable  Transfer  to  Agri- 
cultural Department. 

Washington,  Sept.  -I. — The  transfer 
of  the  fish  commission,  now  an  inde- 
pendent organization,  to  the  agricul- 
tural departmert  by  congress  at  the 
coming  session.  Is  considered  probable. 
There  has  been  for  some  time  a  senti- 
ment against  Indepi.ndent  bu^e^aus  and 
commissions.  For  many  years  there 
was  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  place 
the  geological  survey  under  the  inter- 
ior department.  About  three  years  ago 
the  weather  bureau  was  made  a  j)or- 
tl(  n  of  the  agricultural  department 
and  now  there  is  to  be  an  attempt  to 
place  the  fish  commission -within  the 
same  department. 

It  is  believed  that  fnjch  a  move  would 
increase  the  practical  efficiency  of  the 
work  and  result  In  its  mr>re  economical 
administration.  Opposition  to  such  a 
transfer  will,  it  Is  thought,  come  from 
thecommlssion  itself  because  transfer 
would  rpke  away  from  it  both  4ts  inde- 
pendence and  its  license  in  the  matter 
of  expenditures.  The  prevailing  belief 
is,  however,  that  William  May,  of  Ne- 
braska, will  be  appointed  to  succeed 
the  late  fish  commissioner,  Marshall 
MacDonald. 

Mr.  May  is  a  man  of  means,  who  hai< 
for  fourteen  yeai"s  been  fish  commis- 
sioner of  Nebraska.  Secretary  Morton 
has  endorsed  him  very  warmly  and  it 
is  said  that  the  press  of  Nebraska  is 
unanimous  In  its  approval  of  his  can- 
didacy. The  only  formidable  candidate 
against  Mr.  May  is  said  to  be  John  F. 
Crane,  of  Missouri.

To  the  Voters  of  the  City  of  Duluth. 


The  issues  to  be  presented  to  the  people  at  the 
forthcoming  waterworks  election  are  of  so  vital  import- 
ance, and  of  a  character  so  fraught  with  the  future  weal 
or  woe  of  Duluth  and  its  citizens,  that  we  most  earnest- 
ly urge  upon  business  men,  upon  the  taxpayer,  upon 
the  home  owner  and  upon  every  voter  the  importance 
of  giving  them  the  most  careful  and  deliberate  consid- 
eration. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  of  the 
reasons  which  govern  our  opinion  in  thus  publicly  an- 
nouncing our  determination  to  support  by  all  the  means 
in  our  power  the  proposition  to  purchase  the  present 
plant  as  being  the  safest,  the  most  certain  and  the  most 
economical  proposition  of  the  two  submitted,  and  as  the 
only  method  by  which  action  of  any  kind  looking 
toward  municipal  ownership  of  the  water  plant  will  be 
taken. 

1.  We  must  vote  either  (a)  to  purchase;  or  (b)  to 
build,  or  (c)  to  do  nothing  at  all. 

2.  We  have  long  agitated  this  question  with  the 
unvarying  result  that  the  obstruction  of  the  will  of  the 
people  to  buy,  by  those  who  are  determined  that  the 
city  shall  not  build  or  buy,  have  deprived  the  people  of 
pure  water,  adequate  fire  protection  and  the  many  nec- 
essary extensions  of  service  which  are  wanted  at  once 
and  which  are  absolutely  necessary. 

3.  The  sewerage  system  consists  of  sewers  in 
each  street  and  each  alle}".  A  new  water  system,  if 
built,  must  be  constructtd  in  either  street  or  alley. 
Wherever  blasting  is  necessary  for  such  system  the 
whole  sewerage  system  would  be  ruined. 

4.  If  we  vote  to  build,  past  experience  shows  noth- 
ing whatever  can  be  done  in  years. 

5.  It  would  be  a  public  calamity  to  vote  against 
doing  anything,  and  to  vote  to  build  with  the  unsur- 
mountable  obstacles  in  the  way  which  now  exist,  means 
the  same  thing  as  doing  nothing. 

6-  In  case  of  purchase,  all  necessary  extensions  can 
be  made  at  once  to  outlying  districts.  Woodland,  West 
Duluth,  Duluth  Heights,  Fond  du  Lac,  New  Duluth, 
and  the  hill  top,  and  be  giving  them  the  water  service 
and  tire  protection  they  are  justly  entitled  to.  The 
property  above  Fourth  street  especially  stands  in  im- 
perative need  of  these  extensions. 

7.  The  vote  to  purchase  solves  at  once  the  puz- 
zling question  what  to  do  with  the  unemployed  of  this 
city.  There  will  be  immediate  labor  for  all  in  the  neces- 
sary work  of  extending  the  system. 

8.  A  vote  to  build  is  positively  certain  to  deprive 
our  laboring  men  of  this  work  for  years  to  come.  Bond 
buyers  will  not  furnish  money  in  any  sum,  at  any  rate 
of  interest,  to  build  a  new  plant  competing  as  it  must 
disastrously  with  the  existing  system. 

9.  The  price  is  not  so  high  as  some  would  have  us 
think,  and  all  the  adv'antages  to  be  gained  by  purchase 
more  than  compensate  for  whatever  excess  the  price 
asked  may  contain.  The  principal  objectors  on  this 
score  are  non-resident  taxpayers  whose  property  is  al- 
ready benefited  by  the  water  system.  The  city  acquires 
a  plant  which  is  self  supporting  and  there  would  not  be 
an  increase  of  a  single  dollar  in  taxes. 

10.  The  new  plant  would  cost  more  than  many  of 
us  think.  The  amount  given  as  the  cost  of  the  new 
plant  are  mainly  street  rumors.  All  the  estimates  so  far 
furnished  are  estimates  gotten  up  with  the  express  in- 
tention of  defeating  the  proposition  to  purchase. 

11.  The  old  plant  pa5's  its  own  wa)^  the  water 
rates  being  sufficient  to  more  than  pay  all  expenses  and 
interest  charges. 

12.  If  we  vote  to  build  there  is  no  question  but 
that  bonds  issued  for  the  express  purpose  of  building  a 
plant  to  compete  with  the  present  plant,  would  be  un- 
salable in  any  market,  and  the  fact  of  their  being  offered 
for  sale  for  such  a  purpose  would  affect  disastrously  the 


credit  ot  the  city  of  Duluth  in  all  the  money  markets  of 
the  world.  This  is  not  a  mere  opinion,  the  best  author- 
ities declaring  such  bonds  unsalable,  because  the  putting 
in  of  a  competing  plant  savors  of  repudiation  of  a  prior 
contract  made  with  the  city,  and  the  inference  would  be 
fair  that  a  municipality  which  repudiated  its  valid  con- 
tract with  a  corporation  might  repudiate  a  financial 
contract.  We  are  confronted  with  the  further  impedi- 
ment of  no  revenue  from  a  plant  for  5'ears  to  come,  of 
increased  taxes  to  pay  interest  on  the  bonds  and  oper- 
ating expenses  of  a  new  plant  without  any  revenue 
whatever  at  the  time  of  its  completion. 

13.  There  are  2500  or  more  connections  with  the 
existing  plant  which  have  cost  the  individuals  about 
$300,000-  Under  such  circumstances  they  would  hardly 
be  persuaded  to  make  new  connections  with  a  new 
plant.  A  careful  estimate  of  the  cost  of  building  a  sup- 
plementary plant  based  on  the  estimate  of  Engineer 
Keating  made  in  1892,  is  $884,320  or  about  $65,000 
per  mile,  there  being  fourteen  miles  in  the  proposed 
supplementary  system.  This  estimate  if  correct  (assum- 
ing it  as  a  basis)  it  would  cost  to  parallel  the  present 
system  of  35  miles  at  the  same  rate  per  mile  that  Mr. 
Keating  gives  for  the  supplementary  system,  $2  275,000- 

14.  Two  plants  in  existence  engaged  in  ruinous 
competition  means  great  loss  to  everybody. 

15.  It  has  been  charged  that  the  mains  in  the 
business  and  residence  portions  of  the  city  are  too  small 
to  give  adequate  fire  protection.  Against  this  the  facts 
are  that  Duluth  mains  are  larger  in  the  same  districts 
than  in  other  cities  niuch  larger,  notably  St.  Paul  and 
Kansas  City. 

16.  By  the  express  terms  of  the  franchise  given  to 
the  present  company  by  the  city  it  is  provided  that  at 
the  expiration  of  its  term  the  city  **shail  buy"  the  old 
plant  at  a  fair  valuation  or  extend  the  franchise  for  20 
years  longer.  This  is  mandatory  and  enters  the  ques- 
tion as  an  issue  very  much  alive. 

17.  We  believe  that  under  purchase,  the  income 
would  more  than  double  within  the  next  five  years  as 
compared  with  present  revenues,  and  that  material  re- 
ductions in  that  event  would  be  made. 

18.  It  is  contended  that  because  the  gas  mains  are 
laid  in  the  same  trenches  with  the  water  mains  in  the  old 
system  that  a  hardship  would  be  worked  to  the  city. 
We  find  nothing  objectionable  in  the  existing  facts 
which  are  that  the  gas  mains  are  laid  above  and  to  one 
side  of  the  water  mains  and  access  can  be  had  to  the 
latter  at  all  times  without  difficult}*.  This  objection, 
however,  we  regard  as  hardly  reaching  the  dignity  of 
an  argument. 

19.  In  conclusion  the  whole  matter  can  be  briefly 
summed  up  as  follows: 

The  new  plant  is  not  feasible,  practically  or  finan- 
cially. The  purchase  of  the  present  plant,  its  franchise, 
its  holdings  and  appurtenances  and  outstanding  con- 
tracts can  be  made  now  for  a  fair,  reasonable  sum,  and 
it  is  therefore  our  best  judgment  that  this  should  be  done 
without  further  delay,  and  we  believe  we  can  engage  in 
no  more  loyal  and  patriotic  duty  as  citizens  of  Duluth 
than  to  pledge  ourselves  to  vote  and  work  in  favor  of 
its  consummation. 

20.  This  election  occurs  on  Sept.  24th,  from  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning  to  7  o'clock  in  the  evening.  If 
you  favor  the  purchase  of  the  plant  vote  "yes"  on  prop- 
ositions numbered  1,  2  and  4,  and  vote  "no"  on  proposi- 
tion numbered  3. 

21.  Proposition  number  4  provides  for  the  issu- 
ance ot  $850,000  worth  of  bonds  with  which  to  make 
extensions  and  improvements.  This  not  only  furnishes 
a  long  term  of  employment  for  labor,  but  Will  render  it 
possible  for  the  city  to  so  increase  the  revenues  as  not  only 
to  effect  a  large  reduction  in  water  rates  but  to  pay  all 
charges  and  yet  not  increabC  the  taxes  of  one  citizen  to 
the  amount  of  a  single  dollar.

But  fortunately  for  Duluth.  Mr.  Buck 
t  had  one  of  Mr.  Lambs  circular  let- 
ters offering  Dulirth  gas  and  water 
bonds  for  sale  and  so  the  cat  was  let 
out  of  the  bag.

THE  NEWS  TRIBUNE'S  ATTITUDE. 

In  its  attempt  to  answer  Mr.  Crass- 
weller's  able  article  on  the  water  ques- 
tion the  News  Tribune,  among  other 
things,  says:  "The  non-resident  prop- 
erty owner  whose  property  is  already 
benefited  by  a  water  supply  and  fire 
protection  is  the  man  who  pulls  the 
string  to  which  the  Duluth  obstruction- 
ists dance."  In  its  issue  of  last  Sun- 
day it  alluded  to  non-resident  property 
owners  in  a  similar  way.  The  Herald 
now  calls  on  the  News  Tribune  to  define 
its  attitude  toward  non-resident  prop- 
erty owners.  Its  language  indicates  that 
in  its  opinion  the  interests  of  non-resi- 
dent property  owners  and  resident  prop- 
erty owners  are  different.  AVill  the  News 
Tribune  please  point  out  the  difference?

business  block  on  Superior  street,  a.= 
zealous  advocates  of  purchase.  It  gets 
the  contractor  to  say  that  the  price 
asked  is  a  trifle  high,  but  being  only 
Jl.000,000  too  much  it  is  but  a  "trifle" 
which  no  one  can  reasonably  object  to 
but  "non-resident  property  owners."  It 
is  well  known  that  hundreds  of  poor 
I)eople  lost  their  homes  and  properties 
by  the  course  pursued  at  West  Duluth 
of  robbing  "non-resident  property  own- 
ers" in  the  interest  of  contractors.  If 
we  understand  the  News  Tribune  it 
stands  pat  with  John  M.  Martin  and 
Paddy  McDonald  in  advocating  the 
same  policy  for  Duluth.

The  Sherburne  County  Star-News,

Mr.  Towne  has  never  uttered  a  word 
on  the  money  question  which  should 
arouse  the  hostility  of  any  Republican 
who  believes  in  the  policy  of  bimetallism. 
The  St.  Cloud  and  Little  Falls  papers 
which  have  attacked  him  profess  to  ad- 
vocate bimetallism  but  they  applaud 
and  re-echo  nearly  every  argument  made 
by  the  gold  monometallists  and  are  there- 
fore not  entitled  to  be  called  blmetallists. 


THAT  ENGLISH  LAMB. 

According  to  the  News  Tribune,  one 
O.  F.  Lamb,  Londtm  manager  of  the 
Municipal  Investment  company  of 
England,  "the  very  hlghes-t  authority 
in  the  financial  market,"  says  that 
bonds  issued  by  the  city  of  Duluth  lo 
build  an  independent  water  plant 
could  not  be  sold  at  any  rate  of  inter- 
est. And  the  advocate  of  purchase  of 
the  company's  plant  at  an  exorbitant 
price  then  coolly  asserts  that  this 
settles  the  whole  discussion  and  it  is 
foolish  to  talk  about  building  an  inde- 
pendent plant,  because  it  cannot  be 
dene!  It  Is  not  likely  that  the  News  Tri- 
bune will  make  any  votes  for  the  al- 
ready defeated  advocates  of  purchase. 
The  fear  of  defeat  must  have  made 
them  re<-kless  or  they  would  not  have 
the  impudence  to  quote  an  English 
visitor  aa  to  the  credit  of  Duluth  in  the 
money  markets.  When  Duluth  issues 
Ixmds  for  building'  an  independent 
water  plant,  they  wifl  be  sold  in  this 
country  and  not  in  England,  and  it  Is 
hardly  likely  that  the  bankers  and 
brokers  of  Chicago.  New  York.  Boston 
and  other  cities  who  will  bid  for  them 
will  ask  permission  fix)m  Mr.  Lamb  or 
consult  him  as  to  the  advisability  of 
offering  a  !>remium  for  the  bonds,  even 
if  he  is  "the  very  highest  authority  in 
the  financial   world." 

But  when  it  is  learned,  as  was  point- 
ed out  in  Mr.  Bucks  letter  yesterday, 
that  the  concern  represented  by  Mr. 
Lamb  has  for  sale  180,000  of  5  per  cent 
Duluth  Gas  and  Water  company's 
bonds  and  has  previously  Fold  about 
$1,000,000  of  these  bonds,  and  has  issued 
a  circular  stating  that  the  city  of  Du- 
luth Is  about  to  buy  the  plant  and 
thus  make  these  bonds  "municipal  ob- 
ligations," the  real  reason  why  Mr. 
Lamb  says:  building  bonds  cannot  be 
sold  becomes  apparent.  Self  interest 
prompts  Mr.  Lamb  to  make  this  state- 
m'ent,  and  the  statement  is  not  true. 

The  Sauk  Rapids  Free  Press  says: 
"Congressman  Towne  is  actively  en- 
gaged in  organizing  silver  clubs 
througl-out  the  state,  and  dame  rumor 
has  it  that  in  doing  so  he  is  working 
for  a  purpose  different  from  what  most 
people  generally  suppose,  viz:  to  cre- 
ate a  sentiment  that  will  land  him  in 
the  United  States  senate  at  the  expir- 
ation of  Senator  Davis'  term."  In  this 
case  "Dame  Rumor"  is  vrong.  Mr. 
Towne  is  not  organizing  any  clubs,  but 
those  who  have  organized  Gold  and 
Silver  clubs  have  called  upon  him  to 
address  them.  His  ambition  is  to  faith- 
fully serve  the  people  of  the  Sixth  dis- 
trict in  the  house  of  representatives 
and  he  will  do  so.  The  rumor  to  which 
the  Free  Press  alludes  was  started  by 
the  Duluth  News  Tribune  which  has 
always  been  hostile  to  Mr.  Towne.

Mr.    Heating's  Estimate   Was 
Honestly  and  Fairly  Made. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Some  man  whose  statements  are  evi- 
dently so  unreliable  that  he  does  not  care 
to  sign  hl.H  own  name  writes  an  article  in 
your  papi-r  last  night,  signing  it  "Fair 
Play."  In  this  article  the  writer  in  sub- 
stance makes  the  following  claims: 

First,  that  the  Keating  estimate  on  the 
cost  of  duplicating  the  present  plant  was 
a  deliberately-made  underestimate  made 
for  the  purpose  of  defeating  the  prooosed 
Sargent  i)urchase. 

Second,  that  after  the  election  was 
over  and  the  purchase  had  been  de- 
feated, Mr.  Keating  made  a  Hecon<l  esti- 
mate upon  an  entirely  different  prin- 
ciple wliich  overthr.w  his  Hist  estimate. 

Third,  that  myself  and  others  advocat- 
ing the  erection  of  a  water  plant  know 
these  facts  and  wilfully  conceal  or  mis- 
represent them. 

The  asseitions  of  this  letter  are  from 
l)eginning  to  end  wholly  and  absolutely 
false.  .Mr.  Keating  was  a  gentleman 
and  an  honest  man,  and  the  estimate 
made  by  him  was  his  best  judgment  as 
to  the  cost  of  doing  the  work.  If  any 
proof  la  needed  of  the  substantial  ac- 
curacy of  that  estimate  it  is  found  in 
this:  The  estimate  is  a  detailed  esti- 
mate made  upon  quantities  furnished  by 
the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  company, 
the  price  being  fixed  upon  actual  offers 
then  made  by  manufacturers  of  pipe  and 
machinery  and  the  actual  cost  of  labor 
in  this  city.  For  four  years  this  esti- 
mate has  been  on  file,  and  neither  the 
gas  and  water  company  nor  its  cham- 
pions have  been  able  to  show  any  error 
or  underestimate  in  these  figures. 
Checked  by  the  cost  of  other  plants  of 
the  same  size  in  this  country,  due  allow- 
ance being  made  for  rock,  the  estimate  is 
also  shown  to  be  correct. 

Now,  the  inference  of  this  letter  and  of 
the  editorial  in  the  News  Tribune  this 
morning  is  that  Mr.  Keating  made  a 
second  estimate  upon  this  same  work 
and  increased  his  figures.  Mr.  Keating 
made  no  second  estimate  on  this  work. 
He  made  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  build- 
ing a  so-called  supplementary  system, 
which  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with 
the  present  water  plant.  That  supple- 
mentary system  was  intended  as  the 
main  trunk  supply  service  for  a  com- 
plete water  system  for  the  entire  city. 

Something  of  the  nature  of  the  supple- 
mentar>'  plant  may  be  seen  when  we 
compare  it  with  figures  on  file  in  the  city 
office  in  reference  to  the  size  of  pipe  in 
the  present  system.  In  the  water  com- 
pany's plant  the  largest  pipe  used  is 
twenty  inche.s,  and  there  is  but  "7744  feet 
of  that.  In  the  supplementary  system 
there  are  954  feet  of  42-inch  pipe,  31.557 
feet  of  36-inch  pipe.  8571  feet  of  24-inch 
pipe,  2208  feet  of  18-inch  pipe.  11.013  feet 
of  8-inch  pipe,  20,251  feet  of  6-lnch  pipe. 
In  the  present  water  plant,  out  of  181,000 
feet  of  pipe,  97.848  feet,  or  more  than 
one-half,  is  6-lnch  pipe  or  smaller.  In 
this  so-called  supplementai-y  .system 
there  are  the  main  pumping  station  and 
two  secondary  pumping  stations,  cost- 
ing in  the  aggregate  $153,000,  exclusive 
of  real  estate,  estimated  to  cost  $26,600. 
There  are  two  reservoirs  estimated  to 
cost  $67,605.  In  short,  this  supplement- 
ary system  is  the  starting  point  of  and 
extensive  work  upon  a  new  and  well- 
built  system,  in  comparison  with  which 
the  plant  and  mains  of  the  Duluth  Gas 
and  Water  company  are  a  mere  toy. 
This  work  was  estimated  by  Ml".  Keat- 
ing to  cost  $880,000.  It  will  undoubtedly 
oo.st  that  sum. 

The  only  lies  being  told  about  the  cost 
of  this  supplementary  system  are  by  the 
advocates  of  purchase,  who  either  fool- 
ishly or  falsely  assert  that  it  can  be  built 
for  $600,000,  and  thus  $230,000  of  the  pro- 
posed issue  of  $850,000  be  left  for  the 
ptn-chase  of  the  West  Duluth  water 
plant.  The  people  of  Woodland  and  Du- 
luth Heights  are  led  to  believe  that  $850,- 

000  of  extensions  will  get  water  to  them. 
Such  is  not  the'  fact.    The  only  error  that 

1  have  made  in  reference  to  this  supple- 
mentary system  is  in  stating  that  this 
supplementary  estimate  was  not  made 
by  Mr.  Keating.  I  find  the  fact  to  be 
that,  while  Mr.  Keating  left  before  the 
plans  were  drawn,  he  did  make  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost.  After  he  had  left  Du- 
luth and  gone  to  Toronto,  where  his  skill 
seems  to  be  fully  appreciated,  Mr.  Reed 
drew  the  plans  and  made  an  estimate  of 
the  cost,  which  was  found  to  com- 
pletely confirm  the  previous  estimate  of 
Mr.  Keating.  Nothing  could  show  the 
utter  recklessness  of  the  advocates  of 
purchase  better  than  this  communication

There  has  devel- 
oped an  opposition  to  the  purchase  on 
the  part  of  some  who  think  the  city  could 
build  an  independent  plant  and  put  it  in 
o;>eration  .at  considerable  less  cost.  If  the 
city  iiuys  they  will  is.nue  bonds  to  refund 
the  outstanding  iionds  of  the  company 
and  $8.")0.00,.»  additional  for  extensions.  If 
they  build  the  city  will  still  have  to  issue 
and  realize  on  bonds  to  build  with.  Will 
you  kindly  inform  me  whether  in  your 
opinion  the  bonds  to  build  a  competing 
plant  could  be  readily  placed,  tlie  pro- 
posed new  plant  h.aving  no  revenue  at  the 
outset,  iiv.d  paralleling  (outside  of  such 
new  extensions  as  might  be  needed)  the 
old  plant.  The  company's  franchise  has  a 
further  life  of  eighteen  years,  and  it  is 
to  be  expected  they  will  make  every  fight 
possible  to  protect  their  property  against 
a  new  plant.  The  old  plant  enjoys  a  rev- 
enue in  excess  of  the  amount  required  to 
pay  operating  expenses  and  interest  on 
their  ijonded  indcb'tdncss  which  is  SLRf^S,- 
tKX).  Under  present  conditions  the  city  is 
compelled  to  pay  the  company  about  $3(>,- 
tXK)  to  $10,(KXj  per  annum  for  hydrant  rent- 
als and  other  services.  The  courts  have 
held  the  city  is  still  liable  for  these  hy- 
drant rentals  during  the  life  of  the  fran- 
chise, so  that  if  the  city  should  build  it 
would  still  have  to  bear  this  burden.

MILK  FOR  BABES. 
At  the  beginning  of  summer  a  charita- 
ble organization  secured  permission  from 
the  common  council  of  New  York  to  erect 
a  dairv  building  in  the  City  Hall  park  for 
the  sale  of  milk  at  a  penny  a  glass,  says 
the  Detroit  Free  Pres.s.  The  enterprise 
has  lieen  a  great  success  so  far  as  patron- 
at^^e  is  concerned.  There  Is  hardly  a  mo- 
meint  in  the  day  when  the  place  is  not 
crowded  with  customers,  and  the  most  of 
the  milk-shake  men  have  been  driven  out 
of  business  by  the  low  price.  The  idea 
was  to  favor  thel  poor,  but  all  claases  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  enterprise,  the 
milk  being  strictly  pure  and  ice  cold.  It 
has  been  the  habit  of  certain  patrons 
when  they  received  pennies  in  change  to 
distribute  them  to  the  idle  men  sitting  on 
the  benches.  I  got  nine  pennies  back  out 
of  my  dime  the  other  day,  and  I  passed 
along  the  benches  and  handed  them  to 
as  many  men.  Then  1  walked  off  a  bit  and 
halted  to  see  the  nine  go  marching  up 
to  the  dairy.  They  didn't  march.  They 
collected  in  a  group  and  began  to  "head 
or  tail."  and  presently  I  advanced  and 
asked  what  sort  of  a  trick  they  were  up 

'"'To  see  which  three  of  us  shall  get  the 
money."  was  the  reply. 

"But  I, gave  the  crowd  nine  cents  to  bu>^ 
nine  glas.sc.s  of  milk."  I  said. 

"Milk  be  hanged!  There's  just  enough 
for  three  of  us  to  get  a  glass  of  3-cent  beer 
apiece,  and  the  other  six  must  wait  till 
the  next  good-hearted  chap  comes  along. 
Milk!     Why,  only  children  drink  milk!"

What  a  Man  Sees  When  Away 
From  Home. 

Variety  performers  are  citizens  of  the 
world.  They  arc  equally  at  home  In 
Melbourne,  Cape  Town,  London  or  Chi- 
cago, says  the  Chicago  Record. 

In  Milan  the  reigning  attraction  at 
the  largest  music  hall  was  a  young 
French  wtjnian  who  made  a  specialty  of 
being  as  ugly  and  grotesque  as  possible 
while  she  was  on  the  stage.  Shf  had 
been  In  Chicago  during  the  World's  fair. 
It  has  bei-n  hardly  two  months  since 
she  began  her  (?ngagement  at  the  Milan 
music  hall,  and  this  week  she  is  back  in 
Chicago,  entertaining  the  patrons  of  a 
vaudeville  house  in  Clark  street. 

Naples  seemed  a  long  distance  from 
home,  but  at  one  of  the  mu.slc  halls  a 
company  of  English  pantomimist!^  came 
out  and  did  the  same  act  that  had  bet-n 
seen  in  Chicago  the  i)recedlng  sea.son. 
At  Rotterdam,  where  the  solemn  Hol- 
landers are  not  much  given  to  frivolous 
forms  of  entertainment,  the  town  was 
billed  for  the  appearance  of  a  family  of 
bicyclists  at  the  only  ojx^n  theater. 

So  far  as  could  be  ascertained  from  a 
study  of  the  Dutch  bills  it  api)eared  that 
the  celebrated  ijicyclists  lived  in  Rotter- 
dam and  were  just  returning  home  from 
a  triumphal  tour  of  the  United  States, 
where  they  had  created  a  "furore."  Their 
wonderful  performance  had  been  wit- 
nessed by  thousands  of  Americans.  They 
had  been  the  principal  attraction  at  the 
World's  Columbian  exposition  at  Chi- 
cago. And  now  they  were  coming  home, 
laden  with  honors,  to  receive  the  plau- 
dits of  their  friends  and  neighbors.  The 
name  of  this  family  was  strangely  fa- 
miliar. Where  had  that  name  been  seen? 
At  the  World's  fair? 

Yes;  the  celebrated  family  had  ex- 
hibited in  a  little  pavilion  near  the 
Sixty-third  street  entrance.  A  chalk- 
faced  clown  had  stood  on  a  box.  with 
the  hot  .sun  melting  his  daubs  of  grease- 
paint, and  had  shouted  at  the  passing 
crowds.  Sometimes  two  or  three  thin 
and  overworked  children  in  shabby  tights 
had  been  brought  out  to  the  front  of  the 
pavilion  and  introduced  to  a  dozen  idle 
spectators  as  the  "wonders."  This  mel- 
ancholy exhibition  certainly  attracted 
few  people.  It  would  have  been  entirely 
forgotten,  but  that  the  name  of  the 
family  had  stared  day  after  day  from  the 
canvas  banner. 

Here  was  the  family,  back  in  Holland, 
traveling  on  the  prestige  of  an  Ameri- 
can success.     How  many  of  the   Euro- 
pean successes  could  tell  the  same  story? 
«    «    * 

American  songs  travel  all  over  Europe. 
One  evening  at  Florence  a  French  team 
(a  short-skirted  woman  and  a  man  with 
shiny  hat,  red  dress-coat  and  black  satin 
knee-breeches)  came  on  the  stage  at  the 
garden  concert  and  offered  "The  Bow- 
ery." Another  song,  almost  note  for 
note  the  same  as  "The  Bowery,"  is  sung 
in  the  cafes  and  halls  all  over  Europe. 

In  a  very  modern  music  hall  at  Rome 
an  Italian  girl  sung  to  the  air  of  "The 
Whistling  Coon." 

"What  is  that  song?"  was  asked  of 
the  guide. 

"It  is  an  old  Neapolitan  song— a  typical 
Neapolitan  song." 

"Well,  it  has  been  sung  in  America  for 
years  as  a  negro  song." 

"Is  it  possible?  Well,  it  is  Neapolitan 
— very  Neapolitan." 

No  matter  what  its  origin,  "The  Whist- 
ling Coon  "  is  very  popular.  Letty  Lind 
sings  it  in  London. 

"After  the  Ball"  has  been  translated 
into  many  languages  and  is  familiar  all 
over  Europe.  The  bands  in  the  gardens 
of  Paris  play  the  Sousa  marches,  and 
that  American  absurdity,  "Ta-ra-ra," 
must  be  known  to  every  street  tu-chin  In 
the  civilized  world. 

«    •    « 

It  is  in  London  that  American  talent 
is  most  plentiful.  As  a  rule,  the  Ameri- 
can music  hall  performers  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  London — many  of  them  much 
more  successful  than  they  could  ever 
be  at  home.  What  is  to  be  expected  from 
a  public  that  takes  coldly  to  Nat  Good- 
win and  becomes  enthusiastic  over  Miss 
May  Yohe!  American  "artists"  who  are 
very  popular  at  home  failed  in  London, 
and  others  without  reputation  in  the 
"states"  have  hit  London  hard  and  com- 
manded big  salaries.  Wood  and  Shep- 
ard,  an  immensely  popular  musical  team, 
i  did  not  strike  the  fancy  of  London.  Two 
grotesques,  who  put  Americans  to  sleep 
with  their  puns  and  palpable  "funny" 
business,  are  regarded  as  favorites  in 
London  and  have  engagements  at  the 
best  houses.  There  are  successful  artists 
in  London  who,  if  they  came  unheralded, 
would  not  be  able  to  get  engagements 
in  the  United  States,  and  there  are 
American  comedians  whose  methods 
would  be  totally  lost  on  an  English 
house.  An  American  team,  O'Brien  and 
Redding,  turned  loose  a  lot  of  horse  play 
at  the  Palace  one  night  and  there  were 
Englishmen  all  around  who  couldn't  see 
where  the  fun  came  in.  They  couldn't 
complete  the  half  told  jokes  or  follow  the 
quiet  drollery.  Tfiere  were  Americans 
present  who  shouted  with  enjoyment. 
That's  the  difference.  The  comedy  in  a 
music  hall  must  be  self-evident. 

About  the  most  successful  American 
comedian  in  the  London  halls  is  R.  G. 
Knowles,  who  does  a  chattering  mono- 
logue, sings  rapid  songs  and  dances  in 
his  own  w^y.  He  has  learned  to  give  the 
English  what  they  want. 

Among  the  Americans  at  London 
music  halls  during  the  last  season  were 
Musical  Dale,  Julie  Mackey.  Harrigan. 
the  "tramp  juggler;"  Marguerite  Fish 
and  Charles  Warren,  the  Hengler  sisters, 
Johnson,  Riano  and  Bently.  Dutch  Daly. 
"the  black  Pattl."  Ida  Heath.  Morris 
Cronin,  Blocksom  and  Burnes,  "Texar- 
kansas,"  J.  C.  Harrington  and  R.  G. 
Knowles.  Other  performers  well  known 
in  America  and  now  appearing  at  the 
halls  are  the  Hanlons.  aerial  performers; 
Florrie  West,  Tennyson  and  O'Gorman. 
Dagmen  and  Decella.  "Little  Tich."

Each 
performer  has  his  own  songs,  and  no  one 
else  has  the  right  to  sing  them  at  public 
entertainments    except    by    written    per- 
mission.   If  a  variety  actor  makes  a  hit 
with  a  song  he  is  sure  of  a  long  engage- 
ment at  a  g(.K)d  salary,  because  the  public 
cannot  hear  the  song  except  by  coming 
to  the  halls  where  he  is  engaged.    It  will 
be   remembered    that   Ixittie   Collins   at- 
tempted  to  copyright   that  soulful  com- 
position   known   as    "Ta-ra-ra-Boom-de- 
'ay!"  as  an  original  song,  although  it  had 
'  been  sung  in  America  for  a  number  of 
i  years. 
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in  sheet  form,  accompanied  by  the  warn- 
ing: "This  song  must  not  be  sung  in 
theaters  and  music  halls  without  th^ 
written  consent  of  the  publishers.  Any 
colorable  imitation  or  parodied  version 
of  this  song  will  not  be  permitted."  Th- 
international  copyright  does  not  protect 
the  composer,  however,  and  the  ballad 
which  is  being  sung  by  only  one  person 
in  England  may  be  heard  in  100  lheat«-rs 
in  the  United  States.  When  Lottie  Col- 
lins came  to  the  United  States  with  hf-r 
"Marguerite"  song  and  dance  she  found 
that  she  had  already  been  imitated  by 
about  half  of  the  singing  soubreiles  in 
America,    and    that   the  air   was    being 

whistled  by  the  boys  in  the  street,

into  some  disrepute  because  they  are 
supposed  to  be  resoi^s  for  the  various 
outcasts  who  swarm  in  the  West  End  of 
the  metropolis  every  evening.  Slrangt» 
to  say,  the  music  halls  which  have  thus 
become  most  notorious  give  perfor- 
mances of  a  very  high  order,  absolutely 
free  from  any  improprieties.  If  there  is 
any  immorality  it  is  in  the  audience.

The 
term  lady  has  proven  Itself  very  elas- 
tic. From  its  old-time  distinction  of 
meaning  a  person  of  refinement,  edu- 
cation, fashion,  birth,  prestige  and  po- 
sition, it  is  now  applied  to  anybody 
fortunate  enough  to  wear  petticoats, 
regardless  of  personal  vulgarities  and  ? 
■environments,  which  renders  the  ap- 
pellation absurd  to  the  degree  of  being 
incongruous. 

The  clerk  who  sells  yau  your  bonnet, 
gr.wn  or  wrap  i.**  pleased  to  call  her- 
self a  "saleslady.  "  while  the  head  of 
thf  der»artment  insists  cm  being  ad- 
dres«»ed  by  thos»*  who  are  under  her 
management  as  the  "foreladr"— then 
why  not  salesgentleman  and  foregen- 
tleman?  To  the  writer  the  te«Tns  saVea- 
w<>man  and  forewoman  take  on  as 
much  dignity  ar*!  respectability  as 
=al»-slady  or  foregentleman  would  lose 
in  stateliness  and  arii>ropriatenese 
were  they  made  by  usage  the  correct 
form  of  speech. 

The  mere  matter  of  earning  ones 
living  renders  them  none  the  less  a 
lady  or  gentleman,  nor  lowers  their 
standard  of  resptctableness,  but  In  busi- 
ness life  the  terms  man  and  woman 
are  more  consLslt-ntly  used.  While  It  Is 
true  th'^re  are  many  women  who  are 
railed  ladles  and  many  men  who  are 
railed  gentlemen— all  undesenlng  of  the 
title  If  truths  were  known,  yet  In  that, 
as  In  many  other  things,  custom  and 
usage  oftentimes  lends  countenance  to 
incongruities. 

A  man  or  woman  may,  through  loss  of 
fortune,  be  out  of  their  own  sphere  so- 
cially, which  fact  renders  them  no  less  a 
lady  or  gentleman  -so  long  as  their  con- 
duct and  life  is  beyond  question,  and 
whether  or  not  they  are  spoken  of  or 
addressed  as  ladits  and  gentlemen,  there 
is  always  that  Indisputable  something 
that  plainly  speaks  their  true  inward- 
ness. It  is  a  truism  that  women  are 
more  sensitive  on  the  point  of  not  being 
spoken  of  as  laides  than  men  are  grieved 
at  not  being  referred  to  as  gentlemen. 
And  yet  tell  a  woman  she  Is  not  woman- 
Iv  and  her  displeasure  Is  as  great  as  at 
being  told  she  is  not  lady-like.  It  Is  a 
growing  custom  to  use  the  terms  man 
and  woman  whenever  there  Is  the  famt- 
f^l  possibility  of  its  being  used  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  and  many  women 
feel  more  highly  complimented  at  being 
called  a  woman  than  a  lady. 

One  of  our  well  known  German  writers 
tfl\a  us  that  'Woman  must  ever  be  a 
woman's  highest  name  and  honors  more 
than  lady,  "  and  likewise  men  may  be 
more  honored  by  the  name  of  man  when 
r-fl^cting  upon  the  words  of  Tennyson 
in  which  he  says:  "The  grand  old  name 
of  gentleman  defame<J  by  ever>-  charla- 
tan and  soiled  with  all  Ignoble  use.  " 
The  reason  assigned  for  the  universal 
use  of  woman  In  preference  to  that  of 
lady  is  that  the  latter  has  been  so  mis- 
ai>plled  by  the  shabby  genteel  and  llmit- 
edly  educated  class,  that  the  plainly 
spoken,  well  educated  and  refined  class 
of  people  adopted  the  former  In  self- 
d»-fence  and  now  use  the  word  woman, 
shunning  the  term  lady  almost  as  a 
f.lague.

A  DISGRACEFUL  SCENE. 

Drunken  Indians  Fill  the  Streets 
of  Tower. 

Tower,  Minn.,  ftept.  21.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Yesterday  occurred  one 
of  the  most  di.sgraceful  scenes  In  the 
history  of  Tower.  The  day  previous 
Lieut.  W.  A.  Mi-icer,  the  United  States 
Indian  agent,  hud  distributed  an  an- 
nuity of  J3.89  to  each  Indian,  man,  wo- 
man and  child.  This  money  Is  an  ad- 
vance made  each  year  by  the  government 
from  sales  of  pine  on  different  reserva- 
tions in  Minnesota.  The  agent  had  no 
sooner  left  town  on  his  way  to  pay  off 
the  Indians  In  the  Nett  lake  re.^ierve 
than  those  here  flocked  to  town  and  be- 
gan celebrating.  All  were  anxious  to 
get  rid  of  their  money  as  fcist  as  pos- 
sible. Many  purchased  such  luxuries  as 
perfume,  silk  handkerchiefs,  candy,  etc., 
but  the  majority  preferred  to  get  drunk. 
The  law  forbidding  the  sale  of  liquor 
to  Indians  was  Ignored  by  many  saloon 
kt^pers,  and  the  natives  openly  walked 
ui>  to  the  bar  and  called  for  their 
whisky.  The  streets  were  soon  filled 
with  dusky  reds  In  a  glorious  state  of 
Intoxication,  and  even  boys  8  and  10 
years  old  went  staggering  through  the 
streets.  It  was  a  sad  sight,  and  It  Is  to 
be  hoped  a  repetition  will  not  be  seen 
next  year.  Government  ofllcers  have 
endeavored  more  than  once  to  convict 
the  guilty  liquor  dealers,  but  although 
t-vcry  resident  of  the  town  knows  who 
they  are,  a  conviction  has  never  been 
obtained.

Ef- 
forts are  being  made  to  erect  a  large 
boarding  .school  some  where  In  this  vi- 
cinitv.  as  the  r>arents  of  the  children 
are  obliged  to  travel  around  hunting  a 
great  part  of  the  time  and  take  the 
children  with  them. 

PEST  RIDDEN  CHINA. 

W.  E.  Curtis  Tells  of  the  Rav- 
ages of  Cholera. 

San  Francisco,  Sept.  21.— William  K. 
Curtis,  who  Is  the  Washington  corres- 
pondent of  the  Chicago  Record,  was  a 
passenger  on  the  steamer  Gaelic,  which 
arrived  from  the  Orient  yesterday.  He 
went  to  Japan  in  May  la-st  to  study  the 
/commercial  and  industrial  pn.>spect9 
afforded  Americans  in  that  country  and 
lately  he  has  been  in  China  which  he 
describes  as  the  pest-breeding  center 
of  the  universe. 

"The  cholera  has  attained  fearful 
propositions  In  China."  said  Mr.  Cur- 
tis. "Chinese  are  dying  by  the  thou- 
sands. I  passed  through  the  streets  of 
Pekin,  Shanghai  and  Tien  T.sln  and 
saw  cholera  victims  dead  and  dying  on 
every-  hand.  It  Is  no  uncommon  sight 
to  see  the  deatl  bodies  of  cholera  vic- 
tims lying  on  the  stone  blocks  of  one 
street,  and  the  next  street  see  Chi- 
nese gorging  themselves  with  raw  cu- 
cumbers and  melons.  The  cholera  Is 
attributable  to  the  filthy  habits  of  the 
Chinese  a'nd  the  weather.  The  summer 
was  quite  cfK>l  until  August.  Th*>n  a 
spell  of  excessively  hot  weather  came 
on  and  with  it  the  cholera. 

"In  Pekln  they  have  a  plan  of  Issu- 
ing permits  for  the  removal  of  bodies 
outside  the  clly  walls.  To  secure  per- 
mission for  the  removal  of  the  remains 
of  a  deceased  mortal  outside  the  walls 
of  the  city,  a  cash  is  dropped  in  a  box. 
A  cash  is  worth  one-twentieth  of  one 
cent.  At  night  the  cash  rec^'ptacle  Is 
full.  It  contains  from  20oO  to  3000  pieces 
of  coin  and  when  It  Is  considered  that 
nearly  all  of  these  deaths  result  from 
cholera  the  enormous  extent  of  the  dis- 
ease can  readily  be  judged.  The  disease 
Is  bad  at  Shanghai  and  Tien  Tsln  and 
is  al.so  mowing  down  Chinese  hy  the 
hundred  in  other  parts  of  the  Infested 
country." 

Mr.  Curtis  said  that  the  chol«ra  Is 
confined  almost  exclusively  tothena- 
tlve  Chlne.se.  In  Pekln  where  very 
few  foreigners  reside,  he  had  heard  of 
no  deaths  among  the  white  people.  In 
Tien  Tsln  only  one  death  among  the 
foreign  population  has  been  reported 
up  to  the  hour  he  left  China,  In  Shang- 
hai where  the  cholera  Is  raging  at  an 
awful  rate,  the  fatalities  among  the 
ffwelgners  have  been  much  greater.  Mr. 
Curtis  said  that  he  had  l>een  advised 
of  eighteen  deaths. 

Speaking  of  the  subject  which  Mr. 
Curtis  went  to  Japan  to  Investigate 
the  commercial  and  industrial  future 
of  Japan,  he  said  he  has  returned  to 
America  convinced  that  America  had 
no  market  In  the  Mikado's  realm  for 
manufactured  goods.  "The  Japanese- 
make  almost  everything  they  want, 
he  said.  "They  are  stealing  out  pat- 
ents and  copying  our  Inventions  and  ar»» 
now  almost  ready  to  export  their  warf-a 
and  thereby  enter  Into  ruining  compe- 
tition with  other  natlon.s.  There  Ls, 
however,  a  splendid  market  for  ma- 
chinery as  well  as  for  cotton.  Iron  and 
other  niw  materials,  cotton  particular- 
ly

Today  is  the  last  and  best  day  of  the 
St.  Louis  county  fair.  D.  M.  Clough, 
who  Is  the  holder  of  the  highest  exe- 
cutive office  in  the  state  of  Minnesota, 
arrived  this  morning,  and  he  will  be  the 
principal  attraction  at  the  fair  this 
afternoon,  where  he  was  expected  to 
review  the  mllltla  and  make  a  speech. 

The  program  for  the  afternoon  in- 
cludes the  dress  parade  and  review  of 
the  four  Duluth  militia  companies  and 
B  company  from  Anoka,  after  which 
the  sham  battle  takes  place.  The  An- 
oka company  arrived  this  morning  and 
are  the  guests  of  the  local  battalion 
until  tomorrow  night.  After  participat- 
ing in  the  day's  exercises  at  the  fair 
the  night  will  be  spent  at  the  fair 
gix)unds,  and  tomorrow  afternoon  an 
excursion  tm  the  lake  is  to  be  given. 

Yesterday  afternoon  the  sports  were 
an  interesting  part  of  the  program. 
There  were  two  most  excitig  tugs-of- 
war  between  the  firemen  and  the  po- 
licemen, each  of  which  was  won  by  thu 
latter.  The  football  game  between  the 
High  school  boys  and  the  Boat  club 
elevens  was  intensely  interesting.  Nei- 
ther side  scored.  There  were  also  pony 
races  and  other  athletic  sports. 

Last  evening  the  crowds  in  attend- 
ance were  large,  and  the  interest  was 
still  lively.  Dr.  Forbes  was  the  orator 
of  the  evening,  and  after  the  attendance 
had  swelled  to  good  proportions  he 
mounted  a  box  and  gave  an  Interest- 
ing talk.  In  opening  he  announced 
that  agriculture  was  his  favorite 
theme. 

DR.    FORBES'    ADDRESS. 

"We  have  here  the  products  of  the 
field  and  farm  and  mine  and  forest. 
We  are  here  to  show  the  possibilities 
of  the  part  of  the  country  in  which 
we  live.  The  importance  of  the  city  of 
Duluth  and  its  surrounding  territory 
is  not  yet  fully  appreciated  even  by 
the  most  enthusiastic  citizen.  We  have 
been  underestimating  it.  and  one  of  tha 
objects  of  this  exposition  is  to  bring  its 
capabilities  out. 

The    day    is    not    far    distant    when 
from  the  mastheads  of  the  vessels  in  our 
harbor   the    fiags   of   all    nations    shall 
float.     We  shall  have  deep  waterways, 
and    the    goods   of   all    countries    shall 
come  to  Duluth  to  exchange  with  those 
of    the    country    tributary    to    Duluth. 
We   have   all    the   advantages   of   Chi- 
cago and  some  that  Chicago  never  had. 
The  northern  part  of  the  state  contains 
Its  wealth,  and  inside  of  ten  years  we 
shall  have  as  many  people  here  as  In 
either  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis,  and  in 
twenty-five    years    we    shall    have 
many    as    both      combined.

Truth  is  strange;  stranger  than  fic- 
ti(m.  Here  is  the  story  of  the  richest 
prize  fighter  in  the  world,  and  his  name 
is  not  Corbett.  Mitchell,  Jackson.  Sulli- 
van or  McAuliffe.  Ninety-nine  men 
out  of  every  hundred,  if  asked  to  name 
the  wealthiest  professional  pugilist 
alive  today,  would  unquestionably  say 
Corbett,  but  a  careful  perusal  of  this 
Uttle  story  may  induce  them  to  alter 
their  minds.  As  a  rule,  professional 
fightei-s,  no  matter  what  money  they 
may  have  earned  during  their  lives  die 
In  penury.  Patrick  McDonnell  Is  a 
native  of  Ireland.  He  is  only  33  years 
of  age,  and  there  is  no  man  who  has 
ever  followed  pugilism  who  is  more 
generally  respected. 

At  the  time  when  "Billy"  Madden, 
maker  of  champions,  who  is  a  great 
friend  of  McDonnell,  was  touring  the 
West  with  SuHlvan.  and  later  with 
Charley  Mitchell,  McDonnell  was  in 
the  prime  of  youth,  and  considered   a

Fifteen  Mayors  Have  Reigned 

Over  the  City  Since  Its 

Incorporation. 


Singular   Metamorphosis 
Which    the   City  Under- 
went in  the '77  Panic. 


Since  1870  when  Duluth  was  incor- 
porated into  a  municipality,  fifteen 
mayors  have  reigned  over  the  Zenith 
City.  All  have  been  able  men  and  it 
is  largely  to  their  wise  guidance  that 
the  city  owes  Its  present  state  of  pros- 
perity. There  were  about  1500  people 
in  the  settlement  when  J.  B.  Culver, 
the  first  mayor  of  Duluth  took  the 
oath  of  office  on  April  \1.  1S70.  It  is  a 
question  v.'hat  he  wf>uld  have  thought 
had  he  lived  to  see  his  town  grown 
into  the  metropolis  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes.  Those  were  the  days  of  Indians 
and  pioneers,  but  Mayor  Culver  steered 
a  straight  course  and  would  undoubted- 
ly have  been  rt'-elected  had  he  not  died 
in  office.  Mayor  Culver's  council 
which  was  the  pioneer  of  city  fathers 
was  composed  of  R.  S.  Munger,  Sid- 
ney Luce,   Nicholas  Decker,  James  D. 


In  this,  crisis  a  few  of  the  ablest  men  in 
the  city  arranged  a  way  out  of  the  dif- 
ficulty. A  village  was  constructed  out 
of  the  central  or  business  portion  of 
the  city  which  included  all  of  the  valu- 
able business  property  of  the  old  town- 
site.  To  tho  creditors  was  left  the 
remainder  of  Duluth  which  still  wor- 
ried along  with  a  city  government  and 
elected  a  mayor  and  town  officers  who 
refused  to  qualify.  A.  M.  Miller  was 
chosen  to  govern  the  central  village, 
but  he  too  declined  the  office  and  Alder- 
man Luther  Mendenhall  governed  the 
village  as  village  president.  On  the 
return  of  prosperity  in  a  few  months 
later  Mr.  Miller  was  elected  mayor 
and  served  until  Jan.  8,  1879. 

Following  Mayor  Miller  came  lex- 
Mayor  John  Drew's  second  term  and 
then  on  his  resignation  from  office  on 
Sept.  21,1880,  Judge  J.  D.  Ensign  went 
Into  office  which  he  held  until  April  8, 

1882.  He  was  afterwards  re-elected  in 
1SS1  for  another  term.  Ex-Mayor  En- 
sign is  at  present  on  the  circuit  court 
bench. 

He  was  succeeded  by  Charles  H. 
Graves,  who  took  the  oath  on  July  28, 

1883,  and  served  until  April  5,  1884.  Ex- 
Mayor  Graves  is  still  interested  In  Du- 
luth real  estate.  Then  came  J.  B. 
Culver  who  died  In  ofllice  and  after  him 
ex-Mayor  Ensign  was'  elected  for  a  sec- 
ond term. 

H.    B.    MOORE'S    TERM. 

His  successor  was  H.  B.  Moore,  who 
came  into  office  in  1885  and  served  until 
Jan.  14,  1886.  Mr.  Moore  was  a  promin- 
ent business  man  and  is  still  active  in 
commercial  life.  He  was  a  Democrat 
and  had  been  collector  of  customs  un- 
der President  Cleveland. 

John  B.  Sutphin  who  is  now  exten- 
sively engaged  in  the  meat  packing 
business  followed  Mayor  Graves  and 
held  office  until  1890,  when  Marcus  J. 
Davis,  tlie  present  president  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  was  elected  on 
an  independent  ticket  In  opposition  to 
the    straight    party    nominees. 

When  Mayor  Davis  went  out  of  of- 
fice C.  d'Autremont  was  elected  In  the 
Democratic  landslide  of  1892.  His  ad- 
ministration was  bright  and  clean  and 
marked  for  its  aggressiveness.  He  is 
now  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law. 

Ray  T.  Lewis,  the  present  incumbent 
of  the  mayoralty  is  a  well  known  and 
respected  business  man  and  is  trying 
to  give  the  city  a  business  administra- 
tion. An  old  sea  captain  he  has  al- 
ways been  accustomed  to  rnntrol.  He 
was  elected  in  1892  on  the  Republican 
ticket,  badly  defeating  John  Jenswold, 
Jr.,  the  Democratic  nominee.

When  Clinton  Markell  assumed  the 
reins  of  office  on  April  11,  lS71,he  found 
him.self  the  mayor  of  a  city  of  2500  In- 
habitants. The  completion  of  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  railroad  had  turned  the 
eyes  of  the  world  toward  the  head  of 
the  lakes  and  its  remarkable  resour- 
ces had  begun  to  be  better  understood. 
Duluth  stood  alone  in  the  distinction 
of  being  the  lake  port  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  and  Its  future  was  already 
assured. 

Sidney  Luce  w^ho  had  been  an  alder- 
man in  the  first  council  that  ever  met 
was  chosen  as  the  successor  of  Mayor 
Markell.  He  made  a  good  and  efficient 
mayor  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term 
In  April,  1873,  returned  to  his  former 
home  in  Ohio.  He  was  a  Republican 
of  fixed  principles  and  the  first  man 
elected  on  a  strict  party  vote. 

A   BUCHANAN   DEMOCRAT. 

Dr.  Vespasian  Smith,  a  Buchanan 
Democrat,  was  the  next  to  fill  the 
mayoral  chair.  He  was  re-elected  to 
office  and  was  afterwards  appointed 
collector  of  customs  for  the  port  of 
Duluth.  Ex-Mayor  Smith  is  now  liv- 
ing in  retirement  at  119  East  Second 
street. 

Next  came  Peter  Dean  who  was  elec- 
ted on  the  Democratic  ticket.  He  took 
the  oath  of  office  on  April  16,  187.'.,  and 
served  one  term  being  afterwards  re- 
elected In  1880.  Mayor  Dean  was  pos- 
sessed of  many  eccentricities  an<l  per- 
sonally supervised  every  detail  of  the 
city  government  as  far  as  possible. 
He  died  a  bachelor  in  1SS6. 

In  1876.  John  Drew  was  elected  as  the 
chief  e-Kecutlve  and  filled  the  office 
wisely  and  well  enoufrh  to  be  after- 
wurds^  electe<l  in  187;».  He  was  former- 
ly a  mercahnt  tailor,  but  retired  from 
business  early  in  the  80's.  He  now  re- 
sides at  113  Lake  avenue  north. 

At  the  close  of  Mayor  Drew's  term  in 
1877.  Duluth  suffered  a  singular  meta- 
morj.hosis  in  again  becoming  a 
township.  The  general  financial  col- 
lapse caused  by  the  Jay  Co(.ke  failure 
had  reached  Duluth  with  telling  force 
and  but  two  alternatives  were  offered 
the  bankrupt  pt-ople.  Either  the  credi- 
tors must  compromise  or  the  valuable 
townsite  be  abandoned  to  the  financers.

of  the  child  It  was  found  that  the  Infant 
had  been  nearly  five  feet  in  height, 
which  Is  really  not  so  bad  for  a  child  of 
tender  years.  In  the  skull  of  the  woman 
was  a  big  dent,  between  and  slightly 
above  the  eyes,  showing  that  she  had 
met  death  in  a  violent  manner.  By  the 
side  of  the  man  lay  a  stone  weapon, 
shaped  something  like  an  egg,  with  a  de- 
pression cut  around  one  end,  in  which  a 
thong  might  have  been  twisted.  It 
was  of  the  same  kind  of  stone  as  the  bird 
on  top  of  the  knoll  or  mound,  a  hard, 
blue-colored  granite,  almost  as  close- 
grained  as  steel. 

Some  feet  from  where  these  bones  were 
found  were  the  bones  of  a  man,  alone, 
and  In  a  standing  position.  The  right 
arm  was  broken  and  hung  by  his  side, 
while  the  left  was  ral.sed  aloft,  as  though 
to  hurl  something  from  him.  At  the 
foot  of  this  skeleton,  if  skeleton  it  could 
be  called,  for  the  bones  were  little  more 
than  dust,  and  held  in  place  only  by  the 
clay  with  which  they  were  surrounded, 
were  several  pieces  of  peculiarly  colored 
pottery.  Some  of  these  pieces  were 
broken  to  bits,  but  the  edges  were  as 
sharp  as  though  the  vessels  were  of 
modern  construction  and  freshly  broken. 
Two  of  the  vessels  were  intact  and  were 
preserved  by  the  finder.  One  was  a 
dainty  pitcher,  almost  as  thin  as  an  egg 
shell,  and  around  the  outside  was  traced 
a  delicate  vine  in  a  raised  blue  figure, 
which  could  not  be  scratched  with  a 
.sharp-bladed  knife.  The  other  vessel  was 
a  shallow  pan,  about  seven  inches  across 
the  bottom,  and  a  trifle  less  across  the 
top,  with  pictures  of  strange-looking 
birds  traced  in  relief  on  the  bottom. 

In  a  few  of  the  graves  have  been  found 
copper  and  bronze  implements  of  various 
kinds,  showing  a  finish  which  cannot  be 
surpassed  by  the  most  skilled  workman 
of  the  present  day.  The  absence  of 
jewelry  and  other  articles  of  personal, 
adornment  shows  that  the  people  who 
were  buried  there  differed  in  some  re- 
spects, at  least,  from  the  common  North 
American  Indians,  who  were  and  still 
are  buried  with  their  jewelry  upon  them 
and  all  their  treasures  by  their  side. 

The  knowledge  that  the  red  men  are 
burled  with  their  money  and  treasures 
upon  them  has  been  the  means  of  fur- 
nishing many  of  the  guides  and  woods- 
men of  this  section  with  a  good  living 
for  some  years,  and  probably  will  for 
some  years  to  come,  until  all  the  Indian 
graves  have  been  despoiled.  After  lo- 
cating an  Indian  cemetery,  the  rest  is 
easy.  The  men  dig  into  the  graves — 
those  of  the  high  priests  or  chief  medi- 
cine men  preferred,  on  account  of  the 
richer  treasure  found  in  them — and,  with- 
out disturbing  the  bodies  or  the  bones, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  least,  remove 
the  money,  which  is  generally  in  sliver 
dollars,  and  the  jewelry,  which  is  often 
quite  valuable,  from  its  resting  place. 
The  money  the  men  use  as  they  want  It, 
but  the  jewelry  Is  sold  to  whoever  will

settlement  of  this  new  country  have 
come  many  strange  finds,  showing  that 
at  one  time  in  the  dark  past  the  north- 
ern section  of  this  state  was  inhabited  by 
men  and  animals  of  which  the  present 
generation  know.=  nothing,  except  what 
scientists  and  searchers  after  the  curious 
may  say. 

The  country  around  Ely  is  particularly 
rich  in  relics  of  the  past,  judging  from 
the  many  finds  made  by  various  people 
since  farms  have  opened  up  hero 
Scarcely  a  day  passes  but  some  new  dis- 
covery Is  made,  and  the  relics  are  par- 
ticularly* Interesting  to  those  who  have 
delved  into  the  records  of  the  musty 
past  to  any  extent.  There  is  evidence 
to  show  that  at  one  time  this  country 
was  peopled  by  men  of  tremendous  size, 
and  by  animals  In  comparison  with 
which  the  elephants  of  the  circus  of  to- 
day would  seem  like  pigmies.  There  is 
also  evidence  to  show  that  the  people 
who  then  ruled  the  country  were  not 
mere  hevrers  of  wood  and  drawers  of 
water,  but  possessed  skill  in  various  di- 
rections. 

Thomas  McKinster  has  recently  taken 
up  a  farm  near  the  mouth  of  the  Little 
Fork  river,  in  Itasca  county.  At  one 
corner  of  his  farm  stood  a  knoll,  possibly 
150  yards  across,  covered  with  a  heavy 
growth  of  pine.  On  top  of  this  knoll 
was  a  huge  bird,  or  rather  the  outlines 
of  one,  made  of  stone  not  found  in  any 
other  locality  in  the  state  so  far  as 
known.  In  digging  into  this  knoll  It  was 
found  that  the  place  was  once  a  burying 
ground  of  a  prehistoric  race.  Human 
bones  of  great  size  were  found,  and  the 
positions  Indicated  that  the  original 
owners  thereof  had  been  burled  In  sit- 
ting posture.  It  was  an  easy  matter  to 
distinguish  the  bones  of  the  male  from 
those  of  the  female,  for  they  were  larger, 
more  massive,  and  had  preserved  their 
shape  better.  In  some  cases  the  bones 
fell  to  pieces  at  the  slightest  touch, 
while  in  others  they  were  soft  and 
spongy,  the  earth  seemingly  having  en- 
tered the  cavities  formerly  occupied  by 
the  marrow,  and  furnished  a  support  for 
the  shells. 

In  one  grave  were  found  the  bones  of 
what  were  once  pndiably  father,  mother 
and  child.  The  huge  honeys  of  the  male 
wire  about  a  foot  distant  from  those  of 
the  woman  and  child,  which  were  locked 
in  a  close  embrace,  as  though  the  mother 
had  drawn  the  infant  to  her  bosom  just 
before  death  came.  The  larger  Ijones 
were  those  of  a  man  who,  in  life,  must 
have  been  nearly,  if  not  fully,  nine  feet 
in  height,  while  those  of  the  woman 
showed  that  she  had  been  no  dwarf, 
measuring  as  they  did  8  feet  4  Inches 
from  the  bottom  of  the  bones  of  the  foot 
to  the  top  of  the  skull,  which  was  larger, 
flatter  and  considerably  heavier  than 
the  skulls  of  the  people  of  today. 

The  child  must  have  been  very  young, 
for  its  bones  went  to  pieces  as  soon  as 
exposed  to  the  air  and  covered  the  bones 
of  the  ^jtiother  with  a  fine,  white  ptAvder. 
By  measuring  the  outlines  of  the  bones 


purchase  It,  and  it  is  but  fair  to  say  that 
more  than  one  Minnesota  belle  is  wear- 
ing around  her  neck  a  gold  chain  which 
once  reposed!  in  an  Indian  grave. 

Thus  far  no  jewelry  has  been  found  in 
the  mounds  near  the  mouth  of  the  Little 
Fork,  but  the  copper  and  bronze  imple- 
ments and  the  pottery  discovered  are 
even  more  valuable  as  historical  relics 
than  the  things  of  actual  money  worth 
found  In  the  localities  inhabited  by  the 
Indians  of  modern  times,  for  they  show 
that  the  people  of  the  bygone  race  knew 
a  thing  or  two.  such'  as  tempering  copper 
until  it  would  take  an  edge  of  exceeding 
sharpness;  that  the  working  of  granite 
was  no  secret,  and  that  there  was  a 
written  language  of  which  the  present 
age  knows  not  a  thing. 

For  some  distance  up  the  river  from 
the  farm  of  Mr.  McKinster  extends  a 
level  stretch  of  country,  and  evidences 
are  numerous  that  this  level  was  once 
the  scene  of  a  battle  between  opposing 
forces  of  the  giants  of  that  age.  Here 
have  been  discovered  broken  human 
bones,  skulls  with  holes  In  them,  stone 
battle  axes,  copper  knives  and  other 
things!  of  a  warlike  nature,  all  so  ponder- 
ous that  the  modern  athlete  could  not 
well  handle  them  for  even  a  few  minutes, 
let  alone  using  them  as  weapons  of 
offense  and  defense. 

Bones  of  huge  animals,  resembling  In 
many  respects  those  of  the  modern  horse, 
are  found  In  large  numbers,  and  In  rare 
instances  the  skulls  have  been  found. 
These  skulls  are  massive  things,  larger 
than  the  skulls  of  elephants,  and  having 
jaws  ponderous  enough,  it  would  seem, 
to  grasp  at  one  time  an  entire  horse  or 
cow  without  the  slightest  trouble.  Many 
of  these  relics  are  In  the  possession  of 
Thomas  McKinster  and  O.  W.  Saunders, 
as  well  as  other  men  who  have  come 
into  this  country  to  make  homes  for 
themselves  and  their  families,  and  to 
assi.st  in  the  upbuilding  of  one  of  the 
most  fertile  states  in  the  Union. 

The  writer  has  found  specimens  of 
pottery  very  similar  to  those^  found  in 
Itasca  county,  along  the  banks  of  the 
Missouri  river,  from  Pierre  to  Bismarck, 
in  the  earlier  days,  before  such  relics 
were  hunted  by  scientists  with  the  same 
enthu.«iasm  that  the  red  man  of  long  ago 
hunted  the  now  almost  extinct  buffalo. 
Now  and  then  human  hones  were  found, 
but  none  of  them  could  be  compared  in 
size  with  those  found  along  the  Iwinks 
of  the  Little  Fork.  Somewhat  similar 
stone  and  copper  implements  have  been 
found  In  the  old  Indian  mounds  In  Sauk 
county.  Wis.,  but  the  workmanship  was 
not  si>  fine,  and  the  bones  found  near 
them  proved  that  the  people*  v.ho  had 
been  buried  there  were  almost  dwarfs. 

This  new  Northwestern  country  offers 
a  tempting  field  for  research  to  the  stu- 
dent of  the  human  race,  and  new  dis- 
coveries are  constantly  coming  to  light, 
which  win.  no  doubt,  throw  much  light 
upon  the  mystery  which  now  surrounds 
the  people  who  built  the  mounds  and 
were  buried  there.

The  robe  hangs  superbly,  and  in  color 
it  Is  the  genuine  Marie  Antoinette  blue 
t'o  much  sought  after.  The  maids  are 
loath  to  lay  aside  these  favorite  habili- 
ments and  put  on  the  simple  little  silk 
brocade  cross  kerchief  of  muslin  which 
Ollva  wears  at  the  countess'  country 
house.  Ollva,  piquant  and  .smiling,  is 
just  stepping  out  of  the  retiring  nwm 
when  she  remembers  to  wit)e  some  of  the 
rouge  off  her  cheeks. 

"I  cant  appear  at  breakfast  so  very 
rosy,"  she  explains.  "It  Is  not  quite 
natural;  but  my  slippers  and  stockings 
are  really  the  most  Important  part  of 
this  scene,  after  all."  putting  out  one 
Irreproachable  tan  foot.

Professor  Otis  Ashmore,  the  celebrated 
astronom-r  and  educator,  who  resides  In 
Savannah,  has  Just  returned  from  an 
extensive  tour  through  the  West  and 
relates  an  incident  of  the  trip  which  out- 
strips fiction.  In  the  Boston  Record. 

"A  very  touching  incident,"  said  he, 
"illustrating  the  correctness  of  the  say- 
ing that  truth  Is  sometimes  stranger 
than  hction  occurred  a  few  weeks  ago 
upon  the  plains  of  Kansas.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  the  winter  of  1894-'9.5 
was  one  of  unusual  severity  In  the  West 
and  many  sad  stories  of  suffering  and 
privation  were  heard  all  over  the  land 
Our  grand  sisterhood  of  states  was 
touched  at  the  pitiful  appeals  for  help 
and  soon  kind  hearts  and  willing  hands 
came  to  the  rescue  and  carried  food  and 
comfort  to  thousands  of  distressed  homes 
m  that  stricken  region.  In  this  noble 
work  of  charity  Georgia  bore  her  humble 
but  willing  part. 

"Governor  Northen  made  an  appeal 
to  the  state  In  behalf  of  these  unfortu- 
nate people,  and  generously  did.the  peo- 
ple of  Georgia  respond  to  the  call.  Car- 
loads of  needed  supplies  came  from  every 
portion  of  the  state  to  Atlanta,  where 
Governor  Northen.  whose  kind  heart 
was  deeply  Interested  In  the  matter,  had 
a  solid  train  made  up,  with  the  inscrip- 
tion, 'Georgia  to  Suffering  Kansas '  it 
was  sent  hurrying  on  to  our  friends  be- 
yond the  Mississippi. 

'•Tho.se  of  us  who  contributed  our 
mite  to  this  worthy  object  thought  no 
more  of  the  matter  further  than  to  be 
assured  that  our  contribution  had  been 
gratefully  received  and  applied  in  re- 
lieving the  wants  of  the  needy,  but  a 
proud  though  humble  sequel  to  this  story 
fel  to  the  lot  of  a  party  of  Georgians  on 
July  8  last.  The  National  Educational 
association  was  to  meet  in  Denver  and 
two  heavy  trains  of  Pullman  sleepers 
were  carrying  the  Southern  delegation 
many  of  whom  were  Georgians,  over 
those  broad  and  dreary  plains  between 
Kansas  City  and  Denver. 

"About  ft  a.  m.  our  trains  came  to  a 
halt  in  the  midst  of  the  desert,  near  the 
little  station  of  Winona.  Kan.,  and  soon 
we  learned  to  our  great  disappointment 
that  owing  to  a  washout  on  the  road  a 
few  miles  ahead  we  would  be  delayed 
several  hours,  and  perhaps  more.  As  far 
as  the  eye  could  reach  nothing  but  a  vast 
billowy  sea  of  low.  flat  hills  appeared 
Not  a  single  tree  was  in  sight,  and  the 
evidences  of  human  life  were  feebly  re- 
presented by  a  rude  hut  here  and  there 
made  of  rejected  cross  ties  and  covered 
with  earth,  or  by  a  simple  'dug-out' 
from  whose  humble  portals  there  some- 
times peeped  the  pale  face  of  some  ranch- 
er's wife,  surrounded  bv  a  half 
dozen  frowzy-headed,  but  sweet-faced 
children. 

"The  dreary  hours  of  our  long  delay 
dragged  slowly  by,  and  in  spite  of  the 
novelty  of  the  scene  around  us,  the 
boundless  plain,  the  cloudless  sky,  and 
the  mirage  which  a  seething  summer

These  poor,  but  kind- 
hearted  ladits  served  many  a  cup  of 
cf)ffee  to  our  hungry  party,  and.  indeed, 
did  all  in  their  power  to  minister  to  our 
wants,  and  many  a  nickel,  for  that  was 
the  modest  charge  for  a  cup  of  good 
coffee,  and  unchanged  quarters,  too,  for 
that  matter,  found  its  way  into  their 
slender  purses.  Just  before  we  left  a 
tall,  dignified  gentleman  with  long  gray 
whiskers  and  a  kindly  face,  who  had  just 
refreshed  himself  with  a  cup  of  coffee 
and  a  slice  of  bread  prepared  by  one  of 
these  humble  ladles,  chanced  to  ques- 
tion her  about  her  isolated  situation. 
Quite^a  sad  story  was  told  of  the  hard- 
ships of  such  a  life  which  enlisted  our 
fullest   sympathy. 

"  'But,*  asked  the  tall  gentleman,  who 
still  stood  at  the  threshold  of  this  rude 
home,  'do  you  not  sometimes  suffer  In 
winter  here?'  'Yes,'  replied  the  pale- 
faced  woman,  'we  often  do  suffer  for 
want  of  food,  fuel  and  clothing;  indeed. 
I  think  we  all  would  have  starved  to 
death  last  winter  If  the  good  people  of 
the  South  had  not  come  to  our  aid  with 
the  necessaries  of  life.'

'Yes,'  said  the  woman,  'it  was  Georgia.

BISHOP  WHIPPLE. 

He  Talks  of  His  Experiences 
With  Indians. 


"When  I  went  to  Minnesota."  said  Bish- 
op Whipple  in  the  Cleveland  Leader,  "In- 
dian affairs  were  in  their  worst  shape. 
The  agents  were  appointed  as  a  revvaru 
for  political  services.  The  salarv  was  but 
51500  a  year,  but  there  was  a  definite  un- 
derstanding that  the  position  meant  a 
competency  for  life.  The  Indians  had  been 
dragged  down  to  sorrow  their  fathers  had 
never  known.  The  .Sioux  liave  a  bad  repu- 
tation now,  but  for  thirty  years  it  was 
their  lioat-t  that  they  had  never  taken  the 
life  of  a  white  man.  If  their  former 
friendship  has  been  changed  to  enmitv 
it  is  our  fault. 

"The  Indian  is  the  noblest  type  of  tl\c 
wild  man  in  the  worldi.  He  recognizes  tht 
Great  Spirit,  believes  in  a  future  life, 
has  a  pa.ssionate  love  for  his  children, 
and  will  lay  down  his  life  for  his  tribe. 
He  is  courteous  and  hospitable.  If  his  bit- 
terest -enemy  came  to  his  wigwam  he 
would  be  treated  as  an  honored  guest. 
The  world  is  peopled  with  spiritual  influ- 
ences to  the  Indian.  There  is  a  spirit 
in  the  waterfall,  another  in  the  thunder, 
another  in  the  trees.  'Everything  'ex- 
plainable  by  science  is  by  the  Indian  at- 
tributed to  a  spiritual  influence.  The  In- 
dian is  proverbially  honest,  unless  he  is 
demoralized    by   drink. 

"In  thirty-six  .voar.s'  experience  with  the 
Indians  I  never  knew  one  to  tell  me  a  lie, 
and  I  never  had  a  thing  stolen  by  one. 
I  asked  an  Indian  once  if  it  was  safe  to 
leave  my  property  in  my  wigwam  while  I 
made  a  distant  journey.  He  laughed  and 
said:  'Quite  safe.  There  isn't  a  white 
man  v/ithin  ICX)  miles  of  you.'  Among 
themselves  the  Indians  are  fond  of  jokes 
and  often  shout  with  laughter.  They  arc 
taciturn,  however,  in  the  presence  of 
whites. 

"There  was  much  bitterness  among  the 
Sioux  when  I  commenced  mv  work.  There 
had  been  soldi  without  their  knowledge 
SOO,«tO  acres  of  tlieir  reservation.  Thev  re- 
ceived no  pay.  They  were  told  that  there 
were  claims  against  them  to  that  amount. 
The  government  expended  JSOOO  a  year  for 
the  Indians.  When  I  came  thev  had  not 
taught  a  single  child  to  read.  As  I  taught 
lifty  in  the  first  year  I  was  there  at  a 
cost  of  less  tlian  $7«),  the  fact  is  a  strik- 
ing one. 

'In  1SC2  during  the  civil  war,  the  Indians 
learned  from  pictures  which  they  saw  on 
the  traders'  counters  that  the  North  was 
at  war  with  the  South  and  was  being  de- 
feated. When  the  agent  enlisted  a  com- 
pany of  half-breeds  they  lielieved  thev 
could  recover  their  lost  territory.  They 
oommenced  a  massacre  in  which  SOO  peo- 
ple were  killed  in  three  weeks.  The  west- 
ern border  of  Minnesota  was  a  trail  of 
blood. 

"Many  of  the  noblest  border  men  I 
have  ever  known  were  cruellv  murdered. 
It  was  darker  than  midnight.  I  shall  ca'rrj- 
fo  my  grave  the  warm  hospitality  of  those 
friends  who  now  sleeip  in  nameless  graves. 
The  massacre  was  the  outcome  of  a  long 
series  of  neglects  and  dishonesty,  and  the 
only  light  in  the  darkness  of  those  days 
was  the  fact  that  the  Christian  Indians 
were  as  true  as  steel.  They  saved  more 
than  200  white  women  and  children.  There 
are  Indians  still  living  whom  I  love  as 
the  bravest  knights  that  ever  walked  on 
•earth,  and  who  at  the  risk  of  the  hatred 
of  their  fellows,  and  danger  of  their  lives 
never  faltered.  The  same  massacre  would 
have  taken  pla(>e  on  our  northern  border 
had  it  not  Ijeen  for  the  fact  that  the 
<J"hristian  Indiajis  gave  timely  warning  of 
danger,  and  friendly  Indians  came  to  the 
defense  of  the  whites. 

"At  Fort  Ripley  some  of  these  Indians 
received  certificates  from  Gen.  Sibley,  one 
of  the  noblest  men  in  command  of  our 
troops,  which  read:  'The  bearer  is  en- 
titled to  the  lasting  gratitude  of  the  Amer- 
ican people  for  having  been  instrumental 
with  other  Indians  in  saving  the  lives  of 
whi'ie    women    during    the    .Sioux    war.' 

"There  are  about  S<XXi  liKlians  in  Minne- 
sota now.  Among  them  are  nine  churches, 
and  there  are  twenty-seven  full  blood  In- 
dians who  are  clergymen.  Thirty-six  years 
ago  I  found  pandemonium.  1  saw  such 
wretchedness  as  I  would  not  have  be- 
lieved could  exist  in  a  Christian  nation. 
All  I  could  say  was  'How  long,  oh  Lord.' 
On  my  last  visit  I  preached  to  500  Chris- 
tian Indians.  I  did  not  see  a  blanket  nor 
a  painted  face,  i,  could  onl.v  sa.v,  "What 
hath  God  wrought'?'  "

The  Chri.=!tlan  Endeavor  pledge 
points  out  certain  duties  to  be  done 
and  the  helps  to^ar<j  doing  them.  In 
both  thes«»  elements  li-^s  \t?  helpfulness. 
It  puts  forward  unheskaimgly  the 
thought  of  duty,  which  is  necessar>'  to 
any  life  that  is  to  be  a  pr^wer  for  the 
right.  With  that  it  puts  the  thought 
that  transfigures  duty's  severe  face  so 
that  it  shines  with  the  light  of  love, 
whleh  i?«  needed  to  make  any  service 
ac  ' 

T  the  whole  runs  the  Idea  of 

feI!>W3hip.  The  first  word  is  of  fellow- 
ship with  Christ;  later  come*  the  idea 
of  that  fellowship  with  ether  Christians 
which  is  the  root  of  the  church  and  the 
society,  and  thus  g^ives  ri^se  tu  duties 


that  must  grow  out  of  such  relation- 
ship. Liiborers  together  with  G»k1,  la- 
I  bort-rs  ti>gether  with  others — the  cheer 
I  md  the  assurance  of  victory  given  by 
th.>»e  words  art*  to  b»>  found  in  the 
!'!-dge.  Falthfulnt'ss  to  one's  vows  can- 
ti"t  but  heighten  the  delights  of  fri.^nd- 
^•hip  with  many  engAged  in  a  common 
work,  cannot  but  strengthen  the  sweet- 
ness of  one's  communion  witli  one's 
Lord.  The  requirements  of  the  pledge 
are  made  largely  with  a  view  to  secur- 
ing these  ends.

Individual  re- 
si>onsibiltty  to  Christ  is  so  emphasiaed 
that  one  cannot  be  true  to  one's  prom- 
ise and  easily  take  one's  views  from 
others  without  bringing  every  question 
bipfore  i>ne'»  own  conscience  and  to 
Christ  for  dt-cision-  Regula-rity  and 
system  In  definite  servic»«  is  required, 
whatever  t>thers  may  do.  Daily  help 
from  the  Word,  daily  communion  with 
Christ.  c<vnatant  readiness  to  do  the 
duty  of  the  moment,  will  build  up  the 
believer  and  the  society  to  which  he 
bflongs. 

•Mor-vver.  the  pleilge  stands  for 
growth.  Whatever  Christ  would  like  to 
havf  done  by  the  young  man  of  20 
means  more  than  whatever  he  would 
ask  of  the  same  young  man  at  18.  The 
new  consecration  called  for  ever>- 
month  does  not  mean  beglnniag  again 
on  Oct.  1  at  the  same  point  from  which 
one  started  on  Sept.  1.  "More  and  more 
unto  the  perfect  day"  is  the  ideal  ever 

set  before  the  Endeavorer.

A   TALK   ON  THE  TOPIC. 
By  Rev.  W.  J.  Darby.  D.D..  of  Evars- 
vill-,    Ind..  Cumberland       Pn.sbyterl-in 
trusrtee  of  tlie  United  S-3ciety  of  Chris"t- 
ian  Endeavor. 

The  first  word  of  the  pledge  is 
•  trust."  This  is  the  mainspring  of  the 
Christian  life.  Without  it  all  else  is 
vain:  with  it  all  things  are  possible. 
Goi  refjuires  an  unreserved  committal 
to  him.  an  entire  surrender,  p*»rfect 
tnist.  This  trust  is  such  that  the  soul 
leans  on  Christ  f<»r  what  it  cannot 
now  discover,  just  as  the  mariner  nri»- 
ceeds  in  the  dark  with  the  c«»mpas»  to 
guide  him.  though  he  caniiot,  see  the 
polar  star. 

The  flrst  thing  t'ne  pledge  does  l«  to 
hold  the  soul's  only  Savior  before  It  as 
the  object  of  its  confidence  and  the 
source  of  its  strength.  The  character  of 
the  person  in  whom  this  trust  is  re- 
posetl  Is  sugg*ate<l  by  the  namts  he 
beaxs.  Lord  Jesus  Chrif»t.  He  Is  the 
Creator.  King,  mighty  Jehovah.  He  is 
a  Savior,  delivering  from  sin.  He  is  t!ie 
anointed  One,  High  Priest  and  Inter- 
cessor for  man.  To  such  a  person  the 
weakest  disciple  can  come  with  con- 
fidence. "Faith  has  a  lion's  heart  to 
bear  present  evils  an<r  an  eagle's  eye 
to  see  future  good."  It  always  gets 
what  it  trusts  God  for. 

"That  mighty  faith  on  me  bestow 
Which  cannot  jvsk  in  vain." 
The  first  step  to  be  taken  by  a  soul 
that  thus  learf  on  Christ  is  by  his 
grace  to  do  the  best  it  can.  Trtw  blind 
man  obeyed  promptly  the  divine  com- 
mand, and  that  obeilience  was  followe»l 
by  the  m-irx-elous  gift  of  God.  The  way 
to  secure  the  strength  for  which  we 
trust  (Jod  is  promptly  to  do  the  thing 
required.  They  that  wait  up*^>n  th- 
LortI  shall  renew  their  strength.  They 
go  from  strength  to  strength.  Thus 
.shall  w«="  know  if  we  follow  on  to  know 
the  Lord.  ' 

There  is  here  the  recognition  of  the 
divine  will  as  the  supreme  law  of  our 
being.  What  Christ  would  have  me  to 
do  is  the  high  standard  that  is  to  govern 
human  conduct;  not  the  impulse  of  the 
moment,  nor  the  uncertain  inclination  of 
the  hour.  We  are  not  to  determine  first 
whether  we  can  probably  do  tht-  thing  in 
question,  but  whether  God  wants  it  done. 
«  m  this  principle  we  promise  to  act.  Re- 
member this,  the  Endeavorer  is  not  first 
to  measure  his  own  capacity,  or  search 
for  something  easy,  but  is  rather  to  as- 
certain the  di\'tne  mind,  and,  learning 
this,  he  is  pledged  to  proceed  in  the  path 
of  duty,  "whatever"  it  may  be.  Here  is 
the  weak  place  in  the  average  Christian 
life.  Well  is  it  for  us  If  It  can  be  so 
fortified  that,  regardless  of  possible  cost, 
we  shall  strive  flrst  of  all  to  learn  what 
duty  demands. 
"And  then,  having  found  it,  to  do  it 
With  all  our  God-given  powers.  " 
To  this  standard  the  pledge  twice  more 
introduces  us  by  requiring  the  rea.son 
for  not  doing  a  thing  to  be  one  that  can 
he  conscientiously  given  to  our  Lord  and 
Master. 

Subscription  to  a  pledge  is  not  a  thing 
to  he  despised  or  entered  on  lightly  or 
unadvisedly.  The  Cod  of  the  universe 
makes  pledges  to  his  peoole.  and  keeps 
them  with  fidelity.  Our  pledge  is  a  vow 
tak>-n  in  all  solemnity  btfore  the  altar 
of  the  living  God,  and  he  expects  it  to 
be  sacredly  kept.  Its  provisions  are  to 
be  carefully  considered  beforehand, 
and  one  must  be  honestly  resolved  upon 
strict  adherence  to  its  requirements. 
Better  wait  and  not  take  the  vow  than 
to  take  it  without  an  hcnest  purpose  of 
striving  to  live  up  to  its  high  standard. 
With  this  purpose  no  one  need  hesi- 
tate. Perfect  obedience  may  not  be  pos- 
sible, but  the  motive  to  serve  God  by 
doing  faithfully  the  things  promise<l 
must  he  in  the  heart.  Not  to  have  this 
-spirit  is  to  "rob  God,"  because  he  has  a 
right  to  it  and  it  is  the  very  essence  of 
Christian  service.  The  absence  of  this 
spirit  made  the  pretended  worship  of  the 
Jews  so  distasteful  to  Go^l  that  he  pro- 
claimed their  sacrifices  and  burnt  offer- 
ings of  no  value,  the  real  sacrifice  that 
alon»*  could  please  him  being  that  of  the 
heart.  With  reverence  come  into  the 
house  of  the  I»rd.  drawing  nigh  to  the 
altar  with  a  disposition  to  hear  what  God 
the  Lord  may  speak,  and  with  a  heart 
ready  to  obey.  This  is  better  than  the 
formal  sacrifice  of  the  thoughtless,  who 
affect  to  worship  God.  but  in  reality  are 
doing  evil  in  his  sight,  irreverence  and 
insincerity  at  Gt)d's  altar  are  greater 
evils  than  the  thoughtless  imagine.  Of 
all  places  one  should  be  careful  here 
what  he  says,  and  should  not  suffer 
himself  to  utter  before  God  that  which 
does  not  come  from  the  heart.  The  wise 
man  exhorts  against  hasty  speech  in  the 
house  of  the  Lord,  and  Jesus  warns 
against  vain  repetitions.  Neither  designs  j 
to  put  a  premium  on  sil<Tce,  but  rather 
on  sincerity,  whether  the  words  be  many 
or  few. 

Th"  joy  of  th»-  I»rd  is  your  str»-ngth. 
An  essential  to  happiness  is  the  enjoy- 
ment "of  God's  approval,  a  consciousness 
f»f  his  favor.  With  purity  of  motive  and 
sinr'erity  of  speech  we  may  flnti  fiur 
highest  pleasure  in  the  duties  enjoinf-d 
by  this 'pledge. 

The  pledge  honors  the  divine   Word, 


making  it   one'a  daily   bread,   the  soul's 
_  ni-ces.sary  food,  a  i>ortion  of  it  to  be  en- 
'jo>ed  every  day.     It  leai'hes  loyalty  to 
;  one's  own  church,  enlisting  the  young  in 
;  its  sup|)ort,   reminding   them   that    their 
time,  their  talents,  their  money,  all  b»- 
loiig  to  the  Lord.     It  enforces  the  obli- 
gation   that   they   owe   to   their   fellow- 
j  church  members  by  requiring  regular  at- 
tendance on  the  services  of  the  sanctu- 
ary.    It  magnifies  the  importance  of  the 
prayer  meeting,  singling  it  out  from  all 
other  meetings  that  the  society  may  hold, 
and  making  attendance  on  it  obligatory, 
the  vow  also  Including  the  prayer  meet- 
ing of   the  congregation.     It    Impresses 
the    Important    fact     that    participation 
publicly    In    religious    services    is    con- 
ducive to  one's  spiritual  enjoyment  and 
j  growth,    and    is   likewise   an    Inspiration 
;  and  source  of  help  to  others.     If  these 
.  things  required  by  the  idedge  be  in  you 
and    abound,    they    make    you    that    ye 
shall  be  neither  barren  nor  unfruitful  in 

the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

There  has  been  but  little  doinp  In  la- 
bor circles  for  the  past  week.  The 
visit  of  the  labor  commissioners  today 
will  be  the  feature  of  greatest  interest. 
The  party  is  in  charge  of  Commissioner 
T.  G.  Powers,  of  Minnesota,  and  in- 
cludes representatives  from  fifteen  dif- 
ferent states.  United  States  Labor 
Commissioner  Carroll  D.  Wright  is 
among  the  number.  The  party  spent 
yesterday  on  the  iron  ranges  and  in- 
spected the  mines.  Undoubtedly  the 
visit  of  so  many  great  lab*ir  authori- 
ties to  this  section  will  bring  out  many 
questions  in  regard  to  labor  conditions 
which  had  not  yet  been  considered. 
There  could  be  no  convention  in  which 
the  modern  workingman  has  such  a 
vital  interest  as  a  deliberation  of  labor 

inspectors.

The  Federated  Trade."  assembly  has 
made  preparations  to  entertain  the  com- 
missioners when  they  arrive  this  after- 
noon and  a  reception  committee  con- 
sisting of  President  McCallum  and 
Mt^srs.  McDowell  and  Tooomey 
joined  the  party  here  and  accompan- 
ied them  to  the  ranges.  The  plans  of 
entertainment  Include  a  carriage  drive. 
a  reception  and  possibly  a  trip  on  the 
lake.

The  name  of  J.  W.  Nichols,  endorsed 
by  the  local  assembly  for  recommenda- 
tion to  the  governor  by  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  for  the  vacancy 
on  the  state  board  of  arbitration  has 
been  handed  in.  It  is  a  great  point  in 
favor  of  Duluth  that  the  assembly  was 
solid  for  one  man.  Most  of  the  other 
cities.  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  in  par- 
ticular, suggested  the  names  of  seve- 
ral men  which   undoubtedly  weakened 

their  recommendations.

Everybody  who  has  a  vote  has  been 
busy  for  the  past  two  weeks  in  hot  dis-* 
cussion  of  the  watep  works  question. 
Messrs.  Cobb  and  Nichols  have  taken 
a  decided  stand  for  the  purchase  side 
of  the  proposition  and  have  been  mak- 
ing speeches  innumerable  on  the  sub- 
ject. MT?anwhile  the  sentiment  of  the 
laboring  men  is  divided.  In  the  central 
part  of  the  city  the  workingmen  show 
more  indifference,  and  it  is  in  the  out- 
skirts of  the  city  that  the  discussion 
waxes  hottest.     The  suburbanites,  say 

their  leaders,  are  solid  for  building.

The  Waiters'  union  clo.ses  the  week 
with  a  decided  triumph.  Four  of  the 
leading  restaurants,  the  Ideal,  Weis- 
man's,  the  Boston  and  the  Zenith,  have 
signed  the  new  union  scale  which  pro- 
vides that  head  waiters  must  receive 
$12  per  week,  waiters  $8  per  week  and 
waitresses  $18  per  month.  It  also  pro- 
vides for  the  waitresses  as  members 
of  the  union.  The  waiters  have  been 
doing  some  hard  work  ever  since  they 
were  organized  by  the  assembly,  and 
now  they  are  in  a  good  way  to  win  out. 
The  union  card  now  hangs  in  nearly 
every  restaurant  in   Duluth. 


DKBS  AND  THE  FIREMEN. 

From  time  to  time  Eugene  V.  Debs,  as 
president  of  the  American  Railway  union, 
of  which  he  himself  was  the  creator,  has 
been  declaring  that  tho  several  railway 
brotherhoods  were  weak,  and,  in  fact,  haxl 
entirely  fallen  to  pieces  through  gross 
neglect  and  mismanagement  on  the  pan. 
of  their  lea<lers.  In  reply  to  his  numerous 
remarks  W.  S.  Carter,  editor  of  ♦.he 
Locomotive  Fireman's  Magazine,  has 
the  following  reply  in  the  September  issue 
of  his  Journal: 

"The  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Fire- 
men, since  its  organization,  nearly  twen- 
ty-two years  ago,  has  undergone  marTy 
trj'ing  situations.  At  a  time  when  it  was 
tottering  on  the  verge  of  destruction,  be- 
cause of  the  defalcation  of  a  grand  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  and  the  disastrous  re- 
sults of  the  great  strike  of  1ST7,  F.  W. 
Arnold,  then  grand  master.  remove<l  the 
defaulting  officer  and  appointed  in  his 
stead  Eugene  V.  Debs,  of  Vigo  lodge.  No. 
16. 

"From  is>rf)  to  tS89  the  brotherhood  had 
no  better  friend  that  E.  V.  Debs.  He 
soon  becarne  the  most  popular  member 
and  his  wishes  and  advices  controlle<l  to 
a  great  extent  the  legislation  of  the  broth- 
erhoo<l.  Nearly  every  wish  of  his  was 
granted  until  he  asked  the  members  to 
renounce  the  brotherhoo<l  and  join  a  new- 
organization  that  he  had  instituted.  They 
refuse<l  by  a  vast  majority. 

"Since  then  he  has  made  the  most  vil- 
lainous charges  ever  made  against  a  labor 
organization:  has  accused  the  brother- 
hoods of  robbing  their  members,  of  scab- 
bing and  selling  out  »o  railway  offlcial.'*. 
Yet,  the  very  poiHcy,  regarding  these  con- 
ditions, that  he  pursued  for  years  is  being 
carried  out  today  by  our  brotherhood. 
What  he  now  condemns  he  approved  as 
our  grand  secretary  and  treasurer.  If  our 
organization  is  robbing  its  members  today 
he  was  a  party  to  the  same  robbery  for 
ten  long  years.  If  it  has  sold  out  to  the 
corporations,  because  it  secures  trans- 
portation for  our  organizers,  he  has  been 
guilty  of  like  offense  many  times  a-s  an  o{\ 
ficer  of  the  brotherhood  and  as  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Railway  union.  If 
the  grand  officers  have  advocated  scab- 
bing by  ignoring  an  illegal  strike  he  has 
done  the  same  thing  on  many  occasions. 
Every  charge  that  he  makes  is  but  an  at- 
tack upon  his  own  character  while  he 
was  a  brotherhood  otHcer. 

"In  Wj2  he  renounced  the  allegiance  to 
the  brotherhood,  saying  that  he  'no  longe» 
Jjelieved  in  its  principles.'  In  spite  of  his 
protestations  the  delegates*  compelled  him 
to  accept  the  position  of  eflitor  of  the  Lo- 
comotive Firemen's  Magazine.  Soon  after 
he  instituted  the  American  Railway  union. 
While-  he  held  these  two  j^ositions  onr 
members,  with  but  one  exception,  could 
not  have  letters  publish«>d  in  defense  of  the 
brotherhood.  In  18M  he  resigned  the  edi- 
torship. Since  that  time  Mr.  Debs  has  been 
the  victim  of  one  of  the  most  tyrannical 
judicial  persecutions  ever  known  In  this 
country.  He  has  the  sympathy  of  »*v««r>' 
workingman  in  the  country,  and  none  ban 
more  sympathy  for  him  than  we  have. 
During  thi.s  period  he  has  continiitKl  to 
heap  vile  af'use  on  the  brotherhoods,  in- 
cluding our  own. 

"The  American  Railway  union  placed  a 
boy<?ott  on  I'ullman  cars  on  every  road  In 
the  United  States.  A  large  percentage  of 
the  employes  affected  were  brotherhoo^l 
membeiT".  and  were  enjoying  inr-reas*-*! 
wages  and  improved  conditions.  Because 
th^-y  refused  to  obey  the  ordera  of  the 
American  Railway  union  Brother  Debs 
brands  all  such  members  as  seabs.  In  iSHd 
the  Knights  of  Labor  had  a  grievance  with 
the  Texas  &  PacUlc  railway.  The  knights 
ordered  all  employes  on  this  road  and  the 
Gould  southwestern  system  to  strike.  The 
grand  officers  of  the  brotherhood.  Debs 
being  one  of  them,  sustained  the  brother- 
hoo<ls  in  ignoring  District  Master  Work- 
man Martin  Irons'  orders  to  strike.  Thus 


NATIONAL  SKA.MENS  UNION. 
Secretary    Thomas   J.    Klderkln.    of    the 
Natk>nal  Saamena  I'nion  of  America,  has 
ju^«   made  his  annual   report   to  that   or- 
ganization.   He   .says    In    part; 

Conditions  generally  ilurln.g  the  past 
month  remain  unchanged.  The  Sailor."-' 
utdou  of  the  I'acitic  reports  shi|)ping 
sliirhtly  iniproveil.  The  district  court  has 
rendered  an  adverse  decision  in  the  case 
t»f  the  Arago's  crew.  The  case  has  been 
appealed  to  the  Tnited  States  supreme 
court  and  will  be  argued  by  J.  <}.  Ma- 
guire,  who  will  take  care  that  the  sea- 
men's interests  are  well  looked  after. 

The  l.«ike  Seajnen's  union  reports  a  tend- 
ency toward  an  increase  in  freight  rates. 
If  the  improvement  In  tills  dirtctlon  mate- 
rializes a  good  fall  trade  will  be  assurwl. 
Seamen's  wages  on  barges  have  been 
placed  at  *l.oO  per  day.  Tiie  scale  has 
met  with  only  slight  opposition  at  union 
ports. 

The  Atlantic  Coast  Seamen's  union  re- 
f»orts  no  material  change  In  shipping, 
w;iges  remaining  as  per  last  report.  This 
district  is  maJclng  a  good  light  for  the 
suppression  of  the  crimj>s  and  the  eleva- 
tiors  of  the  seamen. 

A  glimpse  of  maritime  affairs  will  show 
that    improvements   in    transv>ortatlon    by 
water   have   kept   i>ace    wifth    similar    im- 
provements on  land,   and,   like  them,  .are 
mostly,    if    not    entirely,       controlled    by 
stock     companies.     The  change   has   been 
brought    about    almost    v.-ithin    a    decade, 
and,    although       not    completed,    is    suf- 
ficiently advanced   to  jud;re   of  its   effects 
in  relation   to  seamen.     The   ingenuity  of 
our   mechanics   has   done  more   to   enrich 
the  corporations  than  themselves  or  their 
fellow  workers.    We  have  vessels  of  enor- 
mous cari^-ing  capacity,  especially  for  the 
lakes: — woo'  to   \»W    tons— lighted    with    the 
electric    light,    steam    hoisting    gear,    etc. 
I'nder  such  circumstances  we  would  sup- 
pose the  crews  would  receive  fair  wages. 
But  the  vessel  owners  have  not  been  Just 
to   the   seamen.     They   have  violated    the 
spirit,  if  not  the  letter,  of  the  alien  labor 
law  in  their  importation  of  seamen  under 
deceptive    promises.      In    the   majority    of 
cases  theso  agents  had  neither  the  respect 
nor    the    confidence       of    the    community 
where  they  reside.     I  assert  that   the  or- 
ganization of  the  seamen's   unions  alone 
prevented  a  rapid  anil  steady  fall  in  wages 
for   several   years.     Xo  man   can    support 
a  family  as  an  Atnerican  family  should  ba 
supported       who       accepts       employment 
aboard  these  vessels.  The-  masttMs  and  of- 
ficers at  present   receive   al>out~.'!e  same 
wages  that  sailors  rceiyed  formerly.  Any- 
way this  statemerit  applies  to  the  lake^s. 
For  this  the  officers  themselves  are  large- 
ly to  blame.    Taking  advantage  of  a  tem- 
porary   benefit    in    wages    and    position, 
they  used  their  influence  in   favor  of  the 
Vessel    Owners'    association.      When     the 
latter    succeeded    against    the    seamen    It 
turned    its   attention    to    the    officers,    re- 
ductd  their  wages,  added   f/?  their  duties 
and    in    a    great    many    cases    compelled 
th»m  to  leave  port  regardless  of  the  con- 
rtii;ion  of  Weather  and  crews.     One  of  the 
large   transportation  <rompanies    of    Lake 
Erie  has  within  a   few  years  changed  its 
masters    almost    entirely.     The   lesson    to 
be  learned  from  this  should  not  be  lost.  I| 
is  that  the  interests  of  all   who  obtain  a 
livelihood  by  labor  are  identical,  and  that 
these   interests  will   suffer   if   left    to   the 
control    of    corporation    agents.    We    who 
believe    thait    seamen    were    the    first    pio- 
neers and  the  first  disfoverer^s  would  ad- 
vise that  they  shoulu  organ'.re  more  thor- 
oughly, instruct  themselves  on  live  ques- 
tions,   enforce  their   rights   and    cea.se    to 
depend  for  favors  on  those  who  take  only 
such  interest  in  them  as  a  street  car  com- 
pany takes  in  its  horses.   Let  us  also  at- 
tempt economical  and  social  reforms,  our 
interests   as  well   as   those   of   our   fellow 
men  demand  it.     The  future  of  our  coun- 
trv  is  wrapped  up  in   the  welfare   of  her 
tollers.    When  they  are  intelligent  and  in- 
dependent seamen  will  be  prosperous  and 
contented.     The   seamen   of    America   can 
only   bring  this  about  by  Joining  the  re- 
spective unions  and  taking  the  part   that 
duty   demands   for   the   interests  of   tht-^ir 
families,  themselves  and  the  wage  work- 
ers in  general.

OBJECT  TO  SMOOTH  FACES. 

The  Waiters'  alliance  of  Chicago  recent- 
ly held  a  meeting  at  which  the  right  to 
wear  whiskers  and  mu.staches  was  vigor- 
ously discussed.  The  sentiment  was  vig- 
orously against  the  custom  of  having  to 
keep  themselves  smooth  shaven  and  the 
members  resolved  themselves  into  a  so- 
ciety for  the  "mutual  protection  of  whisk- 
ers iind  mustaches."  In  denouncing  the 
fad  they  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tions: 

Whereas,  certain  hotel  and  restaurant 
proprietors  demand  of  their  waiters  and 
require  them  to  shave  off  their  manly 
adornment,  the  mustache:  and, 

Whereas,  there  is  no  plausible  reason 
for  imposing  such  a  degrarlation  to  man- 
kind upon  citizens  in  pursuance  of  their 
labor  by  certain  hotel  and  restaurant  pro- 
prietors; and. 

Whereas,  though  we  admit  that  an  em- 
ployer has  a  right  to  have  his  employes 
dressed  as  he  pleases,  we,  however,  see 
no  reason  why  a  member  of  our  craft 
sliould  be  compelled  to  shave  off  the 
pride  of  man  for  the  sake  of  e>arning  his 
livelihood;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  we  protest  against  the 
compulsion  which  deprives  members  of 
our  craft  of  their  hirsute  adornment,  as 
if  they  were  no  better  than  the  criminals 
consigned   to   Joliet ;   furthermore,    be  it 

Resolved,  that  we  publicly  denounce  thifj 
custom,  which  is  enforced  in  the  Audi- 
torium, Annex,  Richelieu,  Victoria,  Well- 
ington, the  Athletic  club  and  at  Kinsley's 
restaurant,  and  that  we  appeal  to  the  pub- 
lic, asking  their  opinion  whether  it  is 
right  that  under  the  banner  of  the  stars 
and  stripes  such  inhuman  compulsion 
should  exist. 


THE    LABOR    REPORTER. 

The  Detroit,  (Mich.),  Council  of  Trades 
and  I^abor  Unions  has  issued  the  fifth  of 
their  series  of  Labor  day  souvenirs,  in  the 
shape  of  a  handsomely  gotten  up  maga- 
zine, which  contains  enough  advertise- 
ments to  make  the  enterprise  remunera- 
tive and  enough  good  literature  on  labor 
subjects  to  make  it  very  interesting  to 
those  who  take  to  that  sort  of  reading. 
Among  the  original  contributions  is  one 
from  the  pen  of  James  P  Murtagh. 
a  well  known  member  of  Detroit  Typo- 
graphical union.  Mr.  Murtagh  points  out 
some  of  the  trials  through  which  the 
average  labor  reporter  has  to  go,  and  re- 
lates how  much  disposed  a  great  many  of 
the  trades  unionists  are  to  declare  that 
the  man  who  writes  something  which  iloes 
not  happen  to  please  them  is  standing  In 
with  the  capitalistic  class,  an<l  all  that, 
Mr.  Murtagh  says  that  this  unreasonable 
attitude  upon  the  part  of  labor  people  is 
less  pronounced  than  it  used  to  be,  and 
that  a  great  many  men  who  are  prom- 
inent ill  the  councils  of  trades  unionists 
appreciate  that  there  are  two  siiles  to 
t  very  question  and  that  the  reporter  is 
supposed  to  present  those  two  sides  as 
far  as  possible.  Mr.  Murtagh  says  that 
the  friends  of  organized  labor  would  do 
well  to  shov.'  more  confiiience  in  reporters 
generally,  and  the  cause  would,  per- 
haps, be  considerably  benefited  by  giv- 
ing the  labor  reporter  a  seat  in  all  the 
councils  sometimes  listening  to  and  act- 
ing upon  the  advice  which  this  reporter 
could  give. 


Weird  Experience  of  a  Raih^oad 
Engine(^r. 

"Did  you  ever  hear  of  a  phantom  loco- 
motive?" inquired  one  of  the  old  time  Un- 
ion Pacific  engine<'rs  of  a  number  of  his 
associates  who  were  re'iating  their  expe- 
riences and  hair-breadtb  escapes,  says  the 
Saa  Francisco  Call.

"I  was  in  charge  of  an  engine  pulling 
the  regular  passengers  up  the  hill  one 
gray  morning.  Just  as  we  neared  the 
snow  shed  that  ustsd  to  stand  at  Harney 
siding  an  engine  su*idt  nly  popped  out  in 
front  of  us.  Before  J  -lad  time  to  get  a 
square  dook  at  her  she  disappeared  in 
the  shed  and  was  lost  1  o  view.  The  whole 
thing  happened  .«io  suddenly  that  I  was 
dumbfounded,  but  I  w  as  iKJsltive  I  had 
seen  an  engine,  and  so  was  my  fireman.  1 
at  once  shut  off  and  tJie  train  came  to  a 
stantlstill.  The  condi'.clor  came  over  and 
asked  what  was  the  matter.  •Bill,'  said  I, 
'I  just  saw  an  engine  pep  out  of  that  snow, 
shed  and  as  suddenly    dlsapH*ar  again.' 

■••  'Are  you  positive;'  said  The  knight  of 
the  punch,  and  he  peer.xl  up  the  track,  and 
1  asserted  I  was.  'We  h.id  better  move  on 
anyhow,  and  if  you  se.>  one  it  will  prob- 
al>ly  keep  out  of  our  wuy." 

"So  we  proceeded  up  the  hill,  keeping 
careful  watch  for  the  mysterious  engine 
which  made  my  heart  jt  imp  into  my  throat 
as  siie  merged  from  tl  le  snow  shed.  The 
siding  was  reached,  but  there  was  no  sigru 
of  an  engine  threatening  us  with  a  head 
end  collision.  The  trai  n  men  laughed  at 
me  and  sad;  I  had  seen  a  spirit. 
Had  it  not  been  Jor  the  fact  that  my  fire- 
man sided  with  me,  I  d^aoi't  know  but  that 
I  should  have  given  up  and  admitted  I 
was  mistaken.

But  I  was 
still  positive  and  insisjted  on  making  a 
hunt,  and  we  found  an  engine  hid  away 
in  the  little  roundhoiLse  located  at  that 
point.

He  had  overlookol  a  new  time  carcV 
and  had  started  to  take  his  engine  back  to 
Laramie  after  helping  i.  freight  up  to  the 
summit.

Cits    of    buttered    bread    between 
which  lay  all  the  summer  sweetness  of 
the  peach;  a  spoonful  of  peach  marmal- 
ade.    That  bit  of  marmalade  proved   a 
veritable    enchanter,    and    memory    led 
me   back    to   forgotten    years,    and    the 
childish  joys  of  stolen  sweets  from  the 
preser\'e  closet.     You  must  make  some 
for  your  tea  table.    Here  is  the  receipt: 
Peach  marmalade — Pare  and  slice  the 
fruit,  and  after  weighing,  place  in  your 
porcelain  preserve  kettle:  to  each  pound 
of  fruit  allow  three-quarters  of  a  pound 
of  sugar,  and  to  every  three  pounds  of 
fruit  the  juice  of  one  lemon.

The  trail  we  followed  was  so  rough  and 
uncertain  that  at  first  I  conceived  a  very 
poor  opinion  of  the  Honduranians  for  not 
having  improved  it,  but  as  we  continued 
scrambling  upwards  I  admired  them  for 
moving  about  at  all  under  such  condi- 
tions. After  all,  we  who  had  chosen  to 
take  this  road  through  curiosity  had  cer- 
tainly no  right  to  complain  of  what  was 
to  the  natives  their  only  means  of  com- 
munication with  the  outside  World.  It 
is  interesting  to  think  of  a  country  ab- 
solutely and  entirely  dependent  on  such 
a  thoroughfare  for  every  necessity  of 
life.  For  whether  it  be  a  postal  card  or 
a  piano,  or  a  bale  of  cotton,  or  a  box 
of  matches,  it  must  be  brought  to 
Tegucigalpa  on  the  back  of  a  mule  or 
on  the  shoulders  of  a  man.  who  must  slip 
and  slide  and  scramble  over  this  trail 
for  nine  days. 

Sometimes  this  highroad  of  commerce 
was  cut  through  the  living  rock  in  steps 
as  even  and  sharp  as  those  in  front  of  a 
brownstone  house  on  Fifth  avenue,  and 
-SO  narrow  that  we  had  to  draw  up  our 
knees  to  keep  them  from  being  scratched 
and  cut  on  the  rough  walls  of  the  pas- 
sageway, and  again  it  led  through  jungle 
so  dense  that  if  one  wandered  three 
yards  from  the  trail  he  could  not  have 
found  his  way  back  again;  but  thi.<s 
danger  was  not  imminent,  as  no  one 
could  go  that  far  from  the  trail  without 
having  first  hacked  and  cut  his  way 
there.  It  was  not  always  so  difficult;  at 
times  we  came  out  into  bare  open  spaced 
and  rode  up  the  dry  bed  of  a  mountain 
stream,  and  felt  the  full  force  of  the  sun. 
or  again  it  led  along  a  ledge  of  rock  two 
feet  wide  at  the  edge  of  a  precipice 
and  we  were  fanned  with  cool  damp 
breaths  from  the  pit  a  thousand  feet  be- 
low, where  the  sun  had  never  penetrated, 
and  where  the  moss  and  fern  of  centuries 
grew  in  a  thick  dark  tangle. 

We  stopped  for  our  first  meal  at  a  bare 
place  on  the  top  of  a  mountain,  wher*- 
there  were  a  half-dozen  mud  huts.  Jeffs 
went  from  one  to  another  of  these  an-i 
collected  a  few  eggs  and  hired  a  woman 
to  cook  them  and  to  make  us  some  coffee. 
We  added  tinned  things  and  bread  to 
this  luncheon,  which,  as  there  were  no 
benches,  we  ate  seated  on  the  ground 
kicking  at  the  dogs  and  pigs  and  chickens 
that  snarted  in  a  most  familiar  manner 
at  the  food  in  our  hands.  In  Hondura.= 
there  are  so  few  hotels  that  travelers  ar>- 
entirely  dependent  for  food  and  for  a 
place  in  which  to  sleep  upon  the  peopl- 
who  live  along  the  trail,  who  are  appar- 
ently quite  hardened  to  having  their 
homes  invaded  by  strangers  and  their 
larders  levied  upon  at  any  hour  of  the 
day  or  night.  , 

Ev-n  in  the  larger  towns  and  so-called 
cities  we  slept  in  private  houses,  and  on 
the  solitary  occasion  when  we  were  di- 
rected to  a  hotel  we  found  a  bare  room 
with  a  jiile  of  canvas  cots  heaped  in  one 
comer,  to  which  we  were  told  to  help 
ourselves.  There  was  a  real  hotel,  and  a 
very  bad  one.  at  the  capital,  where  we 
fared  much  worse  than  we  had  often 
done  in  the  interior;  but  with  these  two 
exceptions  we  were  dependent  for  shelter 
during  our  entire  trip  across  Honduras 
upon  the  people  of  the  countr>'.  Some- 
times they  .«ent  us  to  sleep  in  the  town 
hall,  which  was  a  large  hut  with  a  mud 
floor,  and  furnished  with  a  blackboard 
and  a  row  of  benches,  and  sometimes 
with  stocks  for  prisoners;  for  it  served 
as  a  school  or  prison  or  hotel,  according 
to  the  needs  of  the  occasion. 

We  were  equally  ^.ependent  upon  th- 
natives  for  our  food.  We  carried  break- 
fast bacon  and  condensed  milk  and  sar- 
dines and  bread  with  us.  and  to  these 
we  were  generally  able  to  add,  at  least 
once  a  day,  coffee  and  eggs  and  beans. 
The  national  bread  is  the  tortilla.  It  i.< 
made  of  corn  meal,  patted  Into  the  shape 
of  a.  buckwheat  cake  between  the  palms 
of  the  hands,  and  then  baked.  The> 
were  generally  given  to  us  cold,  in  a 
huge  pile,  and  wore  burnt!  on  both  sides, 
but  untouched  by  heat  in  the  center. 
The  coffee  was  always  excellent,  as  it 
should  have  been,  for  the  Hondunaniar, 
cr  fTee  is  as  fine  as  any  grown  in  Central 
America,  and  we  never  had  too  much 
of  it ;  hut  of  eggs  and  black  beans  theni 
was  no  end. 

The  black-bean  habit  in  Honduras  i:- 
very  general;  the>'  gave  them  to  us 
three  times  a  day.  sometlTnes  cold  and 
sometimes  hot,  smmetimes  with  baron 
and  sometimes  alone.  They  were  fre- 
quently served  to  lis  in  the  shape  of 
sandwiches  between  tortillas,  and  .igain 
in  the  form  of  pudding  with  chopped- 
up  goat's  meat.  At  first,  and  when 
they  were  serv'ed  hot.  I  used  to  think 
them  delicioui».  That  seems  ver>-  long 
ago  now.  When  I  was  at  Johnstown 
at  the  time  of  the  fl<x)d.  there  was  a 
soda  cracker,  with  jam  inside,  which 
was  ser\-ed  out  to  thf»  correspondents 
in  place  of  bread:  and  even  now.  if  :t 
became  a  qU'^tion  'f  my  having  to  sub- 
sist on  th'>«e  crackers,  and  the  black 
t)eans  of  Central  America,  or  starve.  I 
am  sure  I  should  starve,  and  by  pre- 
ff  renc. 

W«  were  natwrally  embarrassed  at 
first  when  we  walk'^'l  into  strange  huts, 
but  the  owners  seemed  to  take  such 
invasions  with  apathy  and  as  a  raattf  r 
of  course,  and  were  neither  glad  to  ser- 
us  when  we  came,  nor  relle<\-ed  when  we 
departed.  Ttjey  »»k*^  various  prices 
for  what  they  gav*«  us — ab  >ut  twice  a* 
much  as  they  would  have  asked  a  native 
for  the  sa.Tne  service,  at  least  so  Jeffs 
told  us;  but  as  our  Wll  never  amounted 
to  more  than  .">0  f'ents  apiec^  for  supj^ter. 
lodging,  and  ."j.  breakfast  the  n-xt 
morning,  they  cannot  be  said  to  havf 
robbe<i  u.«.  While  the  woman  at  th^ 
flr^t  place  at  which  w*»  stopped  boiletl 
the  eggs,  her  husbami  industriously 
whittled  a  lot  of  sharp  little  sticks, 
whi -h  he  <li.*trlbuteil  .imongst  us.  and 
the  use  of  which  we  could  not  Imagine, 
until  we  wore  told  we  were  expected  tr) 
spike  hole*  In  the  »ggs  with  them,  and 
then  suck  out  the  meat.  Wf  did  not 
make  a  success  of  this,  and  our  preju- 
dice against  eating  e^gs  after  that 
fashion  was  such  that  we  wen?  particu- 
lar to  ask  to  have  thtsm  friefl  during  the 
rest  of  our  trip.  This  was  the  only  <x-- 
casif>n  when  I  saw  a  Honduranian  hus- 
l>and  help  his  wife  work.

Apropos   to    the  flag  and    school    house 

question  we  nuike  some  extracts  from  the 
proceedings  of  the  last  annual  depart- 
ment encampment  of  this  state,  held  in 
.St.  Paul  Vcb.  17  and  2S  last.  We  begin 
with  the  introductory  remarks  of  Mrs. 
Ella  Wheeler  Wilcox  before  reading  her 
lecture  upon  the  fiag  of  our  country  and 
its  symbolic  meaning,  and  the  cost  of  es- 
tablishing and  maintaining  It.  and  close 
with  the  final  passage  of  the  resolution 
introduced  by  Department  Commander 
\an  Sant: 

Mrs.  Goff— Commander,  comrades,  the 
work  that  is  being  done  in  the  interest  of 
patriotism  in  our  state  by  our  state  su- 
periffitendent  of  instruction  is  to  me  so  de- 
lightful and  I  believe  is  accomplishing  so 
much  good  that  I  was  t'lad  when  arrange- 
ments were  made  that  1  nnght  explain 
to  you  the  work  and  hope  you  will  give 
some  expression  of  your  approval,  and  we 
shall  appreciate  your  endorsement  all  the 
more  because  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, more  than  any  other  organization 
in  the  worlds  is  the  embodiment  of  loyalty 
to  country.  The  schools  are  one  medium 
through  which  the  love  of  country  may  be 
taught,  and  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  of  our  state,  who  marched 
with  the  boys  who  wore  the  blue  decided 
upon  this  new  movement,  the  unfurllirg 
of  the  old  flag  and  making  the  feeling  of 
patriotism  and  good  citizenship  a  distinc- 
tive feature  in  the  schools.  In  addition  to 
visiting  the  training  schools  and  report- 
ing their  condition,  work  and  progress, 
I  was  requested  to  give  a  lecture  on  the 
Hag  of  our  country  and  its  svmbolical 
meaning  and  the  cost  of  establishing  and 
preserving  it.  I  have  been  requested  by 
many  of  the  comrades  personally  to  give 
you  here  today  the  lecture  I  have  given 
to  the  teachers'  training  school,  but  this 
lecture  is  somewhat  lengthy  and  I  will 
omir  considerable  portions  of  It. 

Mrs.  Goff  then  read  her  lecture  which 
was  a  most  able  and  patriotic  paper  and 
received  with  enthusiastic  applause. 

Commander  Van  Sant— As  a  mark  of 
our  appreciation  for  this  splendid  hi8tor>- 
of  the  growth  and  development  of  our  na- 
tional flag,  which  has  just  been  given  us 
so  eloquently.  I  take  leave  to  ask  unani- 
mous authority  to  introduce  this  resolu- 
tion and  ask  its  immediate  adoption: 

Resolved.  That  the  legislature  now  in 
session  be  requested  to  authorize  and  re- 
quire all  school  boards  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota  to  purchase  a  standard  flag  of 
the  United  States,  which  shall  be  causeil 
to  float  during  scliool  hoars  from  the  top 
of  the  school  building.  I  ask  its  unani- 
mous adoption  by  a  standing  vote.  Any 
remarks? 

Comrade  W.  P.  Roberts,  Post  No.  4, 
Minneapolis— I  don't  believe  that  that  res- 
olution should  be  adopted  or  that  the  leg- 
islature should  enact  any  such  legislation. 
They  will  have  to  buy  about  two  or  three 
Hags  for  every  school  house  every  year.  I 
have  no  doul>t  but  what  every  comrade 
will  vote  asking  the  legislature  to  enact 
some  such  law.  but  to  keep  the  flag 
floating  every  day  through  the  year  woul-J 
bankrupt  the  state. 

A  Comrade — We  certainly  can  leave  this 
to  the  school  board  and  the  cost  would  be. 
very  small,  and  It  don't  require  it  to  float 
every  day  in  the  year.  It  says  during 
school  hours. 

A  Comrade — Well,  that  means  five  hour.'^ 
a  day. 

A  Comrade — Not  too  many  hours  a  day 
to  have  our  national  flag  gazed  upon  by 
the  people  of  the  country.  (Applause, 
cheering  and  cries  of  "good.") 

A  Comrade — Commander,  I  rise  to  sav 
rhat  I  believe  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public in  the  state  of  Minnesota  is  such 
that  there  isn't  a  man  in  it  but  would  be 
willing  to  bring  from  his  own  pocket  the 
amount  necessary  to  keep  the  flag  float- 
ing from  the  school  buildings.  (Applause.) 

Comrade— I  want  to  state  that  our  post 
has  presented  our  schools  with  a  flag  that 
cost  us  $.)  and  that  the  flag  has  floated 
every  day  in  all  kinds  of  weather  for  the 
last  four  years.  And  it  Is  good  yet.  (Cries 
of  good.) 

Comrade  Martin,  Post  No.  67.  Detroit— I 
want  my  name  to  go  on  record  that  I  am 
in  favor  of  what  the  commander  has  in- 
troduce<l.  Now,  our  county  superintendent 
in  Becker  county,  took  the  initiative  In 
this  movement  and  there  isn't  a  school  in 
Becker  county  but  what  had  a  flag  and 
we  old  veterans  have  paid  for  the  flag  in 
our  district.  And  just  so  long  as  they  wank 
a  flag  I  will  help  pay  for  it.  They  never 
ques'tioned  us  when  our  flags  were  used 
up  in  Itattle  w^at  i.s  cost  to  get  a  new  onef 
and  give  the  school  boys  a  chance  to  get 
one  just  the  same  as  we  had  then. 

Comrade  Clyde.  Post  No.  31.  Little  Falls 
—I  would  say  that  our  post  presented  a 
flag  that  cost  $1S  to  our  school  in  the  city 
of  Little  Falls,  and  I  want  to  see  a  flag 
on  every  school  house  in  the  country.  It 
will  instnict  the  youths  and  we  have  a 
great  many  foreigners  in  our  countrj-  that 
must  be  taught  to  love  our  countrj'. 

Comrade  Bullard,  Post  No.  113,  Vern- 
dale — I  will  say  that  in  our  school  dis- 
trict the  schools  themselves  wanted  a 
flag.  It  was  some  three  years  ago  and 
they  bougiit  one  and  it  floated  for  nine 
months  every  year,  and  it  is  a  good  flag 
yet.  There  must  be  about  twenty-flve  of 
them  that  are  floating  flags  now  and  most, 
of  them  were  bought  by  the  Grand  Army 
boys  and  the  school  boys.  And  If  the  gen' 
tit-man  is  afraid  that  their  school  dis- 
trict will  be  bankrupted  by  buying  a  flag 
we  will  send  them  down  one.  (Applause 
and  cries  of  "good."» 

A  Comrade — I  travel  over  the  state  a 
good  deal  and  I  see  a  great  many  school 
houses  and  I  tell  you  when  you  see  a  flag 
on  a  school  house  every  one  looks  out  and 
says:  "There  is  an  American  flag."  Where 
is  there' a  more  beautiful  sight  than  to  see 
a  small  school  house  with  a  Ijig  flag,  par- 
ticularty  when  the  flag  floats  on  school 
houses  in  the  country  where  nobody  else 
hardly  lives.  I  say  I  want  to  see  the  flag 
on  every  school  house.  (Applause.) 

A  Comrade — While  we  are  talking  about 
flags  1  will  tell  you  our  experience.  We 
have  got  a  fair  looking  school  house  and 
we  had  no  flag.  It  was  two  or  three  years 
ago.  It  was  Decoration  day.  and  we  went 
and  bought  a  flag  and  made  the  school  a 
present  of  it. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopt- 
ed.

Notice  and  emphasize  if  yon  please  that 
"tlie  schools  are  onf>  medium  through 
which  love  of  country  may  be  taught." 
Lord  Brougham  said  nearly  1*^  years  ago

"The  Granrl  Army  of  the  Republic, 
which  more  than  other  organization  in 
the  world  is  the  embodiment  of  loyalty 
to  country"  has  with  one  mighty  voice 
resolved  iJiat  patriotism  shall  bf  taught 
in  our  public  schools.  And  as  teaching  l>y 
object  lei'SOHB  is  one  of  the  best  methods 
of  teaching  therefore  the  unfurling  of  the 
olii  flag  during  school  hours  siiall  b«^  a 
dLstinctive  feature  of  our  schools.  The 
sfuiterlntendent  of  public  instruction  of 
the  Plate  Is  l>ehln(i  the  movement.

In  the  work  rooms  of  Paris  are  busy 
brains  and  tireless  hands  laboring  cease- 
lessly at  the  problem  of  what  shall  be 
worn  when  the  last  balloon  sUcve  has 
been  pricked  by  autumn's  winds—if,  in- 
deed, it  Is  to  be  so  pricked,  for  of  all  the 
vexed  questions  this  of  the  sleovc  is 
most  vexing;  and  at  this  moment  the 
dressmakers  of  the  whole  world  are  on 
pilgrimages    to    Paris,    and    there    their 


additional  flavor  of  surprise.  The  epi- 
cure finds  olives  much  better  than  pre- 
serves, and  a  pink  and  white  com- 
plexion is  tame  beside  these  subtleties. 
Here,  indeed,  is  the  triumph  of  art. 

One  may  note  that  uncovered  ears 
are  now  shocking.  Immodest  is  too 
small  a  word,  the  naked  ear  looks  fairly 
brazen.  Thus  a  few  weeks  of  habi- 
tude sweeps  decades  into  oblivion.  On 
which  text  philosophy  may  be  hung, 
provided  warm  weatlicr  gives  inclina- 
tion. 

If  there  is  no  new  dress  under  the 
sun,  Aaron's  linen  coat  being  worn  to- 
day by  women  and  pantaloons  having 
been  found  from  the  stone  epoch,  there 
are  at  least  designs  that  reappear  like 
comets  at  such  long  intervals  that  they 
are  new  to  some  ccmsecutive  genera- 
tions.

Aprojios  of  sleeves,  thero  is  a  speck 
as  largo  asia  mnn'n  hand  that  appeared 
in  March  that  persists  dis(juictingly  If 
it  does  not  grow.  It  is  the  Louis  XVI 
sUt've,  which  Is  to  say  the  small  sleeve, 
dubbeil  historically  by  courtesy  for  in- 
troduction only.  Its  hesitating  per- 
sistence troubles  everybody  concerned. 
Will  It  be  assimilated  or  not?  That  it 
is  to  be  seen  here  and  there  on  a  daring 
gown  Is  not  aiv  answer  but  an  aggrava- 
tion. And  all  th*-  .  lonkmakers  because 
of  It  are  late  in  the  autumn  models. 
Shall  they  make  sleeved  jackets  or  ."hall 
they  not?  If  the  gown  sleeves  fall 
they  may.  If  not  they  must  make  capes. 
And    the   manufacturers   of   dress   mu- 


comibined.  Plain  and  changeable  col- 
ors vie  with  figures  like  palms,  a  leaf, 
moon,  etc..  in  three  colors  on  a  dark 
ground.  Silken  stripes  and  cross-bars 
are  introduced  on  figured  and  plain 
crepons.  It  is  well  to  remember  when 
buying  such  goods  that  the  very  elastic 
weaves  are  apt  to  sag  or  drop  as  a  skirt, 
unless  a  pattern  of  several  gores,  eight 
or  nine,  is  talcen;  then  the  breadth  of 
each  piece  is  too  small  to  allow  this. 
Crepon  sleeves  and  skirt  are  to  be  seen, 
with  a  plaid  or  changeable  silk  waist. 
It  is  also  very  handsome  w-hen  com- 
Idned  with  velvet,  and  velvet  is  to  be 
very  fashionable  during  the  fall  and 
winter.  Heavy  cream  or  ecru  lace,  jet, 
black  and  changeable  colors,  passe- 
menteries of  spangles  and  beads  and 
satin  ribbons  are  the  trimmings  se- 
lected for  crepon,  which  is  always  a 
more  or  less  dressy  costume.  Change- 
able mixtures  in  homespun,  serge, 
cheviot  and  such  goods  will  be  popular.

ately. In  place  of  the  more  familiar 
braiding. 

KINDERGARTEN  GOWN. 
Here,  for  example,  is  one  prepared 
for  a  kindergarten  graduate,  of  soft, 
dark  blue  Cowes  serge.  The  skirt, 
laid  in  wide  box  pleats,  flares  at  the 
hem  and  Is  adjusted  to  a  short-walsted 
little  body,  almost  covered  by  a  great 
five-pointed  collar  falling  capewlse 
over  the  shoulders  and  full  sleeves. 
Deep  about  the  hem  of  the  skirt,  all 
the  wldtii  of  the  colar  and  up  to  the  el- 
bows, runs  a  wide  band  of  black  and 
red  embroidery,  a  skeleton  pattern, 
worked  out  In  a  twist  of  mingled  silk 
and  wool  and  dom?  with  a  big  pointed 
Ivory  pin.  The  effect  is  at  once  gay 
and  most  suitable  to  the  little  wearer, 
whose  skirts,  as  Is  now  the  mode  with 
all  womankind  under  14,  fall  only  just 
over  the  rounding  points  of  the  knees. 
In  i)lace  of  long  skirts,  stout  ribbed, 
knitted  stockings  w  ill  be  worn,  of  a  rich 
blue,  with  such  a  gown  as  Is  described 
above,  and  showing  fine  red  silk  clocks 
above  the  shoe  tops.  When  out  of  doors 
little  leggings  of  .soft,  heavy  suiting, 
to  match  the  color  of  the'  dress,  will 
be  bucltled  over  just  the  legs,  from  an- 
kle to  high  on  the  knee,  and  so  protect 
tender  young  limbs  from  any  unwar- 
ranted exposure. 

The  shoes  themselves,  it  may  be  well 
to  remark  in  passing,  are  nearly  all 
this  winter  made  very  high  buttoned, 
the  foxing  of  stout,  dull,  black  suit- 
ing, and  the  small  vamps  at»the  back 
and  front  of  patent  leather.  Indeed, 
without  a  touch  of  this  bright  varnished 
leather  the  child  of  the  season  Is 
scarcely  dressed  within  the  pale  of 
fashion,  for  shoes,  school  bags  and  belts 
are  all  made  of  It,  and  little  boys  are 
going  to  wear  very  soon  demi-billy- 
cock  hats  of  dark  blue,  green  and 
brown  felt,  clasped  round  with  wide 
crown  bands  of  patent  leather.  Waist 
belts  of  this  material  are  sold  with  the 
dresses  for  girls,  that  are  as  simple  as 
the  most  sensible  mother  could  ask 
and  can  be  easily  made  at  home,  should 
economy  demand  it. 

A  SIMPLE  SCHOOL  DRESS. 
Of  the  striped  flannel  the  cut  shows 
one,  and  to  give  the  proper  effect  the 
skirt  be  wide,  quite  ungored  and  gath- 
ered with  equal  fullness  in  to  all 
parts  of  the  waistband.  A  deep  hem 
finishes  the  bottom,  and  a  flat,  broad 
linen  collar  or  narrow  upstanding  row 
of  whlpped-in  lace  completes  the  neck, 
while  the  middle  of  the  wearer's  little 
body  is  clasped  by  a  broad  patent  lea- 
ther strap  and  buckle  of  the  .same  ma- 
terial. With  two  or  three  of  such  capi- 
tal gowns  a  school  girl  is  dressed  all 
winter  for  her  daily  tasks,  since  to 
freshen  the  pretty  suit  is  only  neces- 
sary to  baste  in  at  neck  and  sleeves 
every  morning  little  turnover  collars 
of  lace  edged  muslin,  easily  done  up 
in  the  kitchen  by  the  family  nurse  or 
housemaid. 

Not  ft  whit  less  commendable  is  the 
big  warm  school  and  street  bonnet, 
designed  to  replace  this  autumn  all 
previous  fashions  in  hoods  and  hats 
small  maidens  have  uncomplainingly 
and  so  often  unbecomingly  worn  at  the 
request  of  their  mammas.  This  bon- 
net is  meant  to  comply  with  the  new 
and  picture-like  mode  of  dressing  a  lit- 
tle daughter's  hair.  No  bang  is  now 
permitted,  but  all  the  locks  are  parted 
from  the  forehead  to  the  crown.     Two 

I  side   pieces,    or     heavy     ringlets,     are 
brought    forward,      to      hang     curling 
down  the  inside  of  each  shoulder,  while 
I  the  rest  falls  unconfined  over  the  back, 
j  This  odd  big  bonnet,  an  adoption  from 
I  that  worn  in  colonial  times,  is  made  of 
I  braided    felt,    decorated   with    soft    flat 
I  bows  of  bias  silk   or  bunches   of  dark 
I  hued    feather    tips    on    the   crown    and 
I  tied  under  the  chin  with  a  wide  short 
j  bow    of    satin    ribbon.      When    it    is    a 
bonnet  for  Sunday  school  wearing  and 
the  suit  is  blue  this  big  hood,  of  dark 
blue    braided    felt,    is    trimmed      with 
mushroom  like  bows  of  ric  cream  white 
satin    ribbon,    and   just    inside    the    co- 
quetish  shovel  brim  is  fastened  a  tiny 
cluster   of  little   i)ink   silk   rosebuds   or 
blue  velvet  forget-me-nots. 

THE  NEW  PINAFORES. 
More  serious  sometimes  with  the 
mother  who  considers  her  daughter's 
wardrobe  conscientiously  than  beauty  or 
variety  of  toilets  is  how  to  keep  what- 
ever may  be  provided  whole  and  clean. 
For  this  reason,  because  little  girls  will 
be  little  girls,  forgetting  all  the  tenets  of 
heedfulness  and  cleanliness  where  a 
jovial  romp  is  concerned,  the  mother 
who  has  done  away  with  pinafores  has 
done  away  with  her  own  peace  of  mind 
and  the  very  first  principle  by  which  a 
child  is  kept  always  neat  and  present- 
able.

For  the  quite  incorrigible  child,  who 
needs  one  or  two  changes  of  apron  a 
day,  the  best  and  most  economical  pat- 
tern is  the  pinafore,  made  in  three  long 
straight  breadths  sewed  together, 
hemmed  at  the  bottom  and  arranged  at 
the  top  with  a  casing  to  run  a  draw 
string  through  at  the  base  of  the  upper 
hem.  Two  holes  are  cut  in  the  top  side 
of  this  great  square  and  plainly  hemmed 
or  frilled  about,  then  th»  pretty  result 
is  shov.'n  in  the  cut  of  the  simplest  apron 
in  the  world,  to  be  laundered  as  easily 
as  a  face  towel  or  a  pillow  case. 

A  pattern  equally  nice  is  outlined  by  its 
side,  and  in  the  original  was  made  of 
brown  grass  linen,  its  wide  collar  edged 
with  pierced  white  muslin  embroidery 
and  the  big  sleeves,  with  muslin  cuff, 
arranged  to  button  snugly  at  the  wrist. 
Evidently  the  popularity  of  the  pina- 
fore is  guaranteed  to  reach  a  great 
height  next  winter,  for  lovely  ones  there 
are  prepared,  more  for  ornament  than 
utility,  of  finest  white  nainsook  or  pale 
tan  grass  lawn  with  richly  embroidered 
deep  falling  collars  caught  with  bunches 
of  Dresden  ribbon  on  the  shoulders  and 
then  la  broader  ri.bbon  running  through 
widd  beading  to  form  a  sort  of  girdle  just 
under  the  arms. 

WARM  TOP  COATS. 
There  are  some  small  growls  of  resist- 
ance heard  when,  reft  from  their  delight- 
ful last  holidays,  these  little  boys  and 
girls  are  put  through  the  tedious  drill 
of  trying  on  their  stout  top  coats,  which 
in  wise  precaution  are  already  prepared 
against  the  coming  of  that  first  cool 
wave  presaging  winter.  Zibellines  cloth 
and  a  light  weight  of  English  and  Scotch 
frieze  are  the  two  stuffs  used  almost  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  others  in  buttoned 
wraps  for  children.  There  is  a  fine, 
rich  shade  of  red  in  the  zibelline  that  is 
universally  adopted,  made  up  with  no 
other  trimming  than  that  of  stltchings 
and  bi.g  dark  smoked  pearl  buttons,  as 
the  little  coat  in  the  double  cut  shows, 
with  its  detachable  cape  and  hood. 

Of  the  dark  green  and  brown  frieze, 
youngsters  of  both  sizes  will  wear  smart 
little  surtouts  in  colder  weather,  caught 
down  the  front  with  five  big  round  silver 
buttons  and  long  skirts  set  on.  without 
godlets,  to  the  close-fitting,  plain  bodies. 
But  prettiest  of  all  the  new  fashions 
for  school  children  is  the  extensive  u.se 
of  the  handsomer  Scotch  jdaids.  For 
vgirls  these  arc  made  ti))  in  long  cape 
coals  falling  free  to  the  hems  of  their 
small  petticoats,  with  hood  to  draw 
close,  with  ribbon  frills  about  the  face 
and  the  whole  garment  lined  with  a 
pretty  plaid  silk. 

LITTLE  H1GHL.\NDERS. 
The  boys,  many  of  them  will  be  put 
bodily  this  winter  into  kilts  over  short 
plaid  trousers,  with  knitted  golf  stock- 
ings, high  laced  shoes,  blue  bonnets,  the 
coat  and  shirt  of  ordinary  cut  and  color, 
and  a  plain  leather  pouch  swung  from 
the  shirt  belt.

GLOVES  IN  HISTORY. 

They  Have  at  Times  Been  Im- 
portant Factors. 

One  of. the  earliest  records  of  the  use  of 
Kloves  in  England  Is  found  In  the  reign 
of  Ethelred  II,  to  whom  some  German 
merchants  paid  a  toll  of  five  pairs  of 
kIovcs.  It  was  not,  however,  until  the 
I  If  venth  century  that  they  were  Centr- 
ally worn  by  both  sexes,  says  the  Bos- 
ton Globe. 

A   pair  of  srloves   1b   said   to   be   at   tho 
bottom  of  the  quarrel  between  Queen  Anne  • 
and     the     Duchess    of    Marlboro.       which 
drove    the    queen    to    throw    herself    into 
ihe  arms  of  the  Tories. 

According  to  Abigail  Hill's  account,  she 
wa.s  sent  one  day  by  her  mistress  to  get 
a  pair  of  gloves  which  had  been  left  on 
a  tabk-  in  an  adjoining  room.  Abigail 
found  that  the  duchess,  who  was  read- 
ing a  letter  at  the  table,  had  inadvertent- 
ly put  on  the  gloves  instead  of  her  own. 
On  being  informed  of  her  mistake  she 
threw  them  on  the  ground,  exclaiming: 

"Havfe  I  really  worn  anything  which  has 
touched  the  odious  hands  of  that  dis- 
agreeable woman?" 

ITnfortunately  for  her  grace,  the  doors 
had  been  left  ajar— the  queen  heard  all 
and   never  forgave  it. 

Queen  Anne's  were  not  the  only  gloves 
to  bring  alxjut  an  important  political 
crisis.  The  Huguenots  firmly  believed  that 
the  death  of  Jeanne  d" Albert  was  due  to 
poison  administered  through  a  pair  of 
gloves. 

The  queen  of  Navarra  had  come  to 
Paris  to  arrange  for  the  marriage  of  her 
son  (afterward  Henry  V\}  v.ith  Mar- 
guerite of  Valols,  daughter  of  Henry  II 
and  Catherine  de  Medici.  Like  many  an- 
other lady,  she  seized  the  opi>ortuniiy  for 
doing  a  little  shopping,  and  her  ill  fate 
led  her  to  the  Italian  perfumer,  Maitre 
Rene,  from  whom  Queen  Jeanne  obtained 
i^  pair  of  gloves. 

Immediately  afterwards  she  was  struck 
down  by  a  fatal  illness,  and  the  Hugue- 
nots whispered  that  it  was  not  for  nothing 
that  Maitre  Rene's  goods  were  so  highly 
esteemed  by  Queen  Catherine,  for  whom 
Queen  Jeanne's  death  proved  most  op- 
portune. 

Even  before  the  days  of  Maitre  Rene 
Paris  gloves  were  celebrated.  Margarite 
Tunor,  Countess  of  Richmond,  wrote  in 
1493  to  the  queen's  chamberlain,  lament- 
ing that  French  gloves  that  he  had  sent 
her  were  "too  much"  for  her.  and  shyly 
adding  that  the  French  ladies  must  be 
"great  altogether,  not  only  In  their  es- 
tates, but  in  their  persons." 

A  few  years  later  the  queen  of  France 
was  sending  a  ring  and  a  Klove  to  the 
king  of  Scotland,  not  for  the  benefit  of 
his  wife,  but  to  tempt  him  into  quarrel- 
ing with  his  brother-in-law.  Henry  VIII. 
Those  fatal  tokens  lured  James  VI  to 
Flodden  Field.
